Tons  of  Powder  Burned  By 
the  Opposing  Forces.

GOVERNOR  BY  ACCLAMATION 

Cleveland  Man  Controls 

Ohio  Convention. 

Victoiy  Over  Zimmermaa 
Clique  Is  Decisive. 


Division  Headquarters,  Fort  Levett, 
Cushings  Island.  Portland,  Me.,  Aug. 
26.— The  army  under  the  command  of 
Col.  S.  M.  Mills,  it  is  believed  gained  a 
victory  over  a  rortion  of  the  fleet  com- 
manded by  Admiral  Barker  in  an  en- 
gagement which  lasted  for  three  hours 
this  morning.  Two  phases  of  the  man- 
euvers were  worked  out  and  in  both 
the  army  umpires  claimed  the  victory. 
The  first,  the  attempt  to  land  a  force 
Dvas  begun  shortly  after  one  o'clock  and 
was  repulsed  with  heavy  loss.  The 
second  phase  was  the  attempt  to  run 
the  batteries  and  was  begun  in  the  grey 
of  the  dawn."  The  army  claim  that  the 
vessels  in  tms  attempt  were  destroyed 
by  gun  fire  and  the  mines. 

The  discovery  was  made  that  the 
powerful  searchlights  were  able  to 
penetrate  the  fog  and  the  vessels  of 
the  attacking  fleet  were  picked  up  at 
a  distance  of  10,000  yards. 

Portland.  Me..  Aug.  26.— Through 
dense  smoke  and  amid  the  tumult  of 
continuous  firing  of  cannon,  the  battle- 
ships Keasarge,  Illinois  and  Alabama 
entered  this  port  early  today,  having 
stormed  the  main  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor in  connection  with  the  great  war 
game  which  is  going  on  this  week  in 
this  vicinity.  From  midnight,  when 
the  scouts  of  the  hostile  fleet  were  dis- 
covered by  the  picket  of  the  army  on 
shore,  until  daylight,  when  the  battle- 
ships came  up  the  channel,  Portland 
was  treated  to  an  experience  very  much 
like  actual  warfare.  Where  the  Vic- 
tory, if  any,  is  not  apparent  to  shore 
observers. 

The  night  was  a  sleepless  one,  not 
only  for  all  actually  engaged  in  the 
maneuveres.  but  for  many  in  the  city. 
It  was  midnight  when  the  searchlights 
of  the  forts  discovered  two  torpedo  des- 
troyers in  the  outer  harbor.  Firing  be- 
gan at  once  and  then  ceased.  An  hour 
later  the  presence  of  a  battleship  was 
revealed  bv  the  searchlights,  and  sever- 
al of  the  forts  opened  fire.  This  ve.s- 
sel  returned  the  fire  and  after  that  me 
cannonading  became  general.  A  cut- 
ter and  launch  containing  landing  par- 
ties were  captur<rd  and  at  Z:th  a.  m., 
all  the  outer  forts  were  engaged  in  ac- 
tion with  the  three  big  vessel.s,  which 
afterwards  were  recognized  as  the 
Kearsarge.   Illinois  .ind   Alabanaa. 

While  two  torpedo  boat  destroyers 
and  oth*^r  small  craft  had  been  detail- 
ed to  the     duty     of     threatening     the 


various  passages  of  the  harbor,  the 
movement  against  the  main  channel 
had  been  reserved  for  the  battleships. 
For  more  than  an  hour  the  big  vessels 
stood  off  the  main  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor. At  4  oclock  they  began  the  ad- 
vance. With  the  Kearsarge  leading  and 
the  Illinois  aiid  Alabama  close  behind, 
each  bleaching  broadsides  at  the  forts, 
they  sailed  slowly  towards  the  city. 
Forts  Williams,  Preble  and  Levett 
poured  uninterrupted  fire  into  the 
ships.  In  turn  each  ship  seemed  to 
concentrate  fire  on  one  fort  after  an- 
other until  the  vessels  had  reached  the 
inner  harbor.  As  the  ships  crept  on  the 
fort  the  firing  ceased  slowly  and  by  7 
o'clock  the  echo  of  the  guns  at  the 
eastern  side  of  the  bay,  where  a  minor 
engagement  was  going  on,  was  aii 
that  could  be  heard. 

The  battleships  maneouvered  for 
a  time  and  then  they  went  back  to- 
ward the  outer  harbor,  where  they  be- 
gan cruising  about  among  the  islands. 
Early  in  the  forenoon  the  scene  of 
action  shifted  to  the  passage  into  Hua- 
sey's  sound,  between  Peaks  and  Long 
islands.  From  this  vicinity  great 
clouds  of  smoke  were  arising  and  the 
roar  of  many  guns  wa.s  heard  as  the 
Olympia  lead  a  fleet  against  Fort  Mc- 
Kinlev.  At  the  main  entrance  they 
came  slowly,  the  Olympia  closely  fol- 
lowed by  the  Baltimore.  There  weit 
four  other  vessels  In  the  fleet,  the 
principal  one  being  the  training  ship 
Newport.  The  others  were  the  con- 
verted yacht  Vixen  and  the  two  tor- 
pedo boat  destroyers  Worden  and 
Stewart. 

For  a  time  the  firing  was  as  violent 
as  that  marking  the  passage  of  the 
battleships.  Then  the  action  ceased 
suddenly. 

With  the  interval  in  the  long  con- 
tinued action  came  a  chance  to  review 
the  entire  movement  from  midnight  to 
mid  forenoon.  The  land  forces  claimed 
that  though  the  battleships  had  passed 
the  forts  and  entered  the  harbor  they 
were  not  able  to  take  the  city  and  had 
dropped  back  to  the  outer  harbor  to 
sigmal  for  reinforcements.  Those  com- 
ing up  under  lead  of  the  Olumpia  had 
engaged  the  forts  and  anchored  for  a 
time  to  renew  the  attack.  While  ships 
were  lying  at  anchor  after  the  action 
the  third  section  of  the  enemy's  squad- 
ron including  the  Chicago,  two  tor- 
pedo boats,  one  second  class  battleship 
and  one  large  cruiser  joined  the  waiting 
fleet.

TURKS  INTEND  TO  EXTIRPATE 

THE  BULGARIAN  POPULATION 

This  Seems  Evident  From  the  Barbarous  Methods 

Adopted  Throughout  Macedonia. 


Columbus,  O.,  Aug.  26.— Although 
"the  fighting"  was  all  over  last  night, 
the  galleries  were  packed  long  before 
W.  J.  Frey,  chairman  of  the  state  cen- 
tral committee  called  the  Democratic 
state  convention  to  order  at  10:20  a. 
m.  today.  Demonstrations  had  been 
arranged  for  several  places  in  the  order 
of  business,  notably  in  the  entry  of 
Mayor  Johnson,  the  presentation  of 
his  name  for  governor,  his  acceptance 
and  participation  in  the  endorsement 
of  a  candidate  for  Senator  Hanna  5 
place  and  those  expecting  a  good  ex- 
hibition were  not  disappointed.  Among 
the  delegates  who  were  unseated  were 
Lewis  Bernard,  leader  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  at  Cincinnati  for  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  and  ex-Cai«r«ssmaii 
J.  A.  Norton  who  had  sounded  the  k«V- 
notes  as  chairman  of  former  conven- 
tions. Formerly  the  men  »vere  cheere  i 
as  they  entered  the  hall. 

Before  the  conveoftion  assembled 
some  of  the  Johnson  men  who  are 
opposed  to  Clarke  offered  to  support 
John  L.  Zimmerman  for  senatorial  en- 
dorsement but  Zimmerman  would  not 
accept.

Washington  warned  us  that 
overgrown  military  establishments  are 
inauspicious  to  liberty  under  any  form  of 
government  and  are  to  be  regarded  as 
particularly  hostile  to  Republican  liberty.

London,  Aug.  26. — According  to  a 
Sofia  telegram  to  the  Times,  the  Turk- 
ish repressive  measures  in  Macedonia, 
have  reached  the  utmost  limits  oi  nar- 
barism  and  it  is  evident  that  it  is  the 
intention  to  accomplish  by  degrees  the 
total  extirpation  of  the  Bulgarian  pop- 
ulation. 

Within  the  last  few  days,  says  the 
Times  correspondent,  twelve  more 
Christian  villages  have  been  handed 
over  to  fire  and  sword  and  the  women, 
children  and  the  aged  have  been  mas- 
sacred indiscriminately.  Convoys  of 
prisoners  despatched  to  Monastir  have 
been  murdered  by  their  escorts  on  the 
way.  A  private  letter  from  a  foreign 
resident    in    Monastir    says    even    the 

local  Turks  are  disgusted  and  meditate 
assassMiating  the  consuls  in  order  to 
provoke  European  intervention. 

The  insurgents  are  doubtless  taking 
a  terrible  revenge  and  are  executing  the 
revolutionary  promoters  right  and  left. 

In  the  special  dispatches  from  the 
near  east  published  this  morning  a 
gloomy  view  is  taken  of  the  crisis  in 
the  Balkans.  According  to  reports  from 
Constantinople  a  rumor  was  current 
that  war  had  already  been  declared 
against  Bulgaria.  It  was  proved  to  be 
unfounded,  but  the  state  of  popular 
feeling  is  said  to  be  such  that  no  other 
issue  is  regarded  as  possible. 

It  is  further  stated  that  although  the 
Russian  squadron  was  withdrawn  from

Constantinople,  Atig.  26.— The  govern- 
ment has  decide!  to  call  to  the  colors, 
all  the  remaining  European  reserves  be- 
longing to  the  second  and  third  army 
corps  and  a  number  of  other  reserves 
v>-hich  will  bring  the  total  of  Turkish 
soldiers  in  Macedonia  up  to  350  batal- 
ions  or  almost  do'ible  the  force  utilized 
in  the  Turco-Greek  war.  The  en- 
rollment of  such  arge  bodies  of  troops 
indicates  the  seriousness  with  which 
Turkey  views  the  situation  and  her  de- 
termination to  use  all  the  means  at  her 
disposal  to  quell  ,the  rebellion.  Abhnn 
Pasha,  the  new  commander  of  the 
troops,  IS  a  yovmi?  and  capable  officer.

IN  SQUALL  AT  SANDY  HOOK 

Fierce  Wind  Did  Not  Harm  Ninety  Footers— Time 
Allowance  In  Preliminary  Races  This  Year  Shows 
That  Constitution  Defeated  ReliaJice  Twice. 


guarantee  the  maintenance  of  order  in 
their  respective  towns. 

In  taking  more  energetic  measures 
for  the  suppression  of  the  revolution, 
Turkey  is  acting  in  accordance  with 
the  advice  of  the  powers.  The  negotia- 
tions which  have  been  in  progress  rel- 
ative to  the  Balkan  situation  compli- 
cate a  general  European  conference  and 
at  present  seem  directed  towards  let- 
ting the  sultan  have  a  free  hand  in 
quelling  the  revolution  in  Macedonia. 

The  forthcoming  conference  of  King 
Edward  with  Emperor  Francis  Joseph 
and  King  George  of  Greece,  at  Vienna, 
and  the  visits  of  the  czar  and  Emperor 
William  to  Vienna  and  of  the  czar  and 
Foreign  Minister  Lamsdorff  to  Rome, 
will  enable  the  monarchs  to  thoroughly 
discuss  Balkan  affairs,  and  before  the 
conclusion  of  the  conferences  Turkey 
proposes,  so  far  as  possible,  to  restore 
order,  so  that  international  action  will 
be  unnecessary.  An  oflicial  of  the 
Turkish  embassy  here  said  to  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Associated  Press  to- 
day : 

"The  calling  out  of  additional  troops 
by  Turkey  is  due  solely  to  the  decision 
to   suppress   the   insurrection    at    once. 
It  is  not  in  anticipation  of  war     with 
Bulgaria.     Turkey  has  no  intention  of  | 
declaring  war.  in  spite  of  rumors  to  the  I 
contraFy,  and  Bulgaria,  warned  by  the  | 
powers,  does  not  seem  at  this  moment  i 
to  contemplate  the  position.    We  know  | 
what  public  opinion  is  in  Bulgaria,  and  j 
how  the  stiuation  may  change  tomor- 
row, but  in  the  meantime  Turkey  pro- 
poses to  lose      no      time      in      restoring 
peace."

New  York,  Aug.  26. — An  alleged  wire- 
less report  from  the  yacht  Erin,  which

Washington,  Aug.  26.— The  great  sys- 
tem of  modern  fortifications  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  5558  miles  of  seaboard, 
work  upon  which  was  begun  sixteen 
years  ago,  is  now  approaching  comple- 
tion, and  three-fourths  of  the  guns  have' 
already  been  placed  In  position.  Only 
about  $15,000,000  worth  of  huge  rifles  and 
mortars,  in  addition  to  those  already  pro- 
vided, will  be  needed  to  finish  the  ar- 
mament of  these  mighty  defensive  struc- 
tures, which  constitute  the  most  superb 
and  costly  series  of  fortresses  existing 
in  the   world. 

"What  we  chiefly  need  at  present  Is 
about  $500,000  to  spend  on  target  prac- 
tice," said  Gen.  Crozier,  chief  of  the  ord- 
nance bureau,  recently.  "Now  that  we 
have  the  guns,  our  men  must  learn  to 
hit  the  mark.  But  accuracy  of  mark- 
manshlp  Is  not  the  only  i>oint  involved. 
Incidentally  to  the  shooting,  the  gun-

Thomas  Rankin  was  cremated  in  his 
burning  home  at  Woodland  last  night. 

The  remains  were  taken  from  the 
smouldering    ruins    this    afternoon. 

Fire  of  an  unknown  source  destroyed 

the  dwelling  at  midnight  and  Mr. 
Rankin  was  asleep,  apparently,  and  did 
not  have  time  to  get  out  of  his  room. 

'I'he    theory    of    neighbors    is    that    a 
lamp,    by    which   he    was    reading,    ex- 
ploded,   satura,ting    the    bed    clothing 
with  burning  oil. 

Only  a  portion  of  Mr.  Rankin's  body 
which  I  could  be  found  and  this  was  near  the 
wreckage   of  an   iron   bed  in   which  he 
sleft. 

He  was  alone  In  tli,e  house  at  the 
time,  his  family  having  gone  to  Ireland 
last  spring.  At  that  time  Mr.  Ran- 
kin and  his  wife  had  some  difficulty 
and  friends  had  him  arrested  in  order 
that  they  might  get  Mrs.  Rankin  and 
the  children  safely  started  for  Ireland 
Without  trouble. 

It  was  the  intention  that  Mr.  Rankin 
should  also  go  to  Ireland  taking  a 
later  boat,  but  for  some  reason  the 
trip  was  postponed  by  him  and  he  lived 
alone  all  summer.  He  was  about  fifty 
>ears  of  age,  and  comes  from  a  family 
of  considerable  weaKh  in  Ireland. 

Those  that  saw  the  flames  say  the 
house  was  consumed  in  a  remarkably 
short  time.  When  they  missed  Mr. 
Rankin  a  search  was  made  but  no 
trace  of  the  missing  man  could  be 
found.  The  search  was  then  abandoned 
until  morning  and  it  was  found  that 
the  ruins  were  still  too  hot  to  permit 
extensive  searching.  Along  toward 
noon  a  man  raking  over  the  embers 
found  portions  of  the  iron  bed  in  which 
Mr.  Rankin  slept,  and  a  few  hours  later  I 
ran  across  some  charred  bone.  It  is 
believed  that  moat  of  the  body  was 
consumed,  and  will  never  be  recov- 
ered. 

The  house  was  owned  by  a  wealthy 
sister  of  the  dead  man  who  lived  with 
him  until  about  a  year  ago  and  is  now 
living  in  Australia.  The  house  was 
valued  at  $20<)0  and  is  a  total  loss. 
Nothing  remains  standing  except  the 
chimney.

No  lofty  and  menacing  structure 
strikes  the  eye  of  the  observer  wiio  ap- 
proaches the  works;  but,  instead,  there 
Is  likely  to  be  rolling  greensward,  with 
clumps  of  bushes,  suggesting  rather  the 
skill  of  the  landscape  gardener,  than  that 
of  the  military  engineer.  The  real  pro- 
tection consists  of  thtirty  feet  of  ma- 
sonry and  thirty  feet  of  earth,  which 
forms  a  plane  sloping  outward,  so  that 
any  projectile  striking  it  is  promptly 
buried  or  glances  off  liarmless. 

The  fort  which  defends  the  harbor  of 
Boston  (situated  on  an  island),  which  is 
one  of  tlie  finest  In  the  world,  has  thirty 
guns  and  mortars.  Several  of  the  for- 
mer are  twelve-inch  rifles,  but  the  exact 
character  of  the  armament  is  kept  care- 
fully secret  by  the  military  authorities 
The  mortars  are  arranged  behind  the 
cannon,  and  are  able  to  throw  explosive 
shells  for  a  distance  of  three  miles  with 
sufficient  accuracy  to  hit  a  ship.  These 
pr')jectiles  are  not  intended  to  penetrate 
but  merely  to  drop  upon  the  deck  of  a 
vessel  and  burst.  They  carry  a  big 
charge  of  "maximite,"  which  Is  thre 
times  as  powerful  as  gunpowder,  and  one 
of  them  would  be  able  to  put  a  battleship 
out  of  action. 

Tnere  are  to  be  in  all  5G8  mortars  of 
twelve-inch  caliber,  distributed  among 
the  various  coast  fortifications.  and 
three-lourths  of  them  are  now  in  po.-ii- 
tign.  They  are  a  great  improvement  on 
the  oldfashloned  mortars  of  cast  iron 
with  steel  hoops,  and  the  latter  are  being 
relegated  to  the  less  important  harbois. 
A  mortar  of  lue  new  tyi)e  is  thirteen  feet 
long,  weighs  nearly  30,000  pounds,  and  re- 
quires a  charge  of  125  pounds  to  send  its 
explosive  conical  projectile  on  its  dead- 
ly mission.  Weapons  of  tills  character 
have  not  yet  undergone  a  practical  test 
in  war.  but  it  is  thought  they  will  do 
effective   work.

There  will  be  an  echo  in  district  court 
next  term,  of  the  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
bration at  Virginia  this  year.  Frank

The  defendant  makes  answ.r 
that  he  was  not  drunk,  that  he  was  ex- 
ercising due  care  in  driving,  that  the 
plaintiff  was  negligent  in  that  his  horse 
was  frightened  at  the  noise  of  the  ex- 
plosives and  ran  in  front  of  defend- 
ant's horses 


George  A.  Potter,  a  well-known  and 
wealthy  lumberman  of  this  city,  has  been 
sued  for  breach  of  promise  to  marry. 

The  plaintiff  in  the  action  is  Sara  Ham, 

of  Dubuque,   la.,   and     she      has      asked 

•  through  the  medium  of  tlie  district  court 

of  this  county,  a  judgment  of  $25,000  as  a 

balm   to  her  wounded  feeUngs. 

From  some  points  of  view  the  action 
sizzles.  The  plaintiff  claims  that  over  20 
years  ago,  Mr.  Potter  won  her  affections, 
and  under  the  promise  of  marriage  se- 
duced her.  She  claims  that  he  was  then 
a  married  man,  though  she  did  not  know 
so  at  the  time;  that  when  after  several 
years,  during  which  they  maintained 
their  relations,  she  discovered  he  had  a  ^ 
wile  living,  siie  accused  him  of  it  and  he 
did  not  deny  the  charge,  merely  giving 
as  an  excuse  his  great  love  for   her. 

Siie  further  alleges  that  Potter  even 
induced  her  to  continue  in  their  intimate 
relations  after  the  discovery  mentioned, 
promising  to  marry  her  after  his  wife  s 
death.  Miss  Ham  claims  to  have  always 
been  a  virtuous  woman  but  for  her  re- 
lations with  Potter,  and  alleges  that  he 
is  the  person  who  led  her  astray  by  false 
promises. 

Another  interesting  phase  of  the  action 
is  the  allegation  on  the  part  of  the 
plaintiff  that  Potter  has  also  defrauded 
her  out  of  some  real  estate  in  Dubuque, 
la.,  worth  about  Jlo.oCHJ.  She  claims  that 
on  or  about  Feb.  19,  IWl,  there  was  pend- 
ing in  the  district  court  of  Dubuque 
countv.  la.,  a  breach  of  promise  action 
against  Potter  in  which  she  was  tne 
plaintiff,  and  that  at  his  solicitation  and 
on  his  making  certain  promises  she  was 
induced  to  withdraw  the  action. 

The  agreements  mentioned  appear  in 
exhibits  attached  to  the  plaintiffs  re- 
ply to  the  answer  of  the  defendant.  One 
exhibit  Is  a  copy  of  what  purports  to  be 
an  agreement  between  the  parties  of  the 
action  for  the  dismissal  of  the  breach  of 
promise  action,  the  defendant  promising 
to  pav  the  plaintiff  an  annual  annuity 
and  the  latter  agreeing  never  to  bnng 
another  action  of  the  same  nature,  ine 
other  exhibit  is  a  copy  of  what  purports 
to  be  a  deed  of  some  property  in  Du- 
buque, la.,  running  from  Sara  Hani  to 
G  A  Potter,  the  consideration  being  Pot- 
ter's agreement  to  pay  Mis=s  Ham  an  an- 
nuity of  $420  per  year  during  her  lifetime 
in  quarterly  payments  in  advance. 

Mi.^s  Ham  in  the  present  action  claims 
tiiat  when  these  papers  were  executed 
slie  was  under  the  influence  of  drugs 
and  did  not  know  what  she  was  doing, 
that  the  defendant  knew  her  condition 
and  took  advantage  of  it  to  defraud  her. 
She  claims  Potter  never  kept  any  part 
of  his  agrepmeni  to  pay  her  annuity,  nor 
did  he  intend  to  do  so  wnen  the  agree- 
ment was  made.

Last  week  was  a  favorable  one  for 
harvesting,  according  to  the  report  of 
the  North  Dakota  section  of  the  crop 
service  for  the  week  ending  Monday.  It 
says: 

'The  weather  of  the  past  week  has 
been  generally  warm  and  dry,  which  ha.s 
been  most  favorable  for  harvesting  and 
threshing,  and  it  has  aLso  caused  a  por- 
tion of  the  crop  which  had  heretofore 
been  backward,  to  ripen  rapidly.  In 
some  sections,  especially  in  the  south- 
eastern ijortlon  of  tlie  state,  heavy  rain 
has  retarded  operations,  and  some  grain 
is  beginning  to  grow  in  the  .shock.  Some 

unmatured  grain  i.s  reported  to  have  been 
more  or  less  injured  by  tiie  extreme  hot 
weather  of  a  few  days,  also  high  wind 
caused  ripe  gr.iin  in  some  sections  to 
shell  out.  A  light  hailstorm  the  first  part 
of  the  week  in  Traill  (bounty  is  reported 
to  have  caused  more  or  less  damage  to 
standing  grain. 

"Wheat  iiarvest  is  practically  over  m 
the  southern  portion,  and  is  becoming 
weii  advanced  in  the  northern.  Threshing 
is  becoming  general,  and  the  indications 
are  that  crop  wil  generally  be  of 
very  good  quality.  The  previous  cold 
weather  ha.s  permitted  the  berry  to  fill 
well,  and  tlie  recent  dry  weather  has 
ripened   it  in  good  condition. 

'Oats  harvest  is  drawing  to  a  close, 
and  threshing  is  becoming  general.  From 
the  quality  so  far.  it  is  expected  that  the 
crop  will   be  a  iioor  one. 

"Flax  is  being  cut  quite  generally,  and 
.some  has  been  finished,  although  there 
is  some  yet  too  ^reen  to  harvest.  TJie 
crop,  with  a  few  exceptions,  seems  to 
be  holding  its  own.  with  prospects  for  a 
very  good  yield. 

"Barley  harvest  is  nearing  a  close,  and 
.some  has  been  threshed.  In  sections 
where  dry  weather  ha.s  prevailed,  the 
crop  looks  favorable,  but  where  rain  oc- 
cured,    it   has   i:)een   bleached   some. 

"Corn  has  been  greatly  benefited  by 
the  warm,  dry  weather,  and  has  ad- 
vanced rapidly.  More  warm  weather  is 
needed,  and  if  frost  holds  off  for  awhile, 
it  will,  on  the  whole,  be  a  better  crop 
than  was  expected. 

"Haying  still  continues  in  sections  not 
visited  by  rain,  but  where  rain  occurred 
it  has  been  retarded  considerably.  As 
has  been  indicated  by  previous  reports, 
the  crop  will  be  Ught  and  of  fair  quality 
only." 

•    •    • 

The  Minnesota  rep<jrt  is  also  favorable 
and  telis  of  the  finish  of  harvesting.  It 
says : 

"Showers  occurred  in  the  Red  River 
valley  on  the  17th,  accompanied  by  sev- 
ere local  hailstorms,  which  injured  small 
areas  of  standing  grain,  but  the  total 
loss  is  aid  to  be  small.  There  were  scat- 
tered showers  on  the  22d  in  central  and 
middle  western  portions,  and  also  in  the 
western  half  of  the  state  on  the  23d.  On 
I  the  21st  the  temperatures  were  about 
I W  degrees  in  many  parts  of  the  state, 
but  during  the  rest  of  the  week  the  tem- 
peratures were  moderate  or  below  the 
normal. 

"Harvst  In  finished  in  all  parts  of  the 
state,  except  tiie  cutting  of  scattered 
pieces  of  late  oats,  barley  and  flax,  and 
some  of  these  are  still  green,  especially 
the  flax.  Stacking  is  now  generally  so 
well  advanced  that  there  is  very  "little 
grain  in  shock,  except  tliat  which  will 
be  thraslied  soon.  Thrashing  from  the 
shock  has  been  going  on;  in  some  por- 
tions it  is  hardly  more  than  begun,  while 
in  other  portions  nearly  all  the  shock 
thrashing  is  finished.  In  the  South  the 
heavy  rains  of  the  14th  wet  the  grain  so 
badly  that  mo.st  of  that  tiirashed  since 
that  date  is  damp,  and  some  oats  and 
wheat  have  had  to  be  opened  out  to  dry 
before  l>eing  thrashed  or  stacked.  In 
the  Southwest  the  soil  was  so  damp  that 
stacking  and  a  little  sliock  thrasiiing 
were  delayed  untill  towards  tiie  close 
of  the  week,  and  in  tlie  extreme  south- 
west there  are  still  large  areas  of  stand- 
ing grain  abandoned  because  the  binders 
could  not  be  made  to  run  on  the  soft 
fields. 

"Corn  h.as  grown  well,  but  a  late  season 
will  be  re(iuired  to  mature  most  of  the 
crop,  except  that  grown  from  native 
see«I,  wliich  is  now  almost  out  of  dangef 
of  frost.  Potatoes  in  the  southeast  are 
badly  blighted,  and  in  many  southern 
fields  tiie  tubers  are  roting  in  the  ground 
Timothy  for  seed  is  doiig  well,  but  many 
i  are  cutting  their  second  crop  of  clover

IS  LACKING 


Thomas  E.  Hill  Tells  of 

Difficulties  That  Beset 

Fair  Management. 

Secretary  Thomas  E.  Hill  of  the  Fair 
association  says  that  the  difficulties 
and  obstacles  in  th>!  way  of  conduct- 
ing a  fair  in  the  city  of  Duiuth  are  not 
appreciated  b>-  those  people  who  find 
it  easy  to  criticise  but  lend  no  helping- 
hand. 

•We  began  the  preparations  for  this 
fair  under  a  tremen  lous  handicap,"  he 
i  says.     "The  people  \^ere  generally  dis- 
gusted  with   fairs,  tliat   had   been   held 
here,  for  .'^ome  reason  or  other,  and  we 
i  had  to  combat  thatj  prejudice.    We  had 
!  no  monev  to  wbrk  'n  ith  and  could  not 
I  therefore  work  in  tie   aggresive   man- 
ner   that    a    well    filled    treasury    per- 
i  mits.    Had    thf-    county    given    us    the 
sum   of  $500.   a9   we   desired,   we   could 
:  have  made  a  cahvap ;  of  the  county  and 
;  secured   a   much   la'rger   and    fmer   ex- 
i    hiblt    of    the    agricultural    resources, 
i  as  it  was  we  did  the  best  we  could  with 
I  the  means  at  our  command. 
'      "But  with  the 'merchants  and  busmess 
i  men   of  the  ci\>'  aV-nost   entirely  apa- 
i  thetlc  and  taking  no  interest  in  making 
I  the  fair  a  succtfes,  ^\hat  could  be  done? 
Twenty-four  differert  interests  that  had 
i  promised  faithfeillyj  to  make  industrial 
exhibits    that    woutil    have    been    very 
attractive  and  Interesting,  failed  utter- 
ly   to   do   anything,    So    positive    were 
their  assuranqes   tliit   they   would   ex- 
hibit,  that    I    weflt    to   the   expense   of 
having  shafting  put   in  and  power  ar- 


ranged  for   to   operate   the   machinery. 

"One  concern  was  to  put  in  a  separa- 
tor showing  creamery  operations,  mak- 
ing the  excuse  at  the  last  moment 
that  one  of  Its  men  was  away  and  It 
could  not.  A  knitting  works  was  to 
have  shown  its  machines  in  operation 
out  told  me  at  the  last  moment  that 
it  was  so  busy  it  could  not.  A  wood- 
working establishment  thait  was  to 
have  made  an  Interesting  exhibit  had 
the  same  excuse.  And  so  it  went  all 
along  the  line,  all  too  busy  or  some 
such  e.tcuse,  none  of  them  with  public 
spirit  enough  to  exert  themselves  a 
little. 

"That  our  eforts  were  not  entirely 
without  recognition,  however,  the  fol- 
lowing letter  from  Mayor  Hugo  will 
show: 

"Thomas  E.  Hill,  secretary  fair  asso- 
iation. 

"After  the  battle  permit  me  to  con- 
gratulate your  association  on  the  splen- 
did success  of  the  eforts  made  so  jud- 
iciously which  resulted  in  giving  the

MUSICAL  STUDY 
IS  MADE  EASY 

Kindergarten   Methods 

Used  For  Inculcating 

First  Knowledge. 

Yesterday  afternoon  a  number  of  the 
women  of  the  city  listened  to  an  enter- 
taining account  of  the  kindergarten  sys- 
tem as  aDpHed  to  music,  which  was 
given  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel  by  Miss  May 
Butehart.  of  Toronto.  Although  the  idea 
is  new  in  Duiuth.  the  method  has  been 
emi>loyed  for  the  past  seven  years  in  the 


East,  and  the  advantages  of  the  sys- 
tem are  said  to  be  many  and  eai^lly 
seen. 

The  originator  of  the  idea  of  applying 
the  kindergarten  system  to  music  was 
Miss  Evelyn  Ashton  Fletcher,  of  Tor- 
onto. Miss  Fletcher  perfected  her  sys- 
tem and  taught  in  the  New  England 
conservatory  of  music  at  Boston,  going 
then  to  New  York,  and  Is  at  present  in 
Germany.  A  very  ingenious  apparatus  is 
used  in  connection  with  this  method  by 
which  the  foundation  principles  of  music 
are  im.strated  in  tangible  form  and  which, 
when  in  the  hands  of  a  capable  teacher, 
assists  marvelouHly  in  impressing  the 
principles  on   the  mind   of  the  child. 

Smooth  flat  notes,  rest.s,  etc..  about  two 
inches  in  diam,eter,  are  used  and  the 
treble  and  bass  clefs  are  made  from  thni 
strips  of  tape  placed  upon  a  white 
ground*  A  note  is  placed  in  the  proper 
position  and  the  children  are  told  a 
story  about  it.  given  its  real  name  and 
a  play  name,  tlie  note  is  struck  upon  the 
piano  by  the  instructor  and  gradually  the 
children  become  familiar  not  only  with 
the  position  and  name  of  the  note,  but 
the  sound  as  well. 

Hand  exercises  are  also  given,  the  worh. 
being  done  uoon  the  table  in  time  to 
mur.ic.  Time  is  thoroughly  taught  ana 
the  rudiments  of  piano  instruction  are 
known  before  the  child  is  sent  to  tlie 
piano.  The  advantages  of  the  sy^^tem 
are  easilv  seen  when  one  thinks  of  the 
drudgerv"of  the  first  year  of  musical  in- 
struction which  every  chid,  unless  he 
happens  to  be  a  Mozart,  hates  \Mth  all 
the   passion   of   which    he    is   capable 

The  theorv  of  tlie  method  is  that  the 
only  way  of  making  music  attractive  to 
a  child  is  to  make  it  as  play  to  him.  and 
when  this  can  be  done  and  at  the  same 
time  give  htm  knowledge  that  he  must 
always  have  in  connection  with  his 
musical  work,  a  great  step  has  been  made 
in  the  pleasure  to  the  work  of  tne  great

Two  men  claiming  to  be  deputy  city 
ossessors  gained  admis.sion  to  the  home 
of  John  Olson,  1231  West  First  street, 
and  at  the  point  of  a  revolver  compeiled 
Mrs.  Olson  to  disclose  the  hiding  place 
of   the   fanfiily   savings. 

The  frightened  woman  Informed  the 
thieves  that  the  money  was  under  the 
carpet  in  a  front  room  near  a  table,  and 
wJiile  one  of  the  men  got  it  the  other 
kept   her    silent. 

They  secured  $G2.50  and  then  ran  away. 
There  was  considlerabie  delay  in  notify- 
ing the  police  and  by  the  time  the  ofEi<iers 
took  up  the  search  the  burglars  had  dis- 
appeared,   not    leaving   the    siighJest   clue. 

Mrs.  Olson  says  she  answered  a  "rap' 
at  the  front  door  about  1:30  yesterday 
afternoon  and  was  met  by  two  men,  who 
inquired  the  name  of  the  person  living 
there.  They  then  said  they  were  deputy 
city  assessors  and  desired  to  make  an 
inventory   of  the  household  effects. 

The  woman  said  that  her  personal  prop- 
ertv  had  been  listed  last  spring,  but  one 
of  "the  men  said  that  it  did  not  appear 
on  his  book  and  produced  a  book  to  ap- 
parently   prove    his    assertion. 

They  w^ere  admitted  and  were  scarcely 
inside  the  house  when  one  of  the  men 
stepped  toward  her  in  a  thr^^atening  man- 
ner. Mrs.  Olson  hastily  retreated  to  an- 
other room  carrying  her  baby.  With  her 
free  hand  she  picked  up  a  bottle  of  car- 
bolic acid  and  threw  it  at  the  man  fol- 
lowing her.  He  quickly  sidestepped  and 
then  forceing  her  into  a  corner  held  his 
revolver  close  to  her  head  threatening 
to  kill  her  if  she  refused  to  tell  where 
htrr  money  was. 

Mrs.  Olson  disclosed  the  hiding  place 
and  the  sei  nnd  robber  who  had  been  on 
gviard  at  the  do<^r  quickly  found  the 
money.  The  police  have  searched  every- 
where for  the  men,  but  have  failed  to 
find    them. 

Mrs.  Olsen  describes  both  men  as  young 
lonkinir.

Two  Allege  the  Usurping 

of  Their  Rights  By 

Others. 

Hans  Hanson,  a  blacksmith  of  New 
Duluth  seeks  a  divorce  through  the 
district  court,  from  Emma  Hanson, 
whom  he  married  In  Sweden,  27  years 
ago.     The  decree  is  asked  on  statutory 

grounds. 

In  the  bill  of  complaint  filed  yester- 
day afternoon  the  plaintiff  states  that 
the  defendant  is  53  years  old,  or  four 
years  his  senior;  that  they  emigrated 
to  America  a  few  years  after  marriage; 
that  three  daughters  have  been  born  to 
the  couple,  the  eldest  26  and  the 
youngest  18  years  of  age.  He  sets  forth 
that  he  is  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  but 
has  worked  la  the  woods  in  the  winter 
and  in  the  mills  during  the  summer  for 
many  years  past,  his  employment  tak- 
ing him  away  from  his  home  a  large 
part  of  the  time.  He  says  that  in  the 
past  two  years  he  has  been  in  charge 
of  a  smithy  at  Stillwater,  Minn.,  but 
has  visited  his  home  in  New  Duluth 
every  three  or  four  months. 

He  says  his  wife  did  not  make  him 
welcome  and  at  one  time  a  man  who 
was  a  stranger  to  him  made  hostile 
demonstrations  against  his  home  com- 
ing, flourishing  a  club,  and  that  Mrs. 
Hanson  seemed  to  approve  of  the  ac- 
tion.

A  SURPRISING  ASSERTION. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  paper  read  by  Superinten- 
dent Chapman  of  the  Grand  Rapids  experiment  station 
to  the  American  Forestry  convention  at  Minneapolis 
aroused  a  lively  discussion  and  provoked  sharp  criticism. 
Mr.  Chapman  advanced  the  claim  that  the  farmer  who 
settles  on  jack  or  Norway  pine  soil  makes  a  mistake — 
that  such  soil  is  not  good  agricultural  land  and  atteinpts 
to  cultivate  it  must  result  in  failure.  Mr.  Chapman's  views 
found  a  few  supporters  in  the  convention,  but  they  also 
met  with  vigorous  opposition  from  those  who  have 
seen  different  results  attending  the  operations  of  farm- 
ing on  the  cut-over  lands  where  jack  and  Norway  pine 
had  grown. 

There  are  hundreds  of  farmers  in  Northern  Minne- 
sota who  have  settled  on  jack  and  Norway  pine  lands 
who  are  prosperous  and  contended,  and  they  will  be 
astonished  to  learn,  if  they  happen  to  read  Mr.  Chap- 
mans  paper,  that  they  "are  of  no  benefit  to  a  commun- 
ity." Their  fertile  farms  and  prosperous  condition  are 
a  clear  refutation  of  this  libel.  Mr.  Chapman's  theories 
and  assertions  are  not  supported  by  the  facts,  as  anyone 
can  see  who  will  visit  the  splendid  farms  that  have  been 
created  on  the  lands  from  which  jack  and  Norway 
•^ine  has  been  cut. 


PROFESSIONAL  JURORS. 

On  the  ground  that  specialists  are  fast  becoming  im- 
portant factors  in  almost  every  known  profession  and 
science,  Tudor  Jenks  argues  in  the  Ausust  Munsey  that 
professional  jurors  would  fill  a  long-felt  want  in  the  ju- 
dicial system  of  the  country.

REDUCING  THE  SALOONS. 

The  good  people  of  Sacramento,  Ca!.,  who  have  been 
working  hard  in  the  cause  of  temperance,  are  well 
pleased  with  a  recent  ordinance  passed  by  the  city  coun- 
cil which  will  limit  the  number  of  saloons  in  that  city. 
They  regard  it  as  a  most  promising  start,  looking  to  a 
much  greater  restriction  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  the  fu- 
ture. The  ordinance  will  gradually  reduce  the  number  of 
saloons  to  100  and  will  do  away  with  the  "side  en- 
trances," which  it  is  claimed,  have  done  much  harm  in 
that  citj'.  The  ordinance  will  eliminate  saloons  by  re- 
fusing licenses  when  the  persons  now  holding  such  go 
out  of  the  business  or  die.  In  fact,  the  ordinance  states 
expressly  that  the  board  of  trustees  shall  grant  no 
licenses  to  other  persons  than  those  now  engaged  in  the 
saloon  business.  After  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  the 
adoption  of  the  'ordinance,  no  one  conducting  a  saloon 
in  the  residential  section  of  Sacramento  shall  be  permit- 
ted under  any  circumstances  to  change  the  location  of 
his  saU.'in.  Witii  the  business  section  a  saloon  maj-  be 
moved  from  one  street  to  another  if  the  consent  of  the 
property  owners  be  obtained. 

In   all  probability  the  pleasure  of  the  prohibitionists 
will    be    short-lived

very  probable  that  the  matter  will  be  rhade  an  issue  in 
the  next  local  campaign.  As  the  new  law  is  but  an  or- 
dinance, it  can  be  as  easily  rescinded  as  it  was  passed, 
and  for  that  reason  much  attention  will  be  paid  at  the 
next  municipal  campaign  to  the  election  of  candidates 
•who  will  overthrow  the  ordinance.  The  temperance  peo- 
ple -.vill  have  to  go  deeper  in  order  to  make  such  radical 
legislation   permanent.

And  yet,  if  the  jury  system  be  the  ideal,  why  should  it 
not  be  invoked  in  these,  the  most  important  cases  that 
can  arise  under  our  government? 

"Ih  brief,  my  proposal  is  this:  Let  there  be  a  pro- 
fessional jury  bench,  made  up  of  men  learned  in  those 
branches  of  legal  lore  and  civil  and  criminal  codes  that 
teach  the  correct  determination  of  issues  of  fact.  Let 
the  lay  jury  be  abolished,  and  all  issues  of  fact  be  made 
triable  before  a  bench  that  shall  determine  these,  and 
these  alone.  Such  a  change  would  be  no  more  than  the 
specialization  and  division  of  labor  that  insures  skillful 
and  just  sifting  of  facts,  and  it  requires  only  the  utiliza- 
tion of  the  legal  talent  available  in  all  civilized  lands. 
The  modern  jury  is  a  survival,  in  a  corrupt  form,  of  what 
was  once  a  useful  means  of  justice.  :Modern  ideas  de- 
mand its  reformation,  and  its  return  to  something  that 
will  accomplish  for  us  what  the  old  jury  system  did  for 
our  forefathers." 

The  suggestions  of  Mr.  Jenks  are  certainly  worthy  of 
careful  consideration.  All  will  admit  that  the  present 
jury  system  is  in  some  respects  a  failure  and  some  change 
must  soon  be  made.  Why  not  let  some  state  try  the 
professional  jury  plan  and  See  how  it  will  work?

Miner  at  Crystal  Falls 

Has  Hand  Taken 

Off. 

Crystal  Falls— One  of  the  most  shock- 
ing accidents  ever  occurring  on  the 
Menominee  range  befell  Andrew 
Kniska,  a  miner  employed  at  the  Great 
Western  mine  at  Crystal  Falls.

Before  he  had  time 
to  draw  in  his  head  the  skip  shot  up- 
wards The  unfortunate  man  s  neck 
was  caught  and  his  hfad  was  com- 
pletely severed  from  the  body,  ine 
trunk  of  the  corpse  was  carried  to  the 
surface,  while  the  head  was  picked  up 
at  the  tenth  level^ 

Munising— Bears  are  reported  to  be 
unu«ually  numerous  in  the  country 
about  Munlf^ing.  There  is  scarcely  a 
camp  at  all  remote  from  the  town  that 
is  not  habitually  visited  by  members  of 
the  bruin  tribe,  while  Finn  &  McCann  s 
camp  has  been  the  haunt  of  an  old  bear 
and  her  cubs  nearly  all  summer.  At 
Iron  wood,  up  on  the  Gogebic  range,  a 
number  of  black  bears  have  been  killed 
north  of  the  city  recently,  and  it  is  said 
that  these  animals  are  becoming  more 
numerous  in  that  section  every  year.

Minneapolis,  Aug.  26.— The  paper  read 
at  the  American  Forestry  convention 
by  Herman  H.  Chapman,  superintend- 
ent of  tlie  experiment  farm  at  Grand 
Rapids,  created  a  lively  discussion.  Mr. 
Chapman's  paper,  which  was  on  "The 
InJIuence  of  the  Chippewa  Forest  Re- 
serve on  the  Locality,"  took  the  ground 
that  jack  pine  and  Norway  pine  land 
was  unfit  for  agriculture  and  had  bet- 
ter be  left  unsettled.  This  view  was 
vigorously  attacked  by  other  speakers. 
Mr.  Chapman  said: 

Ihe  Morris  bill  has  set  aside  225,000 
acred  of  land  in  the  Cuippewa  reservation 
for  a  forest  reserve.  Tiie  ciuestions  raised 
as  to  the  advisability  of  such  action  hinge 
largely  on  a  single  point— is  the  land  agri- 
cultural or  not?  The  writer  does  not 
ciaini  absolute  authority  on  this  point, 
but  having  been  engaged  since  1W8  in 
studying  tiie  subject  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  state  experimental  farm 
a  I  Grand  Rapids,  he  may  safely  hazard 
an  upinon,  wnich  may  be  taken  as  being 
free  from  prejudice,  and  perhaps  as 
worthy  of  acceptance  as  that  of  those 
whose  ideas  might  be  iniluenced  by  their 
personal    interests. 

Agricultural  land  is  land  the  quality 
or  location  of  which  is  such  that  the  far- 
mers can  clear  and  operate  it  with  protit. 
1.  e.,  make  a  living  on  it.  The  personality 
of  the  farmer  must  tirst  be  eliminated 
from  the  discussion.  Perhaps  not  one  in 
Ihree  farmers  of  today  could  start  in  on 
a  timbered  farm,  no  matter  how  good 
the  soil,  and  succeed  at  ail.  Some  classes 
of  foreigners  can  make  a  living  on  a  pros- 
pect much  poorer  than  an  American  could 
tackle,  because  of  their  lower  standard 
of  wants,  and  greater  economy  of  labor— 
the  whole  famly  contributing  their  efforts 
to  the  farm  work.  But  granted  thia|thc 
farmer  in  question  is  of  a  type  calculated 
to  make  the  best  use  of  the  conditions 
which  confront  him— what  kind  of  soil 
must  he  have  in  order  that  his  presence 
and  activity  may-  be  a  benefit  and  not  a 
detriment   to   the   community? 

This  cannot  be  decided  off  hand.  The 
main  source  of  error  comes  frtjm  con- 
sidering transient  t»jnditions  as  perma- 
nent conditions.  A  sandy  soil,  newly 
cic.nred  and  given  plenty  of  moisture,  wiil 
produce  the  most  astonishing  crops  of 
grain,  grass,  and  especially  of  garden 
vegetables.  This  same  soil,  cropped  for 
a  few  years,  may  soon  fall  below  the 
point  of  profitable  production  of  field 
crop,  even  in  a  rainy  .'reason,  while  in  a 
dry  season  it  might  give  a  complete  fail- 
ure. Sand,  If  it  receives  abundant  sup- 
plies of  manure  and  water,  produces 
abundantly,  for  the  processes  of  s?oil  dis- 
integration and  the  circulation  of  air 
and  water  in  the  soil  are  rapid  on  account 
of  Its  loose  texture,  and  if  the  source  of 
fertllltv  is  supplied  artificially,  it  is  rapid- 
ly made  available  for  the  plant.  These 
conditions  apply  to  a  vegetable  garden 
near  town,  which  usually  receives  ferti;- 
izers.  and  it  is  a  great  error  to  judge 
the  productiveness  of  a  region  by  the 
size  and  quality  of  the  vegetables  grown 
on  these  sandy  gardens.  They  are  indis- 
putably fine,  but  are  not  a  safe  index.  I 
This  very  capacity  for  rapid  elaboration! 
of  soil  fertility  is  the  cause  of  the  ex- 
haustion of  sandy  soils,  under  any  sys- 
tem of  cropping  which  does  not  constar,*- 
ly  supply  these  elements  artificially. 
Nfwlv  Cleared  sandy  land  is  extremely 
fertile  for  the  timber  and  brush  do  not 
pxliaust  it,  and  a  certain  amount  of  ac- 
cumulated fertility  exists,  which  on  the 
exposure  of  the  soil  by  clearing  and 
breaking  is  made  available  and  used  up 
rapidly.  If  then,  the  system  of  farming 
is  such  that  artificial  fertilizers  may  be 
iirad  in  abundance,  the  lands  may  be  kept 
in  pi-fiductlve  condition.  The  practice  of 
such  a  svstem  Is  possible  only  near  mar- 
kets, where  truck  farming  pays  and 
manure  can  be  hauled.  Thus,  inland 
close  to  a  town  may  by  its  locality  hr 
considered  agricultural,  even  if  it  fs 
sandy.  ,      , 

Again,  all  sandy  soil  Is  not  poor  land. 
Sand  underlaid  by  a  heavier  soil,  or  a 
sandy  soil  mixed  with  a  fair  proportion 
of  clay,  may  be  farmed  with  profit  ir 
certain  localities  by  raising  potatoes  and 
clover  hay.  The  clover,  by  the  addition  of 
the  atmospheric  nitrogen  to  the  soil, 
and  especially  by  plowing  the  clover  un- 
der, thus  increasing  the  humus  content, 
is  a  powerful  agent  for  the  maintenance 
of  fertility  on  such  soils,  in  the  absence 
of   manure. 

There  is  very  little  land  in  Northeast- 
ern Minnesota,  with  the  exception  of  cer- 
tain areas  of  stiff  cold  clay,  that  is  not 
sandy,  and  to  condemn  the  whole  of  such 
a  vast  area  because  of  the  presence  of 
sand,  would  be  an  economic  absurdity. 
But  to  claim  that  all  of  this  sandy  area 
can  be  profitably  farmed  is  an  absurdity 
just   as   palpable. 

What.    then,    is   to   be    the   standard    by 
which  the  permanent  agricultural  (lualily 
of    land    not    near    to    markets    is    to    be 
judged?     Long,   abundant,   and  sometimes 
bitter   experience    points    out   the   wisdom 
of  accepting  the  evidence   of  nature— the 
same  evidence   which    our   ancestors,    be- 
fore  the   days   of   lumbering,    regarded   as 
conclusive— the    kind    and    quality    of    the 
virgin     timber    growing    upon     the     land. 
Hardwoods   require  a   fertile,   la.stlng  soil, 
and  are  proof  that  such  exists,  no  matter 
what   the   surface  indicates.     Pine   grows 
upon    sand— but,    in    Minnesota    at    least, 
the  white  pine  has  the  reputation  of  thriv- 
ing   only    when    the    roots    can    penetrate 
a  soil  containing  some  clay.    Norway  pine 
and   Jack    pine   are   practically   the    same 
in    their   soil   requirements,    and   are    nat- 
urally found  as  virgin  timber  on  a  sandy 
soil,  underlaid  by  a  sandy  subsoil,  extend- 
ing  to  a  considerable,   sometimes  an   un- 
known   depth.      Where    Jack    or    Norway 
are  found  In  pure  stands,   without  poplar 
or  other   hardwoods,   or   white  pine,    it   is 
an     almost     infallible     indication     of    the 
presence  of  a  sandy  subsoil,  and  of  unflt- 
ne.'^s     for     permanent     farm     land.       This 
statement  is  so   far  reaching  and   so   apt 
to    arouse    vlgirous     opposition     that     it 
should    not    rest    on    the    mere    assertion. 
Neither    will    experience,     in    Minnesota, 
count  for  much,  because  of  the  compara- 
tively   short    time    stich    soils    have    been 
attempted.    But  in  Michigan  and  Wiscon- 
sin this  is  no  new  prol>lem.  and   the  evi- 
dence  is  all   one   way.     The    farmer   who 
settles    on    Jack     or     Norway    pine    soil 
spends    his     accumulated     savings,     gots 
broke,   and  pulls  out,   sooner  or  later,   to 
seek   a   fresh  opening  under   more   favor- 
able conditions,  leaving  his  improvements 
behind   to   tempt   some    other   unfortunate 
to    repeat    the    experiment.     This    inexor- 
able  law   of  nature,    the   survival    of   the 
fittest,   is  daily   proving   the    unfitness   of 
Jack   pine   sand    f'->r    farmers,    but    at    the 
expense   of   untold    fnmily   prospects.    The 
throhliing  activity  of  a  land  boom  and  an 
influx    of    settlers    into    a    hitherto    unde- 
veloped community  may  for  a  time  avert 
this   result,    but    with    the    resumption    of 
settled   conditions,    crop    failures   and   dis- 
ccuragement   soon    force   the   facts  to  the 
front.    For  those  who  sneer  at  this  state- 
;  ment    I    could    wish    po    worse    fate    than 
I  to  condemn  them  to  earn  a  living  on   the 
"farm  land"  4hcy  have  sold  to  poor,   but 
honest    settlers   with    families   to   support. 
And    any    federal    policy    whioh    permits 
misinformed  foreigners  or  othoi-s  to  home- 
.«tead    such    l.nnd.    is    false    and    should    be 
rlsrorouslv    condemned.     Yet    it    must    not 
be  lo=;t  sieht  of  that  these  remarks  apply 
in    their    fullnoss   only    to   Jack    and    Nor- 
wav  pine  sands.     The  conditions  of  clear- 
ire    and    farminsT    other    classes    of    soil, 
even    sands,    not    of    this    type,    are    diff!- 
cu!t.  due  to  the  cost  of  clearing,  but  are 
r.ot   impossible.

mere  than  SO  acres  of  land  In  any  one 
place  without  including  jack  pine  sand. 
There  are  liardwood  tracts  on  the  reserva- 
tion, but  they  lie  south  of  Leech  Lake 
and  east  and  north  of  the  proposed  ulti- 
mate boundaries  of  the  selected  area— 
within  which  there  is  still  far  more  Nor- 
way and  jack  pine  land  than  will  be 
netded  to  complete  the  selection.  It  U 
the  ultimate  judgment  of  the  writer  that 
prevention  of  settlement  on  this  area  is 
Itself  a  distinct  benefit   to   the  locality. 

Land  which  is  not  fit  for  farming  can 
still  grow  trees— yet  so  slow  is  the  process 
that  the  individual  cannot  be  expected 
to  go  into  the  business.  State  govern- 
ments may  do  something,  but  the;r  policy 
is  apt  to  be  too  directly  influenced  by  pol- 
itics to  be  sufficiently  permanent  for  re- 
sults. For  instance,  it  can  ea.'-ily  be 
seen  hcfw  a  loud  and  continuous  demand 
that  this  forest  reserve  be  opened  to 
settlement  would.  If  state  politics  had 
control  of  it,  be  apt  to  succeed  and  allow 
the  ruinous  experiment  to  be  tried,  when 
it  would  then  be  too  late  to  re-acqiV'"*-' 
the  land  for  a  reserve.  National  policy 
is  more  permanent  and  more  far  seeing, 
less  apt  to  be  swayed  by  gusts  of  selfisu 
shortsightedness  and  is  the  only  control 
under  which  results  in  forest  growing 
can  be  hoped  for  commensurate  with  the 
effort  put  forth.

It  was  no  re- 
flection on  the  cut-over  tracts  that  they 
could  not  match  the  fertile  valleys  in 
crop  production.  There  were  millions 
of  people  who  could  not  buy  these  val- 
ley farms,  and  they  must  settle  on  the 


less   valuable   lands,    which    were   good 
at  least  for  stock  raising. 

J.  W.  Cooper,  of  St.  Cloud,  said  that 
some  of  the  best  land  in  the  country 
could  be  found  in  the  cut-over  timber 
districts.

Only  "Shooting  Iron"  of 

the  Kind  In  the 

World. 


Athens,  Ga..  Aug.  26.— A  double  bar- 
reled cannon,  designed  to  sweep  down 
whole  regiments  of  Union  soldiers,  is 
oi.e  of  the  relics  of  the  Civil  war  in 
this  city,  and  is  perhaps  the  only 
■  shooting  iron"  of  the  kind  In  the 
world. 

Immediately  after  war  was  declared 
an  iron  worker  named  John  Gilleland 
then  employed  in  one  of  the  foundries 
here,  decided  that  he  could  make  a 
cannon  with  two  barrels  which  should 
be  more  efective  than  a  dozen  of  iha 
usual  kind.  The  death  dealing  Inven- 
tion was  to  be  charged  with  iron  balls 
of  a  non-explosive  nature,  to  whiclj 
were  to  be  attached  a  long  stout  chain, 
so  that  when  the  two  barrels  were  j 
fired  simultaneously  the  balls  and  chain 
would   mow   down   men    by   companies. 

The  cannon  was  cast.  When  it  was 
entirely  finished  the  inventor  invited  a 
number  of  his  friends  to  a  pine  thicket 
on  a  hill  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city 
to  see  it  work.  The  double-barreled 
thing  was  placed  in  position  on  the  hill 
side,  and  a  heavy  chaige  of  powder 
rammed  home  in  each  barrel,  and  the 
chained  balls  loaded  on  top  of  this. 
The  inventor's  friends  kept  at  a  safe 
distance  and  he  applied  the  fuse.  One 
charge  of  powder  and  bnll  '"went  off," 
but  the  other  didn't.  As  the  heavy 
ball  shot  out  It  carried  with  it  the  chain 
to  the  full  length,  ripping  and  cavort- 
ing around,  over  and  under  the  pine 
sapplings.  rocks  and  mud,  tearing  up 
small  trees  and  earth,  and  finally  came 
circling  back  to  the  cannon  which  held 
the  other  ball  with  chain  attached. 
The  inventor  was  struck  on  one  arm 
by  the  ball,  now  nearly  spent,  and 
knocked  senseless,  while  friends  feared 
to  go  near,  supposing  that  the  other 
barrel  might  take  a  notion  to  discharge. 
It  was  sometime  before  the  discharged 
ball  lay  motionless  near  the  upturned 
cannon.  The  inventor's  arm  was  shat- 
tered,   making    amputation    necessary. 

This  was  the  first  and  last  trial  of 
the  cannon  which  was  to  mow  down 
the  Yankees.  Mr.  Gilleland  lost  hope 
and  interest  with  his  arm.  and  the 
cannon  was  permitted  to  remain  on  the 
hill  for  many  monthhs,  but  was  finally 
cnrted  into  the  city,  where  for 
years  it  did  most  effective  duty  in  cele- 
brating elections  and  Christmas  day. 
By  and  by  the  old  death-dealer  was 
missed  from  its  place  near  the  old 
city  hall  and  no  one  seemed  to  know 
what  had  become  of  it.  Finally,  after 
diligent  .search,  it  was  found  in  a  junk 
shop.  From  this  place  it  was  resurrec- 
ted and  the  city  council  made  an  ap- 
propriation .suficient  to  have  it  mount- 
ed and  placed  near  the  Confederate 
monument,  immediately  opposite  the 
new  government  building. 


Fierce  Electrical  Storm 

Creates  a  Commotion  at 

Sandy  Hook. 

New  York,  Aug.  26.— A  terrible  north- 
west wind  and  electrical  storm  struck 
Sandy  Hook  shortly  after  5  o'clock 
yesterday  and  Shamrock  III.  and  Re- 
liance and  a  fleet  of  half  a  dozen  fine 
yachts,  including  the  Erin,  C.  Ol^v'er 
Iselin's  Sunbeam  and  the  Heresford's 
Roamer,  were  in  great  danger  for  a 
time. 

The  yacht.  Eureka,  breaking  from  her 
anchorage,  was  blown  violently  against  | 
a  coal  scow  and  carried  the  scow  be-  | 
fore  It.  It  seemed  for  a  time  that  the 
two  boats  would  crash  into  Shamrock 
III.,  which  lay  almost  in  the  path  of 
the  gale  not  a  hundred  yards  away.      { 

The  Roamer,  which  was  dangerously 
near  the  Shamrock,  began  to  drag  her, 
anchor  and  despite  eforts  to  hold  her 
drifted  down  rapidly.  Suddenly  she 
swung  against  the  Sunbeam  and  then 
getting  a  chance  to  start  her  engines,  i 
managed  to  get  away  from  the  danger 
line. 

The  Sunbeam,  too.  as  the  blow  in- 
creased, began  to  drag  and  in  a  mo- 
ment went  with  a  loud  crash  against 
the  scow,  which  also  commenced  to  i 
drift  and  for  a  moment  it  looked  as  if  } 
Shamrock  III.  would  be  overwhelmed. 
Captain  Barr.  on  the  Sunbeam,  yelled 
to  the  Shamrock  watch: 

•'If  we  can't  hold  you  you'd  better  pull 
un  and  drift  away  from  us." 

This  they  prepared  to  do,  but  a  lull 
in  the  wind  aided  the  Sunbeam  to  hold 
for  a  while  and  the  wind  began  to  de- 
crease. Two  steam  yachts,  the  Giralda 
and  the  Alitia,  anchored  further  out  in 
the  Horshoe,  were  torn  from  their 
enchorage  and  came  into  bow  and  stern 
collision.  The  bowsprit  of  one  crash- 
ed through  the  stern  of  the  other  and 
the  two.  thus  locked,  drifted  before  the 
wind  dangerously  near  to  the  challen- 
ger. The  tug  Cruiser  saved  them,  pull- 
ing them  apart  and  away  from  the 
other  boats. 

Reliance  lay  in  a  position  more  out 
of  danger. 

The  moorings  of  Shamrock  III.  and 
Reliance  held  fast,  though  the  v.  ind 
threw  their  bows  around  into  the  face 
of  the  gale  violently  and  thay  tugged 
hard  at  their  cables. 

Sir  Thomas  Lipton  left  the  Erin  be- 
fore the  storm  broke  and,  with  Colonel 
Smith.  Colonel  liurbank  and  Colonel 
Stewart,  commander  of  Fort  Hancock, 
viewed  the  havoc  In  the  bay  anxiously 
from  the  commander's  headquarters  on 
Sandy  Hook. 

Lightning  flashed  from  the  inky  black 
sky  and  the  wind  came  like  a  cyclonic 
blast.  Weather  observers  here  said  the 
wind  reached  a  velocity  of  nearly  45 
knots.  The  sea.  calm  all  day,  was

THE  SOUTH 
AFRICAN  WAR 


Report  of  Royal  Commis- 
sion Adds  But  Little 
Information. 

London,  Aug.  25.— The  report  of  the 
royal  commission  on  the  South  African 
war,  issued  today,  adds  little  informa- 
tion to  that  already  published.  It  re- 
frains from  commenting  on  the  conduct 
of  individual  officers,  strongly  con- 
demns the  lack  of  preparations  for  war. 
endorses  Lord  Lansdowne's  opinion, 
expressed  May  21.  IMO,  that  such  a  con- 
dition IS  full  of  peril  to  the  empire,  and 
says  an  "unsatisfactory  ajid  insufficient 
safeguard  has  since  been  suggested  to 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  scandal." 

From  the  begiiuiing  to  the  end  of  the 
war  448,4;B  troops  were  engaged  and  ow- 
ing to  the  drain  caused  by  the  South  Afri- 
can defense.  Great  Britain  became  dan- 
gerously weak  in  1900. 

The  comniis.^ions  as^-sert.s  that  the  true 
lesson  of  the  war  l.s  that  a  system  is 
not  satisfactory  which  dues  not  contain 
the  power  of  expansion  outside  of  the  lim- 
it of  the  regular  Imperial  forces,  and  con- 
firms the  necessity  for  a  higher  degree  of 
intelligence  in  the  men  and  a  well-educat- 
j  ed  staff.

Pomeroy's  Narrow  Escape 
—Stinging  Wit  of  Sen- 
ator Hale. 


Washington.   Aug.   86.— Memories     of 
persons  and  events  in  and  about  the  old 
senate  chamber,  when  it  was  where  the 
supreme  court  holds   its  sessions  now, 
were  topics  that  recently  entertained  a 
small  party  of  gentlemen  by  one  who, 
more  than  half  a  ctiiitm-y  ago.   was  a 
minor  official  of  the  senatv^   and    who 
continued  in  its  Fervic-">  from  the  date 
of  his  appointment,  as  a  page,  and  in 
other  capacities  for  about  thirty  years. 
This  gentleman,  as  might  readily  be 
imagined,  is  one  of  -.he  oldest  residents 
of   Washington,   anc:   widely   known   i:i 
the  community.     His  fund  of  recollec- 
tions and      remembrances      seem  inex- 
haustible, and  natuially  an  evening,  or 
morning,  either,  lor  that  matter,  could 
not  be  marked  down  in  a  chrouometri- 
cal  register  as  time  lost. 

•'I  remember  David  R-  Atchison,  of 
Missouri,  very  well,"' said  the  old  at- 
tache. "A  remarkably!  haiBdsome  speci- 
men of  manhood  %\as  he.  He  figured 
extensively  In  the  boiidev  ruffian  trou- 
bles. The  border  ruffifens^,  if  I  recollect 
correctly,  were  prircipaljy  immigrants 
from  Missouri  into  Kansas.  S.  C.  Pom- 
eroy,  afterward  a  senator,  from  Kansas,  j 
was  a  leader  of  f oi  cfes,  opposed  to  At- 
chison's.

"Senator  Hale,  however,  was  neither 
a  clown  nor  a  buffoon,  as  some  who 
became  angry  when  his  sarcasm  pene- 
trated their  intellectual  ribs  were  won't 
to  speak  of  him.  Hale  was  a  veritable 
wit,  and  withal  a  sagacious  statesman 
and  a  popular  man  on  both  sides  of  the 
senate  chamber. 

"He  sorely  wounded  Senator  Douglas 
one  day.  That  gentleman,  of  course,  as 
everyone  knows,  by  the  election  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  to  be  president,  had 
lost  the  crowning  ambition  of  his  life, 
and  in  a  debate  (it  was  after  Mr.  Lin- 
coln had  taken  the  office  of  president), 
Douglas  was,  with  all  the  force  of  his 
great  intellect,  giving  his  construction 
of  the  in.augairal  address  of  the  new 
chief  magistrate.  His  speech  was  an- 
tagonistic to  views  set  forth  by  several 
.senators,  notably  Me.ssrs.  Pes.senden,  of 
Maine;  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts,  and. 
Hale,  of  New  Hamp.shire,  and  the  de- { 
bate  was  excitable  to  a  ftery  degree. 

"In  the  course  of  the  general  quarrel 
Hale  made  a  remark  that  reflected 
upon  Douglas'  defeat.  It  was  his  com- 
ment upon  the  Illinois  man's  feelings 
and  was  a  quotation  from  II  Samuel, 
XV  :4: 

"  'Absalom  said,  moreover.  Oh,  that  I 
were  made  judge  in  the  land,  that  every 
man  which  hath  any  suit  or  cause 
might  come  unto  me  and  I  would  do 
him  justice.' 

"So  much  for  Hale's  wit."

By  Kern  of  Indiana  In 

Article  Favorin?  Bryan 

Doctrines. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Aug.  25. — An  article 
on  "The  Present  Duty  of  Democrats," 
written  by  John  W.  Kern,  of  this  city, 
late  candidate  for  governor  and  one  of 

the  men  recently  suggested  by  W.  J. 
Bryan  as  suitable  presidential  timber, 
is  attracting  attention.  He  declares 
that  the  Democrats  lost  in  the  last  two 
national  campaigns  because  of  the 
'apostasy  and  treachery"  of  the  Cleve- 
land administrations.  He  asserts  that 
an  element  that  desires  to  repudiate  the 
Chicago  and  Kansas  City  platforms  and 
to  truckle  to  Wall  street  is  trying  to 
obtain  control  of  the  party. 

"I  desire  to  warn  the  Democrats  of 
Indiana  that  this  element  is  now  organ- 
izing to  capture  the  party  organization 
of  the  state,"  he  says.  "Fi-om  head- 
quarters in  Indianapolis  the  woric  is 
proceeding  Intelligently  and  energetic- 
ally. Money  is  being  contributed  from 
the  East  to  aid  and  oerfect  this  work- 
In  most  of  the  county  seals  of  Indiana 
will  be  found  a  few  men  who  are  al- 
ways interested  in  campaign  funds  and 
who  are  aiding  these  reorganizers  in 
their  efforts  to  Clevelandize  the  Democ- 
racy of  Indiana."

Once  in  control  of  the  state  organiza- 
tion it  will  not  be  difficult  for  them,  he 
says,  to  control  the  state  convention 
and  send  a  delegation  to  the  national 
convention  that  will  stand  for  a  Wall 
street  platforn>.  He  insists  that  nine 
out  of  ten  Democrats  of  the  state  are 
opposed  to  this  "cowardly  surrender  of 
principles."  but  warns  them  to  be  up 
and  doing  if  they  expect  to  win.  'Will- 
iam J.  Bryan  is  not  and  will  not  be  a 
candidate  for  the  nomination  next 
year,"  he  concludes.

"Tlie  act  in  question  does  not  lay  a 
tax  on  interstate  commerce  by  way  of 
duties  laid  on  the  transportation  of  the 
subjects  of  that  commerce,  nor  on  the 
receipts  derived  from  that  transporta- 
tion, nor  on  the  occupation  or  business 
of  carrying  it  on,  but  it  is  a  regulation 
adapted  to  protect  the  people  of  the 
,  state  from  fraud  and  imposition,  and  to 
promote  the  general  welfare,  a  regula- 
tion local  in  its  nciture,  and  a  part  of  a 
system  established  in  tliis  state,  appl- 
cable  alike  to  domestic  and  foreign  cor- 
porations.

were  in  order,  and  W.  L.  Allen,  of 
Schuler,  nominated  Judge  John  L.  .Sul- 
livan for  supreme  judge.  Mr.  Bryan 
seconded  the  nomination  in  a  brief 
speech,  and  Sullivan  was  named  by  ac- 
clamiation  amid  considerable  enthusi- 
asm. 

W.  H.  Thompson  moved  the  nomina- 
tion of  th»  Populist  candidates,  W.  O. 
Jones  and  E.  O.  Weber,  for  regents  of 
the  State  university,  and  the  motion 
was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.  Judge 
Sullivan  was  escorted  to  the  conven- 
tion and  made  a  brief  address,  follow- 
ing which  the  convention  adjourned, 
after  adopting  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  resolutions,  as  follows: 

"We,  the  Democrats  of  Nebraska,  in 
convention  assembled,  reaffirm  our 
faith  in  the  principles  in  the  party 
as  enunciated  in  the  last  national  plat- 
form adopted  at  Kansas  City. 

"We  denounce  the  national  Republi- 
can administration  for  its  failure  to 
carry  out  its  promises  heretofore  made 
and  its  subservience  to  special  interest 
iit  the  expense  of  and  deteriment  of 
the  interests  of  the  public  at  large. 
"We  are  unaWerably  opposed  to  any 
form  of  a.sset  currency  In  legislation 
and  to  any  legislation  of  the  character 
of  the  Aldrich  bill. 

"We  demand  that  the  attorney  gen- 
eral of  our  state  shall  make  applica- 
tion to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  for  permission  to  put  the  Ne- 
braska maximum  freight  rate  law  into 
immediate  effect  in  accord  with  the 
suggestion  of  that  court." 

Proclaiming  the  judiciary  to  be  the 
corner  stone  of  American  government, 
both  state  and  natioual  the  platform 
demands  that  the  judiciary  of  Nebraska 
be  kept  free  from  partisan  and  undue 
influence  of  special  and  corporate  inter- 
ests. The  platform  charges  the  last 
Republican  legislature  with  being  dom- 
inated  by   the  corporations. 


Grand  Island,  Neb.,  Aug  26.— The 
Populist  state  convention  was  called 
to  order  by  Chairman  W.  R.  Weber 
last  night  of  the  state  central  commit- 
tee. Ex-Governor  Poynter  nominated 
Judge  Parsons  of  North  Platte  for  tem- 
porary chairman,  and  he  was  elected. 
On  taking  the  chair,  Judge  Par-sons 
addressed  the  convention  briefly,  pay- 
ing a  compliment  to  the  Denver  con- 
ference. 

The  temporary  organization  was  made 
permanent  and  the  convention  at  once 
proceeded  to  the  nomination  of  a  tick- 
et. T.  H.  Tibbies  nominated  Judge 
John  J.  Sullivan,  present  chief  justice 
of  the  supreme  court,  for  the  office  of 
supreme  judge,  and  he  was  chosen  by 
acclam.ation. 

After  a  lively  discussion,  the  conven- 
tion decided  to  notify  the  Democratic 
convention  at  Columbus  of  the  nomin- 
ation of  Judge  Sullivan.  There  was 
some  bitterness  In  the  discussion,  one 
delegate,  in  a  fiery  speech,  insisting 
that  the  Populist  convention  should 
work  independently.  The  fusioinsts, 
however,  showed  a  decisive  majority 
on  roll  call.  A  committee  on  resolu- 
tions was  then  drafted  with  T.  H.  Tib-

The  convention  then  nominated,  with- 
out opposition,  Prof.  W.  A.  Jones  of 
Adria  and  W.  E.  Weber  of  Valpairso 
for  regents  of  the  state  university.

He 
was  accredited  to  the  Washlngttm  gov- 
ernment in  19(>1.  but  in  that  short  time 
bv  his  activity  and  ability  he  has  won 
for  himself  the  title  of  "dean  of  Soutri 
American  diplomats."  He  was  promised 
the  Berlin  mission  months  ago  and  has 
been  diligently  studying  German  since 
spring  Large  German  iiiLerests  in  Ar- 
gentine make  the  Berlin  post  one  of 
great    Importance    in    the    Argentine    ser-

The    captain    and    crew    of 
er    recently    had    an    exciting    adventure, 
when    the   crew   of   the    sinking   steamer 
Queen  of  the  West  wa.s  rescued  off  Faii'- 
port.    Ohio,    last   Thursday. 

Had  it  not  been   for  the  opportune  ap- 
pearance     of      the   Codorus, 
more  victims  would  have  been  added 
the   list   of   Lake   Erie's   corpses. 

Capt.  McKenzie  upon  being  asked  con- 
cerning it,  modestly  related  the  facts 
of  the  case. 

"We  heard  the  distress  signals,  and  Ij 
sighted  the  Queen  of  the  West  with  my 
glasses  and  headed  for  her,  '  said  he, 
•but  she  appeared  to  be  making  good 
weather  of  it  and  continued  on  her 
course.  I  was  about  to  put  my  vessel 
about  again  when  1  took  another  look 
through  the  glasses,  and  I  saw  she  was 
very  low  In  the  water  and  the  sea  wash- 
ing over  her. 

"When  we  came  nearer  I  could  see  the 
crew  on  the  deck  with  life  preservers  on. 
All  this  time  she  was  running  away  from 
us  with  full  steam,  and  we  had  to  over- 
take her. 

■Just  before  we  reached  her  a  big  sea 
washed  over  her  decks  and  carried  away 
the  two  little  daughters  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer Droulllard.  Tliey  appeared  to  be 
gone,  but  when  the  water  cleared  away, 
1  caught  sight  of  them  on  the  other  side 
of  the  deck,  where  the  water  had  car- 
ried them. 

"They  had  lost  their  lifeboats  and  had 
nothing  left  but  the  life  preservers,  and 
it   was   a  lucky   thing   for   them 
happened   to   come   alongside. 

"The  chief  engineer  was  the  last  man 
leave   the  ship.

HOT  WEATHER. 

"No,  I  don't  call  this  hot  weather.  I 
never  call  any  weather  hot  after  serv- 
ing at  Fort  Yuma,"  said  an  old  retired 
army  officer  recently,  writes  the  Fort 
Leavenworth  correspondent  of  the 
Kansas  City  Star.  "Never  heard  of 
Fort  Yuma,  the  hottest  place  in  this 
country?  Well,  I'll  tell  you  a  little 
about  the  old  station  which,  thank 
heaven,  since  the  opening  of  the  rail- 
road has  ceased  to  be  a  station  for  our 
troops.  I  think  it  is  penitentiary  now. 
If  you  will  look  'way  down  in  th^ 
southeastern  part  of  California  you 
-.viil  on  the  old  maps  the  name  of  the 
old  fort.  It  was  the  bugbear  of  the 
Old   army  and  the  jumping-off  place. 

"From  about  1S50  until  l>sTO  it  was  a 
garrisoned  post  and  was  looked  upon 
as  the  hottest  place  in  the  country,  and 
I  believe  it  was.  Why,  it  got  so  hot 
there  you  could  not  wear  your  watch 
because  the  metal  would  burn  you 
through  your  clothes.  Don't  laugh.  That 
is  true.  Being  near  the  desert  air  was 
very  dry  and  evaporation  rapid.  Rain 
eldom  fell.  The  quantity  seldom  ex- 
ceeds five  inches.  During  the  months 
of  April,  May  and  June  no  rain  falls. 
Then  with  the  thermometer  at  105  de- 
grees the  perspiration  is  scarcely  seen 
upon  the  skin  and  It  becomes  harsh  and 
the  air  crispy.

The  announcement  of  the  assassin- 
ation of  the  American  vice-consul,  fol- 
lowing so  soon  upon  the  assassination 
of  a  Russian  consul  in  Turkey,  created 
strong  comment  in  official  circles  and 
the  suggestion  was  made  that  such  fre- 
quent assassinations  indicate  a  very 
disturbed  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
Turkish  domioions.  Minister  Leisch- 
man gave  no  particulars  of  the  assass- 
ination and  the  state  department  has 
no  information  as  to  the  cause.  The 
American  government  will  insist  that 
the  local  authorities  be  punished  if  they 
were  derelict  in  any  way. 

Beyrut  is  a  city  on  the  eastern  coast 
of  the  Mediterranean  sea  and  is  a  place 
of  considerable  commercial  import- 
ance. It  is  probable  that  the  action  of 
the  Turkish  government  and  the  condi- 
tion existing  at  Beyrut  will  determine 
whether  or  not  the  European  fleet  is 
to  be  sent  to  Turkish  waters.  Unless 
the  Turkish  government  acts  promptly 
upon  the  demands  made  by  the  United

New  York,  Aug.  27.— It  was  dark  and 
lowering  this  morning  when  the  crews 
of  the  two  big  yachts  appeared  on  deck 
to  prepare  for  the  third  contest.  The 
sky  was  overcast  and  at  7  o'clock  light 
showers  of  rain  were  falling  in  many 
places  within  a  radius  of  thirty  miles 
of  Sandy  Hook.  The  southeast  breeze 
which  blew  finely  all  day  yesterday 
had  blown  itself  out  by  dawn  this 
morning,  and  although  there  were  faint 
breaths  of  air  from  that  direction, 
there  were  many  calm  spots  out  over 
the  ocean. 

Yesterday's  southeaster  had  leit 
something  of  a  ground  swell  and  the 
surf  along  shore  was  fairly  heavy,  but 
not  so  strong  as  that  which  prevailed  a 
week  ago  on  the  first  day  when  the 
yachts  endeavored   to   race. 

Notwithstanding  these  dull  conditions 
the  air  was  surprisingly  clear,  and  from 
Sandy  Hook  vessels  could  he  distin- 
guished many  miles  out  to  sea. 

About  7:30  the  wind  began  to  breeze 
up  from  a  little  north  of  east,  thereby 
carrying  out  the  predictions  of  the 
weather  bureau.

The  wind  had  freshened 
to  five  knots  at  Sandy  Hook  and  the 
sky  was  beginning  to  clear.  The  tug 
Cruiser  passed  a  line  to  the  Shamrock 
and  at  9:15  started  out  mainsail  and 
club  topsail  set.  At  that  hour  Re- 
liance wfis  about  a  mile  out  to  sea 
headed  for  the  lightship.  . 

After  his  guests  had  boarded  tne 
Erin,  Sir  Thomas  Lipton  left  the  Hook 
for  the  starting  line.  The  committee 
boat  Navigator  and  the  stake  boat 
John  Scully  passed  out  by  the  Hook 
with  the  first  of  the  excursion  fleet  in 
their  wake.  If  the  wind  shall  hold 
from  the  present  quarter  east  by  south, 
the  course  will  lay  out  to  sea  along  the 
Long  Beach  shore. 

An  hour  before  the  time  set  for  the 
start  there  seemed  to  be  little  prospect 
of  finishing  a  race  should  one  be  start 
ed  in  fact,  the  conditions  were 
most  discouraging  of  all  the  series.  The 
excursion  fleet  began  to  appear  at  ihid 
time,  and  the  revenue  cutters  steamed 
in  and  out  preparatory  to  clearing  the 
course.  .  ,.^. 

Despite  the  discouraging  conditions 
when  the  committee  arrived  at  the 
starting  line,  it  was  decided  to  make 
an  attempt  at  a  race,  and  the  course 
signalled  was  southeast  for  a  wind- 
ward and  leeward  run.  The  wind  at 
this  time  was  scarcely  more  than  three 
or  four  miles  an  hour.  As  the  course 
signals  were  broken  the  yachts  dropped 
their  tows,  set  jibs  and  forestay  sails 
and  began  to  sail  about  the  starting 
line  Twentv  minutes  before  the  time 
set  for  the  start  the  wind  seemed  to 
increase  a  bit.

Shortly  after  8  o'clock  the  crews  on 
the  two  yachts,  encouraged  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  few  scattered  rays  of  sun, 
put  up  their  staysails  and  jibs  in  stops, 
and  took  the  covers  off  their  mainsails. 
The  Irish  boat  also  raised  her  main- 
sail, the  same  one  she  used  on  Tuesday 
m  the  triangular  race.  It  set  just  as 
badly  on  its  first  run  up,  but  as  the 
light  breeze  filled  it,  it  bellied  out  and 
looked  to  be  a  splendid  fit. 

At  8:15  Reliance  raised  her  mainsail, 
the  same  she  has  used  throughout  the 
series  of  races.  She  wore  the  new-  gaff 
that  was  measured  yesterday.  It  is 
similar  to  the  old  gaff,  but  is  consid- 
ered a  trifle  stronger  in  case  of  a  stiff 
breeze. 

At  8:30  Shamrock  sent  up  her  club 
topsail,  but  had  tiuite  a  little  trouble 
getting  it  to  set  properly. 

The  wind  had  hauled  a  trifle  south, 
and  the  clouds  began  to  break  near  the 
horizon,  giving  promise  of  clearer 
weather  and  a  fair  breeze. 

At  8:45  the  breeze  from  south  of  east 


unable  to  extricate  his  boat.  Capt. 
Wringe.  however,  was  able  to  prevent 
the  Reliance  getting  down  into  positloa 
on  the  leeward  side  of  the  line,  and 
both  boats,  when  the  starting  gun  waa 
llred,  were  on  the  windward  side,  head- 
ing over  toward  the  lightship.  Rellanc* 
then  pulled  by  Shamrock  and.  rounding 
the  lightship,  headed  for  the  line  on  the 
port  tack.  Shamrock  was  more  than  a 
minute  astern  of  the  American  boat, 
and  had  a  handicap  of  two  minutes  and 
five  seconds.  It  was  the  worst  start  an 
English  boat  has  made  in  an  America's 
cup  contest  for  many  years.  At  11:15 
both  yachts  were  headed  a  little  north 
ol  east,  sailing  very  slowly  on  the  star- 
board tack.  Reliance  was  well  in  the 
lead.  The  wind  was  blowing  about  five 
miles  an  hour,  and  at  11:20  Shamrock 
was  heading  four  or  five  points  off  the 
course  sailed  by  Reliance.  In  fact,  Re- 
liance, twenty  minutes  after  the  start, 
had  an  apparent  lead  of  nearly  half  a 
mile. 

The  conditions  of  the  start  gave  Re- 
liance a  very  decided  advantage,  for 
though  both  yachts  are  officially  timed 
as  crossing  at  11:02,  Shamrock  actually 
crossed  one  minute  and  seven  peconda 
behind  her  competitor,  thereby  reduc- 
ing the  time  which  Reliance  must  over- 
come in  her  time  allowance,  one  mln- 
utte  and  seven  seconds.  Thus  Reliance, 
in  actual  sailing,  has  only  to  overcome 
in  time  allowance  fifty  seconds. 

Both  yachts  held  to  the  eastward  on 
the  starboard  tack  until  11:28.  Reliance 
continued  to  pull  away  a  bit,  and  when 
both  tacked  to  port  she  had  a  lead  ot 
fully  three-eighths  of  a  mile.  Shamrock 
had  moved  so  slowly  that  she  was 
scarcely  a  mile  from  the  lightship 
when  she  came  about.  Neither  yacht 
was  heeling  over  to  any  extent.  The 
air  was  very  light  and  the  excursion 
fieet  continually  had  to  stop  so  as  not 
to  be  In  advance  of  the  racers. 

At  11:55  the  wind  inshore  was  blowing 
six  or  seven  knots  an  hour  from  the 
southeast  and  there  were  prospects  o£ 
the  race  being  finished  on  time.  At 
noon  the  boats  had  been  sailing  about 
an  hour  .and  covered  about  one-third 
the  distance  to  the  outer  m.ark.  Re- 
liance's gain  as  the  yachts  worked 
slowly  out  toward  the  mark  was  con- 
tinuous, and  she  pulled  away  until  at 
12:25  there  was  a  space  of  about  a  mile 
between  the  two  boats.  The  breeze  had 
freshened  to  about  seven  knots  and  the 
boats  were  moving  faster  than  at  any 
the  ;  previous  time  in  the  race.  Shamrock 
appeared  entirely  unable  to  hold  Re- 
liance. At  12:15  they  were  half  way  to 
the  cuter  mark. 

It  was  12:30  when  Barr  hove  his  wheel 
over  and  tacked  to  starboard.  Capt. 
Wringe  evidently  had  an  idea  of  his 
own  and  did  not  intend  to  be  influenced 
by  any  of  the  defender's  actions.  Barr 
found  his  opponent  did  not  follow  hia 
lead  and  only  held  the  starboard  tack 
for  four  minutes,  when  he  again  tacked 
to  port.  Hardly  had  he  filled  away 
when  the  Shamrock  came  about.  Barr 
did  not  hold  his  direction  long  and 
quickly  followed  the  challenger's  ex- 
ample and  tacked  to  starboard.  The 
yar-hts  at  this  time  had  apparently 
sailed  about  ten  miles  of  the  course. 
The  wind  had  not  fallen,  and  the  pros- 
pects were  for  a  finish  race. 

As  the  yachts  drew  nearer  the  outer 
mark,  the  Shamrock  seemed  to  hold 
the  Reliance  better,  appearing  to  point 
almost  as  high  and  foot  as  fast.  At  1:02 
both  yachts  having  made  a  long  tack  to 
starboard,  came  about  and  headed  to- 
wards the  south.  They  were  somewhat 
to  the  westward  of  the  course,  and  it 
looked  as  if  they  might  reach  the  mark 
on  the  next  tack.  The  wind  was  off 
shore,  and  seemed  to  be  holding  fairly 
well,  blowing  about  six  miles  an  hour. 

The  wind  began  to  haul  a  little  to  the 
south  as  the  afternoon  progressed. 
Most  of  the  excursion  fieet  kept  to  the 
eastward  of  the  line,  but  others  hur- 
ried forward  for  a  good  position  near 
the  finish  line.  At  3  o'clock  Reliance 
was  about  eight  miles  from  the  light- 
ship, and  looked  to  be  about  a  mile  and 
a  half  ahead  of  the  Shamrock.

An  attractive-looking  young'  woman 
committed  suicide  this  morning  in  her 
apartments  at  208  West  Superior 
street. 

Her  name  is  Jeanette  Kirk,  and  she 
is  probably  28  years  of  age.  She  used 
gas  as  the  means  of  bringing  about  her 
death. 

The  woman  has  been  housekeeper  for 
Alfred  Johnson   &   Co.,    proprietors    of 

the  West  hotel. 

She  was  last  seen  by  others  in  the 
hotel  shortly  after  midnight,  and  when  j 
she  bade  them  good  night  she  gave  no 
intimation  of  her  suicidal  Intentions, 
though  it  is  now  apparent  that  she  went 
direct  to  her  apartments  and  removed 
a  stopper  from  a  gas  pipe,  letting  an 
immense  quantity  of  the  poisonous 
vapor  into  the  room. 

Miss  Kirk  had  several  times  remarked 
that  some  time  her  friends  would  find 
her  dead,  but  this  was  always  in  a 
joking  way  and  was  never  talcen  ser- 
iously by  those  with  whom  she  talked. 
She  did  not  speak  of  her  probable  death 
last  night,  however. 

She  came  to  Duluth  last  winter  from 
Chicago  and  secured  the  position  of 
housekeeper  at  the  West  hotel.  Last 
evening  she  conversed  with  Miss  Rose 
Walker,  Frank  Sariha  and  J.  J.  Green- 
wall  until  nearly  midnight.  She  then 
left  them  for  a  short  time,  returning  in 
about  haif  an  hour  to  bid  them  good 
night. 

As  Mr.  Sariha  and  Mr.  Greenwall 
w  ere  leaving  the  hotel  at  7  o'clock  this 
morning  to  go  to  work,  they  smelled 
gas  in  the  hallway  and  tra'ced  it  to 
room  No.  9,  occupied  by  the  house- 
keeper. They  knew  that  gas  was  not 
used  in  the  building,  and  concluding 
that  something  was  wrong,  entered  the 
room. 

The  gas  was  so  strong  that  both  men 
were  nearly  asphyxiated  in  trying  to 
get  Miss  Kirk  out.  As  soon  as  they 
found  she  was  dead  they  opened  the 
windows,  stopijed  the  gas  pipe  up,  and 
summoned  the  coroner. 

Miss  Kirk  w-ore  the  same  dress  she 
had  on  at  midnight,  and  had  simply 
removed  her  shoes  before  lying  down 
on  the  bed  to  die. 

The  body  was  removed  to  Durkan  & 
Crawlords  undertaking  rooms,  where  it 
is  being  held  pending  the  arrival  of 
relatives.  The  dead  woman  is  said  to 
have  a  sister  living  in  Virginia,  Minn., 
and  another  in  Chicago.  Both  have 
bf  €Mi  notified,  and  when  they  arrive  it  ib 
possible  they  may  be  able  to  throw 
some  light  on  the  .suicide.  As  it  is  her 
friends  are  absolutely  unable  to  ac- 
count for  it. 

Later  this  afternoon  the  authorities 
learned  that  Jeanette  Kirk  was  a  mar- 
ried woman,  and  that  matrimonial  in- 
felicity \v;t.s  the  probable  cause  of  her 
suicide.  Her  husband  is  now  living  in 
Chicago.     They   separated   last   winter.

REMARKABLE  PROCLAMATION. 

The  governor  of  the  great  Russian 
district  of  Kharkoff.  which  lies  between 
the  Don  and  the  Dnieper,  and  has  a 
population  of  nearly  3.000.000,  has  i.ssued 
a  remarkable  proclamation,  of  which 
some  hint  has  already  been  given  in 
the  cable  dispatches,  says  the  New 
York  Times.  After  forbidding  the  in- 
habitants to  carry  arms  or  weapons  of 
any  description  —  'daggers,  bra.ss 
knuckles,  sword  canes,  knives,"  etc.— 
without  special  permission  from  the 
police,  the  proclamation  continues: 

•Dealers  in  firearms,  ammunition 
and  explosives  are  required  to  have  a 
detailed  list  of  such  on  their  books. 
They  may  deliver  such  only  to  persons 
authorized  by  the  police  to  buy  them, 
and  must  keep  a  record  of  the  name^ 
and  addresses  of  such  persons,  exac  tly 
specifying  each  sale. 

"The  proprietors  of  workshops,  fac- 
tories and  other  industrial  establisii- 
ments.  as  also  persons  holding  such  es- 
tablishments on  lease  or  as  managers, 
and  their  foremen,  are  required  scrup- 
ulously to  watch  that  their  men  are 
not  made  the  object  of  incitement  to 
revolt  on  the  part  of  revolutionary 
agents,  and  they  are  to  report  suc» 
revolutionary  agents  to  the  police  and 
aid  in  their  arrest  and  in  the  seizure  of 
anything,  such  as  prohibited  pamphlets 
or  books,  seditious  proclamations  or 
secret  manuscripts,  that  may  secure 
their  convection.  All  persons  are  pro- 
hibited from  circulating  reports  of  an- 
ticipated public  disturbances  either  or- 
ally or  in  writing,  and  from  organizing 
without  permission  of  the  authorities 
any  kind  of  collection  or  lottery. 

"Porters  and  night  watchmen  of 
houses  are  required  always  to  lend  ac- 
tive assistance  to  the  police  immediate- 
ly they  are  called  upon  to  do  so.  House 
owners  are  allowed  to  engage  for  these 
duties  only  persons  whose  selection  is 
approved  by  the  police,  and  they  may 
not  dismiss  them  without  informing  the 
latter." 

The  governor's  notification  also  pro- 
vides for  the  strensthening  and  the  rig- 
orous regulation  of  the  service  of  night 
watchmen.  He  concludes  with  the 
warning  that  "anyone  breaking  these 
orders    will    render   himself   liable   to   a

This  announcement  was 
made  in  response  to  a  request  from 
the  Dawes  commission  as  follows:

FILES  GONE 
OVER 

Work  of  Checking  Clerk 

of  Court's  Office  Is 

Completed. 

Involved  Great  Amount  of 

Labor— First  St.  Louis 

County  Case. 


The  deputies  in  the  office  of  J.  P. 
Johnson,  clerk  of  the  district  court, 
have  just  completed  an  important  work 


trjct  court  of  this  county  was  July  20, 

1859.  At  that  time  this  was  the  first 
judicial  district  of  Minnesota,  instead 
of  the  eleventh  district.  At  that  date 
the  present  court  house  did  not  exist. } 
On  the  site  and  for  prolxvbly  a  mile  in  beets 
three  directions  from  it  there  was  not 
even  a  clearing  and  only  a  few  scat- 
tea-ed  homes  between  It  and  what  is 
now  the  business  portion  of  Duluth. 

The  first  sessions  of  district  court 
here  were  held  in  an  old  house  on  Min- 
nesota Point,  one  which  the  pioneer 
residents  of  Duluth  remember  well.  S. 
I.  R.  McMillan  was  the  first  judge,  and 
J.  B.  Culver  was  the  tirst  clerk  of  dis- 
trict court.  When  the  first  cases  were 
tried,  Andrew  J.  Ellis  was  sheriff  for  St. 
Louis  county.  The  old  i>apers  on  file  in 
district  court  show  that  during  the 
early  years  of  the  establishment  of  the 
court,  the  name  of  the  city  was  spelled 
Du  Luth,  instead  of  Duluth,  as  at  the 
present  time. 

The  first  case  tried  In  district  court 
here,  in  1859,  was  the  action  brought 
by  Daniel  S.  Cash  and  James  H.  Kelly 
against  Benjamin  G.  Armstrong,  for  a 
judgment  on  an  alleged  contract  for  the 
sale  of  Indian  lands,  which  the  defend- 
ant secured  from  the  Indians.  All  of 
the  parties  in  the  action  are  well  known 
to  the  old  settlers  here.  Daniel  S.  Cash 
was  the  father  of  D.  G.  Cash.  Benja- 
min G.  Armstrong  followed  the  paint- 
ing trade.  Deputy  Clerk  of  District 
Court  Alexander  Hamilton  remembers

When  the  work  was  commenced  there 
seemed  work  enough  ahead  of  the  depu- 
ties to  keep  them  at  the  files  the  rest 
of  the  year,  but  practice  makes  perfect, 
and  the  work  has  been  done  thorougnly 
and  with  dispatch.  Clerk  of  Court  John» 
son  says  that  the  files  were  never  in 
better  condition  than  at  the  present 
time.  Every  case  filed  since  disti  ict 
court  was  established  in  this  district 
was  gone  through,  lost  papers  were 
found,  and  some  that  had  been  mixed  | 
up  with  others  through  a  mistake  by 
somebody  years  ago  were  again  put  in 
their  proper  order. 

During  the  time  that  has  elapsed 
since  the  deputies  began  their  work  on 
the  files  they  have  gone  over  the  pa{>er3  | 
in  iS,6y9  cases,  which  means  that  there 
have  been  that  many  actions  brought 
in  the  district  court  of  this  county.  The 
number  of  papers  in  the  cases  have 
varied  from  a  very  few  to  almost  an 
armful,  some  of  which  are  worn  from 
handling  and  getting  yellow  from  age. 
Had  the  deputies  of  the  office  the  time, 
they  might  have  found  many  interest- 
ing things  in  connection  with  many  of 
the  old  cases,  but  their  Interest  has 
been  in  getting  through  with  the  files 
as  soon  as  possible  and  before  the 
September  term  of  district  court  be- 
gan. 

It  IS  a  matter  of  some  interest  to  the 
present  incumbent  of  the  office  to  note 
that  very  few  if  any  mistakes  In  filing 
were  found  to  have  taken  place  in 
rei  enl  years.  Where  the  papers  have 
been  filed  wrong,  and  In  some  cases  lost 
to  interested  parties  for  years,  it  haa 
been  done  years  ago,  when  not  so  much 
care  was  exercised  by  the  court  offi- 
cers. The  i>resent  system  for  filing 
and  caring  for  legal  papers  practically 
precludes  any  inistakes  or  the  loss  of 
documents.  Careful  cheeking  is  done 
where  papers  are  removed  from  the 
files,  and  a  record  is  kept  of  every  such 
paper,  when  removed,  by  whom  and 
when  returned.  None  but  the  clerk  and 
his  deputies  are  permitted  to  handle  the 
files  in  the  vault,  and  by  this  means 
there  is  very  little  if  any  opportunity 
for  the  papers  to  become  misplaced. 
The  first  case  that  was  entered  in  dis-

C.  H.  Richards  of  Minneapolis,  is  a 
member  of  the  Richards-Lundeen  con- 
tracting firm,  was  a  business  caller  In 
the  city  yesterday.  The  firm  has  the 
contract  for  building  this  summer  the 
125-mile  extension  of  the  Soo  line  north 
from  Glenwood,  Minn.,  and  Mr.  Rich- 
ards says  that  the  work  is  progressing 
satisfactorily. 

The  new  line  is  nearly  completed 
between  Glenwood  and  Detroit  and 
attention  will  be  turned  shortly  to  that 
part  of  the  projected  line  north  of 
Detroit.  .Several  thousand  men  are  now 
engaged  on  the  work  and  hundreds  of 
teams.  During  the  early  part  of  the 
season  the  contractors  had  difficulty 
in  getting  enough  men,  but  now  they 
are  getting  all  the  labor  they  desire 
from  Fargo  and  Western  points  where 
th^  men  have  been  working  in  the 
harvest  fields.

Mankato  Woman  Supposed 
to  Have  Starved  to     i 
Death. 

Seattle,  Wash..  Aug.  27.— Mrs.  Edith 
White,  driven  fronn  her  home  in  Man- 
kato. Minn.,  by  an  estrangement,  wan- 
dered northward  and  perished  of  starva- 
tion in  the  heart  of  the  trackless  Copper 
river  valley.  This  is  the  story  of  her 
diary    found    two    years    later. 

The  record  of  the  woman's  life  is  com- 
plete almost  until  the  day  hunger  and 
Itar  accomplished  her  end.  Her  body  un- 
doubtedly was  devoured  by  wild  l>ea.sts, 
and  only  the  sheets  of  her  diary  were 
found. 

In  a  letter  written  to  the  Post-Intelil- 
gencer.  dated  Central  Ala-^ka,  July,  29. 
I'Ma.  William  Shafer,  a  petty  officer  in 
the  employ  of  the  government  sltfnal 
corps,  related  the  story  of  the  t'r.c*  in 
one  of  the  wildest  portions  of  tne  Copper] 
river  country.  Shafer  secured  the  letters; 
and  the  diary  tending  to  show  that  the 
writtr  perished  from  cold  and  hunger 
undt  r   cirLumstances   most   pKiable. 

The  woman  is  believed  to  have  a  hus- 
band and  daughter  residing  at  Mankato.  i 
from  which  place  she  evidently  departed 
after  some  trouble  with  her  family.  While 
trying  to  make  her  way  unaccompanied 
to  an  interior  camp  in  the  Copper  r!\'er 
Country.  Mrs.  White  says  she  was  lost  in 
the  mountains  for  days.  She  wandered 
through  the  canyons  of  the  locality  in  a 
vain  endeavor  to  find  some  human  habita- 
tion. Tv.-ice  she  had  narrow  escapes  from 
wild   beasts.  •

The  old  bitter  feeling  against 
the  McLean  faction  also  did  much  to  aid  Mr.  Johnson. 
The  platform  represents  his  views,  but  it  is  noticeable 
that  he  was  shrewd  enough  to  extend  the  olive  branch  to 
the  conservative  element  by  securing  the  endorsement 
of  John  H.  Clarke,  a  Cleveland  attorney  and  hitherto 
classed  as  a  gold  Democrat,  for  the  United  States  scna- 
torship.

at  St.  Peter.  The  party  consisted  of  James  M.  Martin 
of  the  board  of  control,  who  acted  as  chaperon;  Governor 
Van  Sant,  taken  along  presumably  to  lend  an  air  of  re- 
spectability and  importance  to  tlie  affair;  Labor  Commis- 
sioner O'Donnell,  Dairy  Commissioner  McConnell,  and 
the  secretary  of  the  live  stock  sanitary  board.  Dr.  S.  H. 
Ward. 

The  real  object  of  the  visit  is  not  given  out,  but  the 
pul)lic  has  been  informed  that  it  was  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  minds  of  the  departmental  officials  named. 
Il  is  not  asserted  that  they  had  any  legitimate  business 
there,  as  that  would  entail  proving  that  the  insane  patients 
are  working  people,  milk  cows  or  live  stock,  and  even 
the  cheapest  of  politicians  would  hesitate  before  adding 
any  burden  to  the  misfortunes  of  the  insane. 

It  is  freely  alleged,  however,  that  the  visit  is  a  part 
of  a  brilliant  political  scheme,  entirely  original  with 
the  Jameson-.Martin  third  term  boomers,  for  using  the 
power  of  the  board  of  control  for  their  own  political  pur- 
poses, and,  if  successful,  anyone  who  remembers  the  in-

RELIGIONS  IN  GERMANY. 

Germany  has  a  larger  percentage  of  Protestants 
among  her  church-going  people  than  would  naturally  be 
supposed.  Religious  statistics  of  the  German  empire,  ac- 
cording to  the  recently  tabulated  results  of  the  census 
of  1900,  show  that  62j/^  per  cent  of  the  population  are 
Protestant,  almost  all  members  of  one  or  another  of  the 
various  state  churches,  in  all  35,231,104.  Ol  Roman  Cath- 
olics there  are  20,321,441,  chiefly  in  West  Prussia,  Posen, 
Silesia,  Westphalia,  Rhenish  Prussia,  Bavaria  and  Al- 
sace-Lorraine. Of  G 
of   "other    Christians"    103,792 

empire  there  are  only  586,833  who  register  themselves 
as  Jews— fewer  perhaps  than  in  the  bormigh  of  Manhat- 
tan, and  yet  there  is  an  anti-Semitic  political  party  in  the 
reichstag  which,  to  be  sure,  succeeded  in  electing  but  one 
member  last  June.

THE  AURORA  BOREALIS. 

The  appearance  ui  aurora  borcalis  in  the  heavens  a 
tew  nights  ag-o  makes  of  local  interest  a  paper  recently 
presented  before  the  Academy  of  Science  at  Paris  by 
Charles  Nordman,  in  which  he  suggested  that  auroras 
may  be  due  to  Hertzian  wave^  emitted  by  the  sun.  Ex- 
periment proves  that,  owing  to  the  diffraction  of  the  at- 
mosphere, Hertzian  waves,  especially  of  great  wave 
length,  "turn  corners,"  or,  in  other  words,  pass  around 
intervening  obstacles.  The  waves  oi  the  space  telegraph, 
for  example,  surmount  the  intervening  convexity  of  the 
earth  between  two  distinct  stations.  It  is  not  surpris- 
ing, therefore,  that  auroras  should  be  visible  in  the  polar 
regions  during  winter,  although  the  ordinary  rays  of  the 
5un  do  not  reach  them.  Mr.  Nordmann,  seeing  that 
Hertzian  waves  have  passed  between  Newfoundland,  and 
England,  a  distance  of  about  30  degrees  on  a  great  circle 
of  the  earth,  argues  that  at  the  equinox  polar  aurora 
should  be  most  frequent  within  30  degrees  from  the  pole, 
and  that  has  been  found  the  case.

Professor  Manley  Will  Be  the 
Aeronaut.

New  York,  Aug.  27.— Profiting  by  his 
observations  of  the  effects  on  tissues  of 
the  human  body  when  they  are  unduly 
exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  new  element, 
radium,  or  tlie  Roentgen  X-rays.  Thos. 
A.  Edison  hais  formulated  a  new  theory 
concerning  the  cause  and  progress  of 
cancer  and  he  suggests  a  course  of  treat- 
ment. Mr.  Edison  watched  carefully  the 
progress  of  the  cancer  which  developed 
from  a  slight  flush  on  the  back  of  the 
hands  of  bis  assistant.  Charles  Dailly, 
wiio  has  .since  lost   iiis  arms. 

The  disease  had  its  origin  in  burns  by 
the  Roentgen  rays.  Mr.  Edison  believes 
that  if  the  treatment  he  now  proposed 
had  been  applied  in  Dailly's  ca.se  in  the 
beginning  he  would  have  been  cured. 

liiere  are  in  the  human  body,  Mr.  Edi- 
son says,  certain  ameboid  cells  which 
are  capable  of  movement  and  seem  al- 
most to  be  gifted  with  intelligence.  Their 
sole  function  is  to  restore  shattered  and 
injured  tissues.  In  the  case  of  a  cut, 
wound,  or  even  an  ordiaary  burn.  nature( 
through  these  cells,  seeks  t<)  work  to  re- 
store normal  conditions,  and  succeeds  if 
no  other  influence  interferes. 

With  a  burn  produced  by  radium  or  the 
Roentgen  rays.  Mr.  Edison  finds  tliere 
are  entirely  different  phenomena.  The 
rays  apparently  destroy  not  only  the  tis- 
sue, but  also  the  ameboid  cells.  The  re- 
sult is  that  the  wound  will  not  heal. 

Nature,  however,  says  Mr.  Edison,  does 
her  best  under  the^e  conditions.  It  is 
here  tliat  Mr.  Edison  thinks  the  cells 
display  a  species  of  intelligoaice,  foi- 
when  the  cells  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  injury  fail  to  heal  the  wound,  they 
are  themselves  destroyed,  and  there  is 
immediately  a  rush  of  fresh  cells  froni 
other  parts  of  tne  body  to  the  seat  of 
trouble.  There  seems  then  to  be  im- 
provemnt.  but  it  is  only  apparent.  Soon 
a  mass  of  reddish  granulations,  they  at- 
tain enormos  size  and  presently  grow 
into  what  is  known  as  ••rose"   cancer. 

All  this  time  there  is  a  steady  influx 
of  ameboid  cells,  until  the  rest  of  the 
body  is  bare  of  them.  Then  tiie  disea.se 
has  full  sway.  As.iin  antidote  to  this, 
Mr.  Edison  believes  that  the  blood  of  a 
healthy  person,  untainted  with  cancer  or 
other  balignant  diseae,  will  provide 
enough  amelwid  cells  to  overcome  the 
Injury.  In  practice  some  blood  from  a 
healthy  subject  should  be  drawn  off  Into 
a  sterile  hypodermis  syringe  and  then 
injected  into  the  region  of  the  part  af- 
fected. ,  ,     .  ^ 

The  disease  would  then  be  attacked  by 
germs  possesing  the  strength  to  conquer 
the  malady.  Mr.  Edison  was  asked  how- 
he  would  apply  the  idea  to  cancer  in  an 
organ  in  the  Interior  of  the  body,  and  not 
due  to  the  injurious  rays.  He  repued 
that,  in  his  opinion,  certain  persons  were 
1  affected  peculiarly  by  certain  foods ^that 
I  caused  the  destruction  of  the  ameboid 
'  cells.  Friction  sometimes  tended  to  de- 
stroy the  cells,  as  in  some  cases  of 
smoker's  cancer  of  the  mouth.  The 
treatment  of  internal  cancers,  according 
to  his  theory,  was,  said  Mr.  Edison,  a 
•  luestion  to  be  solved  by  the  surgeons 
and  not  by  himself.

Chicago,  Aug.  27.— The  Tribune  says: 
An  eccentric  and  aged  stockyards  mil- 
lionaire, Stephen  B.  Roath,  announced 
yesterday  that  he  had  just  settled  $1,- 
000,000  on  a  chosen  set  of  relatives,  "just 
to  see  how  they  will  use  the  money." 

Roath  was  a  lifelong  associate  of 
John  B.  Sherman,  father  of  the  Chicago 
stockyards,  and  has  occupied  the  same 
room  at  the  Transit  hotise  for  thirty- 
eight  years. 

In  giving  away  his  fortune,  Mr. 
Roath  does  not  propose  to  wait  till 
death  shall  reduce  hia  hold  on  his  heirs 
to  the  questionable  influence  which  may 
be  exerted  via  media  from  the  other 
world.  He  makes  it  clear  tliat  upon 
the  behavior  of  the  beneficiaries  de- 
pends the  final  division  of  the  property. 
He  expects  an  epidemic  of  good  ex- 
amples in  his  family. 

The  eccentric  stockman  is  just  now 
at  his  old  home  at  Norwich,  Conn., 
where  he  has  completed  legal  steps 
toward  carrying  out  his  plan.  He  Is 
said  to  have  been  attracted  by  the  de- 
clared purpose  of  Andrew  Carnegie  and 
D.  K.  Pearsons  to  die  poor.  One  pecul- 
iar feautre  of  his  gifts  is  that  practi- 
cally all  go  to  poor  families — each  re- 
ceiving an  independent  fortune. 

Mr.  Roath  is  estimated  to  have  an- 
other million,  but  he  ha.s  not  yet  said 
what  he  will  do  with  it. 

The  scheme  for  supervising  the  dis- 
bursing of  his  fortune  is  just  another 
touch  to  the  already  eccentric  career 
of  Mr.  Roath.  The  settlements  he  has 
made  are  as  follows: 

Louis  P.  Roath,  of  Norwich,  his  bro- 
ther, $250,000. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Randall,  his  sister, 
$250,000. 

Edwin  A.  Roath,  nephew.  $250,000. 

Children  of  Mrs.  Henry  L.  Parker,  de- 
ceased sister,  each  $50,000,  as  follows: 
Mrs.  Harry  H.  Walker,  Brooklyn;  Ger- 
ard L.  Parker,  Cincinnati;  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Norton,  Mrs.  Martin  E.  Jensen,  and 
Harry  F.  Parker,  of  Norwich. 

•'I  had  fun  accumulating  the  money," 
said  Roath  yesterday  in  Norwich,  "and 
now  I  want  to  see  what  my  relatives 
will  do  with  it.  If  I  have  done  any- 
thing to  make  my  relatives  happy,  I 
want  to  see  the  results,  and  I  don't  want 
to  have  anybody  fighting  for  the  money 
W'hen  I  am  dead." 

Mr.  Roath  left  the  city  for  Norwich 
early  in  July  and  went  about  secretly 
arranging  for  the  gifts.  Stephen  B. 
Meech,  president  of  the  Thames  Na- 
tional bank,  assisted  him.  Reports  from 
Norwich  indicate  general  rejoicing.  The 
brother,  Louis  P.  Roath,  has  two  sons, 
one  a  conductor  and  one  an  engineer 
on  the  New  Y'ork,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford railroad.  Each  will  ultimatelj' 
have  $125,000.  The  son  of  Mrs.  Jensen 
will  enter  Yale  this  fall  after  having 
given  up  this  cherished  purpose.  Ed- 
win A.  Roath,  employed  for  twenty 
years  on  the  Norwich  line,  will  now  be 
able  to  give  up  steamboating  and  will 
take  care  of  his  quarter  of  a  million. 

It  was  when  the  old  Lake  Shore 
stockyards  were  at  Twenty-second 
street  that  Mr.  Roath  came  to  Chi- 
cago, forty  years  ago.  At  that  time 
John  B.  Sherman  owned  the  old  Bull's 
Head  hotel,  the  rendezvous  of  the  stock- 
men of  those  days.  Mr.  Sherman 
took    a    liking    to    Roath,    who    was    35 

i  years  old,  and  employed  him  as  a  clerk 
of  the  hotel. 

When  Mr.  Sherman  founded  the 
stockyards  in  their  present  location  he 
took  Roath  with  him.  Roath  then  be- 
came live  stock  agent  for  the  Michigan 
Central,  a  position  which  he  held  for 
ten  years.  Later  he  went  back  to  the 
stockyards  company,  where  he  was 
known  eo  every  stock  shipper  as  the 
man  who  signed  the  tickets  on  weights. 
He  retired  twenty  years  ago. 

The  Transit  house  was  opened  to  the 
public  on  Christmas  day,  1865,  and  that 
day  Mr.  Roath  engaged  room  and  board 
there.  He  has  lived  ther  ever  since, 
with  the  exception  of  the  summers, 
which  he  invariably  spent  at  Norwich, 
Conn.  Unmarried  and  without  a  rel- 
ative in  the  west,  he  was  known  here 
as  a  parsimonious  old  man   who  knew 

j  a   good   business   proposition    when    he 
saw  it. 

Even  while  he  was  working  as  a 
clerk  in  the  old  Bull's  Head,  Roath 
was    investing    his    savings    under    the 

I  advice  of  Mr.  Sherman  and  later  of 
Nelson  Morris,  who  was  also  an  oil 
friend.  He  was  one  of  the  original 
stockholders  of  the  First  National 
bank  and  also  of  the  National  Live 
Stock  bank.  Besides  these  stocks  his 
•wealth  is  invrested  in  Chicago  City 
railway,  Swift  &  Co.,  National  Bank  of 
America,    Omaha    stockyards.

Many  stories  are  told  of  the  par- 
simonious habits  of  the  old  man.  He 
was  always  dressed  in  the  same  black 
suit  of  an  antique  cut  which  his  as- 
sociates declared  he  had  worn  these 
twenty  years,  and  till  a  few  weeks  ago 
wa  snever  seen  wearing  any  but  an 
ancient  derby  hat.

"Old  Steve  used  to  come  in  here  after 
dinner  every  day,"  said  he,  "and  buy 
a  drink  of  whisky.

The  meeting  of  the  West  Duluth 
Commercial  club  tomorrow  night  is 
expected  to  be  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting and  important  of  the  year. 

J.  J.  McGuire,  of  Lake  Crystal,  Minn., 
a  partner  of  William  Barnes,  who  is  in 
West  Duluth  at  present  negotiating  for 
the  establishment  of  a  new  state  bank, 
to  take  the  place  of  the  defunct  Mer- 
chants' bank,  arrived  in  the  city  last 
evening,  and  in  company  with  his  part- 
ner, will  be  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  club  tomorrow  evening,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  interesting  citizens  in  the  for- 
mation of  a  state  bank. 

If  it  is  seen  that  the  citizens  are  fa- 
vorable to  the  establishment  of  such  an 
institution,  the  bank  will  be  opened. 

Mr.  McGuire  is  a  banker  of  Many 
years'  experience,  and  has  a  national 
bank  In  Lake  Crystal,  which  has  a 
capital  of  $200,000,  in  addition  to  two 
smaller  state  banks  in  other  parts  of 
the   state. 

Mr.  Barnes  and  Mr.  McGuire  looked 
over  the  situation  in  West  Duluth  this 
morning  and  called  on  a  numbeP  of  the 
business  men. 

They  also  inspected  the  building  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  Merchants'  bank. 
An  offer  has  been  made  to  take  over 
the  liabilities  and  assets  of  the  Mer- 
chants' bank,  and  advance  the  money 
to  pay  off  the  creditors,  for  a  certain 
consideration,  which  has  not  yet  been 
j  made  public.  This  offer  is  being  con- 
sidered by  Mr.  Smith,  and  a  definite 
answer  will  be  given  within  a  few 
days. 

Prospects  appear  bright  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  an  institution,  and  it 
will  be  welcomed  by  the  merchants  of 
this  portion  of  the  city,  many  of  whom 
are  already  complaining  of  the  incon- 
veniences of  being  compelled  to  do  ah 
their  banking  at  Duluth  institutions. 

The  new  bank  will  have  a  capital  of 
at  least  $25,000  and  will  be  under  state 
inspection. 

Three  more  signatures  were  added 
this  morning  to  the  document  appoint- 
ing H.  H.  Phelps  trustee  of  the  Mer- 
chants' bank,  and  prospects  are  good 
for  securing  the  name  of  the  remainder 
of  the  creditors  within  a  few  days. 

The  names  of  114  depositors,  repre- 
senting about  $25,000  of  the  assets, 
have  been  secured,  and  but  nine  men 
are  yet  to  be  heard  from.

North  Shore  Streams  Not 

Yielding  Good  Catches 

of  Trout. 

North  shore  trout  fishirvg  has  been 
the  poorest  this  season  in  years.  This 
Is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  low  water 
was  reported  in  all  of  the  streams,  and 
partly  to  the  depletion  naturally  re- 
sulting from  steady  fishing  without 
adequate  re-stocking. 

The  Grand  Maraia  streams  are  run- 
ning low  in  trout,  and  the  Devils- 
track  river  is  almost  exhausted.  In 
the  Flutereed,  at  Chicago  bay,  there 
Is  not  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  fish- 
ing there  was  last  year,  and  in  Reserva- 
tion river  there  is  almost  no  fishing  at 
all.  The  condition  of  the  latter  stream 
is  partly  due  to  the  pioximily  of  log- 
ging camps  engaged  in  cutting  reser- 
vation timber,  which  are  located  not 
more  than  a  mile  away,  giving  the  men 
In  the  camps  a  chance  to  spend  their 
Sundays   fishing. 

Rock  fishing  along  the  shore  is  as 
good  as  usual,  but  in  no  Minnesota 
stream  has  there  been  anything  like  the 
catches  that  have  been  reported  in  the 


Resulted  In  a  Tragedy 

and  Ended  a  Columbian 

Revolution. 

New  Orleans,  Aug.  27.— "The  rejection 
of  the  canal  treaty  by  Colombia,"  said 
a  gentleman  recently  who  has  been  fol- 
lowing affairs  in  that  country  very 
closely  for  the  last  several  years,  "re- 
minds me  of  one  of  the  numerous  re- 
volutions in  that  republic,  and  how  it 
was  brought  to  an  end  by  an  accident.  I 
dont  remember  which  one  it  was— I 
mean  its  number,  for  I  have  lost  my 
memorandum  in  which  I  had  the  revolu- 
tions of  the  la.st  40  years  arranged  alpha- 
betically—tiiat  is,  the  name  of  the  rebel 
leader,  with  each  one  numbered.  Ad- 
miral Jewelt,  Captain  McCalla  and  an- 
otiier  American  naval  officer  named 
Ju.ld,  were  central  figures  in  the  tragedy 
that  brought  tiie  revolution  to  a  sudden 
termination.  Admiral  Jewett,  it  seems, 
who  was  in  charge  of  tlie  Amerfcan 
forces  at  Colon,  sent  McCalla  ashore 
with  a  detachment  of  men  to  protect  the 
American  interests.  Jewett  wanted  to  get 
away  and  determined,  without  warrant 
or  authority,  to  get  the  rebel  leader  and 
talk  the  matter  over  with  him.  He  sent 
for  the  fellow- I've  forgotten  his  name— 
and  he  came  down  to  meet  the  admiral. 
In  the  meantime  the  rebels  fearing  that 
something  might  happen  to  their  chief, 
captured  Judd  and  took  him  to  the  moun- 
tains near  where  the  conference  was  to 
take  place,  to  watch  the  palavering  from 
afar,  telling  Judd  that  if  any  harm  be- 
fell their  leader  his  life  would  pay  the 
penalty.  Before  Jewett  arrived,  it  seems, 
I  the  Americans  learned  of  the  capture  of 
Judd,  and,  the  rebels  guarding  him 
being  in  sight,  they  took  the  rebel  chief, 
placed  a  rope  around  his  necl*  and  made 
him  stand  upon  a  flat  car  in  full  view 
of  the  rebels  in  the  mountains.  It  was 
not  their  purpose  to  injure  him,  only  to 
secure  the  relea.«e  of  Judd.  But  in  some 
way  tiie  car  got  .started  down  hill,  the 
chief  was  yanked  from  the  car  and  sus- 
pended rn  midair.  Every  one  was  so 
surprised  they  never  thought  of  cutting 
the  rope  for  some  time,  and  when  they 
did  the  rebel  leader  was  dead  and  the 
revolution  had  thus  been  brought  to  an. 
end.  But  that  does  not  end  the  story: 
One  of  the  officers,  a  gallant  fellow, 
who  was  afterward  released  by  the  reb- 
els, became  ill  and  was  sent  to  New 
York.  He  was  later  sent  to  the  insane 
asvlum  where  he  is  at  this  time,  laboring 
under  the  hallucination  that  the  rebels 
are  still  after  him.  It  seems  that  wrhen 
he  left  Colon  he  had  a  large  chunk  of 
silver  and  when  he  left  the  steamer  at 
New  York  he  wandered  about  the  streets 
aimlessly  for  a  time,  being  finally  taken 
care  of  by  the  police,  then  sent  to  the 
a.«ylum."

Crystal  bay,  on  the  north  shore  of 
Lake  Superior,  wkich  when  it  was 
known  as  Pickwick  bay,  was  as  idle  and 
lonely  as  any  other  portion  of  that 
rocky  shore,  is  now  a  busy  scene. 

The  company  that  is  operating  the 
corundum  deposit  there,  in  which  W.  A. 
McGonagle  and  other  Duluth  and  Two 
Harbors  people  are  interested,  is  going 
ahead  with  the  construction  of  a  crush- 
ing plant,  timber  for  which  is  beins' 
unloaded  from  the  steamer  Bradsnaw 
at  nearly  every  trip. 

The  deposit  is  the  one  that  was  con- 
trolled by  the  Minnesota  Abrasive  com- 
pany, of  which  Charles  A.  Towne  was 
president.  The  new  company  succeeded 
to  the  interests  of  the  old  one,  and  is 
going  on  to  develop  the  property  in  a 
business-like  manner. 

There  is  now  a  building  for  the  use 
of  the  company's  employes,  and  the 
foundations  are  being  laid  for  the 
crushing  plant  that  will  put  the  rock 
in  siiape  to  be  shipped.  This  plant  will 
occupy  a  building  50  feet  by  60  feet,  and 
concrete  foundations  will  be  laid  for  the 
heavy  machinery. 

The  hill  from  which  the  corundum  is 
to  be  taken  is  less  than  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  back  from  the  shore,  and  the 
rock  will  be  conveyed  to  the  crusher, 
on  the  shore  of  the  lake,  by  means  of 
an  aerial  tramway,  worked  by  gravity. 
The  loaded  cars  will  carry  the  empty 
ones  back  by  their  weight  as  they  slide 
toward   the   crusher. 

The  machinery  for  the  plant  is  now 
being  unloaded  from  the  cars  in  Du- 
lutii  to  a  scow  which  will  be  tov.ed  to 
f(^-ystal  bay  as  soon  as  it  is  full.  The 
bay  makes  a  tidy  little  harbor,  and  is 
comparatively  safe  from  the  effects  of 
northeasters.  There  is  a  sandy  beach 
that  permits  vessels  to  run  almost  into 
shore,  resting  their  noses  on  the  sand. 

Next  summer  the  company  will  be 
shipping  its  product  in  the  crushed 
state.

Sloping  gently  to  the  westward  from 
these  falls  is  a  tract  of  land  :;44,(XtO  acres 
in  extent,  which  is  as  barren  as  a  floor, 
and  where  the  sun  is  generally  hot 
enough  to  blister  the  back  of  a  jack 
rabbit.  If  the  water  can  be  saved  Irom 
the  falls  and  distributed  over  that  area 
almost  anything  will  grow  upon  it.  That 
has  been  proven.  The  task  of  saving  it 
is  now  under  way.  The  whole  scheme 
of  canals  and  laterals  will  constitute  a 
system  requiring  over  lOUO  miles  of  exca- 
vation. Tiie  main  canal  will  be  80  feet 
wide  at  the  bottom  and  will  carry  a 
volume  of  water  ten   feet  in  depth. 

The  farthest  point  where  water  v<ri]\  be 
delivered  will  be  seventy  miles  from  the 
falls.  By  the  state  of  Idaho  making  ap- 
rlication  the  land  to  be  reclaimed  by 
this  scheme  has  been  withdrawn  from 
the  public  domain.  This  means  that  the 
Cnited  States  goviernment  has  trans- 
ferred title  to  the  state.

By  its  provisions,  all  of 
the  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  pub- 
he  lands  is  set  apart— after  deducting 
the  txf«'r,.5es  necessary  to  maintain  the 
railed  States  land  offices— and  is  to  be 
used  tv  the  secretary  of  the  interior  to 
build  reservoirs  and  canals,  to  reclaim 
desert  lands  which  are  loo  difficult  and 
tco  cosfly   for  private   capital   to   reclaim. 

•The  lijnds  under  the  canals  con- 
structed by  the  governm£nt  are  to  be 
taken  up  by  settlers  under  easy  con- 
oitions.  The  laws  of  the  respective 
staffs  and  territories  are  to  be  in  full 
foice  as  to  the  use  and  distribution  of 
th.i  waters,  and  the  canal.s  are  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  settlers  when  certain 
stipulated  conditions  are  complied  with. 
The  reservoirs  and  works  necessary  for 
their  protection  remain  in  the  possession 
of  the  government  until  the  government 
it.«elif.  by  specific  act  of  congress,  shall 
ottieiwlse    provide. 

"1  he  settled  policy  of  congress  to 
stimuiate  private  enterprise  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  arid  wastes,  is  not  un- 
changed by  this  act.  It  is  not  the  de- 
sign of  the  government  to  store  flood 
v/aters  or  appropriate  streams  which  are 
needet^  for  the  succesjsful  carrying  on 
of  irrierntion  works  already  constructed 
by  individual  or  corporate  effort,  but  it 
was  contemplated  that  the  work  done 
by  private  parties  should  be  supple- 
mented,   through    government    aid. 

"For  illustration:  All  the  waters  of 
Boise  river  have  been  appropriated. 
Probably  a  vast  amount  of  flood  water 
which  now  runs  to  waste  could  he  ste»red 
thrnuirh  a  system  of  re.'servoir.s  at  or 
near  the  source  of  the  stream.  This  im- 
pounded water  could  be  used  in  reclaim- 
ing vast  tracts  of  land  along  the  Boise 
river  which  cannot  be  reached  by  the 
natural  flow  of  the  stream.  The  water 
rights   already   acquired    along    the    river 


would,    of    cour.se,     be    respected       and 
strengthened. 

"The  design  of  the  law  is  to  charge 
enough  for  the  land.s  irrigated  under 
the  act  to  pay  for  the  cost  nf  construc- 
tion ot  the  work,  and  this  fund  to  bo 
u.'^^ed  in  other  projects.  The  fund  is  thus 
made  a  peroetual  one.  and  will  be  util- 
ized until  all  lands  susceptible  of  irriga/- 
tion  are  irrigated. 

"Under  this  act.  lands  shall  be  subject 
to  entry  only  under  the  provisions  of  th» 
homestead  law.  the  commutation  elauso 
Ijeing  eliminated,  and  in  tract.s  of  not 
less  than  forty  nor  more  than  ItW  acres, 
and  the  risht  to  the  use  of  the  waterTor 
land  thus  entered  shall  n<it  be  sold  to. 
any  one  land  owner  for  a  tract  exceed- 
ing  IGO  acres. 

"In  my  judgment,  with  the  aid  of  this 
wise  legislation,  there  will  be  a  wimder- 
ful  development,  and  the  arid  Wist  will 
be  transformed  and  made  one  of  the 
great   agricultural   regions  of  the  world."

Wa§:ers  He  Will  Excell  the 
President's  Record. 

Deadwood,  S.  D.,  Aug.  27.— Young 
Teddy  Roosevelt  will  attempt  to  out- 
ride his  father  and  make  a  better  show- 
ing on  horseback  for  one  day  than  the 
president  did  on  his  famous  ride  from 
Laramie  to  Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  during  his 
"Western  trip  last  spring.  It  is  said  here 
that  the  young  man  made  a  bet  with 
the  president  before  leaving  Oyster  Bay 
that  his  record  would  be  better  than 
that  made  by  his  father. 

The  president's  trip  was  from  Lara- 
mie to  Cheyenne,  about  sixty  miles,  and 
relays  of  horses  were  stationed  at  short 
intervals  on  the  way.  Seth  Bullock 
superintended  that  ride,  and  will  do  the 
same  for  young  Roosevelt. 

The  trip  will  be  over  rougher  ground 
than  was  the  president's,  as  young 
Teddy  will  go  through  the  very  heart 
of  the  Black  Hills.  The  route  chosen  is 
seventy  miles  long,  ten  miles  longer 
than  the  Laramie-Cheyenne  trip.  Re- 
lays of  horses  have  been  arranged  for, 
but  the  date  of  the  ride  is  not  yet 
fixed. 


Philadelphia,  Aug.  27. — In  a  New 
New  York  letter  to  the  Press,  "Hol- 
land" says:  A  day  or  two  ago  a  sum- 
mary, carefully  prepared,  telling  of  the 
aggregate  investments  in  the  United 
States  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30 
of  capital  in  building  of  all  kinds,  prin- 
cipally business  structures  in  the  cities 
and  towns,  demonstrated  that  some 
curtailment,  some  check  in  this  activity 
was  noticeable,  the  investment,  in  fact, 
being  nearly  one-sixth  less  than  the  in- 
vestment of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 
Upon  the  same  day  that  this  compen- 
dium was  made  public  there  appeared 
from  another  and  widely  different,  but 
equally  authoritative,  source  the  figures 
that  told  of  a  detail  of  the  imports  into 
the  I'nited  States  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30  last.  It  was  of  an  ar- 
ticle so  utterly  unromantic  as  pig  iron, 
and  the  figures  report  that  in  the  fiscal 
year  just  ended  the  United  States  im- 
ported of  this  raw  material  nearly  900,- 
000  tons. 

Those  who  have  been  very  confident 
that  the  enormous  liquidations  that 
have  been  in  progress  in  the  Wall  street 
exchanges  during  the  summer  would 
not  hereafter  be  reflected,  and  therefore 
some  dullness,  something  like  stagna- 
tion in  general  industry  would  prevail, 
may  find  in  these  figures  something 
that  may  cause  them  to  pause  and 
think.  For  while  the  depreciation  in 
value  of  the  stocks  that  are  dealt  in 
upon  the  floor  of  the  exchanges  may  of 
themselves  represent  losses  which  on 
the  whole  the  owners  ot  or  the  si>ecu- 
lators  in  these  stocks  may  be  able  to 
endure  without  absolute  loss  of  credit 
or  financial  ruin,  yet  exactly  the  kind  of 
curtailment  of  which  this  liquidation 
was  the  manifestation  is  indicated  in  a 
part  of  the  figures  reported  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph. 

That  the  United  States  should  have 
imported  nearly  900,tX)0  tons  of  pig  iron 
would  be  accepted  by  almost  every  one 
as  of  itself  impressive  proof  of  the  mag- 
nitude of  our  domestic  Industries.  It 
was,  in  fact,  said  in  the  year  when  this 
importation  was  being  n.ade  that  the 
domestic  demand  for  American  steel 
and  iron  products  was  so  enormous  that 
in  spite  of  our  many  furnaces  and 
forges,  in  spite  of  the  superb  facilities 
for  production  possessed  by  some  of  the 
greater  corporations,  in  spite  of  the 
enormity  of  our  iron  mines,  and  the 
proximity  of  many  of  them  to  fuel, 
nevertheless  we  were  unable  to  produce 
enough  i-aw  iron  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  manufacturers  of  the  finished  prod- 
uct to  meet  the  demands  that  were 
made  upon  them. 

That  statement  was  for  the  time  be- 
ing perfectly  true.  Every  iron  and  steel 
producer  knew  that  our  production  of 
the  tini-shed  article  would  not  have  met 
the  demand  if  we  had  been  unable  to 
obtain  from  other  countries  a  supply  of 
pig  iron  and  a  very  large  supply.  But 
it  was  said  today  by  one  who  stands 
almost  pre-eminent  as  a  financier  that 
if  the  United  States  cannot  produce  pig 
iron  enough  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
steel  and  Iron  producers  then  there  Is 
something  that  is  amiss.  We  ought 
certainly  to  be  able,  if  any  country  is 
able,  to  supply  the  market  for  raw  iron 
no  matter  what  the  demand  may  be. 

Behind  the  sunerficial  and  for  the 
time  being  gratifying  statement  that 
the  domestic  market  for  iron  and  steel 
products  was  so  enormous  that  we  were 
compelled  to  import  nearly  900,000  tons 
of  pig  iron  there  lies  lurking  the  un- 
favorable impul.se  whose  first  manifest 
w-orking  is  seen  In  the  statement  made 
at  the  beginning  of  this  letter  that  there 
was  a  falling  off  in  building  operations 
in  the  last  building  year  of  about  15  per 
cent  as  compared  with  the  next  pre- 
cedmg  year.  It  is  true  that  some  part 
of  this  falling  off,  and  especially  in  New 
York  city,  it  is  to  be  traced  to  the  fric- 
tion contractors  and  builders  have  be-?n 
compelled  to  meet  with  because  of 
labor  diffculties. 

But  the  labor  troubles  explain  only  a 
part  of  this  falling  away,  and  when 
sufficient  allowance  is  made  for  the  ces- 
sation of  building  caused  by  strikes  and 
lockouts  there  still  remains  a  verj-  mon- 
itory figure  representing  the  curtailment 
in  building,  the  checking  of  the  enor- 
mous building  expansion  which  was  one 
of  the  most  striking  features  of  that 
unparalleled  era  of  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial and  stock-manufactured  ex- 
pansion which  has  recently  come  to  an 
end. 

The  experts  of  the  iron  and  steel 
trade — and  these  have  no  .superior  in 
any  trade — report  that  the  pig  iron  that 
was  imported  into  the  United  States 
during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  waa 
equal  to  the  capacity  of  twelve  furnaces 
producing  200  tons  a  day,  or  approxi- 
mately equivalent  to  that  capacity.  But 
this  raw  material  cost  when  laid  down 
at  the  manufactories  a  much  larger  sum 
than  the  American  pig  iron  would  have 
cost.

Many  Little  Towns  Grow- 
ing In  the  Little  Forli 
Valley. 

Located  In  Advance  of 

Railroads  and  Boom 

When  It  Comes. 


"Few  Duluth  people  realize  the  man- 
ner in  which  Itasca  county,  and  the 
Little  Fork  valley  are  becoming  dotted 
with  little  towns,  and  villages"  said 
a  prominent  Duluth  citizen,  who  has 
recently  returned  from  a  trip  through 
that    country. 

"A   town   that   has  reached   the  age 

of  three  s'ears  is  considered  an  old  one. 

It  has  its  mayor,  aldermen,  telephone, 

electric  lights,  churches,  railroad  and 
daily    mails. 

"But  the  new  towns  are  springing 
up  in  advance  of  the  railroads,  and 
only  await  the  coming  of  the  road 
to  boom  in  a  manner  that  fairly  takes 
the  breath  away  from  one  who  is  not 
accustomed  to  this  rapid  way  of  doing 
things. 

"N'orthome  is  a  good  example  of  this 
kind  of  a  town.  The  town  has  been 
successively  named  New  Bridgie,  Phena 
and  Northome,  and  it  is  now  a  full- 
fledged  town  with  banks,  hotels,  church 
es  and  school  houses,  although  the  rail- 
road has  not  yet  touched  there. 

"It  is  not  far  distant,  however,  and 
it  is  only  a  question  of  a  few  weeks 
until  the  trains  will  be  running  into  the 
town. 

Ripple  is  another  little  city  that 
promises  to  become  a  flourishing 
centre. 

The  growth  of  Nashwauk  is  well 
known  to  Duluth  people.  In  a  little 
over  a  year  it  has  grown  from  nothing 
to  a  town  of  over  two  thousand  inhab- 
itants. 

"Muscoda  Is  the  nam.e  of  a  town  just 
platted  and  started  on  the  Little  Fork 
river.  Tlie  territory  about  it  is  one 
of  the  most  fertile  agricultural  regions 
in  the  state,  and  the  records  of  the 
Duluth  land  office  will  show  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  residents  of  this  por- 
tion of  the  state  are  beginning  to  ap- 
preciate that.  The  surveyed  townships 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Little  Fork  river 
are  being  settled  very  rapidly,  and 
large  numbers  of  settlers  are  going 
in  on  the  unsurveyed  townships,  wait- 
ing for  the  plats  to  be  filed  at  the 
land  office,  in  order  that  they  may 
have  first  chance  at  the  land. 

"Goodland,  Snowball  and  Feely  are 
names  hat  are  probably  uninown  to  the 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  Duluth,  yet 
they  are  ambitious  and  thriving  little 
villages,  destined  to  become  some  day, 
important  farming  and  manufacturing 
centres. 

"There  are  dozens  of  such  little  cities 
that  have  sprung  up  almost  in  a  night 
in  this  north  country,  and  even  the 
residents  of  the  locality  have  difficulty 
in  keeping  track  of  them  all,  while 
one  who  has  not  visited  the  country 
for  a  year  or  two,  is  amazed  to  find 
a  thriving  little  village  where  he  left 
a  solitary  settler's  cabin  or  even  an 
unbroken  wilderness."

Rock  Island  Freight  House 

and  Other  Buildings 

Burn. 

Chicago,  Aug.  27.— The  local  fire  de- 
partment was  worked  almost  to  the 
limit  last  night,  there  being  more  fires 
burning  at  one  time  than  there  have 
been  in  the  last  ten  days  put  together. 
The  most  serious  fire  of  the  night  was 
that  m  the  freight  house  of  the  Rock 
Island  road,  situated  at  the  corner  of 
Polk  and  Sherman  streets.  It  is  not 
known  what  started  the  blaze,  but  it  is 
supposed  to  have  originated  in  a  car- 
penter shop  in  the  building.  The  flames 
when  discovered  had  made  great  head- 
way and  when  the  first  engines  respon- 
ded to  the  alarm  it  was  evident  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  structure  was 
doomed.  Special  calls  for  additional 
engines  were  made  and  the  fireboats  in 
the  service  of  the  city  were  soon  at 
work,  but  in  spite  of  the  department, 
the  building  and  its  contents  were  al- 
most entirely  destroyed.  The  freight 
house,  which  was  a  block  long,  200 
feet  wide  and  two  stories  high,  was 
filled  with  outgoing  freight  and  it  will 
be  impossible  for  several  days  to  state 
the  loss  with  t^frcuracy.  It  is  estimated, 
however,  that  it  will  amount  to  $500,000. 

Just  before  this  fire  broke  out  the 
store  of  A.  H.  Revell  &  Co.,  at  Adams 
street  and  Wabash  avenue,  was  dam- 
aged by  fire  to  the  extent  of  540,OCO. 
Five  other  fires,  which  were  small 
affairs,  were  burning  at  the  time  of  the 
freight  house  fire.  They  were  for  the 
most  part  within  a  few  squares  of  the 
freight  house,  and  compelled  the  weak- 
ening of  the  department  in  its  fight  to 
save  the  Rock  Island  proi>erty. 

At  the  time  the  fires  were  in  progress 
the  heaviest  rain  of  the  season  was 
falling.

DE  WICKOFF  ACQUITTED. 
Havana,  Aug.  27.— The  criminal  court 
yesterday  afternoon  acquitted  Joseph 
be  Wickoff.  an  American  lawyer,  of  the 
charge  of  misappropriating  $10,000  sent 
to  him  by  Michael  J.  Dady,  of  Brook- 
Ivn,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  op- 
tion upon  the  aqueduct  of  Cienfuegos.

At  Law- 
rente  the  Kaw  river  rose  during  thi 
night  and  at  Stockdale,  eight  miles 
north  of  Manhattan,  the  Blue  river  is 
four  inches  higher  than  during  the 
great  June  flood.  Near  Stookdale  the 
Blue  has  broken  from  its  banks  and, 
tutting  across  the  country,  is  taking  a 
«hort  course  to  the  Kaw  river  and 
thteatens  to  cut  a  ew  channel.  Many 
farms  are  under  water. 

A  bulletin  issued  by  the  weather 
bureau  announces  that  the  Kansas 
river,  at  Kansas  City,  will  rise  from  live 
to  seven  feet  in  the  next  forty-eight 
hours,  and  a  rise  of  equal  magnitude,  it 
is  said,  is  coming  down  the  Missouri 
river  from  the  north.  If  the  waters 
meet  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kansas  river 
here,  as  seems  likely,  great  damage  to 
bridges  and  business  in  the  bottoms 
will  doubtless  result.

BUMPSON  THE  BOTTOM 

Sprung  Leak  But  Was  Not'RIVERS  ARE 
Seriously  Damaged.        HIGH 

The  Navy  Wius  a  Decisive 
Victory  In  War  Game. 


Portland,  Me.,  Aug.  28.— After  an  hours 
bombardment  today,  the  outer  defences 
of  Cape  Elizabeth  were  captured  by  a 
force  from  the  navy  and  1600  men  were 
landed.  The  outpost  and  signal  station 
at  Spurwink  river  also  were  taken.  Tne 
moves  of  landing  parties  were  covered 
by  the  fire  of  the  fleet.  With  Long 
Island  and  the  Cape  defences  in  their 
bands,  the  navy  now  is  in  position  to 
attack  all  other  points  by  land  as  well 
as  by  sea. 

A  report  published  that  the  Olympia 
touched  bottom  Wednesday  during  the 
maneuvtrs  has  not  been  officially  con- 
firmed.   The   Press   today   says  that   she 


struck  Star  ledge  In  Luckes  sound  at  a 
point  where  the  chart  showed  twenty- 
.six  feet,  but  whicJi  sounded  only  twen- 
ty-four or  two  less  than  the  Olympia's 
draught.  The  cruiser's  bottom  was  dam- 
aged causing  her  to  leak,  but  the  water 
taken  in  was  controlled  by  the  vessels 
dams  and  her  injuries  were  not  so  ser- 
ious but  that  she  was  able  to  take  part 
in  the  maneuvers  yesterday  and  today. 

The  capture  of  the  signal  station  and 
search-lights  at  the  two  lights,  the  out- 
er point  of  Cape  Elizabeth  gives  the 
navy  one  of  the  most  important  joints 
in  the  defense  of  the  harbor.  The  navy 
was  declared  victor  in  all  the  morning 
movements.

BAD  RAILROAD  ACCIDENT  CUTS 
SflORT  FESTIVITIES  IN  ITALY 

Train  Full  of  Soldiers  On  Their  Way  To  Join  Army 
Maneuvers,  Collided  With  a  Freight  Killnig  Six- 
teen and  Injuring  Sixty. 


Rome,  Aug.  28.— A  disastrous  railroad 
accident  has  cut  short  the  festivities 
and  demonstrations  in  honor  of  the 
king  and  queen  at  Udine,  the  chief  town 
«n  the  eastern  frontier,  sixty  miles 
from  Venice,  where  the  sovereigns  had 
gone  to  view  the  grand  army  maneuv- 
ers. At  10  o'clock  last  night  a  train 
overliowing  with  soldiers  collided  with 
a  freight  train.  The  force  of  the  col- 
lision   was    terrific.      Those    on    board 

■were  thrown  in  all  directions,  and  the 
copches  were  broken  up.  Fifteen  sol- 
diers and  one  captain  were  killed  and  j 


more  than  sixty  injured,  twelve  danger- 
ously. The  colonel  in  command  of  the 
soldiers  was  among  the  injured. 

Darkness  rendered  the  confusion 
about  the  scene  of  the  wreck  extreme, 
while  the  terror  among  those  who 
escaped  injury  was  increased  when  the 
trains  took  fire  a  few  mmutes  after  the 
accident.  Fortunately  the  flames  were 
immediately  extinguished.  Special 
trains  were  hurriedly  sent  to  the  scene 
of  the  accident  carrying  physicians, 
who  organized  a  corps  of  physicians 
and  administered  to  the  wounded. 

King  Victor  Emmanuel  visited  the 
hospital  in  person  later  to  see  the  vic- 
tims of  the  accident. 


Kansas  City,  Aug.  28.— The  predicted 
rise  in  the  Kansas  river  at  this  point  is 
being  reported.  From  midnight  to  this 
morning  the  river  has  risen  three  feet, 
a  total  of  S  feet  in  24  hours  and  it  cop- 
tinues  to  rise  at  the  rate  of  two  Inches 
an   liour. 

It  is  expected  that  the  water  will  con- 
tinue to  come  up  at  the  present  rate  for 
another  twelve  hours  at  least.  Further 
rains  west  of  here  last  night  are  reported 
with  the  Kansas  river  at  Lawrence,  T(V 
peka  and  Manhattan  still  rising  fast. 

As  vet  no  serious  damage  has  resulted 
here,  *  tlie  water  being  confined  wiihin 
tlie  banks. 

Early  today  big  gangs  of  men  were  put 
to  work  at  the  temporary  bridge  here  dis- 
lodging the  driftwood  that  had  begun  to 
clog  the  stream  at  the  structures.  The 
work  of  replacing  the  James  street 
bridge,  the  main  wagon  bridge  between 
the  two  Kansas  Cities  has  been  stopped 
and  effort.s  are  now  bemg  put  forth  to 
save  the  part  of  the  bridge  already  con- 
structed which  is  threatened  by  drift- 
wood. The  lack  of  transportation  facili- 
ties is  working  great  hardships  to  the 
people   of  the   cities. 

The  Missouri  river  at  Kansas  City  at 
10  o'clock  today  had  risen  nearly  two 
feet  in  the  past  twenty-four  hours,  and 
the  marking  was  4.10.  The  danger  mark 
is  2  feet.  An  additional  foot  rise  is  ex- 
pected in  the  next   twenty-four   hours.

The  Passengers  Received  a  Severe  Shaking  Up  But 
Were  Not  Seriously  Injured— Engineer  and  Fire- 
man Badly  Hurt  By  Jumping. 


Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Aug.  28. — An  Even- 
ing Wisconsin  special  from  Racine, 
■\Vi8.,  says:  A  south  bound  passenger 
train  on  the  AWsconsin  Central  ran  into 
a  stock  train  which  was  being  switched 
alt  Sylver  LaKfe  station.  Engineer 
Shall  and  Fireman  William  Hoppe.  of 
the  passenger  train,  are  reported  ser- 
iously injured  Both  men  reside  in 
Fond  du  Lao,  Wis.  Two  of  the  crew 
of  the  switch  engine  are  also  reported 
as  seriously  injured.  The  passenger 
engineer  endeavored  to  stop  his  train 
before  the  collision,   but  finding  It  ini- 


possible  he  leaped  from  the  engine 
with  his  fireman. 

The  engineer  is  badly  cut  about  the 
hf  '.'i  and  body  and  a  ruml.er  of  his 
Icnes  are  brc>ken  and  it  'S  .saiJ  that  ht 
is  internally  injured.  The  fireman  also 
was  cut  about  the  head  and  body  and 
bones  of  his  right  arm  were  broken  in 
two  or  three  places  and  he  is  inter- 
nally injured. 

The  passenger  engine  was  thrown 
fr(>m  the  track  and  was  wrecked.  The 
V.  rtcking  crew  has  arrive<l  from  Chi- 
cago and  is  working  to  clear  the  tracks. 
The  passengers  received  a  bad  shaking 
up  at  the  time  of  the  collision,  but 
as  far  as  known  none  were  injured.

CAVALRY  IS 
NO  GOOD 

Gen.   Mile;  Says   That 

Branch  ef  Service  Is 

Obsolete. 


Last  Recifflniendations  to 

Dep»tmeiit  Are  Made 

Public. 


Washington,  /.ug}.  28.— Lieut.  Gen. 
Nelson  A.  Miles'  last  communication  to 
the  war  office  ^;is  made  public  today 
through  unofficial  sources  in  the  war 
department.  It  IB  in  the  form  of  a  letter 
to  Secretary  of  'War  Root.  In  it  are 
recommendations  for  the  improvement 
of  the  army  sen'ice.  The  general  re- 
gards the  cavafry  as  obsolete,  saying 
the  automobile  xvill  take  the  place  of 
the  horse  in  the  next  war.  For  that 
reason  he  advisen  reducing  the  cavalry 
branch  to  the  minimum  and  the  build- 
ing of  military  rtiads  of  strategetic  im- 
portance throughout  the  country  in  time 
of  peace.  Gen.  Mllee'  letter  substantial- 
ly is  as  follows: 

Headquarters  of  ttie  Army,  Washing- 
ton, Aug.  7,  1903.— The  Honorable  the 
Secretary  of  war:  Sir:  Within  the 
past  year  I  h^ve  seen  the  principal  part 
of  the  army,  wherever  it  has  been  serv- 
ing, have  carefully  Inspected  the  de« 
fenses  of  the  PaoiflCT^oast,  and  within 
the  last  few  montSw  have  inspected 
some  of  the  principal  fortifications  ori 
the  Atlantic  and  ?ulf  coasts.  There  are 
some  features  concerning  the  army  that 
I  deem  it  my  duty  to  lay  before  the  au- 
thorities. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Spanish 
war,  when  we  had  well-trained,  thor- 
oughly-equipped, hardened  and  experi- 
enced cavalry,  a  portion  of  it  was  ob- 
liged to  remaip  at^^mpa,  and  in  its 
place  newly  orgaii<BB  troops  were  sent 
to  the  front.  Now,,  tjiat  was  either  all 
wrong,  or  the  piesent  organization  of 
the  army,  with  tie  ^eat  expense  inci- 
dent thereto,  is  unwise  and  injudicious, 
and  this  subject  requires,  in  my  Judg- 
ment, the  serious  attention  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

It  is  safe  to  say  Piat  there  are  tens 
of  thousands  of  men  m  our  country 
who  are  in  the  saddle  every  day,  who 
are  skilled  in  lanclcraft  and  use  of  arms, 
and  who  can  be  easily  converted  into 
a  most  formidable  corps  of  mounted 
men.  In  fact,  ihere  could  easily  be 
mobilized  in  our  country  at  least  ten 
times  as  many  mounted  men,  many  of 
whom  have  nad  military  service,  as 
could  be  landed  on  our  shores  by  any 
government  or  gcv^riiments  within  any 
reasonable  tim^.  >\'e  have  100,000  men 
accustomed  to  the  saddle  and  rifle  that 
cojild  be  used  to  [juickly  overrun  either 
Canada  or  Mexlcc:  hence  the  dispropor- 
tion of  our  mounted  forces  to  that  of 
the  main  body  of  the  army  is  unneces- 
sary and  injudicious. 

The  marvelous  development  In  mod- 
ern arms— rifles  ?,nd  machine  guns  and 
quick-firing  field  artillery— reiviers  the 
cavalry  as  forme ~ly  used  on  the  battle- 
field obsolete,  wMle  the  wonderful  de- 
velopment in  tht;  use  of  motor  power 
and  electrical  appliances  has  rendered 
the  horse  far  lees  iniportant  than  for- 
merly. These  facts  are  doubly  signifi- 
cant and  should  be  recognized  by  the 
military  autl^orities  and  the  govern- 
ment. 

There  is,  however,  a  corps  or  force 
required  in  our  army  that  could  be  ren- 
dered of  great  utility,  not  only  to  the 
military  but  to  the  people.  This  power 
is  being  recognized  by  European  gov- 
ernments, and  1  have  several  times 
recommended  its  use  by  ours.  It  will 
be  utilized  in  the  next  war.  and  prepa- 
ration for  its  us«^  byyour  army  should 
no  longer  be  negrlected.  I  have  refer- 
ence to  the  bicycle,  motor  cycle  and  the 
automobile,  which  th*y  have  developed 
to  that  extent  that  they  have  become  a 
most  valuable  me^ins  of  communica- 
tion and  transpoitatiqn.  Five  regiments 
of  cavalry  should  be  discontinued  and 
a  corps  of  five  regiments  organized, 
thoroughly  trained  and  constantly  em- 
ployed in  the  uso  of  these  modern  ap- 
pliances. 

The  modern  appliances  of  road  build- 
ing are  vastly  superior  to  those  for- 
merly used  (in  fact,  the  work  is  now 
done  principally  by  machinery),  and 
this  corps  should;  be  supplied  with  all 
the  recent  inventions  and  improve- 
ments for  that  purpose. 

The  millions  of  dollars  that  are  now 
uselessly  expended  for  one-third  of  the 
mounted  force  could  in  this  way  be 
utilized  in  bringing  about  a  great  im- 
provement in  the  army.

Topeka,  Kas.,  Aug.  28.— A  special 
to  the  State  Journal  from  McFarland, 
Kas.,  says:  Early  this  morning  six 
masked  men,  heavily  aiwned,  appeared 
at  the  Rock  Island  depot  and  started  to 
enter  the  office  door.  Conductor  Mon- 
nehan  of  a  freight  train  which  had  just 
pulled  in,  and  Night  Baggageman 
Charles  Toler,  saw  them  and  hurriedly 
attempted  to  block  the  door,  but  the 
robbers  forced  an  entrance  and,  after 
taking  their  money  and  watches,  beat 
the  railroad  men  into  insensibility. 

They  then  rifled  the  depot  of  its  con- 
tents and,  going  hurriedly  to  the  eat- 
ing house,  held  up  and  took  all  the 
vt^uables  from  half  a  dozen  men  on  the 
platform  employed  at  the  round  house, 
and  a  part  of  the  train  crew.  Passen- 
gers at  the  lunch  room  scurried  upstairs 
apd  blocked  the  entrance  effectively. 
The  bandits  then  looted  the  eating 
house  cash  register  and  silverware,  do- 
ing their  work  in  a  cool  manner.  Then 
apparently  as  a  joke,  they  marched 
and  carried  six  of  the  Rock  Island  em- 
ployes, including  the  night  hostler  and 
Baggageman  Toler,  and  locked  them  in 
a  refrigerator  car  and  disappeared. 

Two  hours  after  the  robbers  disap- 
peared. Sheriff  Frey  had  organized  a 
posse  and  started  in  pursuit.  The  ban- 
dits were  headed  towards  Topeka. 


Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  28.— President 
Roosevelt  received  a  telegram  today 
from  the  state  department  transmitting 
him  a  cable  from  the  Turkish  foreign 
office,  disclaiming  any  responsibility  for 
the  murder  of  Consul  Magelssen,  and 
expressing  regret  that  it  should  have 
occurred.

EDUCATION 
BILL  A  LAW 

Provides  $73,000  For  First 

Year's  Expenses  at 

Manila. 

Manila,  Aug.  28.— The  new  education 
bill  has  just  become  a  law.  It  appropri- 
ates $73, (XO  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the 
first   year.     It  further  provides   that  one 

hundred  of  the  best  qualified  students 
securing  at  least  75  per  cent  on  each  sub- 
ject at  an  annual  examination  to  be  held 
in  each  school  district  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  going  to  the  United  States  to 
complete  their  education  at  institutions 
to  be  disgnated  by  the  governor.  The 
competition  is  moreover  devoted  to  the 
pupils  of  public  schools  and  to  Filipinos 
of  from  16  to  21  years,  and  physically 
sound.  These  students  are  required  to 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  promising 
with  the  approval  of  their  parents  to 
faithfully  study  fur  the  full  course  and 
upon  returning  to  the  Philippines  to  take 
a  civil  .'service  examination  accepting  la- 
ter, if  successful,  an  appointment. 

BUYS  COAL  LAND. 

Pittsburgh  Company  Secures 
HenrrOIiver  Holdings. 

Pittsburg,  Aug.  28.— The  Pittsburg 
Coal  company  has  just  closed  the  deal 
for  the  purchase  of  all  the  coal  land 
Ijoldings  of  Henry  W.  Oliver,  of  the 
Kline  Coal  company,  Chamberg  County 
Coal  company  and  the  Second  Pool 
Coal  company  for  a  sum  approximating 
$1,000,000.  The  tract  comprises  about 
4i>00  acres,  and  the  purchase  gives  the 
combine  practically  all  of  the  Pitts- 
burg coal  in  the  first  pool  outside  of 
that  held  by  the  Pittsburg  Terminal 
and  Railroad  and  Coal  company.  The 
tract  lies  near  Finleyville,  on  the 
>J'heeling  division  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio. 


Washington,  Aug.  28.— The  action  of 
Acting  Secretary  Darling  in  ordering, 
the  Brooklyn  and  San  Francisco  to 
proceed  to  Beirut  without  waiting  for 
the  Machias  meets  with  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  the  state  department.

Be  Full  Blooded  Indians  Can  Be  Reasoned  WltJt 
But  the  Half  and  Quarter  Breeds  Are  Trying  to 
Incite  An  Outbreak. 


«t.  Paul,  Aug.  28.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—"Disgruntled  half-breeds  and  quar- 
ter-breeds, who  are  just  out  of  jail  after 
fcerving  sentences  for  selling  liquor  to 
the  Indians  are  the  ones  that  are  trying 
to  stir  up  trouble  on  the  Leech  La*e 
reservation,"  said  Deputy  United  States 
Marshal  Frank  Tufts,  of  Walker.  Minn., 
who  was  in  St.  Paul  ye.«terday.  "The  full 
blooded  Indians  can  be  reasoned  with 
and  do  not  care  to  use  violence  to  secure 
their  demands,  but  it  is  different  with 
tlesc  half  breeds,  who  are  always  look- 
ing  for   trouble. 

"However,"  continued  Mr.  Tufts,  "I 
do  not  think  there  will  be  any  serious  out- 


break, notwithstanding  the  rumors  around 
the  reservation.  The  better  class  of  In- 
dians, and  especially  by  one  who  ha* 
recently  been  released  from  prison, 
where  he  spent  several  months  on  a. 
charge  of  selling  liquor  to  his  fellows. 
Maj.  Scott,  the  agent  at  the  reservation, 
has  been  making  a  deterpiined  .crusade 
against  the  bootleggers  and  th«  saloon- 
keepers at  Walker,  and  the  jails  In  th» 
vicinity  have  been  well  filled  for  the  past 
few  months. 

"Most  of  those  arrested  are  half  or 
quarter  breed.^-.  These  vr^n  have  been. 
agitating  among  the  tribesmen  that  th* 
government  is  trampling  on  tneir  li!>er- 
ties  in  closing  the  saloons  at  Walker, 
and  they  are  also  using  the  delayed  set- 
tlement of  the  timber  difficulties  as  tk 
basis  for   creating  discontent."

A  fierce  squall 
came  up, which  snapped  off  the  mast, 
knocking  Davis  into  the  water,  where 
he  perished,  despite  the  efforts  made  to 
rescue  him.  .

Two  important  hearings  will  be  held 
tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock  in  the 
matter  of  Charles  F.  Leland  and  the 
wrecked  Commercial  bank. 

The  first  ca.«:e  is  that  of  the  petition 
of  H.  H.  Phelps  in  the  case  of  L.  N.  Case. 
H.  H.  Phelps  and  G.  H.  Martin  against 
Charles   F.    Leland. 

Mr.  Phelps  brought  suit  to  recover  a 
certiiftate  of  deposit  of  $6(10  on  the  Am- 
erican Exchange  bank,  which  he  depc  sited 
in  the  Commercial  bank,  shortly  before 
the  bank  closed  its  doors.  He  claims  that 
it  was  fraudulently  received  by  the  offi- 
cials of  the  bank,  whom,  he  claims,  were 
aware  of  the  condition  of  the  bank's  af- 
faii-s. 

An  order  was  issued  by  Judge  Mcrris 
for  Mr.  Leland  and  Deputy  United  States 
Marshal  Stephen  Picha.  to  appear  and 
show  cause  why  the  certiifcate  should 
not  be  delivered  to  Mr.  Phelps,  and  the 
ca>e    will    be   heard    tomorrow. 

The  .sfcond  case  is  a  petition  of  a  sim- 
ilar nature,  filed  by  F.  A.  Sills.  He  de- 
posited a  warrant  on  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  sum  of  $J:7.50  shortly  before  the 
closing  of  the  bank,  and  the  charges  are 
similar  to  those  contained  in  the  petition 
of  Mr.  Phelps. 

In  both  these  cases  the  papers  deposited 
can  be  readily  identified,  and  not  nego- 
tiable.

The  board's  firs:  appeal  '\'as  made 
because  of  an  attempt  to  burn  the 
An;erican  college  at  Harpoot,  news  of 
which  was  recelvec  by  cable  last  Mon- 
day. The  second  a  ppeal  was  made  also 
on  Monday  when  a  cablegram  was  re- 
ceived from  W.  W.  Peet,  treasurer  of 
the  American  board  at  Consr-anjtin- 
ople,  saying  that  the  fanaticism  at 
Harpoot  was  almost  beyond  control 
and  that  the  delay  of  action  would 
be  dangerous.  This  cablegram  from 
Mr.  Peet  was  mailed  from  Constant- 
inople to  Vienna  to  avoid  censorship 
and  was  cabled  fro  n  Vienna,  Aug.  23.

As  far  as  the  American  board  has 
been  advised,  the  attempt  \o  burn  the 
American  college,  ihe  date  of  which  is 
not  known,  resulted  in  little  damage, 
as  the  building  wait  of  fetone.

last  June  to  seize  Tenekejlan,  a  native 
teacher  in  the  mission  schools,  on  a 
charge  of  sedition.  In  spite  of  protest 
by  the  prisoner's  friends,  he  was  kept 
in  confinement,  and  the  American  board 
appealed  to  the  state  department. 

The  result  of  the  appeal  was  a  re- 
quest that  the  Turkish  government  see 
that  the  man  have  a  speedy  trial  and 
prompt  release  if  innocent,  and  that  in 
the  case  of  innocence  being  established, 
his  culminators  be  punished.  Thus  the 
case  has  stood  since  June,  Mr.  Tenek- 
jian  being  still  in  confinement,  and  the 
American  board  expresses  the  belief 
that  fearing  nothing,  the  Turks  with 
growing  fanaticism  did  not  hesitate  at 
setting  fire  to  the  college  buildings. 

Knowledge  of  these  facts,  emphasized 
by  the  cable  announcing  the  growing 
danger,  have  prompted  the  board  man- 
agers to  do  everything  possiblue  to 
gain  the  attention  of  the  state  depart- 
ment and  of  the  president  himself.

Philadelphia.  Aug.  28,— Still  another 
achievement  is  credited  to  the  fertile 
inventors  of  the  Pollak-Virag  rapid  tel- 
egraph system.  While  at  the  present 
time  the  system  seems  to  be  burdened 
with  insurmountable  difficulties  of  ap- 
plication, the  resourcefulness  of  its  in- 
ventors may  yet  place  it  on  a  practical 
commercial  basis.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  by  this  system  as  high  as 
50.000  words  can  be  transmitted  per 
hour. 

It  does  not  need  much  laudation  to 
bring  about  a  proper  realization  of  the 
ingenuity  of  the  inventors  of  a  machine 
which  can  turn  out  written  messages. 
A  machine  that  can  write  in  script  at 
the  rate  of  many  thousand  words  an 
hour    is    certainly    a    marvel, 


the  conventi6nal-spaced  perforations  of 
the  prepared  tape,  c.iuse  the  deflection 
of  a  beam  of  light'  from  a  tiny  mirror, 
lighted  by  a  miniature  lamp.  These  de- 
flections take  the  form  of  script  writ- 
ing. They  are  permanently  recorded 
by  being  thrown  onto  a  strip  of  sensi- 
tized photographi.;  paper,  which  is  im- 
m.ediately  passed  through  a  developing 
bath.  As  the  strips  .  ome  from  the  ma- 
chine at  a  terrific  rate,  many  feet  a 
second,  great  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  developing  means  for  their  rapid  de- 
I  velopment  and  of  drying.  Automatic 
i  means  have  finally  been  provided,  so 
1  that  the  strips  run  Immediately  throtigh 
I  a  developing  bath,  and  afterward  dried 
by  artificial  means,  and  are  in  a  con- 
dition to  be  read  in  ten  to  twelve 
seconds.

INVESTIGATION  ASKED. 

At  the  earnest  request  of  Chairman  Tarns  Bixby  and 
his  associates,  comprising  the  Dawes  Indian  commis- 
sion, the  secretary  of  the  interior  v.il  have  a  thorough 
investigation  made  of  the  alleged  irregularities  in  the 
Indian  territory.  According  to  ^^Ir.  Brosius,  who  makes 
the  charges,  members  of  the  Dawes  commission  and 
other  officials  in  our  Indian  service  are  stockholders  in 
companies  organized  for  the  purpose  of  securing  options 
on  Indian  lands.  Millions  of  acres  will,  under  the  terms 
of  the  law,  become  alienable  in  a  few  years.  Certain  of 
the  lands,  after  the  allotment  in  severalty  now  in  prog- 
ress under  the  Dawes  commission  is  completed,  may  be 
sold  or  leased  by  the  Indian  owners  within  one  year; 
other  allotments  cannot  be  disposed  of  for  five  years.  In 
every  case  the  allottee  must  reserve  for  himself  or  her- 
self a  homestead  of  forty  acres  which  cannot  be  alienated 
for  twenty-one  years,  or  during  the  lifetime  of  the  allot- 
tee. The  situation  is  much  confused.  Options  have 
sometimes  been  disposed  of  by  thriftless  Indians  before 
the  allotment  had  actually  been  made. 

The  Dawes  commission  ought  to  complete  its  work 
m  about  one  more  year.  Its  chairman  is  Tams  Bixby,  of 
Minnesota.  His  associates  are  Clifton  R.  Brcckenridge, 
of  Arkansas,  minister  to  Russia  during  President  Cleve- 
land's la-.t  term;  Thomas  R.  Needles,  a  seasoned  Illinois 
politician  and  officeholder,  at  one  time  a  state  senator 
and  at  another  a  United  States  marshal  for  the  Indian 
territory,  and  ex-Governor  Stanley  of  Kansas.  All  of 
these  men  except  Stanley  are  charged  with  beinar  stock- 
holders in  these  companies,  recently  formed  and  having 
headquarters   ^t   Muscogee,  Vinita  and   Eufaula. 

Mr.  Hitchcock  has  not  the  authority  to  dismiss  these 
commissioners,  should  be  find  the  Brosius  charges  sub- 
?tantiated,  since  they  were  appointed  by  the  president 
and  confirmed  by  the  senate.  Some  weeks  ago  the  com- 
missioners were  notified  that  any  connection  on  their 
part  with  these  land-owning  companies  would  be  re- 
garded as  a  serious  impropriety;  they  were  also  request- 
ed to  withdraw  from  any  concern  of  that  character  in 
which  they  had  a  financial  interest.  Secretary  Hitchcock 
is  hopeful  that  the  finding  will  show  that  this  request  at 
least  was  heeded. 

The  commissioners  indignantly  deny  the  allegations 
rf  Mr.  Brosius  and  in  their  communication  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  interior  explicitly  ask  that  the  investigation 
be  made  so  thorough  that  their  characters  shall  be  vindi- 
cated and  their  integrity  and  fidelity  to  duty  be  firmly 
established.  Their  letter  rings  with  honesty  and  candor 
and  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  they  are  guilty.  Those  who 
know  Mr.  Bixby  ieel  certain  that  he  will  be  cleared  of  all 
charges  of  wrong-doing. 


THE  PRESIDENT'S   CALLERS. 

The  habit  of  the  newspaper  correspondents  stationed 
at  Oyster  Bay  of  sending  out  the  name  of  every  visitor, 
who  calls  on  the  president  at  his  summer  home,  and  the 
object  of  his  visit,  is  proving  a  great  advertising  scheme 
for  second  and  third-rate  politicians  and  ambitious  as- 
pirants for  public  favor.  A  lot  of  these  men  call  on  the 
president  for  the  sole  reason  of  having  the  fact  spread 
broadcast  to  their  constituents.  They  visit  Sagamore 
Hill  and  then,  returning  to  the  railroad  station,  tell  the 
reporters  what  was  said  to  the  executive.  Some  people 
seem  to  attach  an  importance  to  this,  without  the  slight- 
est regard  as  to  what  impression  the  talk  may  have 
made  on  the  president.  There  would  be  more  vacation 
for  the  president  were  he  farther  away  from  the  beaten 
paths  of  travel,  or  still  better  it  would  be  if  he  could  con- 
vince American  newspapers  that  they  had  no  interest  in 
the  opinions  of  his  callers.  Now  a  trip  to  Oyster  Bay 
for  the  middle-tier  statesman  is  a  short  cut  to  fame. 
From  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other  his  views  ap- 
pear as  those  of  a  ''Solon." 

Eventually,  it  should  become  the  custom  for  no  one 
to  call  on  the  president,  especially  at  his  summer  home, 
without  prearrangeraent  through  correspondence.  The 
more  considerate  and  modest  people  are  doubtless  doing 
that  now.  while  those  whom  the  president  least  wants  to 
see  rush  forward,  delighting  in  the  assumption  that  they 
know  him  so  well  that  no  formalities  are  necessary,  be- 
yond sending  in  their  cards.  With  the  rapid  growth 
of  population  and  the  improvement  of  transportation  fa- 
cilities, it  has  become  an  almost  killing  operation  for  any 
president  to  see  all  the  persons  who  think  they  would 
like  to  see  him,  and  especially  is  so  wheji  such  a  visit 
offers  so  extraordinary  a  premium  to  the  notoriety-seek- 
er, or  the  aspirant  for  office.  Any  prospective  candidate 
for  congress  would  be  helped  in  the  district  by  having 
his  name  appear  in  the  newspapers  as  calling  on  the 
president  to  discuss  with  him  the  weighty  affairs  of 
state.  In  consequence,  every  president  learns  to  discrim- 
inate between  the  information  delivered  to  him  for  its 
own  sake  and  that  which  is  whispered  into  his  ear  in 
order  that  somebody  may  say  that  he  has  done  so. 

Some  method  should  be  devised  by  which  the  presi- 
dent can  have  greater  freedom  when  attempting  to  en- 
joy a  vacation.

OF  NOT  MUCH  BENEFIT. 

Some  of  the  administration  organs  have  been  praising 
the  brilliant  diplomacy  of  Secretary  of  State  Hay,  be- 
cause he  obtained  two  open  ports  in  Manchuria  from 
China,  it  being  also  announced  that  Russia  would  give 
her  approval.  On  the  face  of  things  it  looked  as  if  it  was 
really  a  triumph  for  American  diplomatic  methods,  and 
that  Secretary  Hay  was  entitled  to  felicitations.  But 
while  it  may  be  accounted  a  great  victory  diplomatically, 
the  opening  of  these  "ports"  is  really  of  not  much  value 
to  the  United  States  or  any  other  nation. 

One  of  the  ports  which  is  to  be  regarded  as  "open"  is 
Ta-tung-Kau.  Most  people,  when  they  read  about  the 
great  diplomatic  triumph  that  had  been  achieved  by  Mr. 
Hay,  supposed  this  was  a  large  city  with  a  magnificent 
harbor.  They  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  it  is  not. 
The  Pekin  correspondent  of  the  London  Times  investi- 
gated, and  this  is  what  he  reports:  "On  the  Chinese  side 
of  the  mouth  of  the  Yalu  is  the  town  of  Ta-tung-Kau, 
with  5000  inhabitants.  From  the  anchorage  to  the  shore 
is  a  distance  of  four  miles  by  a  narrow  channel,  or  rather 
ditch,  which  is  dry  at  low  water.  This  is  the  port  which 
America  desires  China  to  open  to  foreign  trade."  There 
is  not  much  generosity  about  opening  a  port  that  cannot 
be  opened,  and  in  such  a  case  the  question  of  an  open  or 
shut  door  cuts  little  figure.  Diplomacy  is  a  wonderful 
thing  and  frequently  is  farcical.

The  training  of  young  women  as  nurses  has  become 
an  important  educational  as  well  as  industrial  enterprise 


THE  FARMERS'  ADVANCEMENT. 

As  one  by  one  the  barriers  which  have  compelled  the 
practical  isolation  of  the  farmer  in  material  and  social 
advancement  are  removed,  the  inhabitants  of  the  rural 
districts  are  making  rapid  strides  in  intellectual  improve- 
ment. In  years  past  it  has  been  difficult  for  them  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  world,  but  with  the  improved 
means  of  communication  and  conveyance,  all  is  now 
changed.  The  greatest  factor  in  this  changed  condition 
is  that  of  rural  free  delivery  of  mails,  while  the  cheap 
rural  telephone  service  has  worked  wonders  in  putting 
the  farmer  in  touch  with  the  more  thickly  settled  por- 
tions of  his  state.     In  many  regions  trolley  lines  are  af-

the  calls  for  them.    The  nurses'  training  schools  in  near- 
ly all  the  hospitals  of  the  various  cities  of  the  country 
are  tilled  to  overflowing  and  there  are  usually  many  ap- 
plicants on   the   waiting  list.     An   interesting  work   has 
been  undertaken  by  the  Philadelphia  School  of  Nurses, 
:n  alliance  with  the  American  National  Red  Cross,  in  the 
training  of  young  women  in  the  small  towns  of  the  coun- 
try, who  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the   Red  Cross 
or   the    government    for   prompt   nursing   service    in   the 
event  of  national  calamities  or  in  the  event  of  war.    Four 
states    have    been    selected   in   which   to   inaugurate   the 
work — Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware  and  New  Jer- 
sey— but  it  is  the  intention  to  extend  the  work  to  every 
state  of  the  Union  in  the  course  of  tome.     The  sum  of 
Sioo.ooo  has  already  been  guaranteed  in  support  of  the 
work,  and  a  special  committee  representing  the  move- 
ment has  as  its  head   Hon.  William  N.  Ashman,  judge 
of  the  orphans'  court  of  Philadelphia.     The  purpose  is 
to  select  a  number  of  young  women  from  each  of  the 
small  towns  in  the   states  mentioned,  and  give  them  a 
thorough  training  in  the  science  of  nursing,  at  no  expense 
to   themselves.      .After    graduating   they   will   be    able   to 
practice  the  art  of  nursing  as  suits  them  best,  their  only 
obligation  to  the  training  school  being  their  willingness 
to  serve  as  Red  Cross  nurses  whenever  the  call  to  duty 
comes.    The  work  is  in  furtherance  of  the  ideas  recently 
promulgatd  by  Miss  Clara  Barton,  national  president  of 
the   Red  Cross,  and  will  no  doubt  carry  a  far-reaching 
benefit  to  the  small  towns  and  rural  communities  of  the 
country. 

Many  young  women  are  especially  well-fitted  to  be- 
come nurses,  and  as  this  movement  advances  through  the 
different  states  it  will  afford  opportunities  for  many 
which   they  would  otherwise  not  obtain. 


and  gatherings  in  thinly  settled  localities  that  were  not 
practical  before.  The  movement  for  the  improvement  of 
country  roads  has  of  late  received  new  impetus  from  its 
connection  with  the  problem  of  the  consolidation  of  the 
rural  public  schools  and  the  transportation  of  pupils  to 
central  schoolhouses.  The  transportation  vans  con- 
stitute another  important  link,  uniting  the  farm  witlr 
the  community,  errands  of  various  kinds  being  done 
by  the  drivers.  Traveling  libraries  may  be  easily  main- 
tained in  connection  with  this  system  of  schools.  The 
school  gardens  and  well-kept  grounds  of  these  central 
schools  may  serve  as  examples  for  the  improvement  of 
the  yards  about  the  farmhouses.  The  schoolhouses  may 
be  used  for  Saturday  and  evening  lectures,  meetings  of 
societies,  etc.,  and  thus  become  general  centers  for  the 
intellectual  and  social  life  of  the  community. 

Labor  saving  machinery  has  wrought  wonderful 
changes  on  the  farm.  Much  of  the  drudgery  for  both  wo- 
men and  men  has  been  removed  and  more  time  is  given 
for  study  and  social  enjoyment.  Take  it  all  in  all,  the 
condition  of  the  American  farmer  and  his  family  has  un- 
dergone a  change  that  has  kept  well  in  the  lead  with  the 
progress  of  the  present  generation.

of  r.l30  London  road,  there  passes  away  j 
one  of  the  most   interestmg  figures  in  j 
lakt'  marine  circles. 

Capt.  Persons  died  yesterday  after- 
noon at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
H.  I.  Proctor,  of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y. 

He  was  connected  with  transportation 
on  the  lakes  for  over  sixty  years  of  his 
lifetime.  He  was  born  Aug.  30,  1S14,  and 
was  con.sequently  8a  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

His  career  as  a  captain  began  in  ls3J, 
•when  he  was  IS  years  of  age.  He  as- 
sumed command  of  a  small  ves.sel  at 
that  time,  and  from  then  until  18S>i  he 
■was  known  as  one  of  the  most  promi- 
nent masters  on  the  lakes.  His  name 
-was  linked  with  that  of  Capt.  Bradley. 
of  Cleveland,  as  the  most  interesting 
figure  among  lake  captains. 

During  his  lifetime  Capt.  Persons  saw 
•wonderful  developments  in  lake  trans- 
portation, and  the  marvelous  growth  of 
the  lake  cities. 

In  1S32  he  went  from  Watertown,  N. 
■y.,  to  Cleveland  by  stage,  the  trip  tak- 
ing ten  days.  At  Cleveland  he  assumed 
comm.and  of  his  vessel. 

He  rode  on  the  first  railroad  cars 
that  ever  traversed  New  York.  The 
train  was  afterwards  exhibited  at  the 
•world's  fair  in  Chicago.  The  engine 
•was  capable  of  attaining  a  speed  of 
eight  miles  an  hour  and  was  considered 
the   -limited  express"   of  those  days. 

Capt.  Persons  sailed  into  Chicago 
•when  that  city  had  a  population  of 
300  souls,  and  the  river  was  as  yet  un- 
brldged. 

He  sailed  into  Duluth  in  1876  and  1877, 
•«hen  the  city  was  but  a  small  hamlet. 
Other  cities  have  grown  up  under  his 
eyes  from  villages  to  great  commercial 
centers,  as  he  navigated  the  waters  of 
the  lakes  in  vessels  that  steadily  in- 
creased in  size. 

He  was  pilot  of  the  steamer  Chase, 
•when  he  ■decided  to  retire  and  settle 
■with  his  son  in  Duluth.  During  his 
lifetime  he  had  been  master  of  many 
vessels,  at  one  time  sailing  a  ship  which 
•was  at  that  time  considered  of  mam- 
iTTJth  proportions,  as  it  was  capable  of 
carrying  8000  bushels  of  grain. 

in  spite  of  the  rough  scenes  through 
•which  he  had  passed  in  his  lifetime, 
<:apt.  Persons  maintained  his  Integrity 
of  character,  ami  was  ever  revered  as 
an  honest  and  upright  man.  He  was 
noted  among  sailors  as  being  a  man 
•who  was  never  known  to  use  profane 
language.

Railroad  Men  Say  Rate

The  transfer  of  Division  Superinten- 
dent E.  C.  Blanchard  to  Duluth  from 
Minneapolis  has  caused  the  general  su- 
perintendent oi:  the  road  to  cut  the 
pre.sent  Minnesota  division  in  two,  and 
where  Mr.  Blanchard  had  the  700  miles 
of  track  between  St.  Paul  and  Fargo, 
two  men  will  n  >w  be  engaged. 

The  division  includes  the  Fergus  Falls 
branch,  the  Red  River  branch,  and  the 
Little  Falls  branch,  besides  the  main 
line. 

The  lower  portion  of  the  old  division 
will  be  designated  the  St.  Paul  division, 
and  will  comprise  304  miles  of  line.  It 
v/ill  consist  of  the  main  hne  as  far  as 
Staples,  the  Li'.tle  Falls  branch  as  far 
as  Brainerd,  the  Little  Falls  &  Dakota 
branch,  and  aiso  the  lines  to  W'hlte 
Bear,  Stillwater,  and  the  Minneapolis 
cut-off  line.  This  branch  will  be  in 
charge  of  M.  M.  Fowler,  whose  promo- 
tion was  recently  announced. 

The  other  dlA'ision  will  be  known  as 
the  Minnesota  division,  and  will  extend 
from  Staples  to  Fargo,  including  the 
Ked  River  and  the  Fergus  Falls  bran- 
ches. H.  A.  So'.-ereign  will  have  charge 
of  that  division,  which  will  consist  of 
43(5  miles  of  track. 

The  transfer  of  Mr.  Blanchard,  who 
formerly  had  control  of  the  Minnesota 
disivion,  takes  from  that  division  one 
of  the  most  competent  men  of  the  com- 
pany, and  the  placing  of  two  in  his 
stead  is  something  of  a  compliment  by 
the  road. 

Mr.  Blanchai-d  will  take  charge  of 
affairs  at  this  end  of  the  road  Tuesday, 
when  G.  E.  Vaiiderslice  relinquishes  his 
hold  of  the  directing  powers  of  the  di- 
vision.

Texan  Company  Formed 

to  Bring  to  Light  Buried 

Treasure. 


Hidden  From  Freebooters 

at  the  Bottom  of  a 

Lake. 


Houston.  Texas,  Aiip.  £8.— A  stock  com- 
jnny  coiTipot--€'il  of  Jinlgo  McCarthy,  of 
Ea^le  Pass,  Texas,  prtsident;  J.  C.  Carr. 
Becretary,  and  H.  W.  Bailor,  treasurer, 
together  with  a  number  of  the  wealthiest 
men  of  the  western  p'irtion  of  the  state, 
has  been  formed  for  the  avowed  purpose 
of  searching  for  |2.5**J.iX)()  in  Spanish  gold. 
said  to  be  the  property  of  the  Church 
of  Rome,  buried  in  18C3  in  the  Brand 
Water   Hole   in    Dimmit   county. 

The   treasure,   according  to   the  records 

of  the  church  and  archives  of  the  Span- 
ish   govern.Tnent    of    Mexico,    was    buried 
«;<  a  m*-thod  of  preservation. 
On  Nov.  23,  18C3,   the  caravan  escorting 


Prince  Leon  de  Valcsqucs  and  his  wife. 
Princess  Josepha,  from  Mexico  City  to 
San  Antonlp  de  Bexar,  was  attacked  by 
freebooters  under  the  command  of  Lu- 
ciano Mendosa.  A  six  day.s'  battle  fol- 
lowed and  on  Nov.  29  the  freebooters 
swept  over  the  camp,  carrying  all  before 
them.  But  two  of  the  defenders  escaped. 
Before  the  final  attack,  the  treasure  was 
sunk  beneath  the  surface  of  the  water  in 
the  lake,  and  is  supposed  to  still  be 
there. 

Of  the  two  survivors  one  was  a  priest 
known  as  Hipolito  Jimenez,  the  otiicr 
was  an  unknown  trooper.  Both  were  cap- 
tured by  Indians.  The  soldier  married 
among  his  captors. 

The  churchman  escaped  to  a  Spanish 
settlement  and  later  prepared  a  com- 
plete history  of  the  events  of  the  six  day^ 
This  written  account  re  now  in  the  po.P 
session  of  the  priests  of  the  ancient  city 
of  Ajimaga.  It  declares  the  treasure  to 
belong  to  the  Church  of  Rome.  In  the 
archives  of  the  Mexican  government  is  a 
brief  account  of  the  loss  of  the  caravan 
and  the  slaughter  of  all  wlwo  participat- 
ed therein,  together  with  the  burial  of 
the  treasure.  Already  searching  parties 
have  explored  the  battleground,  unearthed 
the  hodies  of  a  man  and  woman,  and 
collected  proof  of  what  is  considered  con- 
firmatory of  the  story  of  Jimenez.  At 
iftresent  the  searchers  are  raising  money 
for  the  search. 

Since  the  day  of  the  battle,  continued 
rains  and  the  action  of  the  elements  have 
almost  fiiled  the  lake  that  once  existed 
along  the  course  of  the  creek,  whore  th-.* 
money  is  suppo.^ed  to  be  concealed.  It 
'  is  believed  that  the  chests  of  Spanish 
gold  were  thrown  in  the  water  near  the 
shores  as  they  existed  at  the  time  of  the 
battle.  Ftir  this  reason  the  plans  of  the 
company  are  such  as  to  cover  cost  of 
t'xi'cnsive  f^^xcavations  around  the  water 
hoi<^  that  still   marks   the  spot. 

The  caravan  set  out  from  the  Citv  of 
Mexico.  May  1.  1803.  It  was  under  the 
command  of  Col.  Antonio  Musquez.  San 
Antonio  was  then  the  center  of  the  prov- 
irce  of  Texa.^.  and  thither  the  three 
troops  of  cavalry  were  dispatched,  alonp 
with  the  prince  and  princess  whose  task 
it  was  to  win  over  and  civilize  the  Tn- 
'Van«:  and  ^pr'^ad  the  power  of  the  Catho- 
li<"  relis:ion.  To  them  was  intrusted  the 
trpf!sure. 

Tho  story  of  the  buried  gold  for  years 


was  considered  nothing  more  than  an 
Indian  legend,  but  in  1873  O.  D.  Baker, 
of  Beaumont,  Texas,  took  up  the  investi- 
gation. 

He  organized  a  searching  party  com- 
posed of  Capt.  Terrasas  of  the  customs 
department  of  Eagle  Pass;  Col.  J.  C. 
Carr,  of  San  Antonio;  Capt.  C.  C.  Akers. 
and  Light  Townsend,  of  Eagle  Pass; 
H.  W.  Baylor,  sheriff  of  Uvalde  county; 
Judge  I.  L.  Martin,  of  the  Thirty-eighth 
judicial  district;  H.  P.  Greshem  and  N. 
F.  Watkins,  of  Uvalde.  On  July  29  the 
party   reached   the   spot. 

There  unmistakable  signs  of  the  battle 
were  discovered.  A  small  swivel  cannon 
was  unearthed  before  night  of  the  first 
day.  With  darkness  came  a  terrific 
storm.  The  water  in  the  creek  became  a 
torrent.  In  the  morning  a  skull  was 
found  where  it  had  been  washed  fFom 
the  earth   by  the  action   of  rain. 

Work  the  next  day  was  begun  on  the 
eastern  hillside.  A  hard  substance  v/as 
struck  and  examination  showed  that  the 
petrified  box  of  an  ancient  cart  had  been 
found.  It  was  lifted,  and  beneath  it 
were  the  petrified  figures  of  a  man  and 
wrman  lying  side  by  side.  Silver  spurs 
s^ill  hung  to  the  feet  of  the  man  and*  a 
rusty  sword  of  elaborate  workmanship 
lav  by  his   side. 

The  Increasing  flood  in  the  creek  for- 
bade further  refiFoh  at  that  time  and 
the  party  returned.

Big  Shortage  In  Ba- 
nana Crop. 

California  Fruits  Cheaper, 

the  Independent  Growers 

Cutting  Prices. 


As  the  result    of    the  Jamaica  hurri- 
cane the  price  of  bananas  in  this  coun-  j 
try  is   expected   to  advance.     It   is   al- j 
ready    very    Arm    and    a    considerable 
TixxsQ  is  expected. 

The  plantations      in      Jamaica  were  i 
practically    devastated    by    the    hurri-  | 
cane  which  swept  over  that  island,  and 
it   will   be  at  leaist   a  year  before  that 
country   is   in   a   position   to   sliii)     any ! 
quantity    of    the    fruit    to    the    outside 
world. 

Jamaica  has  been  for  years  the  prin- 
cipal source  of  supply  for  banana  deal- 
ers the  world  over,  and  now  that  the 
supply  is  cut  off  a  scarcity  of  the  fruit 
is  expected.  Receipts  of  bananas  at 
New  York  have  sometimes  aggregated 
as  much  as  forty  carloads  per  day,  by 
far  tlie  greater  part  of  which  came 
from  Jamaica. 

Since  the  news  of  the  hurricane  prices 
of  the  fruit  in  New  Yoik  have  risen 
materially,  and  other  Eastern  points 
liave  felt  the  effect.  In  Duluth  no  ma- 
terial change  in  price  has  resulted,  al- 
though the  dealers  have  felt  the  effect 
of  the  higher  prices  in  New  York,  and 
are  looking  for  a  stiffening  here. 

California  fruit       has       weakened  in 
price   during   the   past    week.      Exorbi-  j 
tant  prices  have  been  the  rule  up  to  the  j 
present  time,  but  shipments  of  the  in-  j 
dependent  California  fruit  growers  have  ! 
been   larger      during      tlie      past  two 
weeks,  and  the  Fruit  Growers'  associa- 
tion has  been  compelled  to  cut  prices. 

The  potato  crop  promises  well  tills 
year.  The  price  has  dropped  from  6  to 
7  cents  during  the  past  week,  and  the 
tubers  are  now  selling  at  60  cents  per 
bushel.  The  Minnesota  crop  promises 
to  be  very  large,  and  a  reasonable  price 
wii.  doubtless  be  maintained  through- 
out the  winter. 

Pumpkins  are  now  coming  in  freely. 
The  first  shipment  was  received  about 
ten  days  ago.  They  are  from  Minne- 
sota, and  they  will  soon  be  plentiful  on 
the  local  market. 

The  apple  crop  promises  to  be  excep- 
tionally good  this  year.  The  quality  of 
the  fruit  is  the  feature.  The  shipments 
that  are  being  received  at  present  are 
of  some  of  the  finest  early  stock  ever 
seen  on  the  local  market,  and  the  fall 
and  winter  apples  promise  well. 

Grapes  are  now  being  received  freely. 
The  Michigan  grapes  are  now  on  the 
market.  Concords  and  Dela wares,  end 
the  price  has  fallen  slightly  during  the 
past  week. 

Meat  prices  have  remained  about 
stationary  during  the  past  week,  with 
the  exception  of  pork  chops,  which  are 
selling  for  1::  cents.  The  trade  has  been 
brisk. 

Spring  chickens  have  taken  a  sub- 
stantial drop  in  price  during  the  past 
week,  and  are  now  selling  at  13  and  14 
cents  a  pound.  The  crop  this  year  has 
been  a  good  one,  and  it  is  not  likely 
the  extreme  .shortage  of  last  year  will 
be  experienced.  Trade  in  poultry  has 
been  brisk  during  the  week  and  the 
shipments  large.

WILL  TEACH 
BY  MACHINE 

Naval  Acaiiemy  Instructor 

Says  Discs  Will  Replace 

Books. 

Chicago,  Aug.  28.— Summer  girls  and 
their  temporary  or  permanent  affinities 
will  sit  in  hammocks  while  companion- 
able talking  machines  deliver  effusions 
of  love  from  popular  novels,  when  the 
prophecy  of  Profes.sor  H,  Marion,  of  the 
United  States  naval  academy  at  Annapo- 
\in,  is  fulfilled.  The  professor  told  a 
score  of  Chicago  university  professors 
and  ambitious  language  students  In  Cobb 
hall  yesterday  that  It  would  not  be  long 
before  printed  books  would  be  classed 
iWitb  "w&U  sweexk"  clocks  v^d  that  libra- 


ries   would    be    made    up   of   talking   ma- 
chine discs. 

Professor  Marion  is  an  advocate,  with 
Professors  Schrijiture.  of  Yale;  Cushach.s, 
o'f  Annapolis,  and  De  Sumichrast.  of 
the  advanced  "talking  machine"  method 
of  teaching  the  languages.  It  was  yes- 
terday at  Cobb  hall,  during  a  demonstra- 
tion of  this  method,  which  has  been  suc- 
cessfully tested  at  the  naval  academy, 
that  the  speaker  outlined  the  larger  .^cope 
of  the  invention, 

"In  time,"  he  declared,  "these  discs 
will  take  the  place  of  text  books.  Paper- 
backed novels  will  disappear,  and  instead 
of  reading  printed  books  the  iiterateur 
will  only  have  to  put  a  di.<;c  in  his  talk- 
ing machine  and  have  the  novel  read  to 
him  in  the  living  voice  of  Its  creator. 

"Imagine  what  it  would  mean  to  us 
now  could  we  hear  Shakespeare's  voice 
reading  "Hamlet"  to  us,  or  could  hear  the 
voice  of  Hugo  reciting  chapters  from  "Les 
Mlserables."  " 

But  Professor  Marlon  was  not  speaking 
to  convince  his  hearers  of  the  value  of 
the  new  talking  mach'ine  for  fiction  read- 
ers so  much  as  for  the  students  of  lan- 
guages. He  declared  that  the  new  peda- 
gogical methods  of  teaching  the  lan- 
guages overcame  the  necessity  of  lin- 
guists wasting  valuable  time  in  teaching 
pronunciation. 

"By  the  use  of  the  talking  machine  it 


has  been  shown,"  he  urged,  "that  tha 
pronunciation  of  foreign  words  can  b» 
taught  in  a  short  time  with  an  accuracy 
una(*qulred  by  any  other  method.  Wa 
have  discs  here  on  which  are  lesi^ons  ia 
French  spoken  by  Profes.sor  De  Suml- 
christ.  of  Harvard,  and  in  Spanish  by 
Professor  Cusaclis,  of  Annapolis.  When 
a  student  mispronounces  a  word  it  l-t 
only  necessary  to  refer  him  to  a  certaia 
disc. 

'"Each  student  will  own  his  talking 
machine.  He  will  go  to  his  nxira,  plactt 
the  disc  In  the  machlnf  and  listen  to  the 
correct  pronunciation  of  the  word.'* 

Professor  Marion  predicted  it  would  not 
be  long  before  '"ctrculattng  libraries  of 
records"  would  be  established.  He  urged 
the  value  of  the  talking  machine  for  thm 
teaching  of  English  in  the  island  posses- 
sions. 

"The  talking  machines  will  not  die  of 
fever,"  he  said,  ""and  they  never  get  out 
of  patience."

Denver,  Col.,  Aug.  28.— After  a  nine- 
teen years'  search  for  his  sister,  Will- 
lam  Hannaflus,  of  Van  Wert,  Ohio,  lo- 
cated her  in  the  insane  ward  of  lJi«^ 
county   hospital. 

Shortly  before  noon  Mr.  Hannatlu:;; 
rushed  into  the  court  house  and  sought 
George  Bachenburg,  investiRator  ul 
poverty  cases. 

"It's  she!"  he  cried.  "I've  found  her 
at   last— crazy." 

Then  the  poor  fellow  broke  down  and 
cried  bitterly.  Nineteen  years  ago 
Susie  Ferry  left  her  home  at  Van  WtrU 
Ohio,  for  parts  unknown  to  any  of  her 
relatives  or  friend.*--.  She  was  marritd 
at  that  time,  but  her  husband  is  sai<l  to 
have  mistreated  her.  She  had  con- 
siderable  property,   but   this   was  soon 

dissipated,  it  is  said,  owing  to  her  hus- 
band's conduct. 

Determined  to  rid  herself  of  him  nt 
any  cost,  the  sorrowing  woman  left 
her  home  and  wandered  all  over  the 
country. 

Several  years  later  Ferry  learned  th.at 
his  wife's  mind  had  become  unbalanced, 
and  that  she  was  in  the  state  insane 
asylum,  having  been  committed  thtie 
from  Fremont  county.  Ferry  secured 
her  release  and  brought  her  to  Denvt-r, 
where  she  was  placed  at  1352  Hazel 
courL 

Soon  after  this  George  Kaylor.  of  2321 
West  Thirty-first  avenue,  signed  a  com- 
plaint that  Mrs.  Ferry  was  insane,  and 
the  woman  was  committed  again,  but 
this  tune  to  the  county  hospital,  where 
she  has  been  confined  in  the  v.ard  for 
the  insane  ever  since.  Her  husband 
went  to  California  a  long  time  ago  and 
Is  still  there. 

During  .ill  these  nineteen  years  Mrs. 
Ferry's  brother,  William  Hannallus, 
maintained  a  search  for  her.  | 

The  meeting  between  brother  and  sis-  i 
ter  was  sufP.cient  to  move  the  hearts  of  i 
the  hospital  people,  accusionred  as  thty  |  n 
are  to  pathetic  sights.  "" 

"Nineteen  years  of  search  at  last 
fruitful,"  Mr.  Hannaflus  said,  "but  lo 
find  her  in  an  insane  asylum.  Her 
mind  has  undoubtedly  become  turned 
owing  to  her  husband's  former  treat- 
ment of  her.  I  shall  take  her  to  Van 
Wert  and  nurse  her  back  to  health  if  I 
can."

WONDERFUL 
TALE^F  LIFE 

Has  Been  Nun,  Wife,  Ac- 
tress and  Dying  In 
Pcverty. 

Richmond,  Va.,  Aug.  zS.-Dying  In 
poverty  at  the  city's  almshouse  is  Mrs. 
Josephine  Andrews,  who  in  her  life  of 
65  years  has  run  the  whole  gamut  of 
human  emotions. 

She  has  experienced  both  wealth  and 
want:  has  been  the  loved  daughter  of  a 
well  to  do  and  distinguished  family, 
and  a  mendicant  depending  upon  public 
charity  for  the  food  she  'ats  and  the 
roof  that  shelters  her. 

She  has  taken  the  vows  of  the  clois- 
ter and  has  been  both  wife  and  a 
mother. 

She  has  experienced  the  austerity  of 
a  convent  and  the  glitter  and  glare  ol 
the  fotolights  of  the  stage. 

When  a  child  Josephine  Bunkley  was 
playing    in    a    churchyard    in    Norfolk 
while   her   negro   mammy   stood   guard 
over    her.      Seeing    a    procession    enter  | 
the  sacred  edifice  she  persuaded  the  old  | 
negro   woman    lO    take   her   ii  side   that  j 
she  might  see  what  was  going  on.     It 
was  a  Catholic  church  and  the  beauti- 
ful ceremonial      caught      the      child's 
fancy.     From  that  day  she  thought  of 
becoming   a    nun   and    in   time  she   ac- 
complished her  purpose  and  entered  a 
convent  in   Maryland      and       took  the 
vows. 

The  unvaried  routine  of  the  convent 
wore  upon  ner  and  it  was  not  niiiny 
years  before  she  longed  for  the  free- 
dom which  had  been  hers  in  her  Nor- 
folk hoii.e.  She  planned  an  escitpe  and 
eftected  it.  Stealing  from  the  walls 
one  night  at  midnight,  she  walked 
alone  about  twenty  miles  through  the 
darkness.  She  made  her  way  to  Vir- 
ginia and  back  to  Norfolk.  Arriving 
there  she  wrote  an  account  of  the  life 
in  the  convent  and  showed  it  to  a 
gentleman  in  Norfolk,  who,  after  mak- 
ing some  alterations,  published  it.  A 
bill  of  injunction  was  granted  to  sup- 
press the  i)ublication. 

Miss  Bunkley  then  rewrote  her  story 
which  is  full  of  startling  reference  to 
the  alleged  Inside  workings  of  St.  Jo- 
seph's institutions  at  Emmettsburg, 
Md.  In  closing  it  the  former  nun  urged 
that  some  law  be  passed  to  re<iuire 
commissioners  to  enter  all  institutions 
where  the  vows  ot  absolute  divorce  are 
taken,  and  the  commissioners  inquire  1 
ct  every  inmate  whether  she  be  there 
by  her  own  volition  or  by  compul- 
sion. 

After  her  escape  and  return  to  her 
home  Miss  Bunkley  would  not  see  a 
confessor  nor  would  she  attend  mass. 
.She  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
church,  of  which  she  had  been  a  vot- 
ary. Later  she  mairied  a  man  named 
Andrews,  and  had  one  son.  Both  hus- 
band and  son  died,  and  the  former  nun 
went  on  the  stage.  She  played  in  this 
city  in  the  old  Metropolitan  hall,  and 
my  persons  now  living  here  remem- 
ber having  seen  her  before  the  foot- 
lights. They  say  that  she  was  a  beau- 
tiful girl  and  was  possessed  of  con- 
siflerable  talent.

DAVID  THE  OUTLAW. 
It  is  no  mere  picturescjue  title  to  call 
David  an  outlaw.  He  was  in  very  truth 
outside  the  pale  of  law  during  the  time 
that  succeeded  his  parting  with  Jona- 
than. The  king  sought  his  life  as  truly 
as  i-ulf»rs  ever  sought  the  lives  of  such 
outlaws  as  once  infested  so  much  of  our 
western  country.  When  Jonathan  said, 
Go  in  peace,  it  'was  impossible  for 
David  to  literally  obey  the  farewell  in- 
junction, for  he  was  compelled  to  resort 
to  arms  to  protect  his  very  life.  He 
did  not  dare  go  to  the  home  of  his  i>eo- 
ple  at  Bethlehem,  for  that  would  have 
been  to  invite  royal  displeasure  on  all 
his  kindred  as  well  as  upon  himself.  So 
he  sought  an  asylum  in  the  wild  coun- 
try that  lay  toward  the  south.  His 
flight  was  so  sudden  that  he  made 
preparations  for  food  aiid  shelter. 

There  is  often  an  inclination  to 
the  heroes  of  Bible  story  to  far  loftier 
heights  of  moral  attainment  than  they 
ever    attained.      They    were    very    real 
human    beings,    many    of    them      with 
failings  that  would  severely  shock  the 
morai  sense      of      any  Christian  tom- 
munity  today.    They  v.ere  of  their~ime 
and   environment    and    attained   great- 
ness only  in   proportion   to   the   degree 
in   which  they  rose  above  the  spirit  of 
their  age.    C>n  his  flight  from  the  court 
David   went  straight   to  Nob,  a  city  of 
the  priests,  situated  a  little     south     of 
Gioeah,    Sauls    capital.      David    natur- 
ally passed  by  it  in  his  journey  toward 
the  south  hill  country.     He  knew     the 
priest  in  charge  there,  and  stopped   in 
his    breathless    haste    to    request    food 
and  a  weapon.    The  priest  was  startled 
by  his  unexpected  and  unattended  ap- 
pearance: but  David  was  quick-witted, 
and  gained  the  confidence  of  the  priest 
by  a  palpable  falsehood,  which  secured 
for  him  the  bread  he  requested  for  him- 
self ano  for  those  whom  he  said   were 
ayalting   him    near   by.     By   the   same 
means  he  got  the  famous  sword  he  had 
captured    from   Goliath;    but   a   misad- 
venture befell  him  there.     Doeg,  one  of 
Saul's  servants,  was  there  on  some  re- 
ligious  errand   and   heard   what   trans- 
pired   between    David    and    Ahimelech. 
Having  a    villainous      disposition,      he 
treasured    up    what   he    heard    for    use 
when      a  convenient      occasion  should 
make  it  serve  his  interests.     David 
not  tarry  longer      than      necessity 
'  quired.     He    hastened    away    from 
■  native   hills   to  seek   refuge  among 
'  hereditary  enemies,       the       Philistines, 
1  probably   thinking   that   none   of    them 
would  recognize  him.     But      there      he 
I  counted  ainiss,  for  as  soon  as  he  entered 
Galh,  some  of  the  servants  of  thp  king 
said,  Is   not   this   David'.'  and   they  be- 
gan at  once  to  relate  how  great  a  man 
he  was  in   his  own   land.     This   fright- 
ened the  young  fugitive,  and  he  under- 
took a   subterfuge   to   gain   his   escape. 
Feigning  himself  mad,  he  sought  an  op- 
portunity  and   escaped   to  the   vicinity 
of   the    valley   of   Elan,    where   he   had 
overcome  Goliah,  to  a  limestone  coun- 
try full  of  caverns  suitable  for  places  of 
refuge,  and  many  of  which  are  to  this 
day  inhabited.     Adullam  lies  about  ten 
miles    northwest    of    Hebron,    and    not 
over  a  douen  miles  from   the  home     of 
Jesse.      In    some    way    word    came    to 
Jesse's  family  that  David  was  hiding  in 
that   vicinity.     So  they  all  tied  to  him, 
probably    because    they  -had    begun    to 
ftel  that  the  king's  enmity  was  apt  to 
fall  upon  them  at  any  lime. 

Others  came  to  him  who  were  not  of 
his  family,  men  who  had  been  unfor- 
tunate, who  had  felt  the  grind  of  debt 
or  the  gnawing  of  discontent,  who  knew 
the  political  power  unpleasantly;  these 
gathered  about  his  leadership  and  fol- 
lowed him  in  whatever  quest  promised 
food  or  excitement.  Datid's  parents 
were  getting  old  and  could  not  share 
with  him  the  fortunes  of  d^aert  life.  He 
wished   to   secure   for   tnem   a   safe   re- 


of    peace     felt    the    hardships    arising 
from  the  repeated  depredations  on  their 
property.     They   welcomed   the   protec- 
tion that  David  eagerly  afforded  them. 
With  his  men  he  was  almost  instantly 
at   any   point    where   his   services   were 
needed.    An  instance  of  this  service  was 
the  case  of  the  attack  on  Keilah  by  the 
'  Philistines.    David  was  intent  on  going 
to   the   relief  of  his   fellow-countrymen 
at    once;    but    there    was    objection    on 
I  the    part   of   some     of     his    men.       He 
sought   the     Lord's     ,?uidance,   perhapj! 
through  Gad  or  Abiathar,  and  decided 
j  to  pursue  the  enemy,  which  he  did  with 
I  great  success,  overtaking  them  and,  re- 
I  gaining  all  the  spoil  that  they  had  car- 
'  ried  off,  he  returned  it  to  the  people  of 
!  Keilah.    But  they  we  e  exceedingly  un- 
grateful,  as  was  shown   in   their  great 
readiness    to    deliver    David    into    lae 
hands  of  Saul.      As  soon  as  Saul  heard 
that  David  was  in  Keilah,  he  said  wit.i 
seeming  relish,  Now  he  is  in  a  walleu 
city  and  cannot  escape  us.    David  con- 
sulted his  oracle  asain  and  learned  thai 
the   people  of  the  city  v.ould   not   pro- 
tect  him;    so  he   fled    in    that    dire   ex- 
tremity suggested  bj    the  words  which 
say  that  he  went  "v/hithersoever  they 
could   go." 

While  in  the  wilderness  of  Ziph 
David  was  cheered  by  a  visit  from  his 
friend  Jonathan,  who  "strengthened  his 
hand  in  the  Lord."  This  expression  ha:? 
a  picturesque  beauty  that  one  ought  not 
to  spoil  by  an  effort  to  interpret  it.  Its 
significance  is  devout  and  indicates  the 
power  that  can  be  exercised  by  an  in- 
timate friend  in  leading  one  to  clo.se  re- 
lations with  God.  Jonathan's  words  of 
prophecy  were  very  strange,  for  they 
indicated  that  he  understood  and  ii- 
quie.sced  in  the  divine  purpose  to  make 
David  king  in  his  stead.  Furthermore, 
.Saul  himself  understood  this  fact.  It 
exalt]  was  probably  pushing  him  on  in  hi.s 
persecution  of  the  young  soldier. 

The  report  came  to  Saul  that  David 
was  hiding  in  the  wilderness  of  Zii)h; 
out  the  king  would  not  go  in  pursuit 
until  he  had  been  thoroughly  assured 
that  the  one  whom  he  sought  v.as  actu- 
ally there.  He  knew  the  subtlety  of 
David  and  how  shrtwdly  he  had  been 
evading  him.  But  his  care  was  all  to 
no  avail,  for  his  coveted  prize  again 
evaded  him  and  went  over  to  the  wil- 
derness of  Maon.  .^aul  followed  on,  but 
was  still  on  the  fruitless  cha.se  whtii 
he  was  called  away  to  resist  an  inva- 
sion of  Philistines,  and  David  sought 
refuge  in  the  region  of  En-gedi. 

It  was  while  in  this  vicinity  that 
David  met  with  the  unpleasant  experi- 
ence with  Nabal.  As  a  reward  for  his 
protection  from  various  foes,  David 
was  accustomed  to  receive  food  and 
supplies  from  the  shepherds  and  herd- 
men.  To  Nabal's  sheep  shearing  David 
sent  men  requesting  such  things  as 
Nabal  could  send  him;  but  they  were 
received  with  churl  sh  treatment,  and 
their  report  filled  David  with  indigna- 
tion toward  Nabal.     Vengeance  was  at 


blood  and  removes  all  danger  of  transmitting  the  !  treat  until  better  days  should  dawn  for 
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him.  To  the  mountains  of  Hoab, 
whence  his  ancestress,  Ruth,  had  come, 
he  betook  himself,  and  there  found  the 
king  ready  to  care  for  his  father  and 
another.  He  himself  lingered  in  a  place 
secure  frcm  his  enemies  until  Gad,  a 
prophet  of  God.  who  afterwards  became 
a  spiritual  adviser  and  biographer  of 
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once  sw^orn  against  the  man;  but  before 
it   could   be   executed,    the    wife   of   the 
churl    came    down      bearing    abundant 
supplies   and   offering   ample   apologies 
for  the  treatment  her  husband  had  ac- 
corded David's  men.     The  supplies  and 
apology    were    accepted.      The    woman 
made  a  deep  impression  on  David,  iind 
after   her   husband   had   died   from   the 
effects    of    his    debauchery,    yielded    to 
David's  suit  and  became  his  wife. 
A  GENEROUS   FOE. 
That    David   never  harbored   any   ill- 
will  toward  his  king  is  well  shown  by 
the  incidents  of  chapters  24  and  26.     In 
the  former  incident  David  had  the  king 
fully   in   his   power   without   the    latter 
suspecting  it;  but  did  not  lift  his  hand 
against   him,   although   urged  to   do   so 
by  his  confederates.    After  the  king  had 
started  on  his  way,  David  went  out  and 
ciied  after  him  to  know  why  he  heeded 
the    words  of  men    who   tried   to  make 
him  believe  that  David  was  seeking  h.s 
life.     That  such  an  idea  was  false  was 
evident  from  the  fact  that  on  that  very 
day  when  he,  David,  had  had  the  king 
In  his  own  hands  so  that  he  could  have 
killed  him,   he  did  nothing  worse  than 
cut  off  a  piece  of  his  garment,  as  evi- 
dence  that  he  had   been   so   near.     He 
firmly   n  vowed    that    he    would    do    the 
king  no  hurt;  he  called  upon  the  Lord 
to   be   witness   to  his  asseveration;    his 
action   that  day  was  evidence  that  his 
heart    was    not   full   of   the   wickedness 
that  Saul  thought  was  there.    Who  was 
David,    anyway,    that    the    king   should 
come  out   to   hunt  him   down?     Surely 
the  king  was  doing  a  thing  very  much 
beneath    his    dignity!      David    adroitly 
suggested  that  it  was  not  of  the  king's 
own  motion  that  he  was  doing  such  a 
thing,   but   that   someone   who   had   the 
king's  confidence  was  abusing  it.     This 
same  suggestion  was  renewed  in  the  in- 
cident    recorded    in     the    twenty-sixth 
chapter. 

Saul's  reply  to  this  first  overture  of  i 
the  young  fugitive  was  very  profuse  j 
and  humble.  With  much  show  of  affec-  | 
tion  he  replied,  calling  to  "my  son 
David,"  and  confessing  that  David  was 
more  righteous  than  he.  But  the  most 
surprising  part  of  the  language  is  that 
which  refers  to  David's  future  and  d'- 
clares  as  clearly  as  Johathan  had  so  re- 
cently done  that  David  would  surely  b^ 
king.  Had  Samuel  before  his  death 
made  known  to  Saul  the  truth  about 
his  successor?  David  was  destined  not 
only  to  become  king,  but  the  kingdom 
would  become  established  in  his  hand, 
a  strange  sight  it  was  to  see  the  king 
who  only  a  moment  before  had  been 
seeking  David's  life,  all  at  once  heap- 
ing blessings  upon  his  head  and  com- 
pelling him  to  make  a  covenant  that 
he  would  not  destroy  tihe  house  of  Saul 
when  he  had  come  to  the  throne! 

The  incident  narrated  in  the  twenty- 
sixth  chapter  is  very  similar  to  the 
one  just  commented  upon.  The  Ziph- 
ites  tried  to  deliver  David  into  the  hand 
of  his  pursuer.  It  seems  that  David 
had  not  put  much  confidence  in  the 
good  will  of  the  king,  so  had  continued 
to  rely  upon  his  men  and  his  wits  for 
protection.  Saul  pitched  his  camp  one 
night  by  a  hill  and  David  was  in  the 
near-by  woods.  At  night,  -taking  two 
trusty  men  with  him,  David  penetrated 
to  the  very  heart  of  the  king's  camp 
and  took  away  the  king's  sword  and 
water  cruse.  He  was  tempted  to  kill 
his  majesty,  but  refuse*  to  do  it,  say- 
ing. Shall  I  put  forth  my  hand  again.-?t 
the  Lord's  anointed?  It  was  of  the 
Lord  to  dethrone  the  king,  but  no  sub- 
ject might  venture  to  lay  hands  upon 
the  head  of  the  one  whom  the  Lord 
had  anointed.  From  the  top  of  an  add- 
jacent  hill  he  rallied  the  captain  of 
Saul's  army  and  inquired  of  him  why 
he  had  not  taken  better  precautions  to 
protect  the  king  from  assault,  display- 
ing the  evidences  that  he  had  penetrat- 
ed to  the  heart  of  the  king's  camp.  The 
king  answered  the  call,  having  recog- 
niiied  the  voice  of  David.  The  conver- 
sation that  ensued  was  much  the  same 
as  had  transpired  on  the  former  occa- 
sion. .Saul  was  very  earnest  in  his 
promise  not  to  injure  David  in  the  fu- 
ture, and  asked  him  to  return  to  him; 
but  David  had  learned  by  bitter  ex- 
perience not  to  put  too  much  confi- 
dence in  the  shallow  promises  of  his 
lord,  so  he  contented  himself  with  re- 
a.uesting  that  someone  be  sent  to  carry 
the  king's  spear  and  cruse  back  to 
him. 

David's  plea  for  fair  treatment  was 
just  and  forcible;  yet  he  went  his  way 
as  before,  not  trusting  himself  in  the 
king's  hands.  He  was  generous  to  his 
great  foe,  but  tempered  his  generosity 
with  caution.  .Six  times  he  was  deliv- 
ered through  the  providence  of  God 
from  the  power  of  .Saul.  At  the  first 
Jonathan  refused  to  enter  into  the  con- 
spiracy to  kill  him,  and  saved  his  life. 
Then  Saul  hurled  a  javelin  at  him, 
which  he  easily  evaded.  His  wife  let 
him  down  through  a  window  and  saved 
him  from  the  next  plot  of  the  ginp.  The 
spirit  of  prophecy  came  upon  those  next 
sent  to  effect  his  destruction.  He  was 
supernaturally  warned  of  the  treachery 
of  the  men  of  Weilah  and  had  time  to 
escape  the  hand  of  Saul  there.  Then 
when  Saul  was  pressing  hard  upon  him 
in  the  wilderness,  a  Philistine  invasion 
called  away  his  pursuer.  And  now  the 
{able  seems  to  be  turned  and  David 
has  opportunity  to  reveal  his  Tuaghani- 
mous  spirit,  how  he  could  be  reviled 
and  yet  harbor  no  111  will,  even  as  his 
greater  son  loved  and  prayed  for  the 
very  people  who  compassed  his  death.

Washington,  Aug.  28.— (SpifeciaJ  ito 
the  Herald.) — The  lumber  markets  of 
the  Orient  and  the  share  which  the 
United  States  is  likely  to  have  in  sup- 
plying them,  is  the  subject  just  now 
of  some  attention  by  the  Department 
of  Commerce  &  Labor  through  its  bur- 
eau of  statistics.  The  bureau  recently 
received  and  published  reports  of  Am- 
erican consuls  in  the  Orient  which 
j  announced  the  arrival  of  the  first  cargo 
I  of  lumber  in  the  Chinese  market  by  a 

j  Russian      vessel      from    Vladivostock. 
;  This  fact  opens  the  question  of  future 
;  competition    for    the    Oriental    market 
between    the   American    lumber    inter- 
:  ests  on   the    Pacific   coast,    on    the   one 
I  hand,  and  that  of  the  Russians  in  Si- 
beria   and    on    the    Yalu    river,    on    the 
other.    In  both  cases  enormous  resour- 
ces   are    awaiting    de'^elopment.    The 
American  industry  of  the  Pacific  coast 
has  the  advantage  of  organization  on  a 
I  large    scale   and    of   mechanical    equip- 
ment unequalled  by  that  of  any  other 
j  field   of   the   world.    This    is  evidenced 
I  by  the  rate  of  annual  production.     Un- 
i  official   estimates   put    the   annual    cut 
I  of    lumber    and    shingles    of    the    three 
'  Pacific  states  at  four   billion  six  hun- 
i  dred    milion    feet,   of    which   California 
;  supplies  eight  hundred  and  sixty  million 
i  feet;   Oregon  seven  hundred  and  forty 
I  million  feet,  and  Washington  two  bill- 
i   on   two  hundred  million   feet.     At  this

The  entire 
east  is  chiefly  dependent  on  both  of 
these  sources.  Consequently  all  domes- 
tic industries  and  interes\s,  relying  on 
the  lumber  supply  of  the  future,  are 
concerned  with  the  prospective  ability 
of  any  foreign  competitor  to  share  the 
foreign  market,  and  thus  to  affect  the 
rate  of  domestic  output  and  its  ratio 
to  domestic  demand. 

The  relative  importance  of  foreign  to 
domestic  demands,  so  far  as  the  Pa- 
cific coast  is  concerned,  is  not  easily 
ascertained.  There  are.  however,  a  few 
figures    bearing    on    the    subject.

Chicago  Record-Herald:  "I  have  been 
in  business  at  St.  Louis  for  twenty-nine 
^•ears.  but  it  is  the  first  time  in  my  ex- 
perience the  millers  there  are  going  to 
store  for  their  wheat  supplies  in  Aug- 
ust." .said  C.  H.  Spencer.  "We  have  evi- 
dently had  our  run  of  wheat  at  St.  Louis. 
There  were  only  27  cars  there  today,  and 
one  dealer,  who  distributes  wiieat  to 
millers  through  the  South,  wanted  twen- 
ty of  them.  The  millers  all  through  Mis- 
souri and  southern  Illinois  have  been  ex- 
erting themselves  from  the  beginning  of 
harvest  to  secure  supplies.  Such  soft 
winter  wheat  as  is  left  now  has  beeri 
either  purcha.sed  by  local  users  or  will 
be   marketed  by   farmers   very   slowly. 

"I  do  not  believe  consumption  this  year 
would  be  appreciably  affected  by  an  ad- 
vance in  the  wheat  piice  to  $1.  I  am 
looking  for  dollar  wheat.  The  foreign- 
ers are  not  buying  much.  But  if  they 
should  start  the  question  is  where  they 
would  secure  their  supplies.  The  whole 
visible  in  this  county  is  about  the  con- 
sumption of  thirteen  days.  There  has 
been  no  accumulation  so  far  since  har- 
vest, and  it  does  not  seem  po.ssible  we 
will  have  oppressive  stocks  at  any  time 
this  year.  The  advances  as  they  come 
will  be  no  consumptive  demand,  and  in 
spite  of  the  speculator  who  seems  in- 
credulous of  the  price." 

"Every  other  man  in  wheat  is  afraid 
the  northwestern  wheat  movement  will 
tip  him  over."  says  F.  P.  Frazier.  "Per- 
haps the  movement,  when  it  starts,  will 
for  a  time  give  us  lower  prices.  But  I

A  small  gasoline  yacht,  belonging  to 
Prescott  Wyman,  which  was  tied  up  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  pavilion  at  Park  Point, 
was  torn  from  its  moorings  and  drifted 
over  to  the  Superior  shore,  where  it 
beacned.  It  was  found  this  morning  by 
the  owner.  The  damage  was  not  great, 
as  the  boat  ran  ashore  on  a  sandy 
beach. 

A  rumor  was  current  among  vessel- 
men  this  morning  that  a  boat  had  gone 
on  the  north  shore.  It  was  attributed  to 
the  captain  of  one  of  the  boats  that 
came  in  this  morning,  but  no  confirma- 
tion of  the  rumor  could  be  obtained  nor 
did  any   of   the   ves.selmen   believe   it. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  storm  did  not 
seem  to  extend  very  far  down  the  lake. 
Most  of  the  boats  arriving  last  night  and 
this  morning  did  not  run  into  the  storm 
until  about  6  o'clock  last  evening,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  it  raged  here 
all    day. 

Several  sailboats,  which  were  tied  up 
on  the  harbor  front,  also  dragged  their 
anchors,  and  several  drifted  a  consider- 
able distance  from  their  moorings,  al- 
though no  serious  damage  is  reported. 

Vessels  are  still  detained  in  the  har- 
bor on  account  of  the  weather,  and  the 
dep'krtures  during  the  past  thirty-six 
hours  have  been  very  light. 

The  Huronic  arrived  this  morning  from 
Sarnia  with  a  large  load  of  freight  and 
a  long  passenger  list.  The  passengers 
report  a  very  stormy  trip  up  the  lakes, 
and  the  percentage  of  seasick  persons  as 
very  large. 

The  weather  man  promises  decreasing 
winds  tonight  and  tomorrow,  however, 
and  the  vessels  that  are  loaded  in  the 
harbor  will  be  able  to  get  away.

The  tug  J.  B.  Merrill  of  the  Indepen- 
dent Towing  company  was  attached  this 
morning  by  United  States  Deputy  Mar- 
shal  J.    G.    Mallory.

States  district  court  by  Albert  Ceal,  a 
former  employe  of   the  company. 

Mr.  Ceal  was  employed  on  the  Merrill 
under  Capt.  William  Jones.  He  claims 
the  sum  of  $324.18  to  be  due  him,  in 
payment  for  his  services  as  engineer  on 
the    lug. 

He  claims  to  have  been  employed  for 
87  days  during  the  spring  and  early  sum- 
mer, on  the  tug.  at  a  salary  of  $116.29 
per  month,  making  a  total  of  $337.23.  He 
claims  to  have  received  but  $13.05  in 
wages  during  that  time,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance  to    his   account   of   $324.18. 

For  this  sum  he  asks  judgment  from 
the  court.  ^    , 

The  marshal  took  possession  of  the  tug 
this  morning,  to  guarantee  the  payment 
of  the  account,  should  the  case  be  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  It  is 
likely  that  the  company  will  furnish 
bonds  for  the  amount,  and  the  tug  will 
be  given  back  into  their  possession. 

The  Merrill  is  one  of  three  tugs  operat- 
ed by  the  company,  the  other  two  being 
the  Dowling  and  th£  Carpenter.  She  is  a 
vessel  of  17  tons,  54  feet  in  length,  13  feet 
in  beam  and  6  feet  in  depth.

The  result  of  the  recent  state  and 
county  examinations  for  teachers'  cer- 
tificates held  in  Duluth  was  appalling. 

It  was  probably  also  heartbreaking  to 
some  of  the  teachers. 

Sixty-seven  young  men  and  women 
took  the  examinations,  and  only 
twenty-one,  oV  less  than  30  per  cent 
succeeded  in  reaching  the  required  per- 
centages. 

Many  of  those  that  failed  have  been 
teaching.  .Some  art  under  contract  to 
begin  teaching  next  Monday,  when  the 
country  schools  open,  while  others 
have  already  begun  in  schools  that 
opened  earlier  than  others.  These  will 
have  to  drop  their  \vork,  for  they  can- 
not teach  under  th'j  law.  Those  that 
are  under  contract  to  teach  and  have 
failed  in  their  examinations  must 
throw  up  their  contract.s. 

Pi-actically  all  that  applied  for  second 
grade  certificates  failed  altogether, 
while  some  that  ajiplied  for  nrst  graae 
certificates  got  onl>  second  grade  cer- 
tificates. I)     . 

Tweniy-one  teachers  ireceived  state 
1  certificates  of  the  first?'  and  second 
grades.  This  did  not  supply  the  de- 
mand, so  County  ."^iper^ntendent  Park 
was  compelled  to  i.ssu'e  .permits  to  ten 
others  who  failed  to  yass  entitling  them 
to  teach  for  limited  -tetms.  These  per- 
mits are  simply  mala»shifts,  to  keep  tlie 
scliools  running.  They,  are  generally 
short-lived,  running  ,,  fbr  five  or  six 
months,  though  th€,1iojders  will  have 
chances  at  the  next,  examinations  to 
make  good  before  they  are  dropped. 

This  is  the  worst  .iftowing  ever  made 
in  this  county,  anct;*it  is  doubtful  :f 
worse  results  have  fittended  examina- 
tions iu  any  county  of  t)ie  state.  Some 
times  the  percentage  of  successes  in 
this  county  has  nm "  *s  high  as  89, 
against  less  than  3.3  l-3'thi3  time. 

Some  of  the  applicants  complain  that 
the  examinations  were  unduly  trying. 
Another  reason  for  the  large  number  of 
failures  is  that  the;'e  was  no  summer 
school  for  teachers  in  which  they  could 
brush  up  their  knowledge  during  the 
summer.  Ov'er-confidence  in  their  pow- 
ers is  responsible  for  the  failure  of 
some.

SENTENCED  TO  DEATH 


Committee  Orders  Third 
Race  Postponed. 

Will  Probably  Be  Sailed 
Next  Monday. 


New  York.  Aug.  29.— For  the  first  time 
In  the  history  of  America's  cup  races,  a 
race  has  been  postponed  because  of  too 
much  wind.  Today  the  third  of  the 
present  series  of  races  was  to  have  been 
sailed.  Following  the  futile  attempt  of 
Thursdaj',  when  there  was  not  enough 
wind  to  complete  the  race  within  the 
time  limit,  it  was  earnestly  hoped  by 
yachtsmen  that  today's  contest  woulJ 
be  decisive  and  the  series  completed. 
Ten  hours  after  Thursday's  drifting 
failure  a  storm  broke  over  the  cup 
course  and  raged  about  Sandy  Hook. 
The  water  was  tumbled  into  waves  that 
troubled  even  an  ocean  liner.  The 
wind  blew  with  a  velocity  estimated 
between  forty  and  fifty  miles,  and  the 
rain  driven  before  it  obscured  the  vision 
be>ond  a  mile  or  two. 

Within  the  sheltering  bend  of  Sandy 
Hook,    where    the    two   racers    rode    at 


their  moorings,  the  water  was  com- 
paratively quiet  this  morning,  while 
across  the  sandy  peninsula  on  the  ocean 
side  the  surf  boomed  as  it  broke  upon 
the  beach.  At  7  o'clock  the  regatta 
committee  met  at  the  New  York  Yacht 
club  house  and  decided  to  postpone  the 
race  for  the  day.  The  meeting  was 
then  adjourned  until  1  p.  m.,  when  a 
decision  as  to  the  race  being  sailed 
Monday  will  be  reached.  In  the  mean- 
time a  tug  was  sent  to  Sandy  Hook  to 
secure  the  feeling  of  Mr.  Iselin  and  Sir 
Thomas  Lipton  in  the  matter,  and  upon 
the  return  of  the  tug  definite  action  will 
be  taken. 

A  prominent  member  of  the  yacht 
club  said  this  morning  that  he  was  in 
favor  of  a  race  Monday  and  now  that 
Sir  Thomas  has  openly  expressed  him- 
self upon  the  abilities  of  both  boats, 
and  acknowledged  himself  defeated  it 
was  thought  advisable  by  many  of  the 
niembers  of  the  yacht  club  that  the 
race  be  sailed  Monday*  and  the  series 
completed  as  soon  as  possible. 


EX-PRESIDENT  G.  CLEVELAND 
MAKES  A  HUMOROUS  SPEECH 

More  Interested  In  Protection  of  Buzzard's  Bay  Than 
About  All  the  Hoary  Headed  Infant  Industries— 
A  Future  Fishermao. 


New  York,  Aug.  29. — Former  Presi- 
dent Grover  Cleveland  has  been  making 

merry  with  the  members  and  guests 
of  the  Old  Colony  club  at  a  clam  bake 
on  Marshall's  Island,  says  a  Times  spec- 
ial from  Bourne,  Mass.  The  feature 
of  the  day  was  a  short  humorous  ad- 
dress he  made. 

"I  hope,  '  said  he,  "that  the  club 
will  persevere  in  its  efforts  toward  the 
unremitting  preservation  of  the  Buz- 
zard's Bay  fisheries  and  1  am  willing 
to  take  out  all  the  benefits  of  the  club 
In  fishing. 

"Within  the  past  few  years  I  have 
been  widely  jeered  and  derided  for 
spending  so  much  of  my  time  fishing. 
For  those  who  jeer  and  deride  me,  I 
have  only  a  quiet  and  unqualified  con- 
tempt. I  go  fishing  because  I  like  it

"I  should  like  to  say  right  here  that 
I  am  more  interested  in  the  protsctlcn 
of  the  fishing  at  Buzzard's  Bay  than 
about  our  hoary  headed  infant  indus- 
tries.

"Perhaps  some  of  you  are  aware  that 
an  interesting  event  has  recently  taken 
place  in  our  domestic  circle.

been  assassinated      last      Sunday,      de- 
veloped last      night      when  it  became 
known   that   the   report   was   incorrect, 
and  that  although   Mr.   Magelssen  had 
been  shot  at  he  had  not  even  been  in- 
jured. 

This  information  came  to  the     state 
department    last    night    in    a    dispatch , 
from  L'nited  States  Minister  Leishman,  [ 
at  t'onstantinople,  who    said     the  mis- 
take in  making  the  original  announce- 
ment    was    due    to    an    error    in    the  | 
transmission  of      the      cipher  dispatch 
from  Consul  Ravldahl.  at  Beirut,  in  re- 
porting the  incident  to  the  minister. 

The  dispatch      from      Mr.  Lei«hman 


followed  closely  on  the  Associated  Press 
bulletin  on  the  same  subject,  which  had 
been  shown  to  the  prominent  officials 
of  the  government.  The  dispatch  from 
the  minister  was  communicated  to  the 
president  at  once,  at  Oyster  Bay. 

Acting  Secretary  Loomis  declined  to 
make  public  the  text  of  Minister  Leish- 
mans  dispatch,  but  he  gave  a  summary 
of  its  contents.  As  stated  in  the  press 
dispatcher,  it  shows  that  Mr.  Magel- 
ssen had  been  shot  at  by  some  person 
at  the  time  unknown  to  the  officials, 
but  ihat  he  had  not  been  hit. 

The  local  Turkish  officials  were 
prompt  to  express  their  regret  at  the 
occuirence,  and  were  exerting  them- 
selves to  apprehend  the  would-be  as- 
sassin, but  thus  far  had  been"  unsuc- 
cessful.

AMERICANS  IN  DANGER  FROM 
FANATICISMS  OF  MUSSULMANS 


Miiiister  Leishman  Takes  a  Serious 

dition  of  Affaits  In  Turtey. 


Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  29.— It  developed 
today  that  the  cablegram  from  Minis- 
ter Leishman,  at  Constantinople,  trans- 
mitted late  last  night  to  President 
itoosevelt,  contained,  in  addition  to  a 
statement  of  the  incorrectness  of  the 
announced  assassination  of  Vice  Con- 
sul Magelssen,  at  Beirut,  an  important 
report  upon  the  situation  in  the  Otto- 
man empire.  Minister  Leishman  takes 
a  serious  view  of  the  condition  of  affairs 
In  Turkey.  Minister  Leishman  appre- 
hends serious  trouble  and  indicates  his 
belief  that  American  interests  and  lives 
are  m  peril  on  account  of  the  fanactic- 
isms  of  the  Mussulman  population. 

The  minster's  report  confirmed  infor- 
mation   received    by    President    Roose- 
velt and  Secretary  Hay  from  unofficial  ' 
sources.    For  these  reasons,  it  was  de- 
cided   by    the    president    that    Admiral  ' 
Cotton's   squadron   should    proceed     to 
Turkish  waters,  in  accordance  with  his : 
oiiginal     orders,     notwithstanding     the! 
inaccuracy  of  the  report  of  the  assault 
on  Magelssen.    In  any  event,  that  was 
regarded   by   this   government   only   as 
an  incident.    The  fact  that  the  assault 
upon  the  consul  was  not  attended  by  a 
fatal  result  simply  modifies  the  action 
of  the  United  States  by  removing  one 
serious  phase  of  a  situation  that  other- 
wise may^ecome  intolerable  very  soon. 

It  has  not  been  decided  definitely 
whether  or  not  Admiral  Cotton's  fleet 
will  rendezvous  at  Beirut  as  origin- 
ally ordered.  The  destination  of  the 
vessels  will  be  determined  by  develop- 
ments of  the  Turkish  situation. 

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Shaw,  after 
a  conference  with  the  president  which 
continued  far  into  the  night,  left  to- 
d^y  on  an  extended  trip  through  the 
middle  West.  He  will  deliver  two  or 
three  addresses  while  on  his  journey. 
He  probably  will  not  return  to  Wash- 
ington before  September  15.

Ex-Secrctary  of  State  to 
Suffer  Full  Penalty. 

Previous  Sentences  Were 
Life  Imprisonment. 


Georgetown,  Ky.,  Aug.  29.— The  jury 
in  the  case  of  ex-Secretary  of  State 
Caleb  Powers,  charged  with  complicity 
in  a  conspiracy  to  murder  Governor 
William  Goebel,  in  January,  1900,  today 
found  the  defendant  guilty  and  imposed 
the  death  sentence. 

Powers  was  setnenced  to  imprison- 
ment for  life  at  his  former  trials.  It 
was  on  his  motion  that  he  secured  the 
new  trials  each  time. 

This  verdict  has  caused  great  excite- 
ment among  the  friends  of  other  defen- 
dants in   these  cases. 

The  third  trial  of  ex-Secretary  Caleb 
Powers  for  complicity  in  the  murder  of 
Governor  William  Goebel,  in  January. 
19O0,  closed  today  with  the  penalty  of 
hanging  for  the  prisoner,  who  had  been 
in  the  penitentiary  for  three  years  on  a 
life  sentence. 


The  verdict  of  the  Jury,  "guilty  and" 
tfa«  punishment  of  death,"  was  reported 
in  court  at  11:20  today.  Several  hun- 
dred persons  crowded  the  court  room 
when  the  verdict  was  read.  Powera 
sat  unmoved  while  his  attorneys  asked 
for  tirre  to  make  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial.  Arthur  Goebel  broke  down  from 
the  sirain  on  hearing  the  verdict  of 
guiky. 

Arthur    Goebel,    the    brother    of    the- 
victiin,    is    a    prominent    merchant    at. 
Cincinnati  and  he  spent  his   time   and 
fortune    in    the    prosecution    of    those - 
accused  of  being  in  a  conspiracy  to  kill 
his  brother. 

Powers  has  been  convicted  twice  be- 
fore,   this    being .  the    third    trial,    in 
which  the  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  o£' 
guilty  against  him.

Witt    camp    and    Albert    E.    Fout.    They 


made  the  trip  by  boat  and  came  enrly  fq 
order  to  open  headquarters  for  the  Mis- 
souri contingent.  St.  Louis  will  make  an 
effort  to  secure  next  year's  reunion,  and 
with  this  purpose  In  view  a  large  band 
of  shoutens  will  follow  the  earlv  arri- 
vals. Open  hou.sc  will  be  maJntafoed  at 
St.  Louis  headquarters  during  the  three 
days  of  the  reunion. 

The  delegates  from  St.  Louis  are  only 
six  in  number,  as  there  Is  but  one  camp 
in  that  city.  Missouri  did  not  furnish  a 
Philippine  regiment  and  the  camps  in 
that  state  are  made  up  of  Philippine  vet- 
erans who  now  make  their  homes  there. 
However,  St.  Louis  delegates  now  In  the 
city  are  confident  that  they  will  land  the 
ext  reunion. 


MINNEAPOLIS  STRIKERS  MAY 
NOT  BE  ALLOWED  TO  RETURN 

Indications  Are  That  Contractors  Will  Suspend  Op- 
erations For  tlie  Present  and  Many  Men  Will  Be 
Without  Work  During  the  Coming  Winter. 


MinneaixiHs,  Aug.  29. — (Special  to 
the  Herald.) — As  the  strike  situation 
now  stands  it  looks  as  though  the  con- 
tractors will  not  allow  any  of  the 
striking  unions  to  return  to  work  this 
fall,  but  will  inaugurate  a  lockout  if 
the  men  desire  to  return  to  work.    The 

long  session  of  the  Building  Trades' 
council  Thursday  night  did  not  result 
in  any  change  of  the  council's  atti- 
tude on  the  bricklayers'  position,  and 
the  master  builders  feel  that  this  prac- 
tically ends  the  matter. 

The  master  builders  say  it  would  be 
inconsistent   to  recognize  the  laborers' 


union,  as  the  Building  Trades  council 
does  not  recognize  »t.  Then  again  a 
general  strike  of  all  the  building  trades 
may  result  shortly. 

G.  P.  Gubbins,  president  of  the 
Bricklayers'  union,  Is  expected  in  Min- 
neapolis shortly  with  Herman  Lill  of 
the  Laborers'  union.  W.  D.  Huber, 
president  of  the  carpenters'  and  joiners' 
wjii  also  come  here. 

The  master  builders  have  notified 
the  committees  of  the  striking  brick- 
layers and  laborers  organizations  that 
they  will  hold  no  fiirther  conferences. 
This  means  that  the  builders  have  de- 
cided to  suspend  operations  for  the 
present  at  least  and  the  general  opinion 
is  that  they  do  not  intend  to  do  any 
more  work  until  spring.  This  will 
throw  many  men  out  of  work. 


A  MERGER  OF  COPPER  COMPANIES 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Aug.  29.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— A  merger  of  the  Cop- 
per Range  Consolidated  Mining  com- 
pany and  the  Trimountain  will  be 
broached  at  the  stockholders'  meeting 
called  on  Sept.  8  in  Boston.  This  is 
generally  understood  here  and  in  Bos- 
ton, and  means  that  the  Copper  Range 
will  pass  into  the  control  of  Lawson 
and  Burrage,  who  are  closely  affiliated 
with  the  Amalgamated  Copper  com- 
pany. William  A.  Paine,  president  of 
the  Copper  Range,  has  always  held  that 


the  property  should  never  become  affili- 
ated with  the  Amalgamated  until  it 
could  be  shown  that  Copper  Range 
would  be  benefited.

Ohio  and  other  states,  the  action 
of  the  city,  state  and  national  officers 
in  taking  official  notice  of  the  death  of 
Pope  Leo  XIII  and  expressing  condol- 
ences and  high  esteem  without  denomina- 
tional distinction  was  discu.ssed  at  lengtn.

I  which    the    fathers    of    our    countrv    bled 
and    died,    have    abu-sed    their    office    and 
i  violated  the  trust  and  conhdence  reposed 
I  in   them  by  the  people.       ,      .     ..     . 
■      "Therefore      be     it     resolved     that     we. 
satisfied  that   in  this  we  are  voicing  the 
sentiment  of  all  loyal  American.s.  do  most 
earne-stly  and  emphatically  orotest  against 
any    act'ion    taken    by    the    president    and 
other    public    officials    with    reference    to 
the    demise    of    the    late    pope,    whereby 
they  accorded   official   recosnition   to   the 
papacv.    and    furthermore    we    do   protest 
against  any  act  or  move  on  the  part  of 
the    government    officials,     hish    or    low. 
irrespective   of   party   affiliation,    whereby 
the    traditional    linos    separating    chup  h 
and    state    might    be   obliterated   and    tlie 
very   pillars    on    which    rest    the    prlonous 
liberties    of   this    country    be    shaken. 

Copies  of  the  resolutions  were  forward- 
ed to  President  Roosevelt  at  Oyster  Bay 
and  the  state  department  at  Washington.

Washington,  Aug.  29.— The  depart- 
ment of  the  interior  has  announced  the 
withdrawal  of  the  appointment  of 
Lewis  L.  Williams  as  a  member  of  the 
Alaskan  boundary  commission  to  the 
St.  Louis  world's  fair,  and  thereby 
liangs  an  interesting  tale.

SECRETARY  SHAW 

May  Place  Internal  Revenue 
Receipts  In  Banks. 

Washington,  Aug.  29.-Secretary  Shaw 
has  a  plan  for  increasing  the  federal  de- 
posits in  the  national  banks  by  about 
$40,00.000  in  case  the  condition  of  the 
money  market  should  become  such  a.s  to 
require  aid  from  the  government.  The 
law  authorizes  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  to  deposit  government  receipts, 
with  regularly  constituted  national  bank 
depositories,  in  his  discretion,  the  only 
restriction  being  that  customs  dues  shall 
be  changed  into  the  treasury  Pfoper. 
The  funds  deposited  in  the  banks,  there- 
fore,   are    internal    revenue    receipts.

Considerable  indignation  has  been 
aroused  bv  the  arreats  of  Bulgarians 
who  have  arrived  at  Constantinople  It 
is  said  that  all  Bulgarians  are  arrested, 
irrespective  of  class  or  business  immed- 
iatelv  after  they  arrive  at  the  Turkisn 
capital,  and  that  they  are  only  relea.sed 
after  a  searching  inquiry,  coupled  with 
the  personal  assurances  of  the  Bulgar- 
ian diplomatic  agent.  A  number  of  vil- 
lages in  the  frontier  district  ot  Dubmtza 
have  been  burned.

BIG  JIPIAN 
FIGHT 

Between  Sioux  and  Paw- 
nee Forces  Described 
By  a  Witness. 

Herd  of  Buffalo  Was  Used 

By  Sioux  as 

Decoys. 


Lincoln,  Neb.,  Aug.  29.— One  of  the 
most  interesting  characters  of  Nebraska 
history  is  John  W.  Williamson  of  Genoa 
whose  memory  cf  events,  as  told  to 
E.  E.  Blackman,  has  m.ide  possible 
this  account  of  one  of  the  great  Indian 
tragedies  of  the  >vestern  plains. 

Mr.  Williamsor.  came  to  Nebraska 
from  Wisconsin  and  became  assistant 
farmer  for  the  Pawnees  at  Genoa  in 
l!!i72.  This  was  two  years  before  the 
lemoval  of  the  Pawnees  to  their  new 
reservation   in   Oklahoma. 

In  the  summer  of  1873  the  Indians 
in  the  reservation  at  Genoa,  asked 
permission  to  take  an  old-time  buffalo 
hunt.  They  had  given  up  their  right 
to  all  the  vast  bui'talo  plains  of  Kansas 
and  Nebraska,  a  id  this  territory  was 
rapidly   filling   with   settlers. 

The  old-time  spirit  of  savagery  al- 
ways seemed  to  return  to  the  Indians 
during  the  exciting  adventures  of  the 
chase  and  the  .sei  tiers  v.  ere  never  safe 
from  depredations  during  such  a  hunt 
Accordingly,  in  granting  permlss.on, 
to  the  Indians  to  g<o  on  the  hunt,  the 
government  agent,  William  Burgess, 
commissioned  Mi'.  Williamson  to  ac- 
company them  in  the  capacity  of  trail 
agent. 

The  trail  .agent  was  expected  to  re- 
strain the  Indians  from  any  lawless- 
ness but  his  authority  was  only  advis- 
ory, so  the  various  chiefs  who  accom- 
panied the  expedition  selected  one  of 
the  company  as  supreme  commander 
from  time  to  time.  The  authority 
of  this  chief  became  absolute  during 
the  time  for  which  he  was  chosen,  and 
every  movement  was  directed  by  him. 
The  start  was  niade  from  the  reserva- 
tion on  July  2,  1873,  Mr.  Williamson 
was  the  only  while  man  in  the  expedi- 
tion save  one,  t.  Mr.  Lester  Platte, 
nephew  of  Mrs.  vVlviia  G.  Platte,  who 
lived  among  the  Pawnees,  for  many- 
years  as  a  missionary.  Mr.  Platte  had 
just  arrived  from  the  East,  and  wish- 
ing to  see  some  real  western  life,  asked 
permission  to  ac.ompany  the  expedi- 
tion. 

There  were  six  hundred  Pawnees  in. 
the  expedition,  iicluding  squaws  and 
papooses. 

The  first  buffalo  seen  on  this  hunt 
was  a  lone  bull  riorth  of  Arapahoe,  on 
a  small  stream  called  Spring  creek. 
He  was  killed  a;id  then  there  was  a 
great  feast.  ^ 

The  first  surrrund  was  made  eight 
or  ten  miles  south  of  Arapahoe,  and 
they  succeeded-  in  killing  all  of  the 
,  herd  to  the  number  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  or  so.  .Some  white  men  were 
stalking  this  hertl  from  the  south,  but 
on  seeing  the  Indians  they  took  to 
their  horses  and  fled,  doubtless  think- 
ing that  the  Indians  were  hostile. 

Several  times  In  the  course  of  the 
journey  while  hunters  had  come  in  to 
the  Indian  camp  with  some  story  cal- 
culated to  turn  the  Indians  back,  told 
doubtless  for  thi?  purpose  of  saving 
the  game   for   the  whites. 

On  the  evening:  of  August  3,  some 
white  men  came  into  the  camp  and  told 
Mr.  Williamson  that  Sioux  Indians 
had  been  watching  the  Pawne«  band 
for  several  days,  and  had  run  their 
buffalo  herd  Into  the  region  as  a  de- 
coy. 

In  the  midst  cf  the  attack  on  the 
buffalo  the  Sioux  intended  to  attack 
the  Pawnees.  Af\er  so  many  attempts 
to  deceive  them  the  Indians  were  not 
willing  to  believe  the  story,  and  deter- 
mined to  make  the  surround  of  the 
buffaloes  early  tn  the  next  morning  as 
planned. 

Mr.  Williamson,  however,  concluded 
from  the  manner  of  the  hunters  that 
they  were  telling  the  truth,  and  tried 
bv  every  means  ;n  his  power  to  have 
the  ndians  abanc.on  the  chase.  They 
already  had  all  th^  game  and  pelts 
they  could  carry  hom.e,  and  there  was 
no  good  reason  for  slaughtering  an- 
other herd,  but  tne  Indians  could  not 
resist  the  pleasure  of  another  chase. 

Sky  Chief  was  the  leader  in  supreme 
command  in  this  chase.  He  insisted 
that  the  white  rien  were  lying,  and 
when  advised  by  Mr.  Williamson  to 
abandon  the  chase  grew  angry  and 
said: 

•"Buck  Skin,  you  are  afraid.  Many 
Sioux  have  I  kil  ed,  and  many  more 
will  bite  the  dust  if  I  meet  them.  No 
we  will  make  the  chase.  You  shall 
stay  with  the  v.omen  if  the  Sioux 
come." 

All  arguments  having  proved  unavail- 
ing Mr.  Williamson  started  with  the 
the  hunters.  Th€y  located  the  herd 
about  six  miles  west  of  where  Cul- 
bertson  now  stapd.s,  and  almost  half 
way  between  the  Republican  and 
Frenchman  forks.  Three  or  four  miles 
from  camp  stray  bufalo  were  seen  com- 
ing southeast,  as  if  they  were  being 
chased,  but  no  sign  of  .Sioux  were  seen. 
The  struggling  buffalo  were  cut  out 
and  a  few  killed.  Sky  Chief  and  an- 
other Indian  took  after  a  bunch  which 
went  east,  while  he  rest  of  the  band, 
keeping  an  easy  jace  until  more  buf- 
falo should  be  sighted,  were  strung 
out  over  more  than  half  a  mile.  As 
the  straggling  buffalo  were  chased  Into 
the  rolling  country,  the  Pawnee  forces 
became   badly   sc  ttered. 

"Presently,"  sa>s  Mr.  Williamson,  In 
relating  the  story  "I  saw  the  signs  of 
excitement  among  the  Pawnees  on  in 
front,  and  a  young  buck  came  riding 
toward  me.  When  he  came  up  to 
where  I  was  he  cr  ed  out  that  the  Sioux 
were  coming.  I  rode  forward  and  soon 
saw  a  band  of  Sioux  on  a  rise  of  ground 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  northwest  of 
us,  holding  a  council  and  making  the 
war  signs  to  the  I'awnees. 

'Terre-e-cocks.  a  Skeedee  chief,  was 
near  me  and  I  aslced  him  what  we  had 
better  do.  'What  lo  you  say?'  he  ask- 
ed. I  suggested  tliat  we  fall  back  into 
a  clump  of  cottonwoods  about  two 
miles  down  the  canyon.  The  Skeedee 
chief  agreed  to  thlg,  but  the  Klt-ke- 
Hawki-l  chiefs  wanted  to  fight,  and 
Skv  Chief  was  a  "rCit-ke-Hawkl-l. 

"In  his  absence  the  chiefs  of  his  band 
tried  to  assume  authority  and  things 
were  thrown  into  '-onfuslon.  A  Klt-ke- 
Hawki-i  chief  sa:d  there  was  only  a 
small  band  and  that  he  could  whip  them 
if  they  came.  When  we  got  on  higher 
ground,  however,  we  saw  that  the  hills 
were  fairly  black  with  Sioux,  of  whom 
there  were  probably  a  thousand. 
Things  looked  discouraging. 

"They  were  not  prepared  to  meet 
such  a  formidable  foe,  and  some  began 
to  weaken.  At  .  thl*!  point  Sun  Chief 
who  was  head  of  the  whole  band  of 
Pawnees,  took  command,  and  the  dis- 
cor4  which  had  etisted  was  overcome.

St.  Paul,  Aug.  29.— An  envelope  said  to  j 
contain  government  bonds  and  copper 
mining  stock  valued  at  Jl,500,000,  whlcn 
Joseph  Plcard,  of  190  Thomas  street, 
says  he  placed  in  a  vault  at  the  state 
capitol  sixteen  years  ago  for  safe 
keeping,  cannot  be  found. 

Picard's  father,  Joseph  Plcard,  i 
wealthy  Frenchman,  died  in  Canada 
sixteen  years  ago,  and,  according  to 
the  story  related  by  the  son,  placed  in 
his  hands  just  before  his  death  an  en- 
velope which  he  was  instructed  not  to 
open  until  he  was  21  years  of  age.  He 
was  then  14,  and  admits  that  he  dis- 
obeyed his  dying  father's  injunction 
and  opened  the  envelope,  which  he 
found  to  contain  government  bond.s 
valued  at  $1,000,000  and  copper  mining 
stock  worth  half  as  much.

He  says  his  j 
true  name,  Alphonse  Detro.   was  writ-  I 
te   an   the   envelope,   nnd    that   he    wis 
told  that  it  would  be  safe  there  as  long 
as  he  cared  to  leave  it   in   the  state's 
care. 

The  officials  were  inclined  to  discredit 
the  weird  story  related  by  Plcard,  al- 
though search  was  made  of  some  of  the 
vaults  In  the  building  for  the  missing 
papers. 


Severe  Storm  Interferes 

With  Experiments  of 

Prof.  Langley. 

Widewater,  Va.,  Aug.  29. — Prof.  Lang- 
ley's  airship  house  boat  had  another 
dangerous  experience  in  a  Potomac 
gale  last  eventing.  Soon  after  the  ex- 
pert gave  up  hopes  of  launching  the 
aerodrome  yesterday  and  returned  to 
Clifton  Beach,  a  storm  broke  furious- 
ly.

The  houseboat 
is  now  nearer  the  Virginia  shore  where 
she  will  remain  until  after  an  experi- 
ment. Before  the  storm  Prof.  Lang'.ey 
saii  a  test  would  1  e  made  Saturday  if 
the  weather  permitted.  The  flying 
machine  was  so  shaken  up  that  the 
launching  may  be  postponed  for  re- 
pairs. The  m.achine  was  already  to 
fly  ye.sterday  afternoon  when  the 
breeze  stiffened  to  ten  miles  an  hour 
and  the  experiment  was  abandoned.

It  may  be  wondered  by  some  who  are 
familiar  with  what  a  stir  the  farmer 
makes  in  the  Minnesota  ieg-isiatur^; 
whv  he  can  do  it  when  there  are  but  36 
of  him  in  the  house  and  6  in  the  senate, 
a  very  small  minority. 

One  thing  is  that  in  all  propositions* 
wherein  the  city  interests  are  against 
those  of  the  country  he  is  united.  An- 
other is  that  many  of  the  lawyers, 
merchants,  bankers,  etc..  live  m  farm- 
ing communities  and  depend  largely 
upon  farmer  votes  for  their  election, 
and  as  their  interests  are  that  way  for 
voting  purposes,  they  must  be  classed 
with  the  farmers.  So.  taking  it  all  in 
all  on  a  proposition  that  lines  them  up 
in  'a  mass,  they  are  a  stone  wall  in  the 
house  that  it  is  impossible  to  surmount 
or  break  down.  In  the  senate  it  is 
different,  but  the  consent  of  both  bodies 
is  needed  for  the  passage  of  legislation, 
so  the  farmer  holds  the  joker  all  the 
time  in  the  legislative  game.

Duluth. 


Has  Been  Looking  Over 

Micliigan  Iron  Land 

Interests. 


T.  A.  Bra5?ey.  of  Battle.  Kng.,  son  of 
Lord  Brassey,  the  eminent  builder,  ex- 
plorer, author  and  yachtsman,  also  of 
Battle,  arrived  this  morning  from  the 
East  and  with  Lady  Brassey  is  at  the 
Spalding  hotel. 

Lord  Brassey,  as  the  younger  man 
row  is.  has  been  over  in  the  northern 
peninsula  of  Michigan  looking  over  some 
land.s  that  belong  to  his  family,  his 
father  having  been  largely  interested  in 
the   Michigan    Land   and   Iron   company. 

Thi.s  company  owns  thonsands  of 
aacres  of  land  in  Michigan,  and  some 
valuable  iron  properties,  a.s  well  as  iron 
lands  in  Canada  near  the  Soo.  Lord 
Brassey  has  lieen  over  in  Michigan  sev- 
eral times,  but  this  Is  his  first  visit  to 
Duluth.  He  arrived  ovt-r  the  South  Shore 
road  this  morning  and  will  leave  ovir 
the  Great  Northern  for  Winnipeg  and 
the    coast    this    evening. 

The  eminent  Englishman,  who  is  presi- 
dent of  the  London— or  a.s  more  properly 
spoken.  Lunnonengland  chamber  of 
c<'mmerce — expressed  a  desire  to  get  up 
on  the  ranges  today  to  see  the  famous 
mines  and  iron  country  of  Minnesota, 
but  his  time  was  so  short  that  he  de- 
cided not   to  try  to  make  it. 

Ixrd  Brasey  is  interested  in  .some  Eng- 
lish railroads,  and  it  is  said  may  be  going 
to  Winnipeg  and  the  Pacific  coast  \.' 
look  over  the  field  for  a  new  Pacific 
coast  road,  which  has  been  talked  on, 
and  plans  for  the  starting  of  wliich  are 
now  In  the  Canadian  parliament.  He  is 
not  making  the  visit  with  any  publicity, 
and  is  not  making  public  his  views.  He 
and  Lady  Brassey  spent  most  of  the  day 
In  tlieir  room  at  the  hotel,  though  look- 
ing over  Duluth  somewhat.  Lady  Bras- 
sey. who  was  attired  in  the  most  pro- 
nounced tourists'  walking  gown  of  Eng^ 
llsh  pattern,  attracted  a  go«d  deal  or 
attention  when  the  pair  came  into  the 
lobby  this  morning. 

The  name  of  Brassey  is  a  revered  and 
pri>minent  one  in  England,  where  this 
Ltrd  Brassey's  father  built  many  great 
government  and  private  Wf>rks.  He  wa-s 
a  contractor,  and  undertook  .some  of  the 
most  gigantic  construction  contracts  in 
all  England,  among  them  some  pieces  of 
railroad  work  which  demanded  great  In- 
genuity and  engineering  skill.  For 
his  accomplishments,  which  were  many, 
he  was  made  Sir  Thomas  Brassey,  arid 
was  afterwards  made  a  peer  of  England. 
He  built  himself  a  most  beautiful  place 
at  Battle,  and  for  many  years  indulged 
In  yachting.  He  built  many  yachts  and 
L.ady  Brassey  was  also  a  great  yachts- 
woman, having  written  some  works  on 
the  subject. 

Lord  Brassey  subjequently  traveled  in 
various  portions  of  the  world,  exploring 
and  visiting  new  territory  and  wrote  a 
great  deal   upon    his  observations. 

He  was  a  deep  scholar  and  learned  in 
the  arts  and  .sciences,  and  his  talents 
were  not  wasted,  fc'r  he  amassed  an  im- 
mense  fortune   in    his   day.

Mayor  Hugo  Pays  Tribute 

to  Frank  Hibbing's 

Memory. 

Is  Pleased  With  Villagers 

Reception  to  Dulutli 

Visitors. 


Mayor  Hugo  is  feeling  well  pleased 
over  the  reception  given  the  people  of 
Duluth  at  Hibbing  yesterday  and  be- 
lieves that  the  Commercial  club  ex- 
cursion to  that  place  in  celebration  of 
the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  village 
will  be  productive  of  even  a  better 
feeling  than  exists  between  the  two 
places   at  the   present   time. 

Speaking  of  Hibbing  and  its  pro- 
gress during  the  past  ten  years,  Mayor 
Hugo  said  this  morning: 

"The  people  of  Hibbing  should  honor 
the  memory  of  Frank  Hibbing,  who 
was  the  first  persoti  to  bring  about 
the  establishment  of  the  village  and 
who  during  his  lifetime  was  ready  at 
all  times  to  work  for  it,  and  who  did 
back  the  enterprise  with  his  whole 
fortune.  Mr.  Hibbing  believed  firmly 
in  the  future  prosperity  of  the  village 
that  took  his  name  and  when  the 
people  there  were  down-hearted  he 
came  to  the  front,  and  built  the  Hib- 
bing hotel,  a  hosiery  that  at  the  time 
was  far  in  advance  of  the  needs  of 
the  place  and  an  enterprise  that  his 
friends  attempted  to  dissuade  him 
from. 

"He  said,  however,  that  he  had  con- 
fidence in  the  village  and  intended  to 
help  it  out  in  every  way  possible.  I 
believe  that  the  building  of  his  hotel 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  sub- 
stantial growth  of  the  village  that  im- 
mediately followed  its  erection.  People 
of  the  better  class  and  traveling  men 
went  to  Hibbing  thereafter  because 
they  knew  they  could  get  good  ac- 
commodations and  these  helped  to  bring 
business  to  the  place. 

"Frank  Hibbing  was  a  large  whole 
souled  man,  a  typical  specimen  of  the 
men  who  ventured  their  all  to  make 
the  Northwest  what  it  is  today  and  I 
believe  that  every  citizen  of  the  vill- 
age and  even  all  other  patriotic  citi- 
zens of  this  Northwest  country  will  do 
well  to  drop  a  sympathetic  tear  in  hil

WHY  THEY  FAILED. 

Of  sixty-seven  young  men  and  women  who  took 
the  recL-nt  state  and  coniity  examinations  for  teach- 
eis'  certificates,  held  in  Duluth,  only  twenty-one, 
or  less  than  jo  per  cent,  reached  the  required  per- 
centages. Practically  all  that  applied  for  second- 
class  certificates  failed  to  pass  the  examination. 
Reports,  from  other  counties  state  that  the  percent- 
age of  those  who  failed  in  the  examination  was 
exceptionally  high.  As  far  as  St.  Louis  county  is 
concerned,  it  is  the  worst  showing  made  at  any 
examination  ever  held  here. 

What  is  the  reason  for  this  regrettable  state  of 
things?     Seme  claim   that  the   examinations  were 
unusually  trying,  while  others  say  that  there  were 
ro  summer  schools  for  teachers  held  where  they 
tould  brush  up  their  knovviedge.     There  is  a  little 
foundation    for    both    excuses,    but    they    do    not 
answer  the  question.    They  fail  to  furnish  the  true 
reason— which  is  that  they  did  not  receive  a  sound 
education    in    the    public    schools    to    qualify    them 
for  the  examinations.    Many  of  those  who  failed  to 
jass  were  high  school  graduates.    It  will  doubtless 
be  found,  on  an  inspection  of  the  examination  pa- 
pers,   that    many    of    the    unsuccessful    candidates 
were  weak  in  the  elementary  branches.    They  were 
pri>bably  deficient  in  arithmetic,  grammar,  spelling 
rnd  gography.     They  had  paid  but  little  attention 
to  the  elementary  studies  from  the  time  they  en- 
tered the  high  schools,  and  then  they  were  of  an 
age  when  they  did  not  fully  understand  them.     In 
the  high  schools  the  elementary  studies  were  given 
scant  consideration,  and  the  result  was  that  when 
they  graduated  they  were  deficient  in  that  respect. 
The  foundation  of  their  education  was  weak,  and, 
their  knowledge  of  the  elementary  branches  being

It  is  safe  to  say  that  anything  that  Sen- 
ator Aldrich  wants  Senator  Quay  will  oppose.  He 
has  had  it  in  for  Aldrich  ever  since  the  latter  voted 
against  his  admission  to  the  senate,  and  Quay  is  a 
man  who  neither  forgives  nor  forgets.  Quay's 
f'iends  tell  the  president  that  Aldrich  is  not  his 
fnend,  and  that  he  is  entirely  too  close  to  certain 
big  Wall  street  interests  to  be  in  a  position  to  sug- 
gest legislation  that  will  help  the  party  in  the 
country. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Republican  leaders  are 
worried.  They  realize  that  Senator  Gorman,  who 
will  lead  the  minority  in  the  next  congress,  is  a 
most  able  organizer  and  fighter  and  they  are  a  lit- 
tle shaky  as  to  results.

THE  STRIPED  SUIT. 

Great    advancement    has   been    made    in    rev;ent 
years  in  the  study  of  criminology,  especially  in  the 
treatment  of  prisoners  at  the  various  institutions  of 
incarceration.     In  the  work  directed  to  the  reform- 
j  tion  of  the  convict    there  has  been  wonderful  im- 
provement.    No.  longer  is  he  considered  as  a  de- 
graded outcast  for  whom  no  punishment  could  be 
too  severe,  but  rather  as  an  erring  one,  whose  man- 
hood  should  be   awakened   and  a   good  character 
cnce   more   established.     With   all   these   improve- 
ment>  there  is  one  relic  of  degradation  which  still 
exists  in  many  institutions,  and  that  is  the  striped 
suit.     It   is   gratifying   to  learn,   however,   that  a 
movement  to  do  aw.ty  with  this  awful  humihation 
is  well  under  way.  the  last  convert  to  the  plan  being 
the  state  prison  of  New  Jersey,  where  the  striped 
clothing  fur  the  prisoners  has  recently  been  abol- 
ished.    In  giving  his  reasons  for  this  change  the 
warden  said: 

"I   have  never  believed  that  you   made  a  man 
any  better  by  degrading  him.    The  stripes  did  de- 
grade. They  broke  their  spirits  down  for  good  and 
£41,  sent  them  out  into  the  world  when  their  pun- 
ishment was   over  either  hardened  criminals  who 
would   sin   again    from   choice,   or  weaklings   who 
would  not  have  the  strength  to  withstand  tempta- 
tion.

For   in- 
stance, it  gives  us  a  new  and  powerful  form  of  pun- 
ishment.   If  a  prisoner  does  not  behave  we  can  put 
him  into  .-^tripes,  which   lowers  and  degrades  him 
in  the  eyes  of  the  other  prisoners." 

Thi.s  reform  should  .speedily  be  adopted  at  all 
penal  institutions.  The  striped  suit  is  an  antiquat- 
ed custom  and  has  long  outlived  its  usefulness.

The  three  days'  carnival  In  celebration 
of  Hibbings  tenth  anniversary  was 
brought  to  a  successful  close  in  that  vil- 
lage   last   evening. 

Yestenlay  was  Duluth  day  and  the  fes- 
tivities were  participated  in  by  200  Com- 
mercial club  excursionii>ts  from  this  cit> 
who  reached  liibbing  on  a  special  train 
about  11  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The 
very  disagroeablo  weather  here  yester- 
day was  rfsponsible  tor  changing  llie 
plans  ot  at  least  a  hundred  omer  pt.">- 
ple  who  would  have  gone  had  it  bet-n 
more  pleasant,  but  the  people  of  Hib- 
bing  were  deligh'jied  to  welcome  the 
crowd  that  did  g->  and  expressions  or 
their  appreciation  were  made  by  many 
of  the  representative  business  men  of 
the    hustling   range   village; 

The  Duluth  contingent,  headed  by  the 
Third  regiment  band,  was  met  at  tht- 
depot  in  liibbing  by  a  large  crowd  and 
the  Elv  and  Hiboing  bands.  The  visitors 
were  taken  in  charge  by  the  reception 
committee,  comprised  of  Fred  Twitchell, 
R.  F.  Berdle.  J.  B.  Connors.  J.  A.  Red- 
fern.  Ji>lin  Cox.  Thomas  Godfrey  and  Pat- 
rick Kyan  and  escorted  to  the  nejv 
powers  Opera  house,  where  from  the 
bal.oiiy.  the  key  of  the  village,  a  large 
gilded  and  l>t^ribboned  wooden  key.  was 
formallv  presented  by  Mayor  Frank 
Dear,  to  Mayor  Hugo,  of  Duluth. 

Martin  Hughes,  a  prominent  attorney 
of  Hlbbing  made  the  welcoming  speech 
In  a  verv  graceful  manner,  expressing 
the  pleasure  of  his  fellow  citizens  In  th- 
honor  of  having  the  rirst  txcursion  ever 
sent  out  from  Duluth  to  a  range  town 
celobration.  and  emphasizing  the  good 
feeling  that  exists  between  the  village  of 
Hibliiiig  and  the  city  of  Duluth.

In  1882  a  discovery  of  quartz  in  South- 
ern California  started  the  Calico  district 
with  a  boom,  says  the  New  York  Sun.

A  mile  or  more  from  Daggett's  camp 
was  a  saloon,  and  to  this  one  evening 
went  Jim  Hard  and  George  Peard,  two 
of  the  miners,  to  load  up.

George  fell  into  his 
bunk  fn  their  brush  tent,  but  immediate- 
ly jumped  up,  calling  out  that  he  had 
been  bitten  by  a  rattlesnake.  Jim  in  his 


drunken  wisdom,  knew  what  to  do.  H« 
j  took  Peard  over  to  a  nearby  woodpile, 
and  there,  with  a  hatchet,  chopped  off 
:  the  index  finger  of  his  left  hand  where 
Peard  claimed  the  rattler  had  struck 
him. 

Vp  at  the  mine  office  was  stopping  that 
night  a  doctor,  who  was  soon  called.

President  M.  E.  Neary  of  the  Minne- 
sota Federation  of.  Labor,  w^as  in  the 
city  early  in  the  week,  spending  a 
day  here  to  discuss  with  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  organisation  a  plan  for 
promoting  the  work  of  organization  in 
the  vicinity  of  Duluth.  It  was  agreed 
that  it  was  important  to  take  immed- 
iate steps  to  organize  the  iron  ranges, 
and  it  was  decided  to  take  such  action. 
No  attempt  will  be  made  at  present  to 
organize  the  miners.  This  is  because 
there  are  not  at  hand  the  proper  kind 
of  organizers  to  mix  with  the  miner, 
and  because  there  is  no  national  organ- 
ization strong  enough  to  protect  the 
miners  after  they  are  organized.  Other 
branches  of  labor  on  the  ranges  will 
soon  be  organized,  ho\vever.  Calls  for 
organizers  have  come  from  several  of 
the    range   cities    and    villages. 

While  here  President  Neary  said  that 
it  would  be  the  policy  of  the  state  fed- 
eration to  send  organizers  to  every 
portion  of  the  state  where  they  are 
needed,  and  that  the  entire  resources 
of  the  federation  would  be  called  out 
to  make  the  state's  organization  com- 
plete.

Toledo,  Ohio,  will  probably  be  chosen 
as  the  national  headquarters  of  the 
Flint  Glass  Workers,  one  of  the 
strongest  unions  financially  in  the 
country. 

Archbishop  Ireland  has  consented  to 
deliver  the  address  at  the  St.  Paul 
Labor  day  celebration,  to  be  held  on 
Harriet  Island  Sept.  7.

The  action  of  J,  J.  McGuire  ami 
William  Barnes  of  Lake  Crystal,  Minn., 
in  endeavoring  to  establish  a  state 
bank  in  West  Duluth,  was  warmly 
endorsed  last  evening  by  the  WesL 
Duluth  Commercial  club  at  its  regular 
meeting. 

The  motion  passed  by  the  members 

of  the  club,  read  as  follows:  "It  is 
hereby  resolved  that  the  West  Du- 
luth Commercial  club  endorses  the  ac- 
tion of  Messrs.  McGuire  and  Barnes 
in  endeavoring  to  establish  a  state 
bank  here,  and  trusts  that  the  citizens 
will  support  them  in  their  endeavors." 

Mr.  "Barnes  and  Mr.  McGuire  were 
both  present  at  the  meeting  and  they 
addressed  the  .  members  of  the  club, 
telling  of  their  "plans  and  the  nature 
of  the  new  bank.  They  expressed  their 
wish  to  gain  an  expression  of  opinion 
from  the  business  men  as  to  what  they 
required,  and  as  to  what  assistance 
height  be  expected  from  them. 

It  is  the  intention  to  establish  a  state 
bank  with  a  capital  of  $25,000.  Of  the 
seven  directors  required  by  the  state 
law.  five  shall  be  West  Duluth  citi- 
zens, including  the  president  and  vice- 
president. 

Sev,eral  of  the  business  men  have 
pledged  themselves  to  support  the  new 
institution,  and  there  seems  to  be  little 
doubt  but  that  the  bank  will  be  estab- 
lished in  the  near  future. 

The  location  has  not  yet  been  defin- 
itely decided  upon.

Presldent, 


Waterloo,  Iowa.  Aug.  29.— While  wait- 
ing between  trains  in  order  to  fill  a 
lecture  engagement,  William  Jennings 
Bryan  talked  freely  on  the  coming 
presidential  campaign  and  the  prob- 
abilities of  Democratic  success. 

Mr.  Bryan  acknowledged  frankly  that 
the  issues  of  IsaC  and  of  laoo  are  dead, 
but  intimated  his  belief  that  they  would 
again  come  to  life.  He  declared  mat 
the  papers  had  misquoted  him  in  his 
alleged  strictures  on  Grover  Cleveland. 
While  he  was  linnly  of  the  opinion  that 
a  mistake  would  be  made  in  naming 
Mr.  Cleveland  for  president  by  the 
party  next  year,  he  believed  that  the 
Cleveland  wing  of  the  party  could  be 
brought  into  harmony  with  the  regular 
organization.     Mr.  Eryan  said: 

"Tue  papers  have  made  me  say  things 
In  regard  lo  Mr.  Cleveland  which  I 
never  gave  utterance  to,  1  do  not  feel 
as  aistagonistc  to  the  former  president 
as  soniv  of  the  papers  have  endeavored 
to  m.ike  me  ai)i>ear,  and  many  of  the 
statements  attributed  to  me  in  regard 
to  liim  have  been  ab.*>olately  false. 

•"1  do  not  think  Grover  Cleveland  a 
suitable  candidate  for  the  presidency 
on  the  Democratic  ticket,  and  do  not 
think  the  national  convention  will  make 
the  mistake  of  placing  him  at  the  head 
of  the  ticket.  Grover  Cleveland  would 
be  no  stronger  as  a  candidate  for  the 
office  than  myself,  and  I  now  consider 
that  I  am  badly  out  of  the  race  for  the 
time,  at  least. 
"I  would  not  make  an  acceptable  can- 
didate next  year  and  would  not  ask  tlie 
party  to  make  the  sacrifice  of  nomi- 
nating me.  What  we  need  is  a  man 
who  has  supported  the  Democratic 
party  through  thick  and  thin,  who  is 
above  the  suspicion  which  has  sur- 
rounded Cleveland,  and  who  is  not 
backed  by  the  moneyed  powers. 

'My  issues  are  dead,  at  the  present 
time,  but  they  will  come  to  life  again.

Some  of  the  de- 
scriptions of  their  difficulties  are  piti- 
able.

Departments  In  Good 

Hands. 


Domestic    Science    and 
Manual  IraiDing  De- 
partments Added. 


The  normal  school  will  open  Tuesday 
for  entrance  examinations.  Wednesday 
■will  come  the  enrollment  and  classifica- 
tion of  pupils,  and  Thursday  -^Nork  will 
begin. 

The  school  is  prepared  this  year  to  do 
better  work  than  was  possible  last  year, 
by  reason  of  its  thoroughly  equipped 
laborraorieg  and  library.  The  librarj', 
with  some  hundreds  of  volumes,  has 
been  catalogued  the  past  few  weeks  by 
M..-S  F:iir.  of  the  Mankato  normal 
sch.iol.  and  1300  or  2(KM>  more  volumes 
will  be  added  during  the  year.  The 
laboratory  furniture  h.is  been  Installed 
and  the  apparatus  and  supplies  are  on 
the  way.  The  walls  of  a  number  of  the 
roorr.s  have  bt^en  changed  by  frescoing 
froiii  the  harsh  plaster  to  a  soft  tint, 
and  the  electric  light  fixtures,  which 
were  so  sadly  lacking  last  year,  have 
been  placed  in  the  building. 

The  domestic  science  and  manual 
training  departments  have  been  added 
and  the  rooms  have  been  thoroughly 
equipied.  The  normal  is  indebted  to 
the  club  women  of  the  city  for  the 
equipment  of  the  domestic  science  de- 
partment, which  is  very  complete.  Do- 
mfstic  science  study  will  be  an  elec- 
tive =tudy,  but  manual  training  will  be 
in  the  regular  course. 

The  faculty  has  been  enlarged  this 
year  and  most  of  the  teachers  of  last 
year  have  been  retained.  The  depart- 
ments are  all  in  good  hands. 

President  E.  W.  Bohannon  will  re- 
main at  the  head  of  the  school,  as  he 
was  last  year.  Mr.  Bohannon  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Indiana, 
where  he  took  the  master's  degree.  He 
was  at  the  Clarke  university  at  Wor- 
cester, Mass..  and  superintendent  of 
schools  at  RenssHaer,  Ind.  For  three 
years  he  was  on  the  faculty  of  the 
Slate  normal  school  at  Mankato.  and 
last  year  assumed  management  of  the 
state  normal  school  here.  j 

Dr.  L.  W.  Kline,  who  was  a  member 
of  the  faculty  last  year,  will  remain 
this  year.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Harvard, 
with  B.H.D.,  tind  will  have  charge  of 
the  j'Sychological  and  educational  de- 
partments. 

Miss  S-'ophie  M.  Prendergast  was  also 
a  member  of  the  faculty  last  year.  Miss 
Prendergast  is  a  graduate  of  the  Slate 
university,  and  has  taught  at  Man- 
kato and  the  State  Agricultural  school 
at  Minneapolis.  She  has  charge  of  the 
English  department  at  the  school. 

J.  W.  Hubbard  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Indiana  and  has  the  mas- 
ter's degree.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty  last  year  a"d  will  this  year 
have  charg'e  of  physical  sciences.

ROSTKOVSKY

Details  of  the  Assassi- 
nation Given  In  a 
Letter. 

Boston,  Aug.  29. — Mail  advices  re- 
ceived here  yesterday  concerning  the 
murder  of  the  Russian  consul,  Rost- 
kovsky,  at  Monastir,  Macedonia,  say 
that  the  Russian  consul  was  driving 
into  the  city  from  the  Bukevo  monas- 
tery, in  company  with  a  Bulgarian 
teachtr,  named  Misirkaff.  Outside  of 
the  city,  on  the  way  to  the  railroad 
station,  is  a  Turkish  guard  house.  On 
passing  this  house  the  Russian  consul 
observed  that  the  policeman  on  duty 
failed  to  give  him  the  ordinary  salute. 
He  stopped  his  carriage,  walked  back 
to  the  policeman  and  asked  the  latter 
why  he  had  failed  to  show  him  the 
courtesy. 

The  policeman  answered  the  consul 
that  hf  did  not  know  him.  Mr.  Rosi- 
kovsky  then  asked  the  policeman  for 
his  name,  and  for  answer  received  a 
bullet  in  his  side  and  another  througii 
his  head,  tauslng  instant  death.  The 
teacher,  who  had  also  alighted,  either 
from  extreme  fright  or  presence  of 
mind,  fell  prone  in  the  roadside  ditch 
and  remained  as  if  dead  until  the 
Turkish  officials  and  others  appeared 
and  lie  could  escape  without  fear  of 
death,  tm  the  forenoon  of  the  same 
day  some  women  observed  five  armed 
Turks  in  the  quarters  at  the  guard- 
house, and  when  the  shooting  occurred, 
one  Turk  asked  another:  "What  is 
the  matter?" 

One  of  the  five  armed  men  replied: 
"A  dog  was  killed,"  after  which  the 
five  men  went  away. 

The  vali  received  the  remains,  evi- 
dently much  disturbed,  and  remarked 
that  the  consul  was  to  blame  for  not 
using  his  revolver  on  the  policeman. 
When  the  body  of  the  consul  was 
brought  to  his  home,  it  was  found  that 
he  not  only  had  been  shot,  but  that  his 
head  had  been  crushed  in  by  a  blow 
from  the  butt  end  of  the  policeman's 
rifle.

At  first  the  bereaved 
woman  refused  to  see  the  pasha,  but 
on  it  being  made  known  that  he  came 
as  a  rerre.«entative  of  the  sultan,  she 
met  him  in  the  presence  of  two  Russian 
noblemen. 

The  pasha  expressed  regret  at  the 
"unfortunate"  affair.  "Unfortunate,  in- 
famous affair,"  exclaimed  Madame 
Rostkovsky.  After  some  further  re- 
marks, the  pasha,  with  considerable 
embarrassment,  produced  a  check  for 
200,0(K:t  francs  ($40.<K)0).  and  explained 
with  much  stammering  that  the  sultan 
had  ordered  him  to  give  it  to  the  un- 
fortunate widow  for  herself  and  chil- 
dren. 

Madame  Rostkovsky,  who  is  a  prin- 
cess by  birth,  asked  if  she  rightly  un- 
derstood that  the  sultan  was  offering 
"baksheesh." 

"The  blood  of  my  husband  cannot  be 
paid  for  by  Turkish  maney."  she  said. 
"Give  the  check  back  to  your  master, 
and  if  he  does  not  know  what  to  uo 
with  it,  tell  him  to  give  it  to  his  sol- 
diers, who  have  received  no  pay  for 
so  many  months.  Here  are  the  decora- 
tions which  the  sultan  bestowed  upon 
my  husband  and  myself.  I  return 
them  through  you.  Tomorrow  I  will 
advise  the  sultan  by  telegraph  that  I 
have  given  them  back." 

This  ended  the  Interview. 

On  Saturday.  Aug.  8,  five  towns  in 
the  district  of  Mogilan  were  burned  by 
the  revolutionists,  who  took  the  whpat 
of  the  Turkish  proprietors  and  gave  it 
to  the  Bulgarian  villagers. 

TO  CLEAN  SHETLAND  SHAWL. 

The  Shetland  floss  shawl  or  scarf  in 
which  the  summer  girl  delights  is  prac- 
tically spoiled  if  laundered  according 
to  the  usual  method,  so  some  special 
way  must  be  devised  for  restoring  their 
freshness  when  they  become  soiled, 
says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  Dry  cleaning 
with  starch,  meal,  flour  or  the  like  is 
Uehly  recommended,  but  a  Brooklyn 
young  woman  has  discovered  one  way 
to  launder  a  white  shawl  satisfactorily. 
She  made  a  suds  with  warm  water  and 
white  soap,  adding  a  little  ammonia, 
and  sopped  the  shawl  gently  around  in 
this,  squeezing,  but  never  lifting  the 
mass  of  wool.  A  large  pan  was  utilized 
for  the  washing  process,  and  when  the 
suds  was  poured  off,  fresh  rinsing  water 
was  added  twice.  After  the  second  rins- 
ing every  possible  drop  of  moisture  was 
squeezed  out  of  the  shawl  and  the  pan 
set  over  the  warming  oven  of  the  range. 
The  shawl  was  turned  over  and  over 
until  perfectly  dry,  when  it  looked  as 
STOod  as  Deuj.

LIFE  SAVING  STATION. 


"This  season  has  been  the  busiest  we 
have  ever  experienced  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  Duluth  life-saving  station," 
said  Capt.  M.  A.  McLennan  in  speaking 
of  the  work  of  the  life-savers  during  tho 
past  year. 

•We  have  actually  saved  more  peop'e 
from  drowning  than  during  mxy  otiier 
season  in  our  history. 
.  "The  majority  of  the  rescues  have 
been  from  boats  which  have  capsized 
in  the  bay,  sailboats,  rowboats  and 
other  small  craft." 

The  Duluth  life-saving  station  was 
established  in  1895,  opening  on  June  1 

of  that  year.  The  main  building  is  sit- 
uated on  Park  Point,  a  short  distance 
below  the  canal.  The  main  boathouse 
is  on  the  bay  front,  and  here  the  life- 
boat and  the  majority  of  the  other 
smaller  boats  are  kept.  The  members 
of  the  crew  also  have  quarters  over  thia 
buildinfe,  the  captain  having  his  resi- 
dence in  the  main  building. 

In  the  boat  house  on  the  lake  one 
surf  boat  is  kept  for  emergency  calls. 

The  nature  of  the  rescue  work  on  the 
lake  is  different  from  that  on  the  bay. 
On  the  former  there  are  very  few 
"hurry-up"  calls.  When  a  boat  runs  on 
the  beach  or  is  in  distress,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  generally  have  some 
warning  of  the  event,  and  there  is 
sufficient  time  for  the  lifeboat  to  go 
around  by  the  canal. 

When  a  "hurrj'-up"  call  Is  given  from 
the  lake,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Wilsou-

similar  accidents,  where  minutes  mean 
lives. 

A  small  dingey  is  kept  constantly  In 
the  water,  with  oars  ready.  Two  men 
can  man  it,  and  it  can  be  on  its  way 
to  the  scene  of  the  disaster  within  20 
or  30  seconds  of  the  time  the  warning 
is  given.  The  men  have  their  quarters 
right  in  the  building,  and  some  of  the 
answers  to  calls  have  amazed  onlook- 
ers, to  whom  it  seemed  that  the  dingey 
was  launched  almost  before  the  unfor- 
tunate inmates  of  the  overturned  skiff 
had  been  precipitated  into  the  water. 

The  crew  consists  of  eight  members, 
exclusive  of  the  captain.  Their  names 
are  as  follows:  John  Creighton,  Will- 
iam McKay,  Charles  I.  Foss,  John  Mac- 
Leod, Cieorge  Emerson,  John  G.  Lester, 
Norman  A.  Matheson,  John  D.  Millen. 

The  crew  is  constantly  on  duty  dur- 
ing the  summer  months,  ready  to  an- 
swer any  calls  by  night  or  day.  They 
have  a  day  off  every  nine  days,  how- 
ever, never  more  than  one  man  being 
off  at  a  tim.e.  When  Capt.  McLennan 
is  off  dutj%  his  place  is  taken  by  John 
Creighton,  who  acts  as  assistant. 

The  men  hold  regular  drills  four  times 
a  week.  The  drills  consist  in  answerin..? 
calls,  flag  practice  and  other  details 
connected  with  their  work.  All  of  the 
men  are  experts  at  the  international 
flag  signal  sj-stem,  and  regular  prac- 
tices are  held  in  this  once  a  week. 

The  life  of  the  men  is  an  easy  one, 
although  there  is  the  ever  present  pos- 
sibility of  facing  extreme  hardship  and 
danger.  They  are  seldom  idle,  how- 
ever, as  the  drills  and  routine  work  of 
the  station  is  sufficient  to  keep  them 
employed  during  a  large  part  of  tho 
time.  Their  business  demands  that 
they  keep  themselves  in  perfect  phys- 
ical condition,  and  constant  exercise  is 
necessary. 

A  visit  to  the  station  is  an  interesting 
experience,  giving,  as  it  does,  an  oppor- 
tunity of  witnessing  the  art  of  life- 
saving  in  the  advanced  stage  of  de- 
velopment which  modern  scientific  ap- 
pliances have  given  it.

KINDERGARTEN 
IN  GEORGIA 


Where  Children  of  Work- 
ing People  Receive  In- 
dustrial Training. 

Columbus,  Ga.,  Aug.  Sf'.— (Special  to- 
The  Herald.) — Capital  and  organized 
labor  joining 'hands;  the  leaders  of  the 
unions  voluntarily  proposing  to  co- 
operate with  the  president  of  a  street 
railway  company  in  establishing  a  kin- 
dergarten for  the  children  of  working 
people;  perfervid  decl.u'ations  by  the - 
president  of  a  central  federation  of 
labor  that  it  is  an  important  mission  of 
the  up-to-date  trad*^s  union,  not  merely 
to  procure  increased  wages  or  reduction 
of  the  hours  of  work,  but  to  educate 
the  workers — is  not  fnat  a  proposition 
to  startle  the  average  American?  But. 
that  is  just  the  state  of  aqairs  today  in 
Columbus,  where  the  first  kindergarten 
in  the  world  run  by  a  labor  union  is 
about  to  be  started. 

It  certainly  surprises  the  Northern 
visitor  accustomed  to  the  strained  rela- 
tions that  exist  in  almost  every  manu- 
facturing center  above  Mason  and  Dix- 
on's line  to  find  that  in  this  Southern 
city  the  unions  are  rot  regarded  by  em- 
ployers as  mere  mischief  imiking  or- 
ganizations, and  that  the  whole  class  of  ' 
capitalists  is  not  believed  by  laboring 
men  to  be  inevitably  hostile  to  their 
rights.  Of  course  Columbus  is  not  par- 
adise, but  it  does  Interest  the  North- 
erner as  a  hustling  manufacturing  town 
of  rising  35,000  inhabitants,  in  which 
there  appears  to  be  a  very  cordial  un- 
derstanding between  employers  and 
employed.  And  incidentally  it  may  be 
observed  that  this  fortunate  condition 
is  by  no  means  peculiar  to  Columbus. 
In  fact,  the  freedom  of  the  whole  South 
from  labor  troubles,  which  is  undoubt- 
edly having  considerable  effect  in  in- 
ducing manufacturers — particularly 
textile  manufacturers— to  build  plants  • 
in  this  section,  is  generally  noted  by 
Northerners  when  they  come  for  the 
first  time  to  study  Southern  conditions, 
so  that  perhaps  this  single  instance  of 
the  interest  taken  by  the  laborers  of 
Cclumbus  in  the  welfare  of  their  city 
is  not  so  remarkable  aftei  all. 

Still  the  project  is  in  itself  unique, 
for  it  is  a  fact  that  the  Central  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  composed  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  the  labor  unions  of 
Columbus  and  of  the  Alabama  suburbs 
of  Phoenix  and  Girard,  is  planning, 
with  the  aid  of  George  J.  Baldwin,  a 
prominent  Savannah  capitalist,  who 
has  extensive  interests  in  Columbus, 
to  start  a  kindergarten  for  the  children 
of  the  working  population;  and  this,  so- 
far  as  is  known,  is  the  first  attempt 
made  anywhere  by  trades  unions  to 
promote  an  educational  idea.  But  in 
Columbus,  as  in  many  another  city  of 
the  new  South,  there  is  a  remarkable 
solidarity,  such  that  the  community 
does  not  divide  itself  shariily  into 
cliques  and  classes,  so  it  is  not  strange 
after  all  that  the  industrial  kindergar- 
ten should  first  come  into  oeing  here. 
.  As  the  breadth  of  view  shown  by  the 
union  leaders  in  advocating  and  ex- 
plaining this  educational  scheme  Is,  of 
course,  its  most  remarkable  feature,  a 
few  expressions  of  individual  opinion, 
as  made  by  prominent  Columbus  men, 
will  perhaps  bear  quoting.  The  man-- 
wlio  originated  the  plan,  W.  H.  Bar- 
clay, a  member  of  the  Central  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  when  asked  how  he 
happened  to  think  of  it,  wrote  out  the 
following  stiitement: 

"As  you  perhaps  know,  the  Central 
Federation  in  our  city  is  composed  of 
representatives  from  all  the  labor 
unions.  These  unions  were  organized 
for  the  protection  of  their  members  and 
for  their  moral  and  material  advance- 
ment and.  in  my  opinion,  the  best  way 
to  accomplish  these  results  is  through 
education.  Noticing  the  wonderful  work 
that  is  done  in  this  direction  by  the 
kindergarten  schools  of  this  and  other 
cities,  I  conceived  the  idea  of  having 
the  federation  take  the  subject  under 
advisement  and,  if  possible,  establish  a 
kindergarten  and  industrial  whool 
combined,  where  the  children  of  work- 
ing people  could  receive  such  training 
as  would  better  fit  them  for  the  battle - 
of  life."  .    . 

Similar  expressions  of  opinion  have 
been  made  by  O.  E.  Barlow,  president 
of  the  Central  Federation  of  Labor, 
who  declares  that  the  labor  union,  be- 
ing an  educational  institution  of  itself, 
ard  also  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  edu- 
cation of  the  masses,  carries  out  one  of 
its  highest  ideals  in  promoting  a  free 
kindergarten;  by  W.  H.  Winn,  chair- 
man of  the  committee  for  the  federa- 
tion appointed  to  consider  ways  and 
means  for  establishing  such  a  kinder- 
garten, who  believes  that  "the  pro- 
curement of  increased  wages,  or  a  re- 
duction of  the  hours  of  labor,  while  a- 
most  important  feature  of  the  modern 
trades  union,  is  not  by  any  means  the 
Alpha  and  Omega  of  the  movement; 
by  C.  B.  Gibson,  superintendent  of  the 
city's  schools,  who  approves  of  the  new 
kindergarten  as  a  feeder  to  the  primary - 
industrial  school— which  is  in  itself  a.- 
unique  educational  undertaking  in  Col- 
umbus, being  a  special  school  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  the  cotton « 
mill  operatives. 

The  whole  local  attitude  may  perhaps 
be  summed  up  in  what  the  mayor  of 
Columbus,  Hon.  L.  H.  Chapell,  says: 

"It  seems  to  me  that  the  Central  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  would  be  conferring  a 
splendid  benefit  upon  this  community 
by  organizing  for  the  work  in  a  manner 
that  will  warrant  Mr.  Baldwin  In  plac- 
ing in  Columbus  a  portion  of  the  en- 
dowment fund  which,  it  seems,  he  con- 
trols, and  giving  the  movement  the 
benefit  of  his  splendid  personal  force- 
and  judgment.  This  would  give  Col- 
umbus two  distinct  free  kindergarten 
associations,  which  would  work  in  har- 
mony for  a  common  purpose  until  a 
consolidation  under  one  organization 
would  seem  to  be  advisable. 

"As  the  organization  of  kindergarten 
work  becomes  a  more  conspicuous  fea- 
ture it  will  attract  more  attention  from 
our  citizens  and  from  the  city;  and  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  the  voluntaiT  sub- 
scriptions to  the  fund  for  maintenance 
will  easily  keep  pace  with  the  growth- 
of  the  work.  Indeed  it  is  perhaps  not 
taking  too  sanguine  a  view  of  the  fut- 
ure to  look  forward  to  the  time,  not 
verv  far  distant,  when  the  present  very 
modest  structures  used  in  kindergarten 
work  would  give  place  to  model  build- 
ings of  special  design,  which  would  be 
ornaments  to  our  city  and  monimienta^ 
to  the  progressive  spirit  which  prompts 
the  development  of  this  branch  of  edu- 
cational work." 

"The  school   will,   it   is   expected,   b* 
ocened  in  the  coming  month."

WMe  th*^re  baths  for  the  se^^•;lnts■  use.  Now 
the  up-to-date  apartment  house  provides  a 
bathroom  for  almost  every  bedroom,  and  the 
servants'  bath  l«  coming  to  be  Cv-nsldered  In- 
dljpinsable. 

The  wave  of  so  called  "sanitary  plumb- 
ing '  which  swept  over  the  country  (In  many 
cases  fighting  a  winning  battle  against  prc- 
Tertabie  disease  )was  the  first  step  In  the  re- 
form from  which  have  sprung  the  beauty, 
comfort  and  perfection  of  the  modem  bath- 
room. 

The  strictly  i:p  to  date  bathroom.  In  ad- 
dition to  Its  comuiodlous  lavatory  and  the 
conventloti.-ji  tub.  Is  provided  with  a  tub 
for  a  Blt2  bath  aLd  another  for  the  feet, 
and  also  with  a  complete  needle  shower. 
having  a  series  of  hoops  aud  far.ccts  by 
means  of  which  every  part  of  the  body  caa 
be  sprayed  with  water  at  any  desired  tem- 
perature. The  manner  of  the  setting  of 
the  bathrooms  and  their  Individual  elegance 
ire  restrained  only  by  the  taste  of  the  de 
aigner  and  the  Umlt  of  expense.  The  luxury 
of  old  Roman  days  did  not  surpass.  If  it 
eciualled  the  decorations  and  fittings  of  the 
bathrooms  in  some  of  our  modern  palaces. 

The  almost  universal  provision  of  t^Uher 
the  portable  spray  or  the  stationary  ncedit 
ahower,  having  its  own  receptor,  Is  a  result 
of  the  hydropatlilc  cult  which  taught  women 
their  Immense  value  as  adjuncts  of  the  bath. 

From  the  hydropathic  fad  many  women 
discovered  undreamed  of  physical  benefits 
In  the  systematic  application  of  water, 
which,  when  properly  applltd,  Is  a  remedy 
for  a  host  of  humanity's  self-created  Ills. 
Health  and  beauty  have  been  wootd  a^d 
won  from  the  tub  aud  sprays,  aud  every  other 
luxury  and  couvtnictce  could  be  dispensed 
with  rather  than  these  hand  maidens  of 
health.  For  overwrought  nerves  aud  bead- 
ache,  caused  by  fntlgiie,  the  cold  spray 
played  up  and  down  the  spine  U  wonderfully 
calming  and  restorative. 

In  all  this  cult  of  baths  and  bathing  the 
beneficent  offices  of  hct  water  have  come 
In  for  a  fair  share  of  recognition,  and  the 
cold  water  faddist  no  longer  browbeat*  his 
fellows  Into  believing  In  the  superior  virtues 
of  his  hardihood  or  that  his  "s  the  only  way:- 
Tbe  office  of  the  cold  bath  Is  mainly  that  of

V.  v^i^....,  bundles  o;f  overwrought  nerves  and 
excitable  energy,  who  periodically  are  on 
the  verge  of  nrrvous  prostration  are  often 
victims  Of  the  latter  regime. 

I'uoi.^u  ti.t  uiuiit-r  01  iue  butli'b  temper- 
ature can  never  be  arbitrarily  settled,  but 
uiU5.t  ever  remaiii  ati  opvii  yuestlou  aud  btf 
cdjusted  to  ludlvidniU-Jdiosyncrasles,  some 
facts  not  generftl'y  IHiown  will  aid  many 
in    choosing   that    ino»t  healthful  for  them- 


selves. The  tepid  bath,  having  a  temper- 
ature from  85  to  92  degrees  Fahrenheit,  'a 
comirtonly  ranked  ae  sedative,  but  Is  not 
advisable  for  any  but  fhe  robust,  as  It  lowers 
the  physical  tone  and  falls  to  excite  reac- 
tk'D. 

The  warm  bath,  with  temperature  from 
02  to  93  degrees  Fahrenheit,  Is  more  cleans- 
lug,  comfortable,  and  Is  a  wonderful  re- 
storer after  fatigue,  nud  the  hot  bath,  98 
to  112  degrees  Fahrenheit,  Is  n  fii;c  stimulant, 
taken  as  a  Foap  scrub,  standing  upon  a 
bath  mat,  followed  by  a  brief  plunge,  and. 
If  agreeable,  a  ccol  spray.  A  bath  at  the  latter 
temperature  Is  enervating  only  when  the 
bather  lolls  in  the  hot  water  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes.  This,  from  overheating, 
produces  languor,  and  sluggishness  instead 
of  stimulation   follows. 

As  stimulants  cf  the  circulation  the  ulti- 
mate results  of  the  hot  and  the  cold  bath  are 
the  same,  but  the  expense  to  the  vitality 
Is  very  unequal.  Their  effects  upon  the  com- 
bustion going  on  In  the  body  have  been  com- 
pared to  those  of  the  hot  and  cold  blast  upon 
the  furnace,  both  cf  which  Increase  the 
heat  which  It  gives  out,  but  with  this  dif- 
ference:—The  hot  blast  so  fncllitatea  com- 
bustion that  the  same  work  Is  done  by  Its 
aid  with  an  expenditure  of  two  and  a  half 
tons  of  coal  that  Is  done  by  the  cold  blast 
with  an  expenditure  of  eight  tons. 

The  important  question,  therefore,  which 
should  determine  the  use  of  the  cold  bath 
is  whether  the  Individual  has  superfluous 
vitality  to  consume.  If  she  has,  let  her  use 
It  lu  this  healthful  fashion.  For  the  weak 
It  is  a  reckless  expenditure.  The  bot  bath 
stimulates  the  natural  combustion  proc- 
esses lu  the  body  aud  acts  with  a  certainty 
that  uotUmt;  else  can  equal  In  facilitatiug 
the  renewing  processes  of  organic  life.  By 
cleansing  the  skin  and  freeing  the  secretions 
and  sudoriferous  glands  it  brings  It  up  to 
Its  fullest  ifliciency  as  au  eliminator  of  the 
body's  waste  products,  and  failure  on  Its 
nart  to  perform  this  office  perfectly  throws 
additional  work  upon  both  kidneys  aud 
lungs  When  these  are  diseased  an  Im- 
'  riant  aid  to  their  cure  is  emitted  if  the 
skin  be  not  stimulated  by  means  of  inducing 
nrofuse  sweating  to  take  upon  itself  the 
work  of  the  disabled  organs. 

With  the  bath  cult  we  are  reviving  much 
of  the  old  time  luxury  of  perfumed,  mineral 
aud  milk  baths.  Queen  Wilhelmina's  dally 
bath  Is  perfumtd  with  a  pint  of  her  favorite 
Cologne  water,  and  French  women  practise 
mauy  dainty  devices  for  Imparting  to  their 
baths  a  subtle,  lingering  fragrance.  One  of 
these     reputed  to  be  delightful,  and  more- 


over,  calming  to  the  nerrAi  in  the  'ii|Mft.  la 
to  toaa  tbree  bandfula  of  wild  cowallpa  Into 
the  warm  batb.  EtaoUUnt  ba.tl4f  jcecom- 
mended  especially  for  ^uaemle-  iaiMBtieii, 
which  render  the  aklnaepple  and  v/iJ$t^ are 
prepared  by  adding  to  the  bath  water  from 
two  to  six  poonds  of  bran,  x>r  two  poands  of 
cornstarch  or  oatmeal,  or  bigilf  as  mucb'gela- 
tine  or  linseed  meal.  '  » 

Although  only  fortune-pampered  iromen 
can  Indulge  In  using  a  pint  of  cholc«,^rfume 
for  a  single  bath  and  oth'ej; gx peiqijtre  con- 
ceits of  the  day,  there  are  manjnp^bods 
for  enhancing  the  luxarir  of  Ae  tmtb^bich 
are  to  be  had  for  a  little  palnstffkteg.  and 
which  are  so  beneflcia^  fn  results  as  to  be 
well  wortb  while.  A  good,8ubstltute(or  the 
celebrated  beauty  batu,of  milk  Is  the  fol- 
lowing mixture,  whicb  can  be  put  In  the 
ordinary  bath;  the  Ingwdients  shD«!d  be 
thoroughly  mingled  and  put  in  cher&ecloth 
bags  of  convenient  size!  '  '

An  aromatic  bath  which  is  refreshing  after 
extreme  fatigue,  a  stimulant  to  the  nerves 
and  also  a  disinfectant  (therefore  to  be  rec- 
ommended after  the  uncertain  exposures 
attendant  upon  mIngHag  In  greht  city 
crowds)  Is  made  by  macerating  In  warm 
water  for  two  hours  eight  ouncw  each  of 
lavender,  thyme  and  rosemary,  and  a  half 
ounce  each  of  ground  cloves,  cinnamon  and 
peppermint.  Strain  and  add  to  tb«  bath 
water. 

It  Is  soothing,  when  summer  heat  has  de- 
veloped a  rash  or  hives,  to  take  a  vichy  bath, 
which  Is  accomplished  by  dissolving  500 
grammes  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  in  the  bath 
water.  A  se«  water  bath  can  be  enjoyed  in 
the  mountains  by  the  use  either  of  sea  salt  or 
of  this  compound: 

SEA   WATER  BATH. 

Muriate   of   soda 2  pounds 

Sulphate  of  soda l  pound 

Chloride  of  lime %  pound 

Chloride  of  magnesia %  pound 

Dissolve  the  substance  In  two  gallons  of 
warm  water.  It  Is  sufficient  for  a  thirty- 
gallon  bath.  The  best  effects  are  gained  by 
taking  it  hot,  for  then  the  free  absorption  of 
salts  stimulates  the  entire  body.  At«nnper- 
ature  of  98  degrees  Faijrenhelt  Induces  per- 
si'Iratlon,  which  !n  some  cases  Is  extremely 
beneficial.  The  t^nic  and  soothing  effects 
are  gained  In  fifteen  minutes;  a  longer  stay 
may  be  enervating.  It  is  better  for  the  skin 
to  sponge  the  body  with  fresh  water  after 
the  sea  bath,  and  sometimes  a  cold  spray  is 
enjoyable. 

Lacking  a  spray,  good  results  have  been 
obtained  by  splashing  cold  water  from  a 
pitcher  down  the  length  of  the  spine,  but  the 
services  of  an  attendant  are  required  for 
this. 

Among  the  famous  Father  Knelpp's  baths 
a  favorite  one  which  Is  strengthening  and 
stimulates  the  function  of  the  skin  1/  made 
bT  boiling  for  a  half  hour  a  pound  of  fresh, 
resinous  pine  needles  and  pine  t-on*^*^;-"^^^^ 
Into  bits.  Strain  the  Infusion  and  add  It  to  a 
hot  bath. 

An  agreeable  substitute  for  the  lingering 
fragrance  of  the  perfumed  and  aroinatic 
herb  bath  Is  obtained  by  spraying  the  body 
after  the  »>^t  "ath  with  a  fragrant  toilet 
water  or  Invigorating  aromatic  vinegar. 
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In  these  daya  when  each  and  every  gown

The  tea  gown  is, a  moat  Important  addition 
to  the  modern  outfit;  in  fact,  is  not  an  addi- 
tion, but  one  of  the  most  Important  first 
prlnclplft*  of  the  well-dressed  woman.  She 
who  makes  a  stuSgr  of  clothes  spends  a  lot 


of  time,  thought  and  money  on  ber  tea 
gowns  and  has  them  of  various  materials  and 
In  thick  and  thin  fabrics  and  of  diCTerent 
colors. 

An  elaborate  tea  gown  can  be  fashioned 
to  do  duty  for  an  Informal  at  home  dinner, 
and  were  it  not  for  the  loose  flowing  drap- 
eries which  must  always  be  part  of  the 
gown,  whether  made  of  the  material  itself 
or  the  trimmings,  it  would  be  hard.  Indeed, 
to  distinguish  which  It  was  Intended  for— a 


dinner  or  tea  gown.  By  rights  there  should 
always  be  a  princess  effect  In  the  latter  at 
all  events.  The  hack  should  be  cut  lu  prin- 
cess shape,  bat  then  many  dinner  gowns  are 
made  ou  the  same  lines.  The  dinner  gown 
Is,  however,  always  cut  much  lower  in  the 
neck,  for,  although  the  fashion  Is  now  popu- 
lar for  the  low  neck  In  a  tea  gown,  the  cut  Is 
much  higher  than  for  a  dinner  waist,  and 
there  arc  folds  of  lace  or  chiffon  over  the 
shoulders,  and  always  sleeves,  generally  the 
long,  floating  ones  of  Lace,  chiffon  or  net. 

Lace  tea  gowns  of  applique  or  the  fine 
French  laces  are  remarkably  attractive  this 
season,  and  while  there  must  be  always  a 
fitted  silk  lining,  the  underskirt  of  fiue  lawu 
or  batiste,  trimmed  profusely  with  lace,  gives 
a  much  lighter  effect  than  If  the  gown  Itself 
came  directly  against  the  lining.  ChiCTon  is 
also  used  in  the  inner  lining,  b\it  should  not 
be  made  too  full;  If  accordion  plaited,  then 
the  plaltlrg  should  be  sewed  to  the  btit  In 
such  fashion  that  It  will  not  look  as  though 
gathered.  One  model  that  Is  thought  (spe- 
cially smart  has  the  chiffon  falling  loose 
from  the  shoulders,  as  does  the  lace  of  which 
the  gown  Is  made,  but  in  front  the  fulness 
is  held  in  place  by  a  girdle. 

An  inexpensive  and  always  effective  style 
of  tea  gown  is  the  one  made  of  flowered  silk, 
and  at  this  time  of  year  there  are  a  great 
many  different  patterns  to  choose  from,  as 
well  as  many  different  colorings.    The  lighter 
quality  of  silk  Is  better  to  use  for  a  tea  gown 
intended  for  summer  wear,  but,  of  course,  the 
heavier  gualitles  and  the  brocaded  ones  arc 
the  handsomest.    White  with  colored  fiowers 
always  makts  up  well,  but  there  is  a  curious 
old-fashioned  design  with  a  blue  ground  and 
pink  flowers,  almost  a  pompadour  in  color- 
ing and  effect,  that  is  very  charming  aud  by 
no    means    expensive.

ings have  discovered  that  beeldcs  all  its 
other  attractions  and  compensations  New 
Tork  cltj  has  a  back  yard  Into  which  one 
may  run  on  a  short  half  holiday  and  do 
•ome  pretty  vigorous  stunts  that  are  usually 
considered  to  be  reserved  for  the  remote 
a.nd  difficult  regions  which  only  money  and 
Msure  make  possible. 

New  York's  nice,  roomy  back  yard  Is 
full  of  rocks  and  trees  and  precipitous 
bluffs,  with  wild  flowers  and  ferns.  Just 
as  If  It  were  a  hundred  miles  away.  It  is 
Just  over  the  Hudson  River,  where  the 
Palisades  are  sufficiently  Indefinite  and 
wooded  to  be  inviting  rather  than  awe- 
tone.  In  a  very  few  minutes  one  may  be 
transported  from  the  wailed-ln  streets  of 
the  mid  city  to  a  shaded  spot  on  the  rugged 
river  bank. 

In  the  back  yard  short  dresses,  bare 
heads,  stout  staves  and  shirt  waists 
reign.  The  lunch  basket  is  conspicuously 
in  evidence,  for  one  gets  very  hungry  with 
the  nctlvitles  of  tl.'ls  brond  playground. 
Ihe  botanist  will  hsve  her  microscope,  her 
knife  and  perhaps  her  trowel.  The  geolog- 
ical enthusiast  goes  armed  with  a  handy 
hammer  and  a  naturalist  with  a  liking  for 
winged  things  has  a  net. 

Many  varieties  of  wild  flowers  flourish  on 
the  I'ailsades.  Not  a  season  but  brings 
forth  its  own  particular  flowers.  Its 
grasses  and  little  wild  fruits.  In  the  shady 
places  .imong  the  grai«s  there  are  anemo- 
nes of  different  varieties,  the  snowy  white 
anemone,  the  pink  and  the  golden  blue, 
with  its  soft  and  velvety  petals,  and  if  a 
New  York  girl  wishes  to  send  a  souvenir 
to  some  friends  at  a  distance,  showing  them 
what  Is  contained  In  her  flower  garden,  the 
anemones  make  most  t»eautlful  pressed  and 
pasted  flowers  and  are  eminently  suited  for 
Eurn  purposes. 

There  are  oiner  tiny  pink  and  blue  flow- 
ers that  look  as  though  they  had  been 
dropped    from    the   sky    to   live   among  the 


grasses.  These  delicate  plants  are  so  small 
and  apparently  belong  to  so  many  flower 
families  that  It  takes  careful  examination 
to  decide  Just  where  they  should  be  placed. 

Under  the  ledges  of  the  rocks  In  the  shady 
nooks  and  corners  there  are  ferns,  maiden- 
hair, coflfee  fern*,  ferns  with  the  fronds 
resembling  the  fan  shaped  sections  of  an 
elk's  antler?.  Some  of  the  fine  and  feathery 
ferns  would  make  a  most  beautiful  cover  to 
any  "back  yard  book." 

Not  only  can  one  And  a  great  variety  of 
flowers  and  green  things  to  study,  but  there 
are  fungus  growths  that,  ngiy  as  they  are, 
make  exceedingly  Interesting  studies. 

Italians  journey  to  the  back  yard  to  gath- 
er these  growtus,  and  If  you  are  fortunate 
enough  to  find  one  In  a  conversational  mood, 
he  W..1  tell  you  that  every  growth  of  the 
mushroom  character  Is  good  to  eat  if  the 
skin  peels  off  in  little  sections,  but  that  the 
skin  peeling  in  fong  strips  covers  a  poisonous 
pithy  substance.  However,  until  thla  good 
"Italiano"  indicates  to  you  which  of  the 
growths  are  best  to  ent  it  would  be  advis- 
able not  to  take  them  from  the  back  yard 
with  other  than  a  scholarly  purpose  In  view. 
It  la  always  best  to  leave  the  selection  of 
fungi  for  culinary  purposes  to  the  man  who 
knows. 

Various  kinds  of  growth  of  this  sort  woulJ 
fill  a  good-slied  market  basket.  They  range 
in  Character  from  the  powdery  ball,  th:it 
springs  from  the  damp  ground  In  the  night, 
and  the  delicately  pink  growth  with  the 
tender  segments  that  form  the  accordion 
fluted  under  side,  to  the  growth  that  comis 
from  the  trees  In  the  decayed  and  dark  el- 
bows and  clings  to  the  gnarled  wood  wren 
life  has  left  It. 

Opportunities  for  study  of  a  more  rugged 
kit  J  are  afforded  by  the  rocks — sand-ston", 
q>iurtz,  fossillferous  and  mineral  of  various 
sorts.  The  girl  with  a  turn  of  mind  for  th.nt 
sor;  of  th'ng  will  find  darkness  coming  dowa 
before  Fhe  Knows  it,  lured  on  by  thegeolug 
cal  ioss)bllliifc3  of  the  Palisades. 

But  best  of  all  its  opportunities  Is  thai  for 
exerti>o  of  a  genuine  and  vigorous  sort  wu'c.'i

It 
does  her  as  much  good  as  a  trip  :o  the-  Adlron- 
d:icks  wouUl.  and.  iu  addition,  If  yhe  chooses, 
she  may  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  Gotham  at 
night.  Nothing  can  share  up  health  In  Its 
weak  spots  a.s  will  this  out  of  door  climbing. 
If  the  New  York  girl  wants  her  hair  to 
be  soft  and  glassy  she  will  go  Into  the  back 
yard.  She  won't  wear  a  hat,  this  not  be- 
cause of  a  fad,  but  because  it  Is  sensible 
and  comfortable.  The  outdoor  air  and  the 
occasional  sunlight  will  impart  that  glossy, 
sunny  sheen  to  her  hair  that  1>  often  seen 
in    the    braid   of   country  girls,  and  during 

the  winter  the  cold  will  not  crack  the  hair 
so  readily.

Ever  since  the  day  that  Eve  awoke  to  tht 
realization  that  overindulgence  in  fruit  was 
costly  and  that  henceforth  she  would  havtt 
to  Join  Adam  In  hustling  for  what  they  got* 
frugality  has  been  counted  one  of  the  crown* 
ing  virtues  of  womankind.  Small  mention  6t 
man  Is  ever  made  in  th^s  regard.  He  tc  ever 
posed  as  a  Sisyphus,  laboriously  losing  la 
with  his  shovel,  while  the  "weaker  vessel" 
tosses  his  contribution  out  of  the  window 
with  her  active  teaspoon. 

At  a  recent  symposium  of  housekeeper* 
each  one  made  confession  of  her  own  special 
devices  for  swelling  the  "mlckles"  that  In 
time  macie  the  "muckles."  "I  can't  bear  to 
I  see  the  least  scrap  of  anything  that  is  good 
for  fuel  wasted,"  said  the  tall  woman. 
"Every  emptied  spool  or  splinter  of  b»rry  or 
grape  baskets,  nutshells,  pastboard  boxei^ 
newspapers,  broken  clothespins,  pine  cone« 
—all  go  into  my  little  kindling  box,  and  are 
often  quite  enough  to  boil  the  tea  kettle  la 
summer  without  using  any  purchased  ma- 
terial. I  save  all  orange,  lemon  and  grap» 
fruit  skins  and  dry  them  out  in  the  ash  pao 
or  under  the  hearth  when  I  have  fire.  Plum, 
cherry  and  peach  pits  make  a  splendid  blaxe 
when  they  are  dry,  while  corn  cobs  dried 
and  sprinkled  with  a  little  kerosene  start  • 
fire  like  magic,  no  matter  which  way  tht 
wind  blows.  Newspapers  twisted  up  in  A 
long  tight  roll  are  as  good  as  a  stick  of  wood 
for  the  fire  place.  I  have  all  our  ashes 
sprinkled  and  sifted,  so  thot  I  often  have 
enough  cinders  to  keep  up  a  fire  all  the  aft- 
ernoon without  using  fresh  coal.  Sometimes, 
I  am  afraid,  I  carry  my  vigilance  In  hunting 
firewood  too  far,  for  actually  I  have  a  dis- 
tinct pang  every  time  I  am  out  driving  and 
have  to  pass  by  a  nice  piece  of  kindling  or 
block  of  wood  lying  in  the  road. 

"Another  friend,  who  has  been  visiting  up 
in  St.  Lawrence  county,  told  me  of  this 
wrinkle  that  she  learned  there.  JVhere  she 
visited  the  hostess  saved  the  oil  from  th» 
top  of  canned  salmon  and  used  it  Iu  dress. 
Ing  lettuce.  It's  fine  for  any  one  who  likes 
a  little  fishy  flavor.  Another  woman  who 
has  a  cottage  at  Thousand  Island  Park  has 
this  scheme,  which  1  have  tried  lately  witb 
great  success.  They  had  dinners  at  noon, 
and  two  or  three  times  a  week  ice  cream  or 
water  Ice  for  dessert.  After  the  contents  of 
the  freezer  were  tak(»n  out  there  was  nearly 
always  enough  Ice  and  salt  left  over  to 
freeze  a  frappe  or  mousse  for  supper.  8hs 
got  so  she  made  all  sorts  of  combinations; 
almost  anything  that  was  left  over  from  din- 
ner—apple sauce,  stewed  apricot",  prunea, 
coffee,  tea,  custard,  rice  pudding— thea 
tucked  it  in  the  freezer  and  left  it  to  freex* 
or  chill  itself,  and  it  was  always  good,  too.'*- 

"Do  you  know  what  you  can  do  with  • 
canteloupe  so  Insipid  you  can't  eat  it  ths 
usual  way?"  Interi-upted  a  slendw,  girlish 
woman  In  blue.  "I  found  that  out  last 
year.  Just  put  It  on  ice  and  serve  it  at 
luncheon  or  dinner  with  a  French  dressing 
made  of  lemon  Juice  Instead  of  vinegar. 
Take  out  the  ripest  part  of  the  melon,  cut 
it  In  Inch  cubes,  pour  the  dressing  over  cud 
serve  it  on  a  bed  of  cress  or  lettuce." 

"Of  course,  you  all  know  about  fixing 
watermelon  rinds  so  that  they  are  Just  as 
nice  as  citron  for  cake,"  put  in  another 
speaker,  warming  up  to  her  subject  and 
sitting  very  erect  on  the  front  edge  of  her 
ckair.

MUSICAL  COMEDY. 

Its  Origin  Discussed  By  Frank 
J.  Wilstach. 

Musical  comedy,  like  the  immortal 
Toiwy,  just  "grovved."  It  wa.s  not  in- 
vented like  a  bicycle  or  a  thrashing  ma- 
chine, but  is  a  sort  of  musical  frog,  hav- 
ing grown  out  of  something  el.-?e. 

It  id  commonly  stated  that  Gay's  "Beg- 
gur'.s  Opera."  of  winch  it  is  said  that  it 
"made  Kich.  the  manager  gay,  and  Gay. 
the  poet,  rich."  was  the  first  musical 
comedy,  opera  comique,  opera  bouffe,  or 
ballad  fiirce,  or  whatever  name  you  may 
choo.se  to  de.-<igiiate  a  comedy  stuaUed 
with  lyrics,  witn  mu.sical  accompaniment. 
Yet  all  the  ingredients  which  are  found 
in  "The  Beggar's  Opera"  and  Its  succts- 
.sors  are  discoverable  in  earlier  works. 
Joim  Gay,  with  fine  cunning,  simply 
adapted  an  old  idea  which  was  employei 
Ijy    the    Greeks   and    Romans. 

Ill  the  ancient  tragedy  the  actor  was 
accompanied  by  certain  mu.sical  instru- 
ments wliich  regulated  the  tones  of  his 
voice,  and  the  stage  was  occupied  by  a 
chorus.  There  were  comic  song.s,  as  in  all 
of  Shakespeare's  comedies  and  tragdiei 
save  one.     Hence  it  will  be  seen  th 


As  Alan  Dale  said  in  the  New  York 
American  the  day  after  "When  John- 
ny Comes  Marching  Home"  was  first 
produced  at  the  New  York  theater, 
where  it  ran  all  last  year  to  crowded 
houses,  "the  sucess  of  the  comic  opera 
was  not  a  matter  of  opinion.  It  was 
a  most  emphatic  fact."  He  said  fur- 
ther; 

"It  Is  a  comic  opera  with  a  strong, 
well-defined  military  theme,  running 
through  both  the  book  and  the  music, 
and  of  the  period  of  a  generation  ago, 
when  the  one  distinctive  form  of  fem- 
inine fashion  was  the  enormous  crino- 
line hoop  skirt.

Eugene  S.  Bruce's  Address 
to  the  American  For- 
estry Convention. 

What  Has  Been  Done  to

One  of  the  most  Interesting  papers 
read  at  the  recent  convention  of  the 
American  Forestry  association  at  Min- 
neapolis was  that  by  Eugene  S.  Bruce, 
official  lumberman  of  the  bureau  of 
forestiy.  The  paper  read  by  Mr.  Bruce 
■was  on  the  subject,  'The  Minnesota 
>;ational  Forest  Reserve,"  and  was  as 

follows:

not  necessary  at  this  time  for  me 
into  a  deiailfd  statement  of  the 
agitation  by  the  friends  of  forestry  and 
of  tlie  oppositiiiii  by  its  opponents  that 
finally  culminated  in  the  passage  of  wljat 
is  gonerally  known  as  the  "Morris  Bill,  " 
making  possible  the  Minnesota  National 
Forest  Reserve.  I  have  been  requested 
to  outline  to  you  here  today  what  has 
been  done  thus  far  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  tliat  act. 

Immediately  after  the  passage  of  the 
Morris  bill,  work  was  commenced  h>'  the 
bureau  of  forestrv  in  the  general  lan<i 
and  the  Indian  offices  at  Washington, 
Y>.  O..  by  tile  collection  of  data  necessary 
for  the  preparation  of  suitable  maps  to 
show  tlie  location  of  the  Indian  allot- 
ments already  made  and  the  classifica- 
tion of  tiie  lands  by  the  corps  of  e.xamln- 
ers  which  had  worked  on  this  reservation 
previous  to  the  passage  of  this  bill.  Tliis 
woi  k  was  prosecuted  through  the  month 
of  July,  and  about  the  first  of  August 
•W'e  had  produced  all  the  data  available 
at   that  tlm€>. 

Field  work  wa.s  commenced  esg-ly  m 
August  bv  the  e.vaminatiou  of  tne  re- 
servation with  a  smiill  party  under  my 
sup'-rvlsion.  It  was  not  deemed  advis- 
able to  use  a  large  party  on  this  work, 
for  the  reason  tiiat  In  order  to  make  a 
•wise  choice  of  the  territory  it  was  neces- 
sary to  give  it  a  personal  examination, 
and  for  the  further  reason  that  at  that 
time  we  had  not  received  any  official 
classlthatioii    lists   for   our  guidance. 

In  making  the  preliminary  examina- 
tion, practkally  the  wliole  of  the  reser- 
vation was  e.xamined,  but  most  attention 
was  paid  to  those  portions  for  wlilcn 
classiti'.atlons  had  been  approved  by  the 
Interior  department  and  from  which  the 
first  .selection  was  to  be  made.  In  the 
course  of  this  preliminary  examination 
■we  found  that  the  old  surveys  were  very 
faulty,  that  many  of  the  township,  range 
and  sections  corners  were  entirely  oblit- 
erated, and  that  the  old  classifications 
In  nianv  instances  were  Inaccurate  and 
did  not  correctly  represent  the  territory. 
It  was  also  discovered  that  the  war 
department  had.  prior  to  the  pa.s.sage 
of  the  act  creating  the  Minnesota  na- 
tional forest  reserve,  purchased  from  the 
ln<llans  the  right  to  flow  certain  por- 
tions of  the  reservation  from  which  tne 
aelfction  for  the  national  forest  reserve 
was  to  be  made;  that  the  delineation  of 
the  territory  which  they  had  thcr  right 
Xf>  flow  had"  not  yet  been  completed,  and 
until  that  was  done  tnere  was  no  possible 
•way  of  determining  just  what  tliey  would 
flow,  or  wiiere  their  rights  began  or  end- 
ed; also  that  there  were  many  Indians 
yet  to  be  allotted;  and  that  the  exact  lo- 
cation where  these  allotments  would  be 
qaade  could  not  at  this  time  be  foretold. 
■  Bikrly  In  November  a  letter  was  sent 
to  the  interior  department,  explaining 
tully  all  those  conditions  existing  on  the 
ground,  and  asking  whether  It  was  pos- 
sible for  a  resurvey  to  be  made  prior  to 
a  flrst  selection,  .-ind  whether  the  bureau 
woulil  be  allowed  to  include  in  its  first 
solectiiin  lands  which  were  found  to  be 
faultily  classified  as  "agricultural."  for 
the  pun'ose  of  consolidating  the  area  de- 
sired to  be  Included,  thereby  making  it 
jM>ssible  to  patrol  and  protect,  and  .suc- 
O'ssfully  administer  the  reserve  when 
<:omi»let'd.  A  map  showing  the  bounda- 
ries and  dassifieations  of  the  proposed 
first  selection,  and  photographs  show- 
ing some  of  tiie  Incorrectly  classlfieci  ag- 
ricultural territory,  were  submitted  wlta 
the  letter.  This  letter  received  an  an- 
swer Feb.  lU.  and  the  answer  when  re- 
ceived was  unfavorable. 

In  tiie  proposed  first  selection  were  in- 
cluded 3:i.7i>5  acres  classed  as  agricultur- 
al land.  t)f  this  amount  more  than  one- 
half  consisted  of  low,  wet  swamps  and 
flowe<l  areas  which  were  not  true  agri- 
cultural lands.  But  Inasmuch  as  the  bill 
provjiled  that  the  forester  siiould  >!elect 
not  exceeding  l.'v.MA)  acres  of  land  classi- 
fi'd  as  agricultural  land  in  the  first  sel- 
ection, and  not  exceeding  10,0U>)  acres  of 
the  territory  yet  to  be  examined  at  that 
lime  for  llie  second  selection,  it  was  de- 
oide.i  by  tiie  department  of  the  interior 
that  we  could  not  include  more  than  15,- 
<XW  acres  in  our  first  selection  regardless 
of   faulty   classification. 

In  a  communication  of  March  21,  19<)3, 
the  folic iwing  proj>osition  was  made  to 
the  department  <>f  the  interior  by  the 
bureau  of  forestry  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
pediting and  facilitating  the  opening  of 
the  Reservation,  viz: 

That  the  lands  outside  of  a  certain 
heavy  black  line  drawn  upon  the  reser- 
vation map,  within  which  the  bureau  of 
forestry  prop*jsed  to  confine  its  selec- 
tion, should  be  opened  without  further 
delay  to  tile  sale  of  timber  and  to  home- 
stead entry  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Morris  bill:  provided,  however,  that  the 
area  inside  the  black  line  should  be 
opened  neither  to  lum»>ering  nor  settle- 
ment until  the  bureau  had  made  Its  fi- 
nal selection  therein.  The  bureau  also 
signified  Its  willingness  to  make  a  first 
selection  of  apv)roximately  I'JO.iXH)  acres 
within  the  black  line  upon  the  following 
two   conditions; 

1.  That  for  all  lands  included  In  the 
first  selection  which  should  thereafter 
be  found  to  lie  within  the  flowage  line 
being  delineated  by  the  war  department 
at  that  time,  an  eqaul  area  should  be 
allowed  to  the  reserve  In  further  selec- 
tions. 

2.  That  for  all  lands  within  the  first 
selection    then    in    process    of    allotment. 


or  which  should  therdaftar  be  alloted 
tne  Indiana  (and  which  were  Included 
the   approved    lists    already    received    by 
the  bureau  of  foresty  ffom  the  aecreteary 
of  the  interior)  an  equal  area  should  be 
allowed   to   the  reserve  in   further  selec- 

tlOUA, 

This  proposition  was  made  by  the  bu- 
reau March  31,  1903,  and  was  accepted  by 
the  secretary  of  the  interior  April  'a, 
1903.  .. 

A  first  selection  was  therefore 
made  embracing  104,469.25  acres,  of 
which  98,707.03  acres  were  classed  as 
plaa       lands,         and  14.752.2-J         acres 

Were  classed  as  agricultural,  this  consti- 
tuting the  first  selection  oS-  the  225,000 
acres  cl  land  to  be  selected  by  the  forest- 
er unJer  the  terms  of  the  Morris  bi'l, 
and  was  as  large  an  area  as  could  well 
be  included  and  keep  the  selected  terri- 
tory-in  a  compact  body,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Indian  allotments.  There  were 
also  6,399.83  acres  to  be  Included  In  the 
ten  .sections  reserved  from  sale  or  settle- 
ment. A-n~.ap  showhig  the  location  of 
these  selections  was  transmitted  to  the 
department  of  the  Interior  June  3Q,  1903, 
fir  the  approval  of  the  secretary.  This 
first  selection,  and  also  the  lands  select- 
ed to  constitute  the  ten  sections,,  received 
his   approval   June   20,   1903. 

The  work  of  making  the  first  selection 
has  been  pushed  ahead  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible, and  although  it  may  seem  that  the 
progress  has  been  slow,  there  have  been 
many  complicated  and  vexatious  points 
which  had  to  be  settled  before  any  selec- 
tion could  be  made. 

In  December,  of  1902,  the  bureau  com- 
menced a  study  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  best  methods  for  reserving  the 
5  per  cent  of  merchantable  timber  allowed 
by  the  act  for  insuring  reproduction. 
Many  sample  acres  were  measured  out 
In  different  parts  of  the  reservation  with- 
in which  it  was  at  that  time  practically 
decided  to  locate  the  reserve,  and  all 
trees  standing  thereon  were  callpered,  in- 
cluding both  mature  specimens  and  the 
younger  growth.  During  the  past  winter 
stem  analyses  were  made,  and  volume 
tables  were  prepared  for  the  purpose  ol 
uelermining.  the  actual  merchantable 
contents  of  the  pine  trees  of  certain  diam- 
eters which  were  being  cut  on  the  tern- 
tcry  where  lumbering  was  being  carried 
on  nearest  the  reservation,  and  on  wnicn 
the  timber  conformed  the  most  closely 
t'^  the  timber  which  was  to  be  cut  on  tiie 
if.servation.  The  merchantable  diameter 
limit  cf  timber  trees  was  placed  at  ten 
lnche.<«  or  the  stump,  three  feet  from  tne 
ground,  but  inasmuch  as  there  are  many 
Ir-calitles  where  there  are  no  small  trees 
to  furnish  the  5  per  cent.  It  ha.s  been 
dechled  to  u.se  the  diameter  limit  as 
a  basis  of  calculation,  and  to  give  and 
take  on  different  sections,  taking  tiin- 
ber  above  the  established  diameter  limit 
where  neces.sary  In  order  to  leave  siiffl- 
cient  .seed  tree.s  to  in.sure  reproduction, 
and  I  educing  to  the  minimum  diameter 
limit  of  ton  Inches  where  It  Is  found  that 
sufficient  young  growth  trees  will  be  left 
to  guarantee  reforestratlon.  All  trees 
*o  be  reserved  of  the  diameter  of  ten 
Indies  and  above  are  to  be  stamped  with 
the  letters  "V .  S."  near  the  roots,  and 
where  necessary  again  three  feet  from 
th->  gi-ound.  The  work  of  marking  the 
timber  has  been  In  progress  since  May  10. 
\Mi.  and  is  still  in  progress  with  a  small 
crew  of  experienced  men  in  township  144. 
range  CO.  west  of  the  Fifth  principal  meri- 
dian. A  record  showing  the  species  re- 
served, their  diameter,  and  their  location 
bv  lownshln.  range  and  section.  Is  be- 
ing kept  of  all  trees  marked  above  the 
prescribed  .limit.  The  boundary  lines 
of  the  ten  -sections  reserved  from  sale 
and  .«=elllement  are  at  present  being  sur- 
veyed and  notices  posted  every  five 
chains. 

Regarding  the  location  of  the  selection, 
there  aro  r^any  rea-'^ons  why  that  portion 
of   the   Chippewa    Indian    reservation    sit-    ous  potency 
uated  in  the  northerlv  and  westerly  part,    and    body, 
which       inclules    within    its       boundaries  | 
son-e    of    the    piincipal    lakes    and    a    long 
stretch   of   the   Mi'^sis.'sintji    river,    is   most 
desirable  .to    include    the    national    forest 
reserve.      This    fact    necessarily    had       a 
strong  bearing  on  the  selection,  since  one 
of   the   provi»ipns   of   the    bill    is    that   the 
.selection  shall  be  made  from  lands  cla.«s- 
ifled    as    pine    lands. 

It  was  undoubtedly  intended  by  the 
framers  of  the  Morris  bill  that  the  na- 
tional reserve,  when  located,  should  con- 
.sist  of  one  solid  compact  bodv  of  land, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Indian  allot- 
ments. The  act  authorizing  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  reserve  made  it  Impera- 
tive that  the  selections  should  be  made 
from  the  classified  pine  lands,  excepting 
2.1.'V><1  acres  of  land  classed  as  agricultural, 
which  were  allowed  to  be  included  for 
the  purpose  of  con.iolidating,  or  round- 
ing out.  the  territory,  so  as  to  have  the 
reserve  in  one  solid  area,  with  the  excep.- 
tioTv  of  the  Indian  allotments  before  men- 
tioned. T'nfortimately.  \\\<^  restriction 
makinjf  2.'».000  acres  the  maximum  amount 
of  apricultural  land  which  could  be  in- 
cluded for  solid! fyine  the  reserve,  made  it 
practically  impossible  to  conform  to  the 
very  apparent  desires  of  the  framers  of 
the  leeiisUition  which  made  possible  the 
establishment  of  the  reserve,  since  the 
ratio  of  land"  classed  as  agricultural  as 
compared  with  the  compact  v>iiie  lands 
was  much  greater  than  had  been  antici- 
pated. 

There  Is  less  true  aericultural  land  in 
the  territory  selected  than  in  any  other 
area  of  eqinl  size  which  could  hive  been 
selected.  A  l.-irtre  portion  of  the  l.ind^ 
classified  as  aErricultiiral  in  the  territory 
within  which  it  is  proposed  to  locate  tlic 
reserve  are  really  low.  wet  swamps  or 
rriarshe<«.  much  of  which  will  be  over- 
flowed by  the  eovernment  re=eryoiBs.  The 
•rreater  nart  of  this  so-called  aerricultural 
land  will  he  included  within  the  flowaee 
line  when  the  delineation  of  the  contour 
of  land  which  will  be  overflowed  by  the 
o-ovt^rnTiPnt  re«ervoirfi  locit>^d  on  the 
Mlssi««inT>i  river  and  Its  tributaries  Is 
cornpleted. 

It    Is    not    possible    under    the    terms   of 
the    bill    to    make    such    a    .selection    that 
the    national     forest     reserve     will     be     a 
solid    compact    bod.v.    on    account    of    the 
large  amount  of  faultily  clas.-.ified  agricul- 
tural land,  which  exceeds  by  many  thou- 
sand   acres    the    amount    allowed    by    the 
bill    to    be    included    for    the    purpose    of 
consolidating  the  reserve:  and  also  on  ac- 
count   of    the    many    thousands    of    acres 
i  of    Indian    allotments    .scattered    through- 
I  out    the    reservation,    which    must    of    ne- 
'  cesslty  be  included  within  the  boundaries 
of  anv  selection    made.

serve, and  all  matters  connected  there- 
with, should  only  be  undertaken  with  a 
Ut'rtnlte  understanding  that  a  national 
forest  reserve  is  not  established  for  the 
present  time  only,  but  Is  to  be  a  perma- 
nent   Institution;    therefore,    Its    location. 

and  all  details  connected  therewith, 
should  be  carefully  considered,  not  only 
in  their  present  a.spects.  but  also  looking 
forward  to  what  the  status  of  the  re- 
serve will  probably  be  lilty  or  one  hun- 
dred  years    hence. 

The  westerly  and  northerly  boundaries 
of  the  territory  which  has  been  selected 
are  the  outside  boundaries  of  the  Indian 
reservation,  and  they  e.st!»J>lish  clearly 
detined  boundaries  for  the  national  re- 
serve on  these  two  lines.  Thl.s  territory 
Includes  within  its  area  some  of  the 
line.^t  lake  and  river  .scenery  in  the  In- 
dian reservation,  and.  indeed,  some  of 
the  finest  In  the  Xorthw^st.  It  Is  very 
accessible.  From  various  points  wliich 
can  be  reached  by  the  railroads,  steam- 
boats and  launches  can  be  run  through 
the  various  lakes  and  rivers  in  several 
different  directions  to  the  outside  boun- 
daries of  the  reserve,  touching  them  at 
different  points. 

The  westerly  boundary  can  be  reached 
bv  steamboats  running  via  the  connect- 
ing stretches  of  the  Mississippi  river 
through  Cass  Lake,  Andrusla  and  Bij; 
Wolf  lakes,  or  from  Leech  Lake  via 
steamboat   river   and    lake. 

The  northern  boundary  can  be  reached 
bv  steamboat  via  Turtle  river  thro-agh 
Kitnnl  and  Rice  lakes.  It  is  also  possi- 
ble to  make  the  run  by 
steamboat  from  Cass  lake  down  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  into  Winnlblgoshish  lake, 
thence  via  Third  river  up  to  the  bound- 
ary of  the  reservation. 

The  location  has  within  Its  area  the 
largest  number  of  small  lakes,  streams 
and  rivers,  having  their  outlet  Into  the 
Mississippi  river  or  its  tributaries,  poss- 
ible to  Include  In  an  equal  area  In  any 
portion  of  the  Indian  re.«iervation.  and 
there  are  a  great  many  Interesting  and 
beautiful  trips  that  can  be  made  with 
steam  launches  or  canoes  by  tourists 
and  pleasure  seekers  In  this  location, 
which  will  be  wholly  Inside  the  limits  of 
the   national   forest   reserve.

The  unusually  favorable  facilities  for 
rapid  travel  by  steamboat  and  railroad 
and  the  consequent  possibility  of  great 
assistance  In  patrolling  and  protecting  it 
from  violation  of  the  laws  or  rules  pre- 
scribed for  its  management,  and  while 
there  will  always  be  the  danger  of  for- 
est fires  being  started  from  T>assing 
trains,  still  there  must  also  be  taken  Into 
consideration  the  advantages  to  be  de- 
rived from  quick  mail  and  train  service. 
There  is  no  rose  without  Its   thorns. 

All  the  Islands  in  Cass  and  Leech  lakes 
were,  by  the  terms  of  the  Morris  bill,  re- 
served from  sale  or  .settlement.  It  Is 
said  that  it  was  the  beauty  of  one  of  the 
Islands  In  Cass  lake  which  first  arou.s^ed 
the  feeling  that  this  beautiful  territory 
should  be  preserved  from  sharing  a  fate 
sirailar  to  that  of  many  other  of  nature's 
beautiful  soeclmens  of  wild  and  virgin 
forest  scenery.  Believing  that  the  spirit 
of  the  bill  and  the  best  Interests  of  the 
people  would  be  be.st  served  by  protect- 
ing the  shores  of  this  beautiful  lake  from 
being  utterly  destroyed,  from  a  scenic 
point  of  view.  It  was  considered  a<lvi.^- 
able  to  locate  the  ten  sections  reserved 
from  sale  or  settlement  by  the  terms  of 
the  Morris  bill.  In  such  a  manner  that 
they  would  preserve  the  timbered  shore 
lines  of  Cass  lake  in  their  native  state, 
with  the  exception  of  those  portions 
which  had  previously  been  allotted  to 
the  Indians. 

Should  the  officials  in  charge  of  the 
Indians'  interests  take  the  position  that 
the  timber  now  standing  on  the  Indian 
allotments  on  the  shores  of  the  different 
lakes,  should.  If  sold,  be  removed  only 
under  wise  re.strictions,  and  allow  no 
timber  to  be  cut  below  a  rea.sonable 
limit.  It  would  be  possible,  in  many 
cases,  to  reser\-e  a  sufficient  number  of 
Pine  trees  tround  thes  liores  of  the  dlf-

In  comparing  this  Jopation  of  the  re- 
serve with  others  whfh;  might  have  been 
made,  it  should  be'  iv>ted  that  by  includ- 
ing territory  only  a  little  farther  ndrlh 
and  east  a  selectloif  would  necessarily 
have  taken  in  some  c  f  the  headwaters  of 
the  Rainy  river,  whir  h  flows  north  into 
Hudson  bay.  It  will  be  plainly  seen  that 
It  Is  more  desirable  i.o  so  locate  the  na- 
tional reserve  that  it  will  protect  as  much 
as  possible  the  headwaters  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  rather  than  the  head- 
waters of  the  stream"  which  flows  into  a 
foreign  country. 

When  all  the  dif ff  rent  advantages  of 
this  location  have  I  -len  fairly  and  Im- 
partlallv  considered  by  those  who  have  at 
heart  the  interests  c  f  the  national  gov- 
ernment, of  the  people  of  the  state  of 
Minnesota,  and  of  forestry,  they  will,  1 
believe,  be  satisfied  •Nviih  the  reserve  as 
located.  It  Is  not  m  be  expected  that 
this  location  will  satisfy  all.  No  reserve 
was  ever  located  thi  t  did  satisfy  every- 
one. The  selection  of  this  particular 
territory  has  only  b-en  made  after  a 
careful  consideration  of  all  the  territory 
available  under  the  {lovisions  of  the  act 
creating  this  reserve,  and  with  no  desire 
to  serve  any  other  !)urpose  than  to  so 
locate  the  reserve  tlat  even  If  some  of 
the  people  who  are  >ersonally  interested 
in  its  location  shouM  be  dissatisfied  at 
the  present  time,  .son  e  time  In  the  future 
the  wisdom  of  the  .selection  may  be  real- 
ized and  acknowledped  by  those  who 
have  a  keen  regard  for  the  public  wel- 
fare.

Much  has  been  said  and  written  about 
tne  damage  caused  throughout  the  coun- 
try by  the  ravages  of  the  lumberman, 
but  it  is  not  so  much  the  work  of  the 
lumberman  as  the  destructive  forest 
fires  that  usually  follow  lumbering  oper- 
ations, which  have  so  devastated  some 
portions  of  the  beautiful  state  of  Minne- 
sota, as  well  as  many  other  common- 
wealths throughout  the  United  States. 
And  Willie  on  this  subject,  I  wish  to  say 
that  although  the  percentage  of  mer- 
chantaable  timber  which  was  allowed  by 
the  act  to  be  reserved  for  the  reforestra- 
tlon of  the  Minnesota  national  forest  re- 
serve is  small,  still  there  Is  no  question 
but  that  It  will  bring  about  the  desired 
result  in  time  if  the  forest  fires  can  only 
be  kept  out.  The  forest  fires  are  the 
dangerous  factors  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
this  as  in  all  other  private  or  national 
,  reserves,  and  1  consider  it  the  duty  of 
1  everv  friend  of  forestry  or  lover  of  the 
i  forests  to  call  the  especial  attention  of 
I  the  legislators  of  their  respective  states 
1  to  that  danger,  and  use  their  influence 
to  have  rigid  laws  enacted  and  regula- 
tions provided,  and  to  have  sufficient 
number  of  forest  patrols  appointed  to 
enforce  the  observance  of  such  laws  and 
regulations,  for  tlie  purpo.se  of  prevent- 
ing the  starting  of  forest  fires,  which  is 
the  only  sure  way  of  fighting  them. 

An  interesting  discussion  began  im- 
mediately following  the  paper  read  by 
Mr.  Bruce,  and  was  the  only  part  the 
ladies  took  in  the  public  meeting.  Mrs. 
Brainhall,  of  St.  Paul;  Professor  Maria 
Sanford.  of  the  university,  and  others 
spoke  eulogistically  of  the  reserve,  and 
of  the  part  women  played  in  its  being 
secured.  T.  B.  Walker,  ot  Minneapolis; 
Gen.  C.  C.  Andrews,  of  St.  Paul,  and 
liev.  J.  T.  Brabner  Smith  took  part  in 
the  discussion,  the  latter  asking  the 
ladies  if  they  would  make  plain  the 
relative  advantages  to  the  business 
men  of  Cass  Lake  of  the  land  being  set 
aside  as  a  forest  reserve,  or  for  agri- 
culture. Rev.  Smith  said  that  most  of 
the  business  men  entered  Cass  Lake 
with  the  hope  of  the  land  being  settled 
upon  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
were  somewhat  disappointed  to  find 
that  so  much  as  225,000  acres  or  more 
was  to  be  reserved  for  beauty  and  re- 
forestratlon. The  ladies  and  Gen.  An- 
drews replied  that  they  had  asked  for 
that  portion  of  land  to  be  set  aside  for 
forestry  or  park  purposes  before  the 
business  men  had  entered  the  town, 
and  that  the  forest  reserve  would  be  of 
more  permanent  value  to  Cass  Lake 
than  that  of  agriculture. 
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A  Monster  Locomotive. 

The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  has 
placed  an  order  with  the  American  Lo- 
comotive company  for  a  tandem  com- 
pound locomotive  that  will  be,  when 
completed,  the  heaviest  ever  built  in 
this  country.  It  is  known  as  the  Mallet 
Articulated  type,  and  modified  exam- 
ples are  being  used  abroad  to  some  ex- 
tent, none,  ho^wever.  being  of  the  tre- 
mendous size  of  the  B.  &  O.  engine. 

There  is  a  peculiar  arrangement  of 
the  drivers  and  cylinders.  The  forward 
cylinder  is  the  high  pressure,  while  the 
rear  one  is  the  low  pressure,  and  the 
great  jjower  of  the  engine  is  apparent 
when  it  is  noticed  that  the  entire 
weight  of  the  locomotive,  285,000  pounds, 
is  on  the  drivers. 

This  locomotive  is  being  built  as  an 
experiment,  and  will  be  used  as  a  help- 
ing engine  on  some  one  of  the  heavy 
niouniain  grades  to  demonstrate  its 
usefulness. in  this  class  of  service.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  ir  time 
to  give  it  a  thorough  road  test  before 
sending  it  to  the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair.

Houghton,  Mich.,  Aug.  27.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Work  on  the  site  of  the 
new  smelter  for  the  copper  range  and 
Stanton  properties,  at  the  mouth  of 
Cole's  Creek,  West  Houghton,  is  piog- 
ressing  satisfactorily,  and  actual  con- 
struction will  soon  begin.  The  smelter 
is  to  be  large  and  modern  in  every  re- 
spect, and  will  handle  a  large  tonnage 
from  the  start.  It  is  rumored  that  an 
electrolytic  plant  is  to  be  added,  but 
this  alleged  fact  lacks  verification.  By 
electrolytic  refining  the  copper  from 
the  South  Range  mines  would  be  freed 
from  arsenic  in  any  but  minute  quan- 
tities, and  there  would  also  be  some 
saving  in  silver,  but  the  product  would 
sell,  as  electrolytic,  and  not  as  lake 
copper.  The  difference  between  the.se 
brands  is  growing  less,  and  for  many 
purposes  electrolytic  is  superior,  as  it 
usually  possesses  higher  conductivity, 
though  not  quite  so  tough.  For  cart- 
ridge cases,  metal  buttons  and  similar 
uses,  the  best  brands  of  lake  copper  re- 
main unapproachable. 

The  matter  of  arsenic  in  the  copper  of 
the  South  Range  mines  has  received 
more  or  less  attention  in  the  press.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  there  are  at  least 
traces  of  arsenic  in  practically  all  re- 
fined copper.  In  the  case  of  the  Baltic. 
Trimountain  and  Champion  mines  the 
amount  of  arsenic  contained  in  the  re- 
fined product  is  larger  than  is  usually  | 
the  case  in  this  district,  but  not  suffi- 
ciently large  to  seriously  affect  the 
value  of  the  metal.  Under  1  per  cent, 
arsenic  in  refined  copper  does  not  seem 
to  affect  ductility,  but  does  slightly  di- 
minish electrical  conductivity.  For 
many  uses  the  presence  of  less  than  1 
per  cent  arsenic  has  no  deliterious  effect 
whatever.  It  seems  to  be  a  fact  that  as 
the  lake  mines  grow  deeper  the  copper 
is  not  quite  so  pure  as  nearer  surface, 
but  the  percentage  of  impurities  turned 
out  in  the  refined  copper  is  so  small  a 
fraction  of  1  per  cent,  in  most  cases, 
that  for  all  commercial  uses  the  metal 
may  be  considered  as  practically  pure. 
The  Baltic  mineral  also  contains  more 
sulphur  than  is  common  with  lake 
mines,  but  this  is  pretty  thoroughly 
eliminated  during  the  process  of  smelt- 
ing. 

Superintendent  Case  of  the  Dollar 
Bay  and  Hancock  smelters  will  build 
still  larger  furnaces  at  the  first-named 
plant.  The  use  of  mechanical  appli- 
ances as  an  aid  in  the  laborious  proces- 
ses of  dipping  and  casting  is  now  gen- 
eral in  the  smelters  of  the  district,  and 
in  addition  to  materially  reducing  labor 
costs,  has  also  made  the  work  much 
easier  for  the  men  employed. 

The  surplus  of  labor  that  was  threat- 
ened in  the  copper  district  a  few- 
months  ago  is  no  longer  a  factor  in  the 
local  situation,  and  ablebodled  miners, 
mechanics  or  day  laborers  have  no 
trouble  in  getting  jobs. 

The  statement  is  frequently  seen  in 
print  that  the  Tamarack  Junior  mine, 
of  the  Osceola  Consolidated,  would  be 
highly  valuable  to  the  Calumet  and 
Hecla  in  developing  a  strip  of  land  be- 
tween the  Tamarack  and  Tamarack 
Junior  properties  that  is  owned  by  the 
Calumet  and  Hecla.  Such  was  the  ca*; 
a  year  ago.  but  is  no  longer  so,  as  the 
Calumet  and  Hecla  people  are  develop- 
ing the  tract  in  question  by  a  blind 
shaft,  consequently  would  have  no  uses 
for  the  .shafts  of  the  Tamarack  Junior. 
Operations  at  the  last-named  property 
are  confined  to  the  sinking  of  a  winze 
from  the  twelfth  level,  which  will  soon 
reach  the  boundary  line  at  a  depth  of 
between  400  Snd  500  feet  below  the 
twelfth  le\-pl,  which  Is  3360  feet  below 

The  rebtiilding  of  the  stamp  mills  of 


the  Calumet  and  Hecla  will  require 
three  or  four  years,  as  there  are  two 
old  mills,  with  twenty-two  stamps  each, 
and  these  are  being  rebuilt  in  sections. 
Steel  is  replacing  wood,  and  modern 
machinerv  will  be  installed  throughout. 
There  have  been  rumors  current  every 
two  or  three  months  for  the  past  three 
years  that  the  Centennial  was  about  to 
start  production.  The  Centennial  owns 
one  of  the  best  unimproved  millsites  in 
the  lake  district,  opposite  the  mills  of 
the  Calumet  and  Hecla.  on  Torch  lake. 
It  should  be  an  easy  matter,  however, 
to  secure  the  use  of  the  Arcadian  mill, 
which  Is  now  idle,  and  operations  could 
be  conducted  economically  at  that 
point.  The  mill  is  now  idle,  the  last 
stamp,  foimerly  in  use  by  the  Tri- 
mountain, having  been  stopped  two 
weeks  ago,  when  the  fourth  head  went 
Into  commission  in  the  new  Trimoun- 
tain mill  at  Beacon  Hill,  on  Lake  Su- 
perior. No  mining  is  being  done  at  the 
Arcadian,  but  diamond  drilling  is  still 
in  progress.  The  Arcadian  had  a  fioat- 
ing  debt  of  about  $900,000  two  years  a^o, 
but  this  must  have  been  materially  re- 
duced by  the  .sale  of  shaft  houses  and 
machinery  to  the  Trimountain.  The 
Arcadian  will  long  remain  one  of  the 
principal  monuments  of  .misguided 
judgment  In  the  lake  district.  There  is 
no  question  that  the  promoters  of  the 
property  were  sincere  in  their  belief  In 
the  value  of  the  mine,  but  they  wer« 
unwise  in  expending  millions  on  surface 
improvements  before  they  had  demon- 
strated whether  or  not  there  was  a 
mine  underground. 

The  Victoria  will  have  about  5000 
horse  power  from  its  falls,  which  are 
now  harnessed.  This  will  leave  a  con- 
siderable surplus  for  sale,  and  it  would 
be  a  comparatively  simple  matter  to 
bring  power  here  from  the  Ontonagon 
river,  as  the  distance  is  a  scant  fifty 
miles.  Frequently  it  is  expected  that 
the  Victoria  mine  and  mill  will  require 
all  of  the  power  generated  by  Glenn 
Falls, 

The  time  of  .starting  the  Phoenix  mill 
has  not  been  set,  but  the  single  stamp 
will  begin  dropping  within  one  t<}  three 
weeks.  The  stock-piles  of  rock  ac- 
cumulated for  the  mill  are  undeniably 
rich,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  result 
will  be  as  pleasing  as  the  appearance 
of  the  stamp-rock  indicates. 

No  3  shaft  of  the  Wiona  is  making 
satisfactory  progress  since  the  ledge 
was  reached  after  penetrating  sixty 
feet  of  treacherous  sand  overburden. 
Appearances  at  the  Winona  remain 
satisfactorily  and  if  the  new  openings 
cotinue  up  to  the  average  of  those 
now  worked,  the  Winona  will  make  a 
mine.  > 

The  policy  of  retrenchment  and  econ- 
omy recently  istituted  at  the  Adven- 
ture should  enable  that  property  to 
show  a  better  balance  sheet  at  the  end 
of  the  year  than  has  yet  been  secured. 

The  burning  of  "A"  shafthouse  of  the 
Atlantic  is  an  awkward  th'ng  for  the 
mine,  as  it  will  necessitate  long  trams 
until  the  shafthouse  Is  rebuilt,  but  the 
fire  will  not  cause  such  a  reduction 
in  output  as  has  been  inferred  in  the 
East.  It  merely  means  a  great  deal  of 
inconvenience  and  a  small  financial 
loss  until  the  shafthouse  is  replaced. 
Work  on  section  16  has  been  stopped 
by  the  Atlantic,  after  nearly  six  years 
efforts  to  find  the  northern  continu- 
ation of  the  Baltic  lode.  Eventually 
the  progrress  on  the  north  drifts  from 
No.  5  shaft  of  the  Baltic  should  solve 
this  long-standing  mystery  of  wha,t 
becomes  of  the.  northern  extension  of 
the  Baltic  amygdaloid. 

Rock  productions  and  mineral  output 
of  the  Osceola  are  steady  advano- 
ing  from  month  to  month.  It  does  not 
seem,  however,  that  the  percei^tago 
of  refined  copper  secured  fs  quite 
as  large  as  had  been  expected.  The 
Wolverine  still  remains  the  bright  star 
among  all  the  mines  that  are  operat- 
ing upon  the  Kearsage  amygdaloid. 

Latest  reports  from  Bisbee,  Arizona, 
where  lake  investors  have  some  mill- 
ions of  money  tied  up  in  sundry  mines 
and  prospects,  are  of  quite  an  encourag- 
ing nature.  The  Calumet  &  Pittsburg 
unquestionably  has  a  mine,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  present  development 
con'pany  will  be  turned  Into  a  full- 
fledged  mining  oompany  before  the 
close  of  the  year.  The  Higgins  shaft 
is  now  more  than  two  hundred  feet 
deep,  and  at  the  depth  of  three  -hun- 
dred it  is  probable  that  crosscuts  will 
be  sent  into  the  hill,  with  a  view  to 
locating  some  of  the  big  ore  bodies 
found  on  the  Copper  Queen  property 
near  the  boundary  line.  Tl<e  rtther 
lake  Superior-Arizona  developtr(ent 
companies  are  pegging  away  indus- 
triously, gaining  depth  with  eve^ry  day, 
and  nearing  their  fate,  whether  that 
be  good  or  bad.

Sample  tests  have  just  been  made  from 
the  coie  of  the  large  vein  disclosed  In 
the  property,  and  the  rock  gave  re~ 
turns  of  from  $728  to  $1740  per  ton  in 
gold. 

The  lessees  on  a  portion  of  the  Doc- 
tor-Jack Pot  property  on  Haven  hill 
last  week  marketed  a  car  of  ore  which 
returned  them  $2300.

No  Indication  of  Predicted 

Depression  In 

Trade. 

New  York,  Aug.  29.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Go's  ■V\'eekly  Review  of  Trade  says: 
There  is  still  no  indication  of  the  re- 
pression in  trade  and  industry  that 
pessimists  predicted  would  follow  the 
decline  in  securities. 

Conservatism  was  developed  by  the 
uncertainty  regarding  the  effect  upon 
financial  conditions,  but  legitimate 
business  is  liable  to  receive  funds  as 
they  are  required  and  the  progress  of 
building  gives  promise  of  great  per- 
manent gains.  W^eak  spots  have  been 
disclosed  and  the  technical  position 
strengthened,  just  as  occurred  in  the 
stock  .  market.  Readjustment  after  a 
period  of  inflation  must  necessarily 
bring  some  losses,  yet  the  outlook  is 
brightened  by  the  scattering  of  indus- 
trial clouds. 

Dispatches  from  all  sections  testify 
us  to  the  liberal  distribution  of  mer- 
chandise and  the  disposition  to  pre- 
pare for  greater  consumption  of  all  the  \ 
necessaries  of  life,  while  the  crops  are 
making  good  progress  aside  from  some 
of  the  cotton  district  in  Texas. 

The  number  of  buyers  in  New  York 
is  increasing  and  a  heavy  fall  trade  is 
anticipated.  It  is  gratifying  to  find 
that  consumers  of  pig  iron  have  at  last 
decided  to  place  contracts  without 
waiting  for  further  concessions.  The 
decline  has  now  reached  its  limit  judg- 
ing from  the  larger  number  of  con- 
tracts and  this  is  the  most  important 
indication  of  a  more  prosperous  condi- 
tion in  the  steel  industry.  It  is  re- 
ported that  a  larger  amount  than  ever 
of  steel  rails  will  be  ordered  for  deliv- 
ery in  1904,  but  this  is  in  a  measure 
dependent  upon  labor  controversies. 
Railways  are  liberal  purchasers  of  steel 
especially  of  rails. 

There  is  .a  fair  business  in  plates, 
sheets  and  bars,  but  an  effort  to  sell 
an  oversupply  of  billets  as  produced 
temporary  weakness  in  that  division. 
There  is  sufficient  business  on  the 
books  of  the  New  England  shoe  man- 
ufacturers to  assure  full  operation  of 
machinery  for  several  months.  While 
large  sale  of  upper  leather  is  reported 
there  is  little  demand  for  sole.  Domes- 
tic hides  again  average  slightly  lower 
but  small  offerings  maintain  imported 
hides.  Thus  far  the  liberal  Jobbing 
trade  in  dry  goods  has  not  affected  the 
situation  at  the  cotton  mills,  where  the 
percentage  of  idle  machinery  has  in- 
creased. Woolens  are  quiet  and  the 
only  event  of  importance  in  silks  was 
special  sale  at  low  prices.

Consequently  he  selected  a  pile 
the  wood  of  which  was  apparently  as  sound 
as  on  the  day  when  It  w«s  first  driven  Into 
the  river,  and  In  due  tlm«  the  mallet,  a  pic- 
ture of  which  accompanies  this  story,  was 
fashioned.

Shamrock  Hopelessly  In

"Washington,  Aug.  31.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Commissioner  of  the  Land 
Office  Richards  this  morning  heard 
those  who  desire  the  removal  of  the 
land  office  from  Cass  Lake  to  Bemidjl. 
Representative  Steenerson  of  the  Ninth 
district  made  the  opening  argument  on 
the  question  between  the  two  cities  as 
to  which  shall  be  considered  the  more 
central  and  most  accessfble  to  the  ma- 
jority of  entrymen.  E.  E.  Crawford  and 
L.  H.  Bailey  are  present  to  represent 
the  claims  of  Bemidji,  and  Cass  Lake 
is  represented  by  Congressman  Buck- 
man  and  A.  G.  Bernard,  of  Cass  Lake. 

The  various  classes  of  lands  were 
shown.  Mr.  Steenerson  said  there  were 
600,000  acres  to  be  disposed  of,  and  ap- 
proximately 160,0000  of  this  would  go  to 
Indians  on  allotments.  Something  like 
230.000  acres  of  the  pine  land  is  lo  be 
absolutely  sot  aside  as  a  permanent  re- 
serve, and  other  large  areas  are  to  be 
utilized  for  reforestration.  Mr.  Steener- 
son then  raised  the  same  point  that  was 
made  last  week  at  the  forestry  conven- 
tion in  Minneapolis,  namely,  that  cut- 
over  pine  lands  would  never  be  entered 
for  homestead  or  agi-lcultural  purposes. 
Mr.  Steener.son  contended  that  there 
were  no  good  roads  at  or  near  Cass 
Lake,  and  presented  an  affidavit  to  that 
effect,  and  there  was  no  money  had 
been  ever  appropriated  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

Mr.  Steenerson  talked  some  forty- 
five  minutes  and  was  eventually  called 
down  by  Commissioner  Richards,  who 
pointedly  indicated  that  he  would  lik-e 
to  hear  from  the  other  side,  and  Repre- 
sentative Buckman  rose  to  defend  the 
Cass  Lake  selection,  and  pinned  upon 
the  wall  a  map  showing  the  congres- 
sional subdivisions,  and  explained  at 
some  length  the  geography  of  the  terri- 
tory. Mr.  Buckman  said  that  not  a 
mile  of  road,  or  a  single  acre  of  land  of 
the  great  reservation  is  nearer  Bemidji 
than  it  is  to  Cass  Lake.  Mr.  Buckman 
showed  that  Turtle  river  Is  navigable, 
and  settlers  can  reach  Cass  Lake  by  it. 
Mr.  Buckman  contended  that  Mr. 
Steenerson  was  in  error  in  claiming 
settlers  \^ould  have  to  be  put  to  addi- 
tional expense  by  having  to  pass 
through  Bemidji  in  order  to  enter  to 
reach  Cass  Lake. 

Mr.  Buckman  read  letters  from  the 
mayor  of  Walker  and  state  senator 
from  the  Cass  district  and  also  filed 
numerous  other  letters  and  mentioned, 
among  other  matters,  that  his  col- 
league, J.  Adam  Bede,  was  an  endorser 
of  the  fact  thJit  the  commissioner  of 
the  land  office  made  no  mistake  in  lo- 
cating the  land  office  at  Cass  Lake.  He 
also  said  a  majority  of  the  state  legis- 
lators are  on  record  in  favor  of  Cass 
Jyakc.

the  breeze  again  reached  the  south. 
Only  once  in  its  history  has  Reliance 
faced  anything  that  compared  with  the  ; 
heavy  seas  that  have  prevailed  off  of 
Sandy  Hook  since  Friday  morning.  In 
July  last  the  Herresho'''''  yacht  had  a 
race  off  Newport  In  half  a  gale  and  a 
tumbling  sea,  with  the  result  th^Tt  al- 
though she  broke  the  record  for  thirty 
miles  over  a  triangular  course,  she  , 
came  out  of  the  encounter  with  a  : 
six-foot  dent  six  Inches  deep  In  her  port 
bow.  With  a  broken  tumble  of  sea 
outside  the  Hook  and  a  fresh  breeze. 
Shamrock  had  every  promise  of  jusl 
the  weaiher  in  which  those  in  charge 
expect  her  to  do  her  best.  When  prep- 
arations for  racing  were  started  short- 
ly before  9  o'clock,  the  wind  had  fallen 
under  what  Capt.  Wringe  would  have 
chosen  had  the  selection  been  left  to 
him,  but  there  was  still  the  promise  of 
a  fine  fresh  weather  trial  with  sea 
eonugh  to  test  any  weakness  that  may 
exist  in  the  hull  of  either  boat. 

As   the  yachts   rounded   out   Into   the 
open    sea.    both    butted    into    the    short  : 
swells    with    terrific    force,       smashing  I 
their  heads  into  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  ; 
dash  masses   of  water  and   foam   over  j 
them  .  ■  Reliance  pounded  much  harder  | 
than  did  the  Shamrock  and  made  diffi- 
cult work  of  it.      The  committee  boat, 
Uniqu^.  followed  both  yachts  so  as  to 
assist  In  case  of  accident. 

As  they  got  further  out  decks  were 
continually  covered  with  the  wash 
from  the  head  seas  and  in  front  of 
their  bows  was  a  continuous  "bone"  of 
white   foam. 

The  Navigator  reached  the  Hook  at 
9:40,  but  finding  the  yachts  gone  or- 
dered the  stake  boat,  the  John  Scully, 
to  her  position  and  started  for  the 
lightship  herself,  making  it  evident 
that  there  will  be  a  race  unless  the 
sea  is  too  rough.  The  wind  at  9:45  was 
blowing  about  eleven  miles  fresh  from 
the  northeast.  As  she  went  out  past 
Sandy  Hook  the  Navigator  signalled  to 
Sir  Thomas  that  conditions  favored  a 
start  of  the  race  and  that  the  commit- 
tee would  see  him  at  the  start.  The 
Erin  had  no  special  guests  from  New 
York  this  morning.  Sir  Thomas  having 
notified  them  that  there  would  prob- 
ably be  no  race.  .     ■,  .v. 

When  the  committee  boat  reached  the 
lightship  it  was  found  that  to  start  a 
race  from  that  point  fifteen  miles  to 
leeward  or  windward  would  be  impos- 
sible, and  a  signal  was  hoisted  post- 
poning the  start  until  a  line  could  be 
established  sufficiently  south  of  the 
lightship  to  send  the  yachts  off  to 
windward.  The  course  was  signaled 
as  east-northeast,  which  would  bring 
the  turn  southeast  of  Long  Beach  about 
six  miles  off  shore. 

The  wind  had  dropped  to  about  seven 


fired    each   captain    making  a   desper- 
ate effort  to  get  the  better  place. 

Today  Shamrock  seemed  to  have  a- 
little  more  life,  and  Capt.  Wringe  was 
able  to  get  her  out  from  beneath  the 
great  blanketing  sails  of  Reliance,  ^..t 
11:44,  one  minute  before  the  starting 
gun  was  fired,  both  boats  were  holding 
along  the  starboard  tack,  with  Reliance 
a  trifle  in  the  lead.  Half  a  minute  be- 
fore the  startipg  gun  was  fired  jib  top- 
sails were  broken  out  on  both  boata. 
The  starting  grun  was  fired  at  11:4S, 
with  boats  to  the  leeward  of  the  line. 
They  Immediately  trimmed  their  sheets 
find  went  across  the  line  on  the  star- 
board tack.  Reliance  a  little  to  the 
windward.  The  wind  at  the  start  wan 
blowing  about  seven  knots  and  both 
boats  at  once  headed  toward  the  Long 
Island  shore.  Each  carried  the  same 
sails,  with  large  club  topsails  and  Inter- 
mediate baby  jib  topsails. 

Immediately  after  crossing  the  line 
the  Shamrock  went  to  port,  Rellano^ 
following  her  example  thirty  .seconds 
later.  F'or  five  minutes  they  sailed  on 
th.;  port  tack.  The  Reliance  was  point- 
ing magnificently  to  windward,  but 
smashing  the  seas  badly.  Shamrock, 
apparently,  was  unable  to  hold  so  high 
a  wind,  but  she  sailed  in  rather  more 
water  and  there  was  therefore  little 
change  in  positions  when  they  threw 
hack  again  to  starboard.  Reliance  being 
first  to  break  tack  and  Shamrock  fol- 
lowing promptly.  During  the  first  half 
hour  after  the  start,  the  boats  made 
three  tacks,  but  the  wind  becoming 
light  at  12:15  they  had  scarcely  covered 
iiiore  than  two  miles  of  the  course.  Re- 
liance, as  usual,  seemed  to  gain  stead- 
ily and  at  12:20  was,  apparently,  lead- 
ing by  an  eighth  or  a  quarter  of  a 
ui'le. 

Shamrock  in  all  the  tacks  that  were 
niad<?  ur  lo  this  point,  was  the  first  to 
make  the  move.  Reliance  fol- 
lowing usually  inside  of  a  minute.  The 
wind  seemed  to  have  little  life  and  at 
at  12:20  was  blowing  not  more  than 
five  or  six  knots.  As  the  yachts  beat 
slowly  to  windward,  the  heavy  ground 
swell  lifted  the  bows  of  the  racers  so 
that  their  fins  could  be  seen.  The 
waves  seemed  to  suit  the  Shamrock 
better  and  she  made  easier  work  of 
the  long  swell  though  Reliance  was 
pointing  higher.  The  yachts  were 
making  slow  time  of  it  and  were  being 
greatly  retarded  by  the  flood  tide.  At 
1  o'clock  hope  that  the  yachts  would 
finish  within  the  time  limit  began  to 
disappear. 

Soon  after  1  o'clock  Reliance  went  on 
the  starboard  tack  but  Wringe  declined 
to  follow  this  lead,  and  two  minutes  lat- 
er Reliance  went  back  on  the  port  tack. 
The  vachts  were  still  crawling  along 
thoug"h  Reliance  was  slowly  beating  out 
to  windward.  Siiamrock,  however,  was 
footing  equally  fast.  Reliance  again 
went  on  tlie  starboard  tack  and  at  1:60 
the  boats  were  both  heading  in  shore. 
Reliance's  position  to  windward  having 
been  considerably  increased  by  the 
change  in  direction  of  the  wind.  Waen 
both  boats  straightened  out  for  the 
board  toward  Long  Beach  it  was  easy  to 
see  what  a  great  advance  Reliance  had 
established  because  of  her  better  abil- 
ity to  go  to  windward. 

Soon  after  turning  the  mark  Reliance 
set  her  spinnaker,  but  with  the  unsteady 
wind  did  not  carry  it  long,  and  It  was 
taken  in  after  eight  minutes  sailing. 

Again,  as  en  Thursday  last,  the  con- 
test was  Reliance  against  time.  At  3:30, 
with  only  an  hour  and  three  quarters  of 
sailing  time.  Reliance  had  about  eleven 
miles  to  go  and  the  chances  of  the  wind 
did  not  look  at  all  favorable.  Wringe 
aL«o  found  his  spinnaker  was  not  of  ser- 
vice and  followed  Barr's  lead  and  took  it 
in.  He  th^n  set  his  ballooner,  and  at 
3:35  both  boats  were  reaching  foi  home, 
but  so  slowly  that  it  was  only  occasionally 
that  there  was  headway  enough  to  knock 
the  top  of  the  ground  swell  into  white 
water.

THE  DETAILED  STORY. 

New  York.  Aug.  31.— An  autumnal 
storm  which  h  ;d  kept  Reliance  and 
Shamrock  for  forty-seven  hours  with- 


Capt.  Barr  of  the  Reliance  and  Capt. 
Wiinge  of  the  Shamrock  HI  evidently 
believed  the  j-ace  would  be  sailed,  for 
the  crews  of  both  boats  put  up  their 
jibs  and  stay;-ails  stop.s  and  began  ac- 
tive preparations  to  go  out.  Sir 
Thomas,  on  the  Erin,  smiled  as  he  said: 
"We'll,  I  guer^s  we're  all  pretty  bad 
judges  of  the  weather  here.  It  look:-; 
mofe  like  a  calm  than  a  breeze  and 
heavy  sea." 

Capt.  Barr  said  that  there  would  be 
one  objection  to  the  day  If  the  breeze 
continued  to  fall,  and  that  would  be 
the  choppy  sea,  which  would  retard  the 
bc¥its  and  prevent  their  doing  the 
course  inside  the  time  limit. 

The  rain  of  the  early  morning  had 
cleared  at  8:15,  and  alon:;  the  horizon 
line  was  a  streak  of  light  that  gave  the 
impression  that  there  would  be  plenty 
of  bright,  sunshiny  weather  before  the 
noon  hour  arrived.  The  wind  was  ten 
miles  at  .S:30,  and  both  of  the  racer:^ 
were  ready  to  be  towed  out  as  soon  as 
the  committee  signal  was  observed. 
Sharp-eyed  men  with  glasses  kept 
watch  of  the  narrows  for  the  appear- 
ance of  the  committee  T)oat,  but  at  8:S0 
it  had  not  come  in  sight.  During  the 
earlv  morning  hours  the  sea  grew  c.ilm- 
er.

The  stoi'm  which  set  in  a  few  hour^^ 
after  Thursday's  i.icj  had  Vieen  called  ] 
olf  for  lack  of  wind,  had  blown  itself 
out,  but  still  a  number  of  weather 
shari)S  piointed  out  that  the  wind  get- 
ting more  to  the  northward,  had  gone 
around  the  wrong  way  and  that  thciv 
would  be  no  unpleasant  weather  until 
the  breeze  again  rer.ched  the  soiuh. 
Only  once  in  its  history  has  Reliance 
faced  anything  that  compared  with  the 
heavy  seas  that  have  prevailed  off  of 
Sandy  Hook  since  Friday  morning.

With  a  broken  lurnljle  of  sea 
i  outsicie  the  Hook  and  a  fresh  breeze,

Sherman  was 
gr'^atly  incensed  over  >^  dismissal  and 
threatened  that  he  would  kill  Gilbert, 
but  no  attention  was  paid  to  his

Later  in  the  morning  he  went  to  a 
hardware  store  and  purchased  a  3--cali- 
ber  revolver,  having  previously  cashed 
a  check  and  secured  the  money  due  him 
OK  his  wages. 

Y'oung  Sherman  then  went  to  a  meat 
inaikFt  about  a  block  from  the  bote  , 
where  he  found  (Jilbert  at  the  desk 
figuring  over  the  hotel's  meat  account 
\s:th  one  of  the  proprietors.  Sherman 
advanced  and.  without  warning  to  his 
victim,  drew  his  revolver  and  nrea 
three  shots  at  Gilbert,  the  first  striking 
him  in  the  back  of  the  head  and  the 
second  in  the  left  shoulder.  The  third 
shot  did  not  tind  its  Tuman  mark.  The 
wound  in  the  head  alone  was  of  a 
fatal  nature  and  Gilber\.  died  shoitlj

Sherman  was  immediately  placed  un- 
der arrest.  He  is  said  to  take  his  ar- 
lest  very  coollv,  remarking  that  he  set 
out  to  kill  Gilbert  and  he  did  just  what 
he  intended  to  do.

Washington,  Aug.  31.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  selection  of  William  H. 
Taft,  first  civil  governor  of  the  Philip- 
pine  islands,   to    be  secretary   of   war, 
vice  Elihu  Root,  resigned,  i;5  construed 
by  politicians  to  be  one  of  the  best  ex- 
amples of  practical  politics  that  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  has  shown  since  he  as- 
sumed the  affairs  of  government.  There 
is  no  denying  the   fact  that  the  anti- 
Roosevelt   party— and   there   is   such  a 
party — liad  under  serious  ccaisideration 
Governor  Taffs  name  as  a  competitor 
against  President  Roosevelt  in  the  con- 
vention of  lau4.     Judge  Taf:  was  not  a 
party  to  this  revolt,  and  to  friends  he 
ScUd  that  the  movement  was  without  his 
knowledge  or  his  sane  lion.    Mr.  Roose- 
velt saw  the  growing  power  of  the  first 
civil    governor    of   the  ^Philippines;    he 
saw  liim  greatly  respected  by  the  peo- 
ple and   looked  upon  jfe  a   Leander  by 
the  expansionists.    President  Roosevelt, 
[appreciating  these  conj^iiiois  and   rec- 
ognizing that  Governor^  Taf  1.  had  all  the 
essentials  required   foi-'a   president,   hs 
I  made  a  straightaway  dJish  to  put  a  stop 
j  to  any  more  Juggling  \v;ith  Judge  Taf  t's 
I  name.     He  asked  him  to  enter  his^  cai)- 
I  iri«t    as    the   successor  M   Xevv    York's 
I  brilliant  lawyer,  and  as  promptly  Judge 
Taft  accepted.    Behind  This  pretty  game 
I  of  politics  there  is  an^nteresting  story 
I  wjiich  is  now  coming  to  light,  and  that 
is    that      the      dislinct'lveij'     Roosevelt 
'  party    proposes,    if    possible,    to    make 
Governor  T;ift  the  Republic  in  presiden- 
tial     nominee     in      ia08,    providing,    of 
course,  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  ioes  not  de- 
sire  to  succeed  himself.     Those  of   us 
who  looked  upon  M».  Roosevelt  as  the 
Ideal  civil  service' reforn.ei-,   the  incor- 
ruptible     police    •\r*4Tfmis.sioner,       the 
doughty    assistant     .secretary    of      the 
navv   and    the    briiliiint    \  i.-e    president 
had' small  regard  fof  his  political  acu- 
men.    It  must  now  be  admitted,  how- 
ever, in  the  light  of  recent  events,  that 
the   president   is   developinjj  a   political 
sense  that  is  really  remarkable  even  in 
these   days   of   political   sa^jacity.     Not 
content,    however,    with    l>ringing  Gov- 
ernor   Taft    from    the    J'astern      seas. 
President    Roosevelt,   bus    played    an- 
other card  of  very  high  denomination 
by  selecting  Luke  E.    \V light,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Philippine  <;omn.is8ion  and  a 
native  of  Tennessee,  as  rivil  governor 
of    the    Philippine    islands,    to    succeed 
Governor  Taft. 

During  the  absence  in    this  country 
of  Governor  Taft,  Gen,  ?»j:isht  conduct- 
ed  the   affairs   of   the   governor   of  the 
Philippine  island*  i»a  manner  that  was 
highly   satisfactory   to   the  administra- 
tion, and  he  then  saiiled  his  fate  as  the 
future    governor    of      the    Philippines. 
Luke  Wrighr,  as  he  is  known  amongst 
his    associates    and    particular    friends, 
served   in    the   Confederate   army   as   a 
private  throughout  the  war  of  the  re- 
bellion,   and    upon   the    termination    of 
that    sanguinary     contlict,    began    the 
practice  of  law  In  Memphis,  Tenn.     He 
is  a   Democrat,   but  of  the  gold  party, 
and   an   expansionist,    believing   in    the 
future  of  the  Philippine.s  above  efery- 
thing  else.     Since  190ft  Gen.  Wright  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Philippine  coin- 
mision,   and  during  liis  cc.nnction  witn 
the  civil  government*  of  tfi#  islands  he 
has  become   as   popular   v\'ith   the   Fili- 
pinos as  with  the  .Africans.

'sperrits'     and     'ha'nts:    removed    $25." 
B'rer  Johnson  did  ^  la^d  office  business, 
particularly  in  the  renVoval  of  "sperrits 
and  ha'nts,"  amongst  the  young  colored 
women    of     the    nelshborhood.       B'rer 
Johnson,  however,   is  no  .v  in  disgrace, 
his  pills  and  lotions  given  /or  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  these  untoward  visi-  1 
tations  having  failed  to  bring  about  the 
object  intended.     Sister    "'hier  was  the  j 
first    woman    to    announce    that    B'rer 
Johnson  was  a  fake  of  the  first  water, 
because  "Bishop"  Johnson  had  sold  her 
$22.50  worth  of  pills  guaranteed  to  par- 
alize  the  'sperrit"  that  ever  "raised  its 
head  against  any  colorel  pusson."     But 
Sister  Crier  was  placed  in  the  diminu- 
tive when  another  of  tiie  colored  sis- 
terhood testified  against   the  aged  col- 
ored bishop  who  had  extracted  money 
from   the  lean  pockets  "f  the  workmg 
girls  of  Washington.     Sister  Dodson,  a

Just  where  the  line  ot 
completest  atceptatlon  to  a  recprocity 
treaty  shall  be  drawn  is  still  in  a  ne- 
bulous state,  but  those  who  are  inter- 
ested on  one  side  or  the  other  look  for- 
ward to  trade  relations  with  Canada 
in  the  not  far  distant  future. 

In  view  of  the  determination  of  the 
National    Reciprocity   league   to   estab- 
lish  headquarters  -in   Washington   dur- 
ing the  next  session  of  congress,  it  is 
recalled   that  a  commercial   treaty   be- 
tween  the  United  States  and  the  Cana- 
dian provinces  was  negotiated  in  18o4, 
which    was    in    force    for    alost    twelve 
years  and   which,   acordlng  to  experts, 
accomplished    great   good    for   the    two 
countries.       This  areaty  made _^no  pro- 
vision for  fixing  the  duty  on  dutiabde 
articles    coming    from    one    country    to 
the  other.       It   simply  provided      that 
certain  enumerated     articles  being  the 
growth   and    products    of    Canada  and 
the   United   States   should  be   admitted 
Into  each  country  free  of  duty       The 
treaty   was   terminated  in  IbSb,   just  at 
the  close  of  the  civil  war.      Many  rea- 
sons are  given   for  the  termination   of 
that    treaty,    the    principal    of    which, 
however,    is    that    the       reconstruction 
period    was   just   abreast       and       that 
money  was  needed  to  put  the  republic 
in  the  forefront  of  the  nations.      In  18-4 
another  treaty   known   as  the   Brown- 
Draft   treaty    v/as    negotiated    contem- 
plating   the    admission    of    wood,    coal, 
salt    and    lumber.       This   treaty,    how- 
ever,   failed   of    ratification   and   up    to 
this    time    there   has    little    or   nothing 
been   done   to   bring  the   two   countrie^

While  the  honor  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  city  executive,  Mayor  Hugo  said 
this  morning  that  it  was  rather  doubt- 
ful If  the  idea  of  Duluth's  having  a  dis- 
tinctive building  is  practicable,  as  it  is 
a  matter  that  would  entail  much  ex- 
pense, and  that  the  city  would  hardly 
feel  justilied  in  paying  for  it  at  thib 
time. 

Mayor  Hugo  said  that  when  the  invi- 
tation was  received  he  thought  first  of 
a  building  that  would  represent  the 
Duluth  High  School,  but  the  proposi- 
tion struck  him  as  very  expensive, 
owing  to  the  size  of  the  building  that 
would  be  necessary  to  show  off  Duluih's 
famous  educational  building  as  it 
should  be  shown. 

Mayor  Hugo's  second  thought  was  of 
the  old  Astor  fort  at  Fond  du  Lac.  in 
the  western  end  of  the  city,  a  building 
which  he  thinks  might  be  reproduced  at 
a  lesser  expense. 

"However,"  said  the  mayor  this  morn- 
ing, "the  matter  has  been  left  with 
Capt.  McDougall  and  his  committee  to 
take  whatever  steps  they  deem  advis- 
able in  the  matter.

The  commit- 
tee has  addressed  communications  to 
the  various  branch  packing  houses  in 
the  city,  but  the  gist  of  the  answers  in- 
dicates that  the  local  managers  do  not 
know  of  any  combination  among  the 
butchers.  This  is  taken  practicallj-  to 
mean  that  nothing  will  result  from  the 
investigation  ordered  by  the  council.

Four  Boys  Are    Caught 

Red-Handed,  Stealing 

Old  Iron. 

In  the  attempt  to  steal  several  hun-

Many  a  man  made  his  start  in  life  by 
answering  an  advertisement  appearing 
under  that  prolific  heading,  "Boy 
Wanted,"  says  the  New  York  Sun. 
Many  a  man  can  remember  the  labored 
attention  which  he  bestowed  upon  the 
letter  applying  for  that  position,  the 
ensuing  suspense,  the  awed  feeling  of 
elated  responsibility  in  getting  a  letter 
in  reply  telling  the  applicant  to  call  at 
the  advertiser's  offlce,  the  subsequerit 
washing  and  dressing  up  under  his 
mother's  anxious  eye,  the  call,  the 
further  suspense,  and  finally  the  letter 
instructing  him  to  report  for  duty  the 
next  Monday  morning.  A  few  years 
roll  by  and  that  boy  becomes  a  man. 
He  himself  advertises  for  a  boy.  The 
answers  that  come  pouring  in  have  to 
be  classified  and  sifted  out  until  the  ad- 
vertiser can  select  a  preliminary  half 
dozen  to  call  at  the  office  and  be  looked 
over.  And  this  sifting  out  process  is 
no  easy  task,  although  an  interesting 
one. 

There  is  the  boy  who  starts  out  with 
impressive  dignity.  "Dear  Sir,"  he  be- 
gins. "Referring  to  your  esteemed  ad- 
vertisement in  paper  of  even  date" — 
and  then  the  boy's  sincerity  overcimes 
the  conventionality  of  his  phrasing. 
He  continues:  "I  just  want  to  apply 
for  that  job  of  yours."  And  in  con- 
nection with  this,  it  was  doubtless  a 
lad  ot  Scotch  parentage  who  began  his 
letter:  "Dear  Sir  or  Sirs  (as  the  case 
may  be)." 

Then  there  is  the  boy  who  starts 
out  grandly  with  the  third  person:  "The 
undersigned  wishes  to  place  his  appli- 
cation on  file."  Then  the  third  person 
suddenly  becomes  onerous  and  he  con- 
tinues: "I  am  16  and  very  willing  to 
work."  His  willingness  to  work  is  so 
inherent  in  him  that  he  cannot  estrange 
it  by  placing  it  in  the  distant  third  per- 
son. .Such  a  boy  will  not  be  looking 
long  before  he  receives  a  chance  to 
show  his  willingness. 

The  precociously  experienced  boy  is 
in  a  large  majority.  These  boys  (about 
15  years  old),  "have  profound  knowl- 
edge of  mathematics."  Some  of  them 
have  had  "experience?  both  wide  and 
varied."  Others  "have  given  close  and 
studious  attention  to  all  the  branches 
of  bookkeeping."  One  aspirant  (aged 
14)  once  referred  with  pardonable  pride 
to  his  "absolute  knowledge  of  men  and 
afE;rirs." 

There  is  a  lawyer  on  Pine  street  who 
advertised  for  a  boy  some  months  ago 
and  is  saving  one  of  the  responding 
letters  as  a  masterpiece  in  its  lines. 
This  care-free  applicant  wrote:  "I  am 
nearly  16,  large  for  my  age,  but  hap- 


pily unmarried,  nor  do  I  touch  rum  in 
any  shape  or  form." 

Unconscious  humor  is  often  found  In 
these  letters  of  application.  For  in- 
stance, a  recent  aspirant  for  a   place 

with  a  firm  of  machinery  exporters, 
wrote:  "My  lather  is  a  very  successful 
horse  dealer  and  I  am  by  nature  a  very 
plausible  talker."  Who  can  say  there 
is  nothing  in  heredity  after  all? 

Good  spelling  is  almost  invariably  the 
rule.  Sometimes  a  notable  exception  i- 
I'ound,  as  the  following  bears  reluctant 
witness:  "Wages  to  soot.  Adre.s8  your 
reply  in  a  plane  envelope." 

It  is  noticeable  that  graduates  of  the 
same  business  school  generally  follow 
the  same  model.  McDuffy's  graduate?? 
refer  with  unction  to  their  "extensivt 
course  of  learning"  in  McDuffy's  admir- 
able institution.  On  the  other  hand. 
Christy's  alumni  wind  up  with  "Sin- 
cerely trusting  to  have  the  honor  of 
hearing  from  you  in  this  matter  at  a 
very  early  date." 

.Some  of  the  boys  are  extremely  confi- 
dential about  their  letters.  These  ap- 
plicants doubtless  have  places  which 
they  are  trying  to  better  and  yet  they 
are  fearful  about  falling  between  two 
stools.  They  inscribe  their  envelopes 
"Personal"  and  "Highly  Confidential." 
One  cautious  lad  started  out  in  this 
way:  "This  letter  must  be  in  strict 
confidence,  and  if  you  are  not  agreeable 
to  the  same  kindly  tear  the  same  up 
without  perusing  another  word." 

Whole  business  histories  are  some- 
times indicated  by  chance  setnences  In 
these  letters.  One  boy  (14)  w  rote: 
"Am  always  willing  to  oblige  unless  1 
feel  I  am  being  imposed  on."  Here  was- 
,L  boy  who  had  evidently  already  beerv 
disappointed  in  life. 

The  undertone  of  all  these  letters  is, 
without  exception,  downright  sincerity 
and  a  willingness  to  work  that  ap- 
proaches and  often  shows  itself  as 
anxiety.  And  when  a  ma.n  has  to  makfr 
a  selection  from  a  large  number  of  ap- 
plications, he  harks  back  to  the  time- 
when  he  himself  indited  a  similar 
epistle,  and  It  is  with  a  pang  of  regret 
that  he  realizes  there  is  only  one  boy 
from  among  so  many  to  whom  he  can 
give  his  so  eagerly  sought  start  in  life.,

THE  WESTERN 
COAL  TRADE 

Anthracite      Companies 

Have  Selling  Agents 

on  the  Road. 

Chicago.  Aug.  31.— The  Black  Dia- 
mond, reviewing  the  Western  coal 
trade,  says: 

Western  coal  markets  are  uneven  and 
irregular  this  week,  showing  more  var- 
iations than  have  been  experienced  the 
present  year.    Anthracite  coal  is  on  a 
comparatively  weak  basis  and  the  mar- 
ket on  speculative  coal  held  by  jobbing 
interests   and    purchased   from   private 
sources  is  causing  some  comment,  due 
to  the  fact  that  occasionally  this  coal  is 
sold  below  the  circular  basis  where  car 
charges  are  accruing.  Retailers  are  also 
endeavoring    to      force      the  market  on 
hard    coal    and    are    cutting    prices    to 
some  extent,  esiiecially  where  they  have 
rail  connections  and  secure  all-rail  coal. 
In  the  bituminous  trade  Eastern  coals 
in  Western  markets  are  ragged  in  price. 
On  the  other  hand.   Western  coals  are 
holding   some    firmer   than    they    were, 
and  in  several  instances  the  demand  ex- 
ceeds  the   amount   that   can  be   moved 
forward  between  now  and  the  first  of 
next  month  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
orders  already  placed. 

In  the  anthracite  trade,  for  the  first 
time  tne  present  year  practically  all 
of  the  large  shipping  Interests  are  rep- 
resented on  the  road  by  their  traveling 
sales  agents.  Heretofore  there  has  been 
no  disposition  to  force  business,  espe- 
cially on  the  part  of  the  large  com- 
panies, due  to  the  fact  that  orders  were 
carried  over  from  month  to  month,  and 
wltn  the  new  business  which  kept  com- 
ing forward,  took  care  of  current  re- 
ceipts in  good  shape.  Home  coal  began 
to  accumulate  the  middle  of  the  pres- 
ent month,  however,  and  accompany- 
ing this  accumulation  in  the  hands  of 
the  companies,  jobbers  with  Eastern 
connections  began  to  receive  a  heavier 
tonnage  from  private  sources.  The  lat- 
ter coal  came  all-rail  to  Western  ter- 
ritory and  upon  its  arrival  had  to  be 
moved  quickly  in  order  to  avoid  car 
charges. 

According  to  papers  received  by  the 
Black  Diamond,  this  coal  has  not 
moved  out  from  jobbere*  hands,  and 
the  latter  are  paying  demurrage  on 
considerable  quantities.  To  avoid  these 
charges  and  to  make  their  losses  as 
light  as  possible,  it  is  reported  that  on 
sizes  which  are  in  the  heaviest  supply 
prices  have  been  cut  from  the  circular 
basis.  In  Chicago  it  Is  said  that  some 
chestnut  and  grate  coal  has  been  sold 
during  the  week  at  from  10  to  15  cents 
below  the  circular  basis,  and  It  has 
been  difficult  to  move  it,  the  dealer 
trade  preferring  to  purchase  from  regu- 
lar sources  at  the  slightly  higher  fig- 
ures. As  this  outside  or  private"  an- 
thracite coal  Is  Incerasing  in  volume  it 
begins  to  look  as  if  those  engaged  in 
handling  It  might  have  considerable 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  all  that  Is  re- 
ceived, unless  shipments  are  curtailed 
from  producing  sources

Local  Sportsmen  Are  Plan- 
ning Their  Fall  Hunt- 
ing Campaigns. 

Bird  Season  Opens  and 

Trout  Season  Closes 

Sept.  1. 


The  local  sportsmen  have  their  gnns 
cleaned  and  ready  for  the  fall  chicken 
shooting,  the  sea.Mon  for  those  game  birds 
opening   tomorrow. 

During  the  past  few  days  the  railway 
officials  of  the  various  Western  lines  have 
received  a  large  lumber  of  inquiries. from 
local  people  who  wish  to  know  the  best 
points  for  chicken  shooting  this  fall  and 
whether  the  shooting  is  as  good  as  usual. 
The  iniiuiry  indicates  that  there  will  be 
many  sportsmen  from  this  city  who  will 
spend  some  littit-  time  during  the  next 
few  weeks  in  me  chicken  grounds  of 
Western  Minnesc  ta  and  Nortn   Dakota. 

Du.uthians  whi  have  recently  returned 
from  the  prairie  chicken  country  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state  report  pros- 
pects for  some  excellent  shooting  this 
fall,  as  the  birds  are  yuite  plentiiul  and 
fat. 

Several  parties  of  local  sportsmen  will 
leave  the  city  today  headed  for  the  prai- 
rie chicken  country,  to  be  on  hand  for  the 
first    shooting   tonnorrow. 

The   duck   season   also  opens   tomorrow, 
but    the    local    sportsmen    are    not    bank- 
ing   much    on    that    kind    of    shooting    at 
the   present    time    for   the   reason    that    it 
is    yet    too   early    for   pood   shooting.    Re- 
ports from  a  few   localities  in  the  North- 
ern and  Western  parts  of  the  state  indi- 
cate   the    presence    of    some    local    ducks, 
but  the  movement  of  the  birds  from   me  1 
North    has   not    >'«t   commenced.    Reports 
says    that    the    wild   rice    crop    about    the 
Northern    Minnesota    lakes   will    be   short  ] 
this   year   and   s<  me   of   the    local   sports-] 
men  "predict    that    duck    shooting    should  ; 
be    much    better    this    season    than    last  i 
for  the  reason  tliit  the  ducks  will  have  to 
keep    moving   to   get    their    fo(xl    and    are 
not    so    likely    to    settle    down    and    feed 
quietly  in  one  phice.

country.  FloclCs  i^f  partridges  have  fre- 
quently been  seen  along  nearly  all  of 
the  roads  lea<iin?  from  Duluth  into  the 
country  and  the  Mrds  are  said  to  be  par- 
ticularly plentiful  along  the  road  to 
CIof4uet    river. 

The  trout  seasrn  closes  today  and  after 
that  date  it  will  be  illegal  for  a  person 
to  catch  a  trout  from  Minnesota  waters, 
no  matter  what  t  ^e  size.  The  trout  season 
has  not  been  a  particularly  favorable  one 
and  no  very  larjre  catches  have  been  re- 
ported. There  are  few  of  the  neighboring 
streams,  however,  that  have  not  contrib- 
uted a  few  fish  cf  that  species.  Early  in 
the  season  there  was  too  much  water  in 
the  local  stream-  to  make  fishing  at  its 
best  and  practically  all  the  fish  that  have 
been  caught  wen.'  booked  within  the  past 
six  weeks. 

Trout  fishing  :n  the  north  shore,  for 
some  reason  not  fully  explained,  w^  very 
poor  this  seasON  A  number  or  local 
sportsmen  have  returned  from  a  week  to 
ten  days'  outing  on  the  north  shore  be- 
tween Grand  Mahals  and  Grand  Portage, 
and  all  report  pjor  luck.  They  whippecT 
the  north  shore  streams  with  compara- 
tively poor  succe.'-s  for  some  miles  back 
into  the  country,  making  the  best  catches 
along  the  lake  shore,  off  the  rocks.

The  best  slor>-  of  the  president's  six 
weeks'  swing  around  the  we.-^ttrn  half  of 
the  continent  ccmes  from  the  president 
himself,  says  the  New  York  Tribune.

All 
was  still.  The  mayor  kept  his  hand  aloft. 
and  finally  crooked  the  index  finger.  Out 
stepned  the  head  waiter.  It  ^^s  then  up 
to  "Pat"  and  Yc-  "did  himsflf  proud." 
"Waiter!"  he  s  Touted  In  stentorian 
voice  that  rescunded  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  Iiall,  "Waiter,  bring  on 
the    feed!" 

Again  for  a  minute  there  was  impres- 
sive silence.  Th^n  Mavnr  Mullins  gazed 
about  him.

REGARDIN'^T  SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

Our  educational  system  has  been  made 
by  city  people,  and  the  country  school 
finds  it  second-hand,  ill-fitting  and  un- 
attractive, says  Worlds  Work.  To  this 
fact  more  than  any  other  perhaps,  is  due 
the  backwardne.^:?  of  education  in  agricul- 
tural states.  The  school  has  not  taken 
hold  on  farm  ltf> .  Plants,  soils,  animals, 
insects,  flowers,  the  weather,  the  for- 
ests and  the  sk:-' — from  all  these  things 
It  ha-s  stood  apart;  while  it  ha-s  babbled 
of  subjects  unfamiliar  and  uninteresting 
to  the  country-bred  child.  All  rural  edu- 
cation has  been  hacked  and  hewed  to 
fit  the  Procrustean  bed  of  the  city  mod- 
el. 

This  is  a  severe  indistment  of  our  pres- 
ent methods,  but  it  is  not  a  whit  too 
severe.  Apparently  they  have  been  writ- 
ten solely  for  "ity  children,  sons  and 
daughters  of  clerks,  merchants,  bankers 
and  traders.  Thev  do  not  even  suggest 
to  the  farmer's  child  the  possibilities  of 
science  and  training  in  agricultural  work. 
On  the  contrary,  the  natural  and  logical 
inference  from  ojr  great  scheme  of  rural 
instruction  is  thf.t  education  is  not  indis- 
pensable to  the  farmer,  but  is  Intended 
chiefly  for  the  compierclal  and  profession- 
al  classes. 


Everett,  Wash.,  Aug.  31.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Minnesota  pc'it'Cs  has  a 
rather  mysterious,  if  not  serious,  look 
as  it  appears  on  Puget  sound.  With 
Governor  John  Lind,  now  representa- 
tive in  congress  from  the  Fifth  district, 
Hennepin  county;  W.  W.  Rich,  a  prom- 
inent figure  in  Minneapolis  Republican 
circles,  and  L.  A.  Rosing  of  Cannon 
Falls,  in  conference  here  with  Former 
Governor  D.  M.  Clough,  and  both 
Congressmen  McCleary  and  Tawney  in 
Seattle,  all  awaiting  the  arrival  of  Sen- 
ator Knute  Nelson,  with  the  senatorial 
committee  that  has  b;en  on  an  all  sum- 
mer trip  over  Alaska,  things  have 
somewhat  the  appearance  of  some  sort 
of  a  political  conspiracy  on  Puget 
sound  with  Mirmesotans  in  the  leading 
role. 

Congressman  Lind,  accompanied  by 
L.  A.  Rosing,  formerly  Governor  Lind's 
private  secretary,  and  the  defeated 
Democratic  candidate  for  g^overnor  of 
Minnesota  at  the  last  election,  have  Just 
arrived  in  Everett.  By  chance  they 
met  W.  W.  Rich,  of  Minneapolis,  at  the 
Hotel  Monte  Cristo,  where  all  are  stop- 
ping. Goveronr  Lind's  son,  Norman, 
has  been  a  citizen  of  Everett  for  some- 
thing more  than  a  year,  during  which 
time  he  has  been  connected  with  Gover- 
nor Clough's  lumber  mill.  He  expects 
to  remain  in  Everett  and  eventually  to 
engage  in  the  lumber  trade  on  his  own 
account.  Primarily  Governor  Lind's 
trip  to  the  coast  is  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  his  son  a  visit.  Incidentally  he 
will  secure  a  rest  and  some  recieation. 
Mr.  Rosing  has  left  his  business  at  Can- 
non Falls  for  the  purpose  of  paying  his 
first  visit  to  the  Puget  sound  country. 
Governor  Lind  has  been  in  this  part  of 
the  world  before,  having  visited  Puget 
sound  in  1S92,  and  again  when  the  Thir- 
teenth regiment  returned  from  the 
Philippines. 

When  asked  for  his  opinion  on  the 
merger  legislation  in  Minnesota,  Gover- 
nor Lind  said: 

"The  merger  seems  to  have  answered 
the  purposes  of  Governor  Van  Sant  for 
one  campaign,  and  as  far  as  one  may 
read  the  future,  there  is  every  indica- 
tion that  the  same  question  may  serve 
him  for  another  campaign." 

"That's  right,  remarked  Rosing.  "1 
met  a  merger  on  every  corner  in  the 
last  campaign.

Calumet — Another  chapter  in  a  pe- 
culiar   case     has     just   been    recorded. 

Some  time  ago  James  Wills  purchased 
a  horse  from  Liveryman  Greenshields, 
giving  $5  in  part  payment  and  his  note 
for  the  remainder,  which  was  $20. 

Before  Wills  settled  for  the  horse  he 
sold  it  for  $25  to  a  man  named  Corby; 
Corby  sold  the  animal  to  Fra^k  Pardee; 
Pardee  transferred  it  to  Samuel  Tikla, 
and  Tikla  turned  it  over  to  Gus  John- 
son, a  Wolverine  liveryman. 

By  that  time  Greenshields  was  looking 
for  his  money  pretty  hard.

Marquette— The  Upper  PeninsulA 
Agricultural  association  has  been  or- 
ganized by  delegates  representing  ten 
counties.  Its  officers  are:  President, 
A.  McEachern,  of  Mackinac  county; 
secretary,  Leo  M.  Gelsmar,  Chatham; 
treasurer.  S.  N.  Deutcher,  New  Berry. 
The  president  and  secretary,  together 
with  W.  S.  Prickett,  of  Houghton 
county,  ex-Mayor  E.  C.  Anthony,  of 
Negaunee,  and  F.  J.  Jennison,  of  Mar- 
quette, constitute  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

The  meeting  was  called  primarily  for 
the  purpose  of  arranging  for  an  upper 
peninsula  exhibit  at  the  state  fair, 
opening  at  Ponliac,  Sept.  7,  but  owing 
to  the  early  date  and  the  backward 
season  north  of  the  straits  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  put  this  matter  oft 
another  year.  Then,  to  further  the  ex- 
hibit next  year  and  the  years  to  come 
the  association  was  launched. 

TTie  association  has  .  already  taken 
steps  to  encourage  individual  exhibits, 
with  the  result  that  the  display  from 
this  region  at  Pontlac  will  be  the  best 
from  the  upper  peninsula  ever  seen 
south  of  the  straits. 

Marquette  is  to  make  a  novel  bid 
for  new  business.  A  fund  has  been 
raised  by  contribution  and  the  famous 
Calumet' &  Hecla  band  of  Calumet,  lOQ 
miles  away,  has  ben  engaged  to  furnish 
music  here  on  the  next  four  Saturdays. 
Free  concerts  will  be  held  In  the  down 
town  streets  during  the  morning,  and  in 
the  afternoon  and  evening  the  band 
will  play  selections  at  Presque  Isle, 
Marquette's  noted  natural  park,  where 
at  night  dancing  will  be  in  progress. 
Both  railroads  running  to  town  have 
granted  very  low  rates  for  the  round 
trip  to  Marquette.

A  CAUSE  OF  DISCOR-D. 

A  Biwabik  reader  of  The  Herald,  who  signs  himself 
"One  Who  Thinks  He  Is  a  DeAiocrat,"  writes  as  follows: 

•in  your  edit-^rial  last  Thursday  entitled,  'The  Ohio. 
Democrats,"  you  deplore  the  actiou  of  the  Ohio  Demo- 
cratic  state   convention   in   endorsing   the   views   of   the 
'radical  vlement'  of  the  party  and  profess  to  think  this 
action  will  keep  out  of  the  party  many  Democrats,  who 
declined  to  endorse  'all  the  planks   in  the   Kansas   City 
platform.'      To    enlighten    the    writer— and    others— will 
you,  through  your  columns,  answer  the  following  ques- 
tions:    First— What  planks  in  the  Kansas  City  platform 
do  those  Democrats  decline  to  endorse?     Second— What 
planks  in  the  Kansas  City  platform  are,  in  your  opinion, 
mconsisLcnt  with   Democracy  as  advocated  by  Thomas 
Jefferson?" 

The  plank  of  the  Kansas  City  platform  by  which  many 
Democrats  have  been  kept  outside  the  party  fold  reads 

as  follows: 

"We  reaffirm  and  indorse  the  principles  of  the  na- 
tional Democratic  platform  adopted  at  Chicago  in  1896, 
and  we  reiterate  the  demand  of  that  platform  for  an 
American  financial  system  made  by  the  American  people 
for  themselves,  which  shall  restore  and  maintain  a  bi- 
metallic price  level,  and  as  part  of  such  system  the  im- 
mediate restoration  of  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage 
of  silver  and  gold  at  the  present  legal. ratio  of  i6  to  I, 
without  wailing  for  the  consent  of  any  other  nation." 

There  are  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Democrats  who 
honestly  believe  that  it  would  be  absurd,  in  view  of  pres- 
ent conditions,  to  insist  upon  the  restoration  of  what  is 
known  as  -free  silver."     They  regard  it  as  a  dead  and 
buried  issue,  and  that  it  would  be  folly  to  attempt  to  re- 
vive it.

CAUSES  OF  LEPROSY. 

The  medical  fraternity  is  just  now  having  a  discus- 
sion as  to  the  causes  of  leprosy  and  the  reasons  for  the 
spread  of  the  disease.     Before  the  advent  of  our  insular 
possessions  the  subject  would  have  attracted  but  little  m- 
terest  in  the  United  States,  but  now,  having  closer  rela- 
tions with  countries  where  the  disease  is  very  prevalent* 
the  subject  is  one  of  considerable  importance,  especial- 
ly to  the  people  of  the  Pacific  and  South  Atlantic  coasts. 
The  loaders  in  sanitary  research  have  not  as  yet  found  a 
sure    method    of    checking    this    loathsome    disease     al- 
though some  success  is  meeting  their  efforts.    The  Brit- 
ish government  has  a  similar  condition  to  contend  with 
m  South  Africa  and  it  has  adopted  the  expedien  of  ar- 
resting -very  leper  that  is  found  and  promptly  isolating 
him  in  the  leper  settlement.

THE  TAX  ON  ALCOHOL. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  at  the  coming  session 
congress  to  secure  the  repeal  or  at  least  a  modification 
of  the  existing  tax  on  alcohol  used  in  the  arts  and  indus- 
tries. The  present  internal  revenue  tax  is  $Lio  a  proof 
gallon,  and  tremendous  quantities  of  the  compound  are 
used  every  year  in  the  manufacture  of  drugs,  medi- 
cmes,  tinctures,  perfumes,  etc.  The  receipts  last  year 
from  the  tax  on  distilled  spirits  of  all  kinds  were  $131.- 
coo.ooo,  but  of  course  that  from  alcohol  alone  was  com- 
paratively small. 

In   1894  a  law  was  passed  which  was  intended  to  re- 
move the  tax  from  alcohol  used  in  the  arts.     It  was  pro- 
vided that  the  tax  on  alcohol  thus  used   should  be  re- 
turned in  the  shape  of  a  rebate,  "under  such  regulations 
as  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  may  prescribe."     John 
G   Carlisle  was  then  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  he  re- 
fused to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  payment  of  the  re- 
bate, believing  that  it  was  iniquitous  legislation  and  that 
the  government  would  be  defrauded  out  of  millions  and 
millions  of  dollars  if  such  a  rebate  were  to  be  allowed. 
He  took  this  position  because  in  numerous  instances  al- 
cohol emploVed  in  the  arts  and  industries  may  be  re- 
covered   after    it    has    accomplished    its    purpose.      His 
failure  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  rebate  led  to 
long   litigation   in   the   court   of   claims   and   before   the 
United  States  supreme  court.     Claims  aggregating  $10,- 
000.000  piled  up,  and  the  claim  of  the  Dunlap  Hat  Manu- 
facturing  company,   of   Brooklyn,   was   selected  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  test  in  court.     The  supreme  court 
finally   decided  against   the   claimants,  holding  that  the 
failur'e  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  to  provide  the    purposes 
regulations  for  the  payment  of  the  rebate  was  sutticient 
to  make  the  law  inoperative. 

The  nullification  of  this  law  was  an  iniquitous  pro- 
ceeding as  its  intent  was  plainly  apparent.  Congress 
did  not  intend  that  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  should 
have  authority  to  h..ld  up  the  law,  but  merely  direct  its 
operation.  It  was  carelessly  drawn,  the  use  of  the  word 
-may"  instead  of  "shall"  causing  all  the  trouble.  Con- 
gress should  now  set  itself  right  on  the  matter,  and  pass 
a  law  that  will  become  operative.

The  Michigan  hay  fever  relief  climate 
is  suid  to  be  •'worn  out."  and  by  next 
summer  the  bulk  of  the  denizens  of  the ! 
Iklichigan  fever  resorts  will  be  over  on  i 
the  Minnesota  end  of  the  lake. 

That  portion  of  Duluth's  floating  pop 
tilalion  for  September,  made  up  of  the  ! 
hay  fever  sutTerers,  will  be  increased  by  : 
from  75  to  100  per  cent  this  season,  and  ' 
upwards   of  300  relief  seekers  are   ex- 
pected before  the  season  for  the  fever 
expires. 

There  are  at  the  city  hotels  already 
jialf  the  total  number  of  those  expected 
this  year,  but  who  are  coming  for  hay 
fever  in  li>C3  will  be  a  small  portion  of 
those  who  will  be  here  in  il»04. 

There  are  two  reasoi^.s  for  this.  Some 
remarkable  reliefs  have  been  found 
htrt^  in  the  past  few  days,  one  a  case 
from  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  and  one  a  case 
from  Leavenworth,  Kas. 

Both  were  men,  and  they  had  been 
through  all  the  relief  mills  in  the  coun- 
try Vvithout  effect,  ■  xcepting  tempor- 
ary. When  they  arr.vcd  here  last  week 
tney  were  all  buufrt^d  up,  eyes  swollen 
shut  and  unable  to  eat,  talk  or  drink. 

Hy  yesterday  afternoon  they  were 
both  chipper  and  gay,  and  talked  with 
a  clear.  unhampered  speech;  which 
they  are  using  to  the  great  glorifica- 
tion of  the  I  liniate  of  Duluth. 

The  young  man  from  Kalamazoo  has 
been  to  European  cities  and  his  father, 
^vho  is  the  leading  banker  of  the  city, 
so  near  the  home  of  uU  famous  break- 
fast foods,  has  a  sunnner  home  at  Char- 
levoi.  V.  hich  is  considered  the  ideal  spot 
of  the  world  for  relief  from  hay  fever. 

It  is  in  this  connection  that  the  sec- 
ond reason  for  Duluth's  growing  popu- 
larit>  as  a  hay  fever  resort  appears.  It 
is  that  the  large  number  of  hay  fever 
sufferers  have  plaj-ed  out  the  climate 
down  m  Michigan  and  will  have  to 
Jhave  another. 

While  physicians  may  not  agree  on 
the  essential  qualities  of  temperature 
and  atmospheric  conditions  here,  the 
hay  fever  sufft^rers  say  this  is  doing ; 
them  more  good  than  the  Michigan 
country^ 

According  to  the  most  expert  suffer- 
ers there  will  be  a  circuit  established 
in  the  future,  which  wiil  take  the  fever- 
ravaged  folks  from  one  place  to  an- 
other. The  climate  at  t'harlevoix  and 
ofner  Michigan  points,  it  is  said,  is  good 
for  about  five  years.  Then  a  move  will 
have  to  be  made,  or  the  patient  will  be- 
come as  bad  as  ever. 

Several  of  the  patients  here  now  are 
ex-^!li'higan  re.sorters,  upon  whom  the 
climate  there  has  no  effect  now,  and 
they  have  had  to  move  to  get  anj-  re- 
lief. The  cures  wrought  In  Duluth  seem 
marvelous,  and  the  colony  will  be  di- 
verted this  way  next  fall. 

The  management  of  the  Duluth  and 
Suptnor  hotels  will  begin  active  work 
among  the  hay  fever  fraternity  in  all 
parts  f>f  the  country,  and  testimonials 
■will  be  accepted  from  victims  to  whom 
relief  has  been  given. 

The  West  J^uperior  hotel,  especially, 
will  be  featured  as  a  haven  for  the  suf- 
ferers from  the  disease,  and  a  .special 
"hay-fever  rate"  wiil  be  established  for 
the  coming  season.

at  Last. 

After  an  era  of  agitation  which  has 
extended  over  the  past  two  yenrs.  the 
Omaha  railroad  will  start  the  running 
of  two  sleepers  on  the  train  between 
Duluth  and   the  Windy  City.

But  the  Omaha  has  now  decided  to  put 
on  the  extra  cur,  and  General  Agent 
George  M.  Smith  said  today  that  the 
service  would  tie  established  tonight,  as 
he  had  jusi  received  official  advices  to 
that   tfect. 

The  Wisconsin  Central  has  been  run- 
ning a  iJiroiigli  sleeper  to  Chicago  from 
Duluth.  which,  while  it  leaves  an  Imur 
earlit-r  thaii  fue  North-Western,  has 
been  in  a  condition  ti>  give  gi»f)d  slet^p- 
ing  accommodations,  and  it  is  said  tnat 
a  gOi>d  de  »1  of  business  had  been  divert- 
ed from  the  Omaha's  train,  which  is  the 
most  popular  and  practically  had  a  cinch 
on  the  bu.siness  between  here  and  Chi- 
cago. 

To  hang  on  to  virtually  all  the  busi- 
ness, the  Omaha  road  has  caused  tlie 
PuMinaii  company  to  put  on  anotner 
sleeper,  though  it  is  a  hard  matter  just 
at  prestnt,  when  the  travel  through  the 
country  is  heaviest  it  has  been  for  years 
and  evtiry  car  in  working  order  on  any 
road  is  in  demand,  and  especially  the 
sleepers.

Chicago,  Aug.  31.— There  is  conster- 
nation among  the  women  employes  of 
the  Xorth-Western  railway.  By  a 
general  order  of  the  company  the  em- 
ployment of  women  in  any  capacity  in 
the  entire  system  is  barred.  Since  the 
issuance  of  this  order  the  women  sten- 
ographers in  the  general  offices  of  the 
company  have  suddenly  acquired  do- 
mestic tastes  and  matrimonial  pro- 
clivities formerly  unsuspected.  Half  i 
dozen  of  the  prettiest  girls  have  already 
left  their  typewriters  and  plunged  into 
the  duties  of  general  hou.sekeeping.

General  reports  go  to  show  that  there 
is  more  life  in  the  lumber  trade  in  the 
Northwest  than  there  was  a  few  weeks 
ago.  This  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fall  trade.  While  there 
has  been  no  time  during  the  past  sum- 
mer when  the  lumber  trade  could  be 
characterized  as  positively  dull,  yet 
there  have  been  periods  when  the  ur- 
gency of  the  demand  was  not  nearly 
as  great  as  at  other  times  and  sales 
of  local  lumber  were  rather  infrequent. 

Nov,'  that  a  large  crop  outcome  is  as- 
sured in  the  West  many  of  the  country  | 
yards  are  beginning  to  stock  up  again 
and  this  class  of  trade  will  be  no  un- 
important feature  of  the  business  for 
a  few  months  to  come. 

Local  sales  for  the  past  week  or  ten 
days  have  amoiinted  to  about  4,000,000 
feet,  the  selling  firms  being  the  Amer- 
ican Lumber  company,  the  Lesur'i 
Lumber  company  and  the  Tower  Lum- 
ber company,.  No.  4  boards  that  were 
sold  for  $11.75  Ih  one  of  the  sales  now 
command  $12,  which  price  is  said  to  be 
the  top  of  the  market  thus  far  this  sea- 
son.- Report  has  been  made  of  a  sale 
o€  Na  1  and  No.  2  strips  at  about  $2 
better  than  the  usual  selling  price. 

Manufacturers  claim  that  the  prices 
of  lower  grades  have  stiffened  while 
those  of  the  higher  grades  are  hardly 
more  than  steady. 

Some  of  the  poorer  grade  of  lumber 
that  formerly  never  found  a  market 
has  been  readily  disposed  of  by  local 
sawmill  concerns  thrs  year. 

Lumber  shipments  for  the  past  week 
have  foted  soniewhere  around  the  17,- 
000,000  mark  and  the  month's  average 
will  vertainly  be  very  large,  probably 
the  heaviest  for  the  season  in  the  Du- 
luth district. 

By  the  middle  of  September  the  Bon- 
nell  Lumber  company  will  start  up  its 
mill  at  Hawthorne,  Wis.,  and  run 
steadily  through  the  fall  and  winter 
season.  The  company  has  a  large 
quantity  of  logs  on  hand  and  will  em- 
ploy a^out  sixty  men.  The  mill  has  not 
been  operating  for  some  months. 

Heavy  rains  in  the  Cloquet  river  dls- 
txiok  kavA  h'*'"H  out  the  log  situaiioa 


at  the  Cloquet  mills,  and  the  mills  there 
are  in  good  shape  for  continued  opera- 
ation  after  a  threatened  shut-down 
because  of  a  lack  of  logs.  The  prospects-- 
are  now  considered  good  for  a  steady 
run  of  the  Cloquet  mills  for  the  rest  ol 
the  season. 

The  amount  of  timber  consumed  al 
the  head  of  the  lakes  this  year  in  ware- 
house and  dock  construction  is  said  to 
have  been  unusually  small,  the  prin- 
cipal demand  coming  from  the  Great 
Northern  company's  new  ore  dock  ex- 
tension and  from  some  coal  dock  exten- 
sions. It  is  believed  that  the  dock  work 
another  winter  and  summer  will  bt 
much  larger,  as  the  Northern  P-acifl*. 
company  has  plans  for  large  and  Im- 
portant additions  to  its  local  ware- 
houses and  docks,  and  the  Northwest- 
ern Fuel  company  is  planning  to  dupli- 
cate its  large  piers  at  Superior.  Ne\^ 
ore  docks  are  to  be  built  and  consider- 
able other  new  work  is  in  the  air.  A 
great  deal  of  the  timber  for  the  docl. 
construction  work  will  come  from  th*. 
Pacific  coast.

Tht 
claim  has  been  made  that  the  disea«-«' 
has  come  through  lumber  camp  horse.- 
in  many  cases,  and  the  health  ufficiaii. 
will  make  an  investigation. 

The  Chippewa  Indian  reservation  tim- 
ber sale  is  now  practically  a  sealed  In- 
cident, but  the  Mississippi  Valley  Lum- 
berman, in  its  last  issue,  cannot  refrain 
from  the  following  fling: 

"It  would  appear  that  the  Influence 
of  the  editor  of  the  Duluth  N-T  has 
been  discounted  by  the  authorities  at 
Washington,  for  it  has  been  promul- 
gated that  the  time  for  the  cutting  ot 
the  timber  that  is  to  be  sold  at  the  com- 
ing sales  in  December  has  been  exended 
to  July  1,  1908.  The  Duluth  paper  in- 
sisted that  the  lumbermefi  asked  for  an 
extension  of  from  ten  to  twenty  years.

The  musicians  do  not  expect  to  abolish 
the  Marine  band  by  statute— to  legis- 
late It  out  of  existence— nor  do  they 
hope  to  remove  the  Marine  band  from 
the  roster  of  the  famous  musical  or- 
ganizations which  have  lent  luster  to 
the  history  of  the  progress  of  this  art 
in  the  United  States.  But  their  attacks 
are  even  more  deadly  from  being  more 
insidious,  and  are  directed  at  the  very 
life  of  the  Marine  band,  i.  e.,  its  privi- 
lege of  appearing  in   public. 

For  several  years  past  organized 
labor  has  been  trying  to  crush  the 
band.  Local  theater  anr  hotel  pro- 
prietors have  been  threatened  with  boy- 
cotts if  they  employed  members  of  the 
band  in  their  orchestras.  Boycotts  have 
been  declared  against  the  summer  re- 
sorts where  the  band,  or  members  of  it, 
have  been  engaged  to  play.  Now  the 
labor  organizations  have  extended  their 
field  to  other  cities  to  prevent  the  Mar- 
ine band  from  obtaining  engagements 
elsewhere,  and  with  some  success.  Next 
winter  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  se-  1 
c\ire  the  enactment  of  legislation  pre- 
venting the  band  from  playing,  except 
by  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the 
navy  or  other  officer  in  authority. 

Already  the  hand  has  been  handi- 
capped by  the  opposition  of  the  labor 
unions,  and  it  is  conceded  by  those  in 
terested  that  the  legislation  proposed 
means  the  downfall  of  the  organization. 
Two  reasons  are  advanced  why  the 
Marine  band  should  be  permitted  to 
accept  outside  engagements;  first,  be- 
cause the  pay  is  only  $50  to  $60  a 
month,   which   is  inadequate   to  secure

MILLIONAIRE'S  WIFE  HURT. 


Chicago,  Aug.  31.— Without  a  word  of 
warning,  two  men  were  killed  and  two 
others  wounded  by  hold-up  men  at  the 
barns  of  the  Chicago  City  Railway 
company.  Sixty-first  and  State  streets, 
at  an  early  hour  yesterday. 

The  shooting  was  done  by  three  men, 
who  escaped  after  securing  $3000. 
Three  of  the  men  who  were  shot  were 
working  in  the  cashier's;  office  and  the 
other  was  a  motorman  asleep  in  the 
outer  office.  The  men  in  the  office 
were  shot  before  they  were  aware  of 
the  robbers'  presence,  and  the  motor- 
man  was  killed  as  he  was  rising  from 
a  bench  where  he  had  been  asleep,  Tne 
dead: 

FRANK  STEWART,  assistant  clerK 
In  cashier's  office,  shot  through  body 
while  standing  at  his  desk;  died  half 
an  hour  later. 

JOHN  B.  JOHNSQ,N,  motorman,  shot 
through  head;  died  instantly. 

The  injured:  W.  B.  Eldmond,  receiv- 
ing clerk,  shot  in  l,eft  thgh  while  at  his 
desk,  will  recoverl  Henry  Biehl,  shot  in 
head,  will  recover; 

The  robbers  took  no.  chances,  but  dis- 
posed of  all  the  opposition  of  the 
employes  before  they  entered  the  office. 
Choosing  the  time  when  the  employes 
were  busily  engaged  in  balancing  up  ths 
receipts  of  the  night,  3u«t  after  the  last 
conductor  had  turnedVin  his  money  and 
left  the  barns,  the  robbers  suddenly  ap- 
peared at  the  receiving  window  and  be- 
gan shooting.  ' 

The  first  intimation  those  inside  the 
office  had  that  anything  was  wrong 
was  when  they  heard  rhe  shots.  The 
first  bullet  fired  struck  Stewart  and 
he  fell  to  the  floor  without  a  word. 
Biehl  and  Edmond,  who  were  sitting 
near  Stewart,  turned  to  see  what  was 
the  matter,  but  before  they  could  leave 
their  chairs  they  were  rendered  help- 
less by  the  well-directed  bullets  of  the 
robbers. 

Johnson,  the  motorman  who  was 
asleep  on  a  bench  in  the  outer  office, 
hearing  the  noise,  started  up  to  go  to 
the  assistance  of  his  companions,  but 
was  shot  and  instantly  killed  befor#  he 
could  get  on  his  feet.  Making  sure  that 
all  opposition  had  been  removed,  the 
robbers  then  broke  open  the  door  of  the 
cashier's  office  with  a  sledge  hammer 
and  secured  $3000  in  bills  which  were 
lying  on  the  desk. 

They  then  made  their  escape.  Four 
men  were  arrested  three  hours  after 
the  robbery,  on  suspicion  of  being  im- 
plicated in  the  crime,  but  they  have  not 
as  yet  been  identified. 

CLUBMAN  ARRESTED 

For  Embezzlement  and  He 
Admits  a  Shortage. 

Butte,  Mont.,  Aug.  31.— Benk  Crosby, 
a  paymaster  in  the  employ  of  the  Mon- 
tana Ore  Purchasing  company,  mem- 
ber of  the  Overland  club  and  a  figure 
in  Butte  society,  was  arrested  Satur- 
day night  on  the  charere  of  embezzle- 
ment. He  admits  a  shortage  of  $2000 
but  the  company  auditor  says  it  will 
amount  to  much  more.  The  alleged 
pilfering  has  been  going  on,  it  is  said, 
for  two  years  and  amounted  to  about 
$3000  a  month.  The  alleged  system 
was  to  manipulate  railroad  charges 
against  the  company  and  get  checks  in 
payment  in  excess  of  :he  real  charges 
and    pocket    the   difference.

Chicago,  Aug.  31.— Freedom  from  the 
tyranny  of  the  lords  and  kings  of  fin- 
ance is  the  offer  held  out  to  a  long- 
suffering  American  public. 

Roseville,  111.,  furnishes  the  quasi- 
political  party  which  prophesies  speedy 
death  to  trusts  of  every  variety,  from 
steel  to  peanuts.  The  leading  citizens  of 
Roseville,  whose  assets  are  broad  acres 
and  whose  acquaintance  with  watered 
stock  is  limited  to  driving  it  to  the 
creek,  are  going  out,  like  David  against 
Goliath,  to  do  battle  with  the  captains 

of   industry.  . 

The  headquarters  of  the  movement 
were  transferred  last  week  from  Rose- 
ville to  Chicago.  The  call  for  volunteers 
has  been  out  for  nearly  a  month,  but  in 
that  time  several  thousand  have  re- 
sponded. Organizers  will  go  into  twelve 
states  this  week,  and  it  is  expected 
that  within  six  months  the  organization 
will  have  1,000,000  members. 

It  is  known  as  the  People  s  National 
Protective  association.  Its  Chicago  of- 
fices occupy  the  building  at  431  Wash- 
ington boulevard-  Its  headquarters  will 
eventually  be  in  Washington.  wh«re, 
with  its  million  or  more  members,  it  ex- 
pects to  play  a  prominent  part  in  na- 
tional  affairs.

It 
Lis  directed  against  an  oppression  whieh 
every  citizen  feels,  and  the  eagerness  of 
the  public  to  enroll  in  its  membership  is 
wonderful.  It  is  not  a  political  society, 
nor  is  it  to  boost  any  person's  ambi- 

The  membership  dues  are  10  cents, 
and  this  amount  is  used  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  organizing.  The  officers  do 
not  receive  any  salary,  and  will  be  sat- 
isfied if  they  retire  trusts  from  busi- 
ness.

For  a  time 
they  held  to  the  stern  of  the  schooner, 
out  as  there  Avas  danger  of  her  going 
to  the  bottom  at  any  moment,  they 
cast  off  and  drifted.  About  a  mile  off 
Galilo  they  made  fast  to  a  fish  pound, 
where  they  remained  until  they  were 
rescued. 

Repeated  efforts  were  made  by  the 
life-saving  crews  to  launch  a  boat  to 
go  to  the  assistance  of  the  shipwreck, 
but  the  heavy  sea  running  made  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  launch  their  boats. 
Meanwhile  word  had  been  sent  to  Sandy 
Hook  for  assistance,  and  Mr.  Iselin  vol- 
unteered the  services  of  the  Navigator 
to  tow  the  life-savers  to  where  the 
small  boat  was  momentarily  in  danger 
of  being  swamped. 

It  was  1  o'clock  yesterday  morning 
when  the  Navigator  located  the  twelve 
persons  In  their  perilous  position,  and 
it  was  fully  an  hour  before  they  could 
be  rescued.  This  was  accomplished  in 
as  daring  a  manner  as  has  been  told  in 
any  sea  tale,  fiction  or  fact.  The  big 
tug  made  several  attempts  to  get  near 
the  yawl,  and  then  finally  going  to 
windward  of  them,  cast  off  the  lifeboat 
line.  With  splendid  dexterity  a  line 
was  sent  from  the  lifeboat  to  a  pole  on 
t"he  fish  pound  and  then  was  paid  out 
until  the  yawl  was  reached. 

In  such  condition  were  the  shipwreck- 
ed ones  that  they  could  not  help  them- 
selves, and  Capt.  Patterson  and  his 
crew  had  to  simply  lift  them  out.  First 
came  the  two  women  and  then  three 
sailors.  Meantime,  under  directions  of 
Mr.  Iselin,  the  Navigator's  crew  had 
thrown  a  dozen  palls  of  oil  overboard 
to  the  windward  of  the  yawl,  so  that 
the  sea  was  calmed  and  the  big  tug 
had  taken  a  position  so  that  the  wind 
did  not  catch  her  on  the  beam. 

The  women  when  brought  aboard 
were  carefully  attended  to,  Mr.  Iselin 
having  taken  along  a  chambermaid 
from  the  tender  Sunbeam.  Capt.  Frost, 
of  the  Mason,  said  that  just  before  the 
Navigator  arrived  they  had  concluded 
that  the  women  would  die  in  a  few 
hours,  and  they  decided  to  try  for  the 
beach.

GRAIN  GOSSIP. 
"The  Northwestern  rains  the  past  week 
have  cost  us  ten  days  in  the  sP^ing 
wheat  movement,"  says  P.  B.  Smith, 
president  of  the  St.  Anthony  Elevator 
company  of  Minneapolis.  "The  rains 
have  also  taken  sometning  off  the  qual- 
ity of  the  grain,  and  I  think  have  some- 
what lessened  the  quantity  The  storms 
came  at  just  a  critical  time.  There  was 
a  general  heavy  rain  over  the  spring 
wheat  territory  last  Sunday  after  the 
harvesting  had  been  under  way  about 
two  days,  and  there  was  another  heavy 
rain  Wednesday.  The  experience  not 
only  means  delay  in  the  movement,  but 
it  also  means  delay  in  the  availability  of 
the  wheat.  There  will  be  damp  and 
tough  wheat,  .something  that  cannot  be 
used  witliout  mixing  and  drying.  These 
rains  swelled  the  berry  somewhat  wnere 
the  wheat  was  expo.sed.  burst  the  cover- 
ing and  more  or  less  grain  will  be  lost. 
In  that  way  there  will  be  some  lessening 
of  the  quantity  of  wheat.  It  has  been  a 
very  serious  week  for  the  grain  people 
in  the  Northwest,  and  has  more  or  less 
changed   tiie  entire  prospect." 

Says  the  Chicago  Record-Herald:  "The 
very  higli  quality  of  the  wheat  this  year 
is  counting  against  big  profits  for  the 
elevator  men.  The  latter  makes  the 
most  money  in  years  when  the  quality 
is  uneven  and  when  the  man  without 
elevator  faciUties  must  sacrifice  to  the 
man  who  has  the  warehouses  for  clean- 
ing, drying  and  .saving  the  crop.  There 
will  be  on  such  money  made  in  handling 
the  present  fine  crop  of  wheat  as  was 
made  last  year  in  handUng  the  wet 
crop." 

Logan  &  Bryan  to  Paine,  Webber  & 
Co.:  Wheat— Market  %rtT%  lower.  Easier 
cables  and  better  weather  in  the  North- 
west were  the  depressing  Influences. 
The  deliveries  on  September  contracts 
tomorrow  also  hang  over  the  market 
and  caused  some  liquidation  There  is  no 
change  in  the  cash  position.  Demand 
was  good,  prices  firm  to  a  shade  higher 
in  the  southwest  markets  Mills  using 
soft  wheat  having  difficulty  in  supply- 
ing their  immediate  wants.  There  was  a 
rather  better  export  demand.  There  is 
some  little  talk  of  damage  to  wheat  in 
sTiock  in  Nebraska  and  the  Northwest 
bv  the  recent  rains,  but  so  far  nothiag 
of  speculative  importance  If  there  is  a 
weak  feature  in  the  situation.  It  is  the 
slow  export  demand,  but  with  condi- 
tions of  stocks  and  the  crops  now  being 
harvested  abroad,  it  does  not  seem  as 
tliough  foreign  buyers  could  remain  in- 
different much  longer.  We  are  still  in- 
clined to  feel  that  wheat  is  a  purchase 
on  the  weak  spots. 

Corn— The  market   is   unchanged.   There 
is  nothing  in   the  cash   situation   to  move 
prices   either  way,   nor   is   there   any   cer- 
tainty   about    the     crop    outcome.    Condi- 
tions are  so  uneven   that  reports  are  ex- 
treme   in    both    directions.     Nobody      pre- 
dicts a  big  croD  nor   a   full   yield.    If  the 
weather     siiould     turn     warm     again     the

TERRIBLE  EXPERIENCE 

Of  the  Crew  of  the  Steamer 
Rhodes. 

Marquette,  Aug.  31.— After  a  terrible 
exptrience  in  the  northeast  gale  on  Laku 
Superior  Saturday.'  the  steamer  Robert 
R.  Rhodes,  yesterday  morning  limped 
into  port  with  llie  barge  George  Georgcr 
in  tow.  Both  boats  were  full  of  waier 
and  tne  crews  were  exhausted  from 
steady  work  at  the  pumps  to  keep  the 
vessels  from  foundering  beneatn  mem. 
None  of  tliem  ever  expetced  to  reacn 
port,  and  .stood  at  their  work  during  the 
night  with  Ufe  preservers  strapped  about 
them.  The  immense  seas  at  times  swept 
clear  across  the  decks  of  the  deeply  lad- 
en craft  so  that  it  was  impossiole  to 
walk  from  one  end  to  tne  other.  Several 
of  the  crew  narrowly  escaped  being 
was  lied  overboard.
